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la.    ATTENTION  EVERYBODY  "CONTENTS  CONFIDENTIAL" 

The  future  policy  of  the  Division  Letter  is  under  consideration  and 
77e  need  your  advice.     The  question  is:    C^n  we  "be  sure  that  its  contents 
will  never  be  given  to  the  press  nor  copies  allowed  to  fall  into  the  hands 
of  persons  outside  the  public  service? 

Remember,  no  newspaper  man  or  reporter  will  refrain  from  publishing 
anything  he  finds  mimeographed.    The  fact  that  it  bears  the  words  "Contents 
Confidential"  will  not  stop  him  from  using  it  as  a  story  or  a  basis  for 
editorial  comment.     Our  only  safety  lies  in  keeping  it  out  of  their  hands. 
We  had  one  unfortunate  experience  a  few  years  ago  which  led  to  embarrassing 
correspondence  with  important  people.    Once  is  enough. 

We  c?n  do  either  of  two  things:     (1)  Reduce  the  Division  Letter  to 
a  bare  list  of  notices  and  instructions  on  official  routine;  or  (2)  Keep  it 
out  of  the  hands  of  those  who  may  give  it  publicity  and  over  whom  we  exer- 
cise no  control.    Which  shall  it  be? 

Each  section  of  the  Division  Letter  may  contain  items  which  are  en- 
tirely proper  but  which  should  not  be  published.    Examples:     'The  Market 
News  Section  may  have  a  letter  from  a  field  man  saying  that  certain  con- 
ditions are  injuring  a  certain  crop  so  that  it  is  likely  to  reach  the  mar- 
kets in  bad  condition.    Tie  want  out  inspectors  to  know  that  but  we  do  not 
want  it  published  for  that  might  make  sales  difficult.    At  least  it  could 
be  said  that  our  report  was  injuring  the  district  we  were  supposed  to  help. 
Or  he  may  report  that  the  dealers  have  held  together  very  well  in  maintain- 
ing f  .o.b.  prices.    A  reporter  can  easily  convert  this  into  a  statement 
that  our  reports  indicate  a  conspiracy  in  restraint  of  trade. 

The  Inspection  Service  has  contained  notes  on  spray  residue  when  every 
effort  was  being  made  to  prevent  any  newspaper  publicity  on  the  subject. 
The  Division  Letter  contains  amendments  to  the  Handbook  and  we  do  not  throw 
the  Handbook  open  to  newspaper  discussion  or  criticism.    Especially  do  we 
wish  to  continue  giving  information  from  shipping  points  as  to  defects  to  be 
expected  in  products  from  certain  districts  but  we  do  not  wish  to  be  respon- 
sible for  the  publication  of  such  items. 

Research  workers  often  make  brief  inquiries  into  matters  which  prove 
unimportant  °nd  which  result  in  no  publication.    We  like  to  give  their  move- 
ments and  outlines  of  their  work  in  the  Division  Letter  but  we  do  not  like 
to  receive  letters  from  the  outside  saying:     "About  a  year  ago  you  announced 
an  investigation  of  so  and  so.    We  are  much  interested  and  would  like  a  copy 
of  the  report  or  bulletin  giving  the  results."     If  there  was  no  "result"  it 
suggests  to  the  enquirer  that  the  Department  is  hiding  something  from  him 
or  from  the  public.     Some  instances  of  exactly  this  sort  have  occurred, 
fortunately  not  chargeable  to  our  Division  Letter.

lb.     CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  NEW  YORK 

The  following  information  was  received  in  a  letter  by  J .  P.  Klein, 
Rochester,  N.  Y.,  dated  December  21: 

"The  principal  thing  to  report  regarding  crop  conditions  in  Western 
New  York  this  week  is  not  so  much  the  marketing  of   the  crops  as.  the  lack  of 
marketing  -due  to_  weather  conditions.     The  continued  rnining  which  froze  on 
everything  as  it  fell,  coating  trees,  poles,  wires,  with  from  J  to  1  inch  of 
ice  in  the  entire  district,  caused  wires,   limbs,  and  poles  to  give  way  with 
the  weight.    Prr-ct icr>lly  every  town  in  this  entire  section  has  been  without 
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lights,  telegraph  or  telephone  service  since  Wednesday  night-     The  linemen 
have  worked  day  and  night,  "but  as  fast  as  the  wires  are  repaired,   they  "break 
in  other  places,   therefore,  there  is  no  service  to  surrounding  towns  as  yet. 
Some  towns  are  cut  off  in  every  way  except  by  train,  as  the  roads  are  "clocked 
"by  trees,  limbs  and  poles.    Heavy  winds  started  yesterday  morning  and  today 
a  heavy  snow  is  "being  blown  before  a  severe  gale,  causing  more  damage,  and 
conditions  today  are  worse  than  ever. 

"Towns  are  without  electric  service  and  consequently  storages  cannot 
operate  their  elevators  and  cannot  load  cars.     It  is  impossible  to  get  through 
to  any  of  the  surrounding  towns  to  see  if  they  sold  anything.     Some  dealers 
in  Rochester  have  tried  to  drive  out  to  the  loading  sections,   in  order  to  on- 
tain  stock  to  fill  their  orders,  but  on  account  of  the  disagreeable  weather 
conditions  and  the  blocked  roads  they  have  given  this  method  up. 

"The  storm  has  done  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  damage  to  the  orchards 
in  this  section,  and  has  damaged  some  of  the  older  orchards  very  severely, 
as  they  were  not  pruned  properly  and  with  the  growth  all  at  the  ends  of  the 
limbs,  the  ice  has  caused  them  to  split  in  the  trunks, 

"The  description  of  the  weather  will  give  some  idea,  of  the  worst  con- 
ditions that  New  York  has  ever    experienced  and  will  explain  the  reason  for 
some  of  the  few  sales  that  have  been  made  this  week." 


2b.     MICHIGAN  POTATO  AND  ONION  MARKET 

R.  H.  Shoemaker,  of  the  Grand  Rapids  office,   in  his  letter  of  December 
20  gave  the  following  information: 

"Potato  and  onion  shipments  already  light,  have  declined  during  the 
past  few  days,  due  to  inclement  weather  prevailing  over  the  Great  Lakes 
Region.    Potato  shipments  from  Michigan  averaging  around  15  cars  daily,  and 
onions  around  eight  cars  daily.     During  the  early  part  of  the  week  prevailing 
f.o.b.  sales  for  sacked  Russet  Rural s  at  §2.30-$2»35  P©1*  cwt.f  while  usual- 
term  onion  prices  were  on  a  basis  of  ^1 .60-;.l  .65  for  yellows.    During  the 
past  few  days  shippers  have  been  unable  to  load,   and  although  communications 
have  not  yet  been  disrupted,  the  railroads  are  having  trouble  keeping  their 
branch  lines  clear  in  some  places.    'Tith  the  gradual  reduction  in  available 
"on  track"  supplies  in  the  markets,   it  is  generally  felt  that  business  will 
be  resumed  at  somewhat  higher  levels,   as  soon  as  the  weather  settles  enough 
to  allow  shippers  to  load  and  ship  without  danger  of  transit  freezing." 

3"b.     TEXAS  SPINACH  MARKET 

G.  D.  Clark,   of  the  San  Antonio  office,   in  a  letter  da  ted  December  lU 
gave  the  following  information: 

"Spinach  market  situation  is  interesting  at  present.     Shippers  have 
experienced  a  very  active  demand.     Growers  are  taking  advantage  by  cutting 
everything  big  enough  to  go.    Tonnage  is  being  sacrificed  in  order  to  get  the 
prevailing  prices.     If  plantings  were  not  being  extended  due  to  the  current 
enthusiasm,   I  should  feel  hopeful  for  the  entire  deal,    'iith  an  unprecedented 
early  movement  and  the  cutting  of  relatively  young  plants  a  much  larger  tonnage 
should  be  marketed  profitably  than  in  former  seasons.     Y/ith  continued  plantings 
and  ideal  growing  conditions  there  is  good  reason  to  feel  that  by  the  first 
of  the  year  too  much  spinach  will  be  available.     If  Norfolk  does  not  soon  drop 
off  in  daily  volume,  a  serious  slump  in  price  next  week  seems  probable  to  me.

"The  weather  has  been  unseasonably  warm  the  past  week  or  ten  days, 
however,   some  misty  and  foggy  weather  has  evidently  caused  some  damage  to 
spinach.    Some  shippers  report  blight,  but  I  am  inclined  to  feel  that  they 
have  exaggerated  its  seriousness.    With  the  plants  cut  back  rather  closely, 
all  that  will  be  needed  to  check  the  trouble  will  be  a  couple  clear  days. 
Plants  are  vigorous  and  will  soon  grow  out  of  damage  unless  cold  weather 
hits  and  even  cold  weather  will  check  the  blight-" 

Hb.    'WISCONSIN  POTATO  ivikRKST 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft,  writing  from  Waupaca  on  December  27,  gave  the 
following  report: 

"Trading  picked  up  somewhat  on  the  potato  market  here  the  first  of 
the  week  after  closing  very  dull  the  end  of  last  week.     This  was  somewhat  of 
a  surprise  to  many  of  the  dealers  as  they  expected  the  market  to  remain  very 
dull  until  after  the  holidays.    Prices  advanced  from  $2-05-$2.10  a  week  ago 
to  a  top  of  ^2,25  paid  on  a  few  cars  Tuesday.    However,  the  market  has  dropped 
back  to  around  ^2.20  with  a  little  slower  trading.    Most  of  the  dealers  here 
feel  that  this  is  only  a  temporary  condition  and  that  no  marked  increase  in 
price  can  be  expected  for  a  time.    Any  efforts  to  raise  the  price  to  growers 
has  been  resisted  by  dealers  because  of  a  fear  that  any  increase  in  price 
might  increase  the  haulings  to    the  point  where  the  local  market  would  break- 
It  is  very  likely  that  any  marked  upturn  in  the  market  will  cause  many  of  the 
farmers  and  dealers  to  unload  as  rapidly  as  possible.     Several  dealers  who 
bought  rather  heavily  in  the  fall  for  speculation  have  told  me  that  they  in- 
tend to  unload  as  soon  as  prices  get  to  the  point  where  they  can  make  any 
profit  at  all.    Apparently  no  one  expects  to  make  any  large  profit  on  this 
stuff  that  was  bought  in  the  fall  to  be  held  for  the  spring  market.  Taken 
all  in  all  it  would  seem  that  the  general  feeling  here  is  more  pessimistic 
than  conditions  in  general  would  warrant."

Sb.    DAI  AGE  TO  FLORIDA  STRING-  BEANS 

V.  H.  Nicholson,   in  a  letter  of  December  27,  from  West  Palm  Beach, 
Florida,  sent  the  following  report: 

"There  was  a    light  frost  in  sections  of  the  Everglades  during  the 
first  part  of  this  week.    Bp.mp.ge  to  the  bean  crop  in  Palm  Beach  County  is 
estimated  at  about  10  per  cent  with  damage  in  some  sections  as  high  as  25  per 
cent.    Broward  County  vegetables  escaped  frost  although  there  was  some  damage 
due  to  the  cold  winds.     There  was  frost  in  the  region  around  Homestead;  the 
damage  in  that  section  ranged  from  very  slight  to  hO  per  cent  in  some  in- 
stances . 

"Shipments  of  beans  have  been  much  lighter  during  the  past  week.  P.o.b, 
prices  have  increased  from  around  SI  per  bushel  hamper  to  1;l .  50-^1 -75  yester- 
day.    It  is  quite  likely  that  many  shipments  during  the  next  few  days  will  be 
of  fair  quality  as  many  growers  have  delayed  picking  because  of  the  unfavor- 
able markets  of  the  last  two  weeks."

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7b.     STERILIZATION  OF  FLORIDA  CI  THUS  FRUIT 

The  following  report  was  received  in  a  letter  from  H.  5\  Willson, 
Winter  Haven,  Florida,  dated  December  20: 

"A  subject  of  considerable  interest  at  the  present  time  is  the  re- 
action of  the  receiver  and  cons-umer  towards  the  sterilized  fruit.    As  near- 
ly a  month  has  elapsed  since  the  opening  of  the  Southeastern  States  for 
Florida  citrus,   there  has  been  sufficient  time  to  gain  the  first  impression 
at  least.    A  few  of  the  shippers,  whom  I  have  talked  with  personally,  state 
that  the  fruit  does  not  'hold  up.1     They  are  receiving  numerous  complaints 
and  in  many  instances  pre  obliged  to  make  allowances .     In  addition  to  break- 
ing down  rapidly,  the  flavor  of  the  sterilized  fruit  is  not  generally  good. 
The  Florida  Citrus  Growers'  Clearing  House  Association  mailed  a  question- 
naire to  their  shipper  members  asking  numerous  questions  about  the  sterilized 
fruit.    Although  this  data  is  not  complete  as  yet,  the  consensus  of  opinion 
is  that  practically  ^11  shippers  are  experiencing  considerable  1  grief1  as 
the  Trade,  at  the  receiving  end,  are  not  satisfied.     Sterilization  is  more 
s.atisfactory  for  grapefruit  than  for  oranges." 

8b.    REVISED  APPLE  PAGE  FOR  CODE  BOOK  (Effective  January  13) 

VTith  this  issue  of  the  Division  Letter,  we  are  mailing  to  pll 
offices  using  the  market  news  code  the  revised  apple  pages  of  the  code,  to 
be  used  beginning  January  13 •     If  your  office  does  not  receive  enough 
copies  of  this  revision,  more  will  be  sent  upon  request. 

The  chief  changes  which  have  been  made  on  the  pages  submitted  with 
the  November  1  Division  Letter,  have  to  do  with  th.^  code  words  representing 
ranges  in  size  for  U.  S.  1  and  A  grades.    These  now  appear  as  three-letter 
symbols  rather  than  five-letter,  permitting  the  addition  of  two-letter 
variety  terminals.    The  container  symbols  have  also  been  changed  slightly. 

No  changes  ha-7e  been  made  in  the  five-letter  words  on  the  second 
page.    These  are  now  arranged  according  to  States,  for  convenience  in 
coding.    For  convenience  in  decoding,   some  offices  may  care  to  arrange  the 
code  words  in  alphabet ical  order.    All  that  will  be  necessary  in  this  event 
is  to  place  the  -words  beginning  with  f,A"  in  the  omer  in  which  they  appear, 
followed  with  those  beginning  with  nS"  in  the  order  in  which  they  appear. 

For  further  explanation  of  the  rep  sons  for  the  arrangement  of  the 
new  apple  page  of  the  code,  see  article  7o  in  the  November  1  D-L.  Other 
revised  pages  of  the  rode  will  be  mailed  out,  a  page  or  two  at  a  time, 
so  that  coding  and  decoding  will  be  handicapped  as  little  as  possible  while 
the  revision  of  the  code  is  going  on.

lb.     LOUISIANA  CROP  NEWS 

J.  W.  Coleman  sent  the  following  information  from  New  Orleans  on 
December  31: 

"Sunday  I  went  into  the  Louisiana  orange  section  around  Buras, 
Mandarines  and  tangerines  are  rather  plentiful  and  the  crop  is  expected  to 
last  until  the  middle  of  February.     Vegetable  plantings  from  New  Orleans 
to  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  look  rather  sickly.     There  are  scattered 
fields  of  cabbage,   turnips,  beets  and  carrots  with  an  occasional  patch  of 
other  vegetables  but  shippers  do  not  expect  to  have  any  volume  of  vege- 
tables before  the  middle  or  last  of  February.    A  few  cars  of  sweet  potatoes 
and  oranges  are  now  moving  daily  from  this  State."

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2b.     FLORIDA  CROP  HEWS 

R.  M.  Peterson,  of  the  Bradenton,  Florida .off ice,   in  his  letter 
of  January  U  gave  the  following  information: 

"The  Manatee  section  refers  to  the  territory  along  the  Manatee  River 
dorm  to  the  coast  including  Terra  Ceia  Island  and  Sneads  Islands,  both  of 
which  are  well  protected  from  frost  and  are  highly  productive,  particularly 
Terra  Ceia  Island.     The  Sarasota  section  is  much  smaller  and  lies  mostly 
adjacent  to  the  City  of  Sarasota  which  is  twelve  miles  south  of  Bradenton. 
The  vegetable  crop  at  Sarasota  consists  mainly  of  celery. 

"The  celery  movement  from  the  Manatee-Sarasota  section  is  getting 
under  full  swing  and  will  be  around  twenty-five  cars  daily  the  first  half 
of  next  week.     This  movement  will  drop  off  slightly  the  latter  half  of  the 
week,  but  will  be  resumed  again  the  following  week  and  is  expected  to  con- 
tinue at  approximately  that  rate  for  the  balance  of  the  month. 

"The  quality  of  the  celery  is  generally  good,  but  some  of  the  tops 
were  hit  by  last  week's  frost.    New  growth  is  overcoming  this  condition, 
however,  and  I  understand  that  the  stock  now  being  shipped  is  trimmed  so 
that  it  shows  little,   if  any,   effect  of  the  frost.    Most  of  the  stock  is 
fairly  -Tell    blanched,   some  well  blanched,  and  is  of  good  length. 

"The  pepper  and  eggplant  movement  is  very  light  and  will  continue  so 
until  the  spring  crop  comes  on.    The  recent  frost  either  killed  or  badly 
retarded  the  growth  of  these  crops  except  those  grown  on  the  Islands.  The 
weekly  movement  of  peppers  will  be  only  two  or  three  cars,  and  of  eggplant, 
one  or  possibly  two  cars. 

"The  lettuce  plantings  are  light  and  the  shipments  are  not  expected 
to  run  over  ten  or  twelve  cars  weekly  this  month.     The  romaine  movement 
will  be  about  the  same  as  that  of  lettuce,  but  is  expected  to  continue  a 
month  longer.     There  will  be  ten  or  twelve  cars  of  escarole  out  next  week, 
movement  continuing  about  the  same  for  the  balance  of  the  month. 

"The  cabbage  crop  is  expected  to  reach  a  weekly  movement  of  25  to  30 
cars  next  week  and  may  continue  at  that  rate  for  sometime. 

"Strawberry  plantings  are  very  light  here  and  the  total  weekly  move- 
ment including  the  territory  as  far  south  as  Venice,  will  be  only  one  or 
two  cars  weekly  for  the  balance  of  this  month." 


3°-    ARIZOIIk  LUTTUCS  Z3AL 

J.  B.  Owens,  of  the  Phoenix,  Arizona  office,  wrote  on  December  29 
as  follows: 

"It  is  the  general  opinion  that  the  deal  here  has  reached  its  peak 
and  that  Friday,  December  27  was  the  big  day,  135  cars  having  been  shipped. 
As  yet,   it  is  hard  to  say  whether  the  deal  as  a  whole  is  going  to  be  finan- 
cially successful  due  to  the  very  poor  yields  of  lettuce  now  being  harvested 
from  many  fields.    Prom  interviews  with  several  of  the  larger  shippers,  I 
find  that  up  to  the  present  U-0  to  60  crates  to  the  acre  is  all  that  has  been 
harvested,  and,   that  they  will  be  fortunate  to  get  75  to  85  crates  to  the 
acre  by  the  end  of  the  season.     Of  course,   exceptional  fields  of  good  lettuce 
will  return  far  more  than  that,  but  these  exceptional  fields  are  scarce. 
The  main  factor  for  the  reduced  yield  is  the  poor  stand,  due  to  only  a  fair 
germination  of  the  seed  and  a  heavy  damage  by  worms  at  thinning  time.  The 
presence  of  this  infestation  of  worms  caused  many  growers  to  put  off  their 
thinning  operations,  which  is  partly  responsible  for  the  lateness  of  the  crop. 
Some  fields  have  behaved  rather  freakish  in  coming  to  maturity,  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  plants  going  into  seed  stalks  before  heading.  "

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Hb.     FLORIDA  STRING-  BEAN  CROP  DAIvlAGED 

V.  H.  Nicholson,   in  a  letter  of  January  H,  from  West  Palm  Beach, 
sent  the  following  report: 

"Shipments  of  Florida  stringbeans  have  fallen  off  considerably 
during  the  past  two.  weeks.    The  Broward  County  crop  was  damaged  somewhat  by 
cold  winds  the  week  of  December  22nd  to  28th.     Some  factors  estimate  that 
shipments  will  be  reduced  50  per  cent.    Damage  to  the  crops  around  Lake 
Okeechobee  during  the  same  week  has  hurt  the  quality  of  beans  and  has  also 
reduced- the  amount  available  for  shipment.    Frost  around  Belle  C-lade  and 
South' Bay  did  some  damage  but  cold  winds  did  material  damage  all  over  the 
district.     It  is  probable  that  shipments  during  the  greater  part  of  January 
will  average  from  15  to  25  cars  daily. 

Prices  have  advanced  materially  during  the  last  few  days.  Because 
of  the  poorer  quality  of  stock  in  the  Glades  region,  prices  around  Pompano 
have  been  much  higher  than  at  any  of  the  Lake  joints.    A  few  Bountiful s  sold 
as  high  as  34-  around  Pompano  yesterday  but  $2-50  was  the  tdp  price  for  the 
same  variety  in  the  Everglades.    Valentines  brought  around  $2.25  in  both 
sections .n 


5b-     FLORIDA  CITRUS  NEWS 

H.  F.  Willson,   in  a  letter  of  January  3>  from  Winter  Haven,  gave 
the  following  information: 

"The  shipments  of  citrus  have  increased  for  the  past  few  days  until 
they  are  about  normal  again  after  the  light  movement  just  preceding  and 
daring  the  holidays.     It  is  interesting  to  note  the  distribution  of  today, 
January  3,  as  compared  with  that  of  December  21.     In  today* s  distribution 
only  25  per  cent  of  the  cars  were  destined  to  the  South  and  West  with  ap- 
proximately 11  per  cent  to  the  Southeastern  States.     The  remainder,  or  three- 
fourths,  were  shipped  to  the  11  Northeastern  States.     On  December  21,  60 
per  cent  of  the  roll  was  for  the  South  and  West.    There  is  always' a  decided 
reduction  in  the  shipments  to  the  Southeastern  States  following  the  holidays 
but  many  operators  believe  that  this  is  much  more  apparent  this  season,  due 
to  considerable  dissatisfaction  with  processed  fruit."

2c  -     77ATCH  FOR  CANADIAN  CHECKS  •  • 

On  account  of  the  exchange  charge  on  Canadian  checks  all  offices 
are  instructed  to  refuse  acceptance  of  checks  drawn  on  Canadian  banks  in 
payment  of  inspection  fees,  unless  the  check  is  made  to  include  the  ex- 
change charge  in  addition  to  the  full  amount'  of  the  fee.    Checks  received 
in  Washington  which  do  not  include  the  exchange  charge  will  be  returned 
to  the  office  transmitting  them  and  then  they  will  have  to  be  returned  to 
the  sender.     In  -order  to  obviate  a  lot  of  unnecessary  correspondence  re- 
garding this  matter  the  following  statement  should  be  typed  on  all  fee  slips 
sent  to  firms  in  Canada. 

"On  account  of  the  exchange  charges  on  Canadian  checks  please  remit 
by  New  York  draft.     Checks  drawn  on  Canadian  banks,  will  not  be  accepted 
in  payment  of  this  bill." 

This  should  appear  just  below  the  statement  of  car  number,  product, 
certificate  number,  and  fee. 

3c     SEND  OLD  BILLS  TO  '.BASHING-TON  FOE  COLLECTION     (Reprint  from  Division 
Letter,  January  11,  1529) 

"Attention  is  directed  to  paragraph  lUU,  Par.  I,   Inspection  Hand 
Book  which  specifically  states  that  no  bills  should  be  held  ever  two  months 
except  those  owed  by  a  railroad.    In  some  cases  old  bills  have  been  held 
in  the  branch  offices  for  several  months  and  when  effort  was  made  to  collect 
them  it  was  learned  that  the  firm  had  gone  out  of  business.     The  procedure 
outlined  in  paragraphs  1^3,   lUU  and  IU5,  Part  I,   Inspection  Handbook  should 
be  closely  followed.    Each  inspector  in  charge  of  a  market  must  make  it  a 
part  of  his  business  to  collect  all  outstanding  fee  bills  and  send  them  to 
Washington  after  they  are  two  months  old.11 

^c-    ROOT  GROWTH  OF  ONIONS     (Reprint  from  Division  Letter,  January  IS,  1929) 

"The  U.  S-  Standards  for  Northern  Grown  Onions  as  revised  December 
20,   1928,   specify  that  U.  S«  No.  1  shall  be  'Free  from  damage  caused  by 
roots,   etc'     This  refers  to  roots  which  were  present  when  the  onions  were 
harvested  and  does  not  include  new  root  growth  which  occurs  in  transit  for 
storage.    Old  root  growth  shall  be  considered  as  a  grade  defect  and  new  root 
growth  as  a  factor  of  condition  as  outlined  in  the  onion  circular  of  the 
Inspection  Handbook.     Oldroots  are  usually  dry,  tough  and  fibrous  and  some- 
what longer  than  new  root  growth  which  appears  fresh,  white  and  generally 
short.    New  root  growth  usually  dries  out  and  disappears  after  the  onions 
are  exposed  to  a  free  circulation  of  fresh  air.     See  paragraph  $lt  Northern 
Grown  Onions,   Inspection  Handbook."

J.  D.  Hamilton,   of  the  Portland  office,   in  a  letter  of  January  S 
gave  the  following  information: 

"Portland* s  annual  blizzard  finally  arrived  last  night,  with  2 
inches  of  snow,  and  temperatures  as  lev  as  2U°.    All  local  vegetable  pro- 
duction has  stopped,  and  storage  stocks  are  soaring  in  price.     Some  spinach 
will  continue  to  be  harvested,  as  soon  a.s  weather  pemits,  and  new-crop 
spring  cauliflower,  which  has  been  harvested  in  limited  volume  locally  for 
the  last  week,  will  continue  maturing  slowly,  on  every  warm  day.    A  vege- 
table movement  of  minor  importance,  but  interesting,   is  the  present  shipment 
of  spring-crop  Oregon  cauliflower  to  Seattle,   for  export  to  the  Phillippines. 
and  to  Alaska. 

"Cauliflower  (or  broccoli)  growers  at  the  Roseburg  district  in 
southern  Oregon  will  start  harvesting  their  crop  in  about  one  month,  and 
car-lot  movement  will  start  toward  the  end  of  February,  with  about  100 
carloads  in  prospect,  according  to  present  indications- 

"Portland's  total  rainfall  in  1$29  was  26  inches,  belying  the 
rTCebfoot'  appellation  usually  applied  to  native  residents."

In  a  letter  dated  January  11,  H-  F.  Willson  at   ."inter  Haven 
writes  as  follows: 

"There  is      considerable  speculating  about  the  pending  appropriation 
for  the  Mediterranean  Pruit  Ply  regulatory  measures.    The  recent  temporary 
appropriation  of  a  million  dollars  will  not  carry  on  the  present  work  for 
any  length  of  time,  and  the  question  arises  whether  the  fifteen  million 
will  be  granted.    A  few  are  of  the  opinion  that,  due  to  the  accomplishments 
to  date  in  the  eradication  work,  it  wouldn't  be  necessary  for  such  a  large 
amount.    They  also  state  that,   if  the  larger  amount  is  appropriated  and 
the  work  progresses  favorably,   there  is  the  possibility  of  seme  of  the 
funds  being  spent  needlessly.    This  faction,  however,   is  decidedly  in  the 
minority  and  the  majority  believe  that  the  total  amount  should  be  approp- 
riated, voicing  the  opinion  that  if  all  the  funds  are  not  needed  they  will 
be  kept  in  reserve.    It  is  also  pretty  generally  agreed,  that  as  long  as 
the  appropriation  is  pending  and  th^re  is  nothing  definite  to  depend  on, 
the  quarantine  regulations  will  be  very  strict.    While  on  the  other  hand 
if  the  Plant  Poard  and  Quarantine  officials  have  adequate  funds,   it  is  be- 
lieved they  will  lend  a  more  attentive  ear  to  the  numerous  requests  for 
modifying  quarantine  regulations.    The  trade  is  particularly  anxious  to  have 
the  northern  middlewestern  markets  such  as  Chicago,  Cleveland  and  Detroit 
opened  for  non-processed  fruit,  placing  these  on  the  same  basis  as  the 
eleven  Northeastern  States."

In  a  letter  dated  January  11,        L.  Jackson,  at  Los  Angeles,  made 
the  following  report: 

"The  cauliflower  situation  in  southern  California  has  fluctuated 
considerably  since  our  last  letter  of  December  5*     Shipments  increased 
within  a  few  d-ys  around  50  cars  per  day  and  with  continued  poor  quality, 
due  to  lack  of  rain,   the  market  could  not  absorb  the  increase  and  prices 
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"broke  rather  "badly.    With  weaker  prices  and  slow  demand  from  Eastern 
"buyers,   shipments  dropped,  and  as  a  result,  fair  quality  flower  showed 
.   slightly  increased  strength.     Cool  nights  have  aided  in  holding  "back  ship- 
ments and  also  tended  to  improve  the  quality. 

"Since  the  first  of  the  year  the  situation  has  been  brighter  as  con- 
siderable rain  has  fallen  and  quality  has  improved.    Eastern  buyers  are 
taking  a  renewed  interest  in  cauliflower  since  it  is  possible  to  get  fairly 
good  quality.    Cool  nights  are  continuing  to  hold  back  maturity  and  ship- 
ments are  holding  about  steady  at  20  to  25  cars  per  day  out  of  southern 
,    California  district  during  the  past  week. 

"The  market  has      strengthened ^and  is  almost  back  to  where  it  was 
at  the  time  of  our  last  letter.    The  cash  demand  is  good,  with  f.o.b.  prices 
on  pony  crates,  cash  track,  Pearl  type,  and  a  few  Snowball,  13' s  and  larger 
reported  at    ^1-30-^1.35.   some  tl.Uo..   Cash  prices  to  growers  ranged  from 
90(^-95^  Vev  packed-out  crate.     Snowball  variety  is  practically  cleaned  up, 
and  the  bulk  of  shipments  consist  of  Pearl  type,  which  local  shippers  call 
Early  Medium  and  Half  Early. 

.  "Present  indications  are  that  the  market  will  continue  firm  as  long 
as  cool  weather  keeps  down  the  loading.     There  is,  however,  ■  a  potential 
heavy  movement  from  both  southern  and  central  California  cauliflower  dis- 
tricts and  with  warm  weather  the  movement  is  expected  to  increase  heavily. 
Shippers  are  expecting  to  see  prices  break  as  soon  as  the  shipments  are 
materially  increased  and  are  attempting  to  keep  sold  up  as  they  do  not  wish 
to  take  any  chances  on  being  caught  with  too  many  truck  roller s.rr 

5b.    WISCOITSIII  POTATO  MARKET  - 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  January  10  from 
C.  D.  Schoolcraft,  at  Waupaca,  Wisconsin: 

"Local  dealers  report  that  the  seed  business  has  been  very  dull 
this  season  and  that  sales  to  southern  States  have  been  only  a  small  portion 
of  what  they  have  been  in  former  years  to  date.    Just  recently,  a  few  cars 
have  gone  to  Louisiana  and  Texas.  '  The  dealers  do  not  feel  at  all  alarmed 
however  as  it  is  their  opinion  that  the  South,  with  the  exception  of  lower 
Florida  and  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley,  have  not  bought  their  seed  stock. 
The  practice  of  booking  seed  stock  in  the  fall  for  future  delivery  has 
practically  ceased  in  this  State  so    that  dealers  do  not  have  this  means  of 
anticipating  their  outlets." 

6b .     COLORADO  i.OTCR  TRUCK  ______________  CARRIERS  ASSOCIATION  .  . . 

In  a  letter  dated  January  7,  Mr.  Calhoun,  at  Denver,  wrote  as  follows: 
"You  will  perhaps  be  interested  in  knowing  of  the  recent  organization 
of  the  Colorado  Motor  Common  Carriers  Association,  a.  copy  of  whose  emblem 
is  enclosed.    'This  is  an  organization  made  up  of  the  principal  truck  lines 
in  Colorado,  and  was  just  started  two  months  ago.    At  the  present  time  they 
have  in  their  membership  25  of  the  principal  lines  in  all  parts  of  the  State. 
Two  of  the  problems  on  which  they  are  now  working  are  joint  rates  and  a 
union  station  at  Denver  for  all  lines  operating  in  and  out  of  here.*'

Each  office  has  been  supplied  with  a  tabulation  of  citrus  sizes, 
showing  the  average  diameter  of  the  fruit  for  different  size  packs.  These 
figures  cannot  be  very  accurate  on  account  of  the  differences  in  shape 
and  of  variation  in  size  within  the  same  box.    There  is  some  difference 
between  the  same  sizes  as  packed  in  California  and  Florida,  and  different 
shippers  in  the  same  State  do  not  always  agree  as  to  average  diameter. 
Such  tables  give  valuable  information  to  the  inspector  if  properly  used. 
They  should  never  be  used  as  a  basis  for  determining  the  percentage  of 
fruit  under  a  certain  diameter.     In  the  case  of  bulk  shipments  which  may 
have  been  sold  by  box  sizes  rather  than  by  diameter  the  tables  would  be 
of  assistance  in  making  inspection  to  determine  size  on  the  basis  of  box 
sizes . 

In  the  case  of  boxed  fruit  the  important  item  is  "sizing"  rather 
than  "size"  and  the  certificate  should  show  whether  sizing  is "uniform" , 
"fairly  uniform"  or  "irregular."    A  slight  variation  in  size  may  be  ex- 
pected and  if  the  variation  is  no  greater  than  that  between  the  next 
large'    and  next  smaller  size,   it  should  be  considered  "fairly  uniform." 
Knowing  the  average  diameter  of  the  fruit  would  greatly  facilitate  the 
determination  of  uniformity  or  irregularity,  but  the  diameter  of  the  fruit 
in  inches  should  never  be  referred  to  on  the  certificate.    When  the  fruit 
is  tightly  packed  and  the  numerical  count  is  correct  the  fruit  is  usually 
properly  sized  and  as  a  rule  when  there  is  a  question  of  size  involved 
it  will  be  in  connection  with  slack  pack.    When  the  latter  condition  is 
found  it  is  of  great  importance  to  show  whether  it  resulted  from  irregular 
sizing  or  from  packing  fruit  of  too  small  size  for  the  count  to  make  a 
tight  pack.

There  is  no  such  variety  listed  in  the  seed  catalogues  as  "Savoy" 
although  several  are  classed  as  "Savoy  type."     Savoy  type  refers  to  varieties 
of  spinach  which  have  crinkled  or  crumpled  leaves,  among  which  the  Blooms- 
dale  variety  is  the  most  v/idely  gro?7n.    The  Viroflay  and  Broad  Flanders  are 
the  mosi   important  varieties  of  the  flat  leaf  type.     The  inspection  service 
will  .rake  no  attempt  to  certify  variety  and  when  the  question  of  variety  is 
in  controversy  the  inspector  should  inform  interested  parties  that  he  will 
classify  the  lot  as  to  type  only,   i.e.  whethlcr  "Savoy  ty^e"  or  "flat  leaf 
type."    Some  plants  may  show  the  outer  leaves  less  crinkled  or  somewhat 
flattened  but  this  is  no  indication  that  such  plants  are  not  "Savoy  type." 
No  lot  should  be  classed  as  flat  leaf  type  unless  the  inner  or  younger  leaves 
as  \7ell  as  the  outer  leaves  are  distinctly  flat. 
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3c .     CERTIFICATION  0?  FLORIDA  CITRUS  FRUIT 

It  appears  that  some  daipage  to  Florid?  Citrus  fruit  has  been  caused 
"by  overheating  in  the  sterilization  process .    "Such  damage  may  result  in  a 
brown  discoloration  of  the  fruit  and  in  some  cases  the  fruit  may  be  soft 
with  flesh  discolored  and  desiccated.     Since  receiving  point  inspectors 
do  not  know  the  history  of  different  lots  "inspected  they  will  not  be  im- 
position to  certify  the  cause  of  this  condition. when  encountered.     It  will 
therefore  be  the  policy  of  this  service  to  describe  the  damage  without 
making  any  attempt  to  name  the  cause.    Ho  certificate  should  be  issued  at- 
tributing the  cause  of  any  damage  to  overheating. 

Uc.     LETTUCE  INSPECTIONS  IN  TEE  PHOENIX  XI STRICT 

The  following  report  was  received  in  a  letter  dated  January  10 
from  H.  '.7.  Peterson,  Los  Angeles,  California,  who  was  supervising  lettuce 
inspections  at  Phoenix,  ^.risona: 

"The  number  of  lettuce  inspections  in  the  Phoenix  district  has  been 
light  through  the  fall  season.    This  is  probably  due  to  two  reasons:  First, 
the  quality  early  in  the  season  was  not  good;  second,  the  f .o.b.  prices 
have  been  high  ell  through  the  deal,  with  s  number  of  buyers  in  the  field. 

"There  is  a  possibility  that  inspections  will  continue  in  the  Phoenix 
district  during  most  of  the  winter;  however,  if  there  is  a  slack  time  during 
February  I  am  expecting  to  have  Mr.  Each  assist  Bert el son  at  No gales  on  the 
inspection  work  there. 

"Two  men  are  at  present  in  the  Uogales  district;  namely,  Mir.  Bertelson 
and  Mr.  Picker.     Inspections  to  date  have  been  comparatively  light,  but 
should  increase  about  the  20th  of  this  month."

It  has  been  called  to " bur  attention  that  Market  reporters  ere 
quoting,  prices  on  "Fancy"  lettuce  when  in  all  probability  the  lettuce  so 
quoted  does  not  meet  the  U.  S>"  Fancy  Grade  and"  may  not  be  U.  S.  Ho.  1 
Grade.    Probably  reporters  are  trying  to  .indicate  in  their  quotations  that 
the  best  lettuce  on  the  -  marl-rot  at  the  time  is  selling  at  a  higher  price 
than  the  ordinary  run  of- lettuce,  and  if  this  is  true  the  better  quality 
lettuce  •  should  oe  described  as  "best"  or  "few  best".    The  following  is 
quoted  from  a  letter  just  .received  from  77.  f*.  Alleweit,  Sacramento,  Calif-: 

"I  have  had  occasion  to  check  a' number  of  the  market  reports  issued 
on  lettuce  during  the  latter  -  part  •'  of  December,  and  find  that  a  number  of 
.'the  markets  including  New -York;  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Chicago  and  Detroit 
.have  quoted  .prices  on  "Fancy"  lettuce  from  California. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,   our  observations  at  the  time  these  cars  were 
shipped,  both  in  connection  with  Shipping-Point  Inspection  work  and  lettuce 
grade  investigations;  were  to  the  effect  that  very  few  of  the  shipments 
would  :grade  United  States  I'o .  1  or  come  anywhere -close  to  this  Standard. 
During  1$23,   in  connection  with  more  than  7,QGC  cars  of  lettuce  certified 
in  .California  and  during  192$,  when  more  tnrn  'U,  500  cars  were  certified, 
only  two  cars  "ere  passed  as  United  States  Fancy  each  year."

R.  H.  Shoemaker,   of  the  Grand  Rapids  office,   in  his  letter  of 
January  15    gave  the  following  information: 

"To  date,  January  15,  potato  shipment s- this ■ season  have  been  only 
1,796  cars  as  compared  with  5,530  cars'  to  January  15,  1929 .    The  latter 
figure  represents  39$  of  last  season's  total  of  14,18$  cars  of  Michigan 
potatoes  which  entered  into  the  carl ot- movement .    Figuring  the  movement  to 
date  as  representing  a  similar  proportion  of  this  season's  total  movement, 
Michigan  should  ship  a  total  of  around  4,600  cars.      It  is  quite  probable 
that  the, truck  movement  this,  season  wi 11  account  for  a  larger  proportion 
of  the  movement  of  this  season! s  crop  than  was  .the  case  last  year.      On  the 
other  hand,  there  were  practically  no  Ho.  2  potatoes. shipped  last  year; 
very  few  were  produced.    This  year  market  conditions  are  such  that  No.  2Ts 
will  be  shipped,  and  there  are  proportionately  more  produced  than  in  1928- 
Also,  both  growers  and  shippers  thus  far  this  season  have  undoubtedly  held 
back  selling  and  shipping  to  a  greater  extent  than  during  last  season.  It 
is  therefore  quite  probable  that  total  shipments  will  exceed  the  tentative 
figure  of  4,600  cars  above,  and  that  instead,   shipments  will  be  around  5. 000 
cars  originally  estimated. for  the  "State,-  and  in  fact  might  even  exceed  this 
figure  by  several  hundred  cars  before • the  season  is  over.    Up  to  the  present 
time  there  has  been  a  continuation  of  the  more  liberal  movement,  caused  by 
the  recent  periodic  rise  as  a  result  of  the  cold  weather  in  the  States  of 
Wisconsin  and  Minnesota.    However,   it  now  appears  that  the  rise  has  oeen 
headed,  and  prices  yesterday  were  slightly  weaker  at  $2*40-  $2.5°  per  cwt . 
In  spite  of  this,   I  do  not  believe  there  are  enough  potatoes  in  the  markets 
to  cause  any  further  rapid  decline,   while  further  inclement  weather  might 
cause  a  fresh  upswing,  although  none  of  the  kind  of  weather  needed  is 
being  promised. 

"Michigan  onion  shipments  to  January  IS  this  season  are  1,754  cars, 
as  compared  with  a  tot^l  of  1,?U3  cars  to  a.  comparable  date  last  season, 
and  a  total  aovemeift  of  2,664  errs  fro..:  the  1928  production  which  was  esti- 
mated to  have  been  2, "25  carlo t   equivalents.

FIELD  tgSH  should  advise  of  any  necessary  changes  in  dat^s,  etc 
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the  equivalent  of  2,832  errs  were  still  in  storage.     Since  that  time  ap- 
proximately  1,000  additional  cars  have  been  shipped.     Shipments  from 
January  15  to  the  end  of  the  season  last- year  amounted  to  8l6  cars  which 
was  a  fairly  liberal  movement  for  that  period  from  Michigan.    Last  year's 
stocks  on  hand  --ere  fairly  well  cleaned  up,  and  mar  he  t  conditions  mere  on 
the  whole  quite  favorable  for  liberal  shipments.    This  season,  both  National 
and  Michigan  stocks  on  hand  are  considerably  in  excess  of  those  of  the  pre- 
c 2 ding  season,  and  the  general  financial  situation  is  not  nearly  as  favor- 
able as  was  the  case  last  spring,  in  spite  of  which  it  mould  seem  that  with 
the  larger  amount  of  onions  on  hand,   shipments  from  the  State  this  serine; 
should  exceed  last  yearns  movement  for  this  period,  possibly  by  several 
hundred  cars.    Under  such  conditions  no  improvement  in  the  market  is  antici- 
pated." 

5b .     GOLD  ^THZ3.  hgFECTIhG-  TkZ  IDAHO  POTATO  DehdL 

In  p  letter  dated  January  IS,  L.  C .  Tate,  of  the  Idaho  Falls  office, 
wrote  as  follows: 

"Cold  weather  has  been  a.  vital  factor  in  the  Idaho  potato  deal  since 
the  first  of  the  year.     Lorn  temperatures  during"  the  week  of  January  p  to  11, 
which  restricted  hauling  on  all  but  two  days,  gave  the  market  a  firm  under- 
tone, due  largely  to  the  fact  that,  while  shipments  showed  little  variance, 
warehouse  holdings  over  that  period  mere  limited  and  dealers  mere  reluctant 
to  sell  out  at  current  quotations  without  knowing  when  supplies  mould  be 
available  to  take  their  place.    Buying  from  growers  was  heavy  all  through 
that  period,   so  that  the  warm  weather  of  January  10  to  11  saw  very  heavy 
hauling.     The  temperature  again  dropped  during  the  current  week  just  -hen 
the  market  was  beginning  to  show  some  effect  from  the  heavy  offerings,  and 
the  situation  firmed  up  again  with  most  dealers  holding  for  higher  prices 
than  current  quotations.    The  coldest  weather  of  the  season  was  reported 
Thursday  night,  January  lo,  when  the  official  reading  at  Idaho  Falls  shored 
30°  below  zero.    Friday's  maximum  was  only  1°  above  zero  and  railroad  of- 
ficials warned  shippers  against  loading  ears,  ".this  limiting  shipments  consid- 
erably.    Some  buying  -w^s  reported -for  nait  -e-eks  leading  at  slightly  higher 
prices  th»n  were  current  during  the  early  part  of  the  meek  but  it  notice- 
able that  very  fow   dealers  bought  bulk  stocks  from  growers  to  be  hauled  after 
the  cold  snap  had  passed.

■All  inspectors  are  not  following  the  instructions  which  have  been 
issued  regarding  these  matters  and-  it  theref ore""se.c.ms  necessary  to  repeat 
them  in  order  to  promote  a  uniform  policy. in  all  offices.  Pathologists 
recognize  the  fact  that  there  is  a  watery  discoloration  of  the  outer  scales 
of  onions  which  may.. "be  .either  the  result  of  breakdown  or.  of  freezing  injury. 
On  account  of  the  extreme  difficulty  in  distinguishing  between  the  two, 
"frozen  onions"  or  "freezing  injury"  should  nev^r  be  reported  unless  the 
onions  show  ice  formation  or  the  location  of  the  rffricted  stock  in  a  car 
or  cold  storage  clearly  indicates  damage  by  freezing  tempera tures .    Under  all 
other  conditions  the  injury  should  be  described  viithout  making  any  attempt 
to  name  the  cause. 
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In  a  letter  dated  January  12,  7-1.  H-  Henderson,  at  Norfolk,  made 
the  following  report : 

"I  have  inspected  over  SGOf-C0O  pounds  of  'fruits  rnd  vefeeta.bl^s  for 
the  llavy  since  January  1,  and  another  special  contract  for  about  an  equal 
quantity  rill  be  let  on  the  23rd  of  the  month.

"gost  of  the  supplies  are  packed  in  the  special  Navy  cr^t:s  and  I 
have  to  supervise  this  work  which  takes  practically  all  of  cay  time  from 
the  time  the  contract  is  "let  until  the  ship  is  loaded.    During  the  inter- 
vals between  these  periods,  I  will  "be  able  to  tame  care  of  the  usual  com- 
mercial mork."

The 
peas  from  early  plantings  are  cf  poor  quality  due  to  unfavorable  growing 
weather  and  norm  injury.     There  are  several  hundred  acres  of  late-  plant inms 
from  which  peas  have  graded  TJ.

Homever,  they  have  been  shipping  a  few  cars  of  carrots  in  spite  of  the  un- 
favorable weather,    With  a  strong  market,  and  a  good  supply  of  carrots  as 
at  present,   they  should  be  very  busy. with  certification  as  soon  as  the  lea- 
ther permits."

Due  to  the  rush  of  work  on  Outlook  Reports  the  Division  of  Crop 
and  Livestock  Estimates  has  been  delayed  in  releasing  the  report  of  potato 
stocks  on  hand  January  1,  I93O.    This  report  will  be  released  on  Monday 
morning,  February  3 • 

Rumors  by  the  trade  that  this  report  has  already  been  released  are 
probably  founded  on  a  statement  in  the  potato  outlook  report  which  indicat 
that  January  1,   1930  holdings  were  probably  only  three-fifths  as  large  as 
on  January  1,  1929«

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M-Td.     IS  THE  ITS';;  COEE  \g  IBPROTBEBT?  (For  Early  Reply) 

A  letter  has  recently  been  received  from  the  ipaii  in  cha.rge  of 
one  of  our  largest  branch  offices,   stating  that  in  his  opinion  the  new 
apple  code  is  decidedly  a  step  backward  instead  of  forward.    The  letter 
wa s  written  before  the  new  JA-JY  and  J.irJU  pages  of  the  code  had  gone  into 
effect,   out  wa s  phrased  so  strongly  that  it  seems  wise,  before  issuing 
more  pages  of  the  revised  code,   to  get  the  opinion  of  every  one  using  the 
code  as  to  whether  or  not  they  feel  that  the  new  pages  are  an  improvement 
over  the  old. 

The  market  station  man  referred  to  states,  "you  have  absolutely 
destroyed  the  foundation  of  the  old  code,   that  is,  the  ability  of  the^ 
average  clerk  to  decode  rapidly  and  accurately" ■    As  the  new  symbols  in- 
dividually mean  longer  phrases  it  seems  natural  at  first  glance  that  it 
should  take  more  time  to  learn  them.     However,   is  it  not  probaole  tnat 
the  long    meanings  are  more  than  offset  by  the  aids  provided  for  learning 
and  retaining  the  new  code  terms,  as  outlined  in  the  Division  Letter  of 
November  1  and  December  13,  and  by  the  decreased  length  of  the  wires? 
Additional  difficulties  were  also  encountered  by  not  having  the  new  grade, 
size  and  color  pages  sent  out  with  the  apple  pages. 

To  give  a  different  opinion  of  the  new  code,  let  us  refer  to  another 
branch'  office  which  began  using  the  JA-JY  page  before  it  was  effective, 
and  when  asked  about  it  said  11  It  is  much  better  for  describing  than  the  old 
code" . 

To  guide  us  in  deciding  whether  to  issue  more  revised  code  pages, 
all  market  stations  are  asked  to  write  a  letter    immediately,   giving  the 
frank  opinion  of  every  one  who  uses  the  code  as  to  the  merits  of  the  three 
pages  already  issued  and  as  to  how  they  compare  with  the  old  pages.  This 
is  important,  and  full  comments,  whether  favorable  or  unfavorable,  are  re- 
quested from  every  office  using  the  code.     Do  not,  however,  content  your- 
self with  objecting  on  the  grounds  that  anything  new  requires  time  to  learn; 
give  real  constructive  comments.    No  further  revisions  will  be  issued  until 
your  criticisms  have  been  received  and  considered.

FIELD  I&gff  should  advise  of  any  necessary  changes  in  dates,  etc- 
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Gt>.     TEXAS  CHOPS  BADLY  IROZBIT 

In  a  letter  dated  January  26,  7.  D*  Googe,  of  the  Brownsville 
office,  wrote  as  follows: 

"In  the  opinion  of  the  'old  timers'  in  this  section,  the  Lower  Rio 
Grande  Valley  has  just  suffered  the  worst  freeze  in  25  years.     On  Friday 
night  the  17th,   the  official  temperature  was  reported  at  2U°.     On  the 
following  Wednesday  it  was  down  again  to  25°.     Cold  and  cloudy  weather 
prevailed,  with  mist  and  light  rains.     There  has  been  practically  no  sun- 
shine during  the  last  two  weeks.     There  had  been  very  f e 7  days  of  growing 
weather  since  the  first  of  December,   so  plants  were  fairly  well  acclimated 
or  in  a  semi-dormant  state-     These  conditions  have  kept  damage  at  a  mini- 
mum, but  it  is  certain  that  the  freeze  (or  freezes)  took  a  heavy  toll  of 
the  vegetable  crop. 

"Beets,   turnips  and  all  greens  were  mostly  frozen  to  the  ground  or 
had  their  tops  badly  burned.     Only  a  few  scattering  patches  of  good  stuff 
are  left. 

"Carrots  were  hurt  least  of  all,  and  some  fairly  good  stock  will  be 
ready  to  move  this  week.     There  is  expected  to  be  an  increase  in  bushel 
basket  packages,   since  many  of  the  tops  will  have  to  be  trimmed. 

"Cabbage  was  damaged  50  to  60  per  cent,  and  was  the  heaviest  loss 
sustained.     The  supply  of  good  cabbage  will  be  limited  during  the  next 
three  or  four  weeks,  probably  longer. 

"Potatoes,   on  the  whole,  were  damaged  very  little,  as  very  few  were 
xip.    Planting  was  in  progress  when  the  blizzard  came. 

"Tomatoes  were  mostly  up,  but  had  been  up  only  a  few  days.  They 
were  generally  killed,  but  replanting  has  already  begun.     Only  60  to  75 
per  cent  of  the  acreage  will  be  replanted,  and  they  will  normally  come  on 
with  but  fe77  days  delay. 

"Very  few  beans  were  up,  but  those  of  course  were  killed.  Reports 
indicate  that  they  will  be  replanted  and  in  addition  some  25  per  cent  of 
the  previous  tomato  acreage- 

"About  700  cars  of  citrus  remained  on  the  trees,  and  the  damage  is 
as  yet  hard  to  determine.     Reports  vary,  but  it  is  estimated  that  con- 
siderably more  than  half  of  it  was  saved." 

7b.     ITT.7  YORK  CABBAGE  :Aa:ET 

The  following  information  was  received  in  a  letter,   dr.  t  si  January  22, 
from  J.  P.  Klein,  Rochester,  N«  Y. : 

CABBAGE 

Since  the  report  of  last  week,   the  cabbage  market  has  been  in  an 
excited  condition  with  rapidly  increasing  prices  from  day  to  day.  Although 
the  first  freezes  in  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  January  17th  and  ISth 
did  not  seem  to  dc  much  damage  to  the  cabbage  crop  in  that  section,  the 
freezes  of  the  21st  and  22nd  seem  to  have  done  from         to  50$  damage  to  the 
crop  according  to  reliable  reports  received  by  the  dealers  here  from  brokers 
and  dealers  in  Texas.     Tnis  damage  to  the  Texas  crop,   together  with  the  frct 
that  f7isconsin  is  practically  done,  and  a  general  opinion  among  the  trade  in 
western  New  York  that  there  is  only  about  5°°  cars  of  cabbage  left  in  the 
State,  has  created  an  extremely  strong,  bullish  fueling  among  the  dealers, 
and  bulk  cabbage  that  sold  last  Monday     .  from  $33  to  $35  per  ton  sold 
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yesterday  from  $1+5  to  $J)Q  per  ton.     Sacked  cabbage  that  sold  last  Monday 
from  fj>37  to  *3&  per  ton  was  selling    yesterday  from  $5°  to  ^  per  ton. 

"Yesterday  I  reported  the  market  as  excited,  and  this  term  was  as 
near  a  true  picture  of  the  cabbage  situation  as  could  "be  found.  Many 
dealers  are  refusing  to  even  quote  cabbage  at  any  price  especially  for 
future  shipment  and  most  of  the.  dealers  are  holding  for  higher  prices, 
filling  orders  only  for  their  particular  customers  who  trade  with  them 
regularly.    Although  the  market  was  reported  yesterday  at  3  5°  to  per 
ton  on  sacked  cabbage,  rumors  are  afloat  today  of  some  ^ales  on  sacked  cab- 
bage being  made  as  high  as  $60  for  shipment  this  week.     These  figures,  how- 
ever, have  not  been  verified  by  any  direct  reports  from  dealers  making 
such  sales. 

"Practically  no  cabbage  remains  in  the .hands  of  the  growers  as 
within  the  last  three  or  four  d^ys  the  dealers  have  been  trying  to  get 
possession  of  what  little  cabbage  remained  in  the  growers'  hands  and  have 
paid  exceedingly  high  prices  to  the  growers  for  what  good  cabbage  was  still 
in  their  hands.     Sales  made  by  the  growers  to  the  dealers  have  been  reported 
as  high  as  $hS  per  ton,  bulk.     It  is  hard  to  estimate  what  is  going  to 
happen  in  the  cabbage  situation  for  the  balance  of  the  season.     If  Texas 
comes  out  of  their  reported  injury  with  less  less  than  it  appears  at  present, 
and  if  shipments  from  Texas  become  heavy  this  week,   the  cabbage  here  will 
no  doubt  decline  from  the  present  high  prices.     If,  however,   the  damage  is 
as  severe  as  it  now  seems,  and  if  Texas  does  not  become  an  important  factor 
in  the  shipping  before  the  middle  or  last  of  next  week,  then  prices  on  Hew 
York  cabbage  will  no  doubt  continue  on  the  upward  movement  that  was  started 
after  the  first  report  of  damage  to  Texas  stock." 

8b.     IDAHO  POTATO  MAKgET 

L.  C.  Tate,   of  the  Idaho- Palls  office,   in  his  letter  of  January  2U 
gave  the  following  information: 

"The  potato  market  has  been  unsettled  for  the  past  week  with  ship- 
pers almost  at  a  loss  to  know  whether  to  stay  in  the  market  or  not.  Cold 
weather  stopped  all  hauling  shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year,   except  for 
a  day  or  two,  but  the  past  week  has  seen  temperatures  running  18°  to  30° 
below  zero,  and  this  has  practically  stopped  crjr  loading  from  the  ware- 
houses on  some  days.     Warehouse  holdings  are  very  limited  just  row,  and  as 
most  of  the  dealers  have  bought  up  a  considerable  amount  of  potatoes  from 
farmers,   the  cold  weather  has  held  up  hauling,   so  that  farm  trading  has  be- 
come a  blank  this  week.    A  good  warm  day  would  do  a  lot  for  the  deal  just 
now-     Many  of  the  cars  held  in  warehouses  now  have  beun  sold  and  are  only 
awaiting  warmer  weather  to  be  loaded.     There  have  been  practically  no  of- 
ferings of  potatoes  for  the  last  few  days  that  were  available  for  prompt 
loading.     Trading  has  been  on  a' future1  bp  sis  with  prices  running  10-15^ 
below  current  quotations . 

"A  number  of  buyers  who  had  cars  promised  out  this  week  called  off 
loading  because  of  the  low  temperatures.     Frost  has  shown  in  some  of  the 
loads  before  they  moved  from  the  warehouses,  while  a  good  amount  of  rollers 
have  arrived  in  the  E^st  and  in  California  with  frozen  bottoms.  Railroad 
agents  advised  shippers  not  to  lo^d  unless  the  temperatures  reached  above 
16° ,  even  then  advising  that  a  canvass  runway  be  stretched  between  warehouse 
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and  car  doors.     This  tended  to  restrict  loading  "but  did  not  put  a  stop  to  it. 
Loading  under  such  conditions  cannot  "be  made  compulsory  but  frost  develop- 
ment in  such  loads  leaves  the  shipper  without  a  reasonable  claim  against  the 
carrier,   so  many  shippers  have  heeded  this  ^dvice. 

"Frost  has  entered  a  number  of  farm  cellars  in  this  section  during 
the  cold  spell,  mainly  damaging  the  potatoes  near  the  doorways  or  where  the 
vents  were  improperly  closed.    This  will  entail  considerable  delay  in  the 
sorting  work  after  hauling  gets  under  way  but  does  not  materially  reduce  the 
supply  of  potatoes  on  hand. 

'•Over  in  the  Twin  Falls  section  roads  have  been  badly  drifted  With 
snow,   so  that  only  the  main  highways  remain  open  at  this  time.  Indications 
now  are  that  it  will  take  a  week  of  warm  weather  to  open  up  the  side  roads 
enough  to  allow  hauling. 

"Storage  developments  in  the  Twin  Falls  section  have  caused  some  loss 
of  tonnage  and  a  good  reduction  in  price  returns  to  growers.    Dealers  report 
that  many  cellars  of  potatoes  run  25$  to  occasionally  as  high  as  75$  je^7 
ends*    All  such  potatoes  must  be  clipped  and.  packed  as  number  21 s .  This 
condition  has  afforded  a  good  supply  of  2*  s  in  that  section,   in  sharp  con- 
trast to  local  conditions    in: the  upper  valley  where  2Ts  have  been  excep- 
tionally scarce  this  month.     The  fact  that  no  hauling, ..and  very  little  sort- 
ing has  been  done  during  the  cold  weather  in  the  upper  valley  has  tended  to 
reduce  the  supply  of  2s  s  to  almost  nothing,  but  offerings  in  the  lower 
valley  at  Twin  Falls  and  nearby  points  neve  held  a  good  volume.    Prices  on 
2X  s  ha.ve  generally  ranged  a  shade  higher  in  the  upper  valley  on  this  account. 
The  fact  that  the  Greeley  section  of  Colorado  did  practically  no  shipping 
during  the  past  two  weeks  gave  No.  2  Russets  an  exceptionally  strong  market 
in  spite  of  the  slowness  of  sales  on  ITo.  l?s.    Twos  had  the  Texas,  Oklahoma, 
Kansas  and  Missouri  outlets,  usually  supplied  by  Greeley,  and  prices  advanced 
sharply  during  the  cold  spell,  demand  generally  exceeding  supply * 

IT'.7e  have  been  quoting  the  Twin  Falls  market  on  the  same  basis  as  the 
local  market  for  the  last  few  days,  namely  f carloads  f.o.b.  cash  track1.  The 
cold  weather  put  a  stop  to  farm  packing  and  loading,   so  the  quotations  of 
9 carloads  f.o.b.  cash  track  to  growers1  could  not  be  used  in  spite  of  reason- 
ably liberal  shipments  from  that  section  daily.    Even  now,  using  the  two 
bases  of  sale  whenever  possible,   it  is  hard  to  give  a  true  representation  of 
the  market  in  that  section.    Many  of  the  dealers  have  changed  their  style  of 
trading  this  season,  buying  potatoes  in  farm  cellars  and  sending  their  own 
workers  out  to  the  farm  to  do  the  sorting  and  packing,  as  well  as  loading. 
These  sales  cannot  be  covered  as  warehouse  packs,   and  yet  they  are  not  farmer 
packs,   so  that  a  great  volume  of  such  trading  ne.er  shows  in  the  report  s.**

R.  M.  Peterson,  of  the  Erpdenton  office,   in  his  letter  of  February  1 
gave  the  following  information: 

"The  movement  of  celery  from  the  Manatee-Sarasota  section  is  expected 
to  continue  at  the  present  rate  for  sometime.     The  quality  is  gradually  im- 
proving and  the  smaller  sizes,  which  have  been  inclined  toward  pithiness, 
are  becoming  more  desirable.    The  market  hps  again  "become  firm  pnd  orders 
are  now  being  booked  ahead. 

"The  movement  of  other  vegetables  from  this  district  is  of  little 
importance  right  now.    Most  of  the  cabbage  is  of  ordinary  quality,  selling 
for  $1.50  for  1^-bushel  hampers  with  some  good  stock  bringing  $1*75-  The 
quality  of  lettuce  is  only  fair  bringing  from  $1  to  $1-50.    Somaine  has  been 
selling  from  $1  to  $1-25  and  Escprole  from  31-50  to  $1-75  Per  hamper. 
Escarole  will  continue  to  move  at  the  rate  of  approximately  10  cprs  per 
weak  for  sometime." 

"The  new  crop  of  strawberries,   following  the  frost  of  a  month  pgo  is 
just  coming  on  and  the  shipments  will  gradually  increase,  repching  pround 
15  c^rs  daily  by  February  S,  and  approximately  20  cars  daily  the  following 
week.     The  quality  of  the  berries  has  been  only  fair  the  last  few  days,  but 
should  be  better  next  week." 


2b.     '71 SC PITS  I3S  POTATO  .ARKET 

On  January  31.  C.  D.  Schoolcraft,   of  the  Waupaca  office,  wrote  as 
follows : 

r'".7ith  fairly  mild  wepther  during  the  past  week  haulings  have  increased 
at  most  points  throughout  Wisconsin.    During  this  time  shipments  have  also  in- 
creased although  demand  hps  been  rather  slow  generally.    Many  of  the  shipments 
have  been  consigned  to  Chicago  or  rolled  unsold. 

"The  f  .o.b.  market  lias  declined  from  a  price  a  week  ago  of  32.35  to 
a  price  today  ranging  from  $2.20  to  $2-30  with  most  cars  being  sold  at  around 
$2.25*     This  is  apparently  due  to  an  over-supply  in  Chicago  and  outside  mar- 
kets and  not  due  to  any  general  pessimistic  feeling  on  the  part  of  dealers. 
In  fact  most  dealers  here  feel  that  the  'stocks  on  hands1  report  is  going  to

show  up  so  ps  to  boost  the  market'  The  price  to  growers  has  shown  consider- 
able variation  ranging  from  Sl.p/)  to  1>2.15  per  hundred.  However,  the  general 
price  has  held  around  %2  with  the  extremes  being  offered  by  smaller  dealers 
and  at  a  few  points  that  are  always  hard  to  Keep  in  line.  It  is  surprising 
though  the  number  of  small  operators  who  are  willing  to  operate  on  a  margin 
of  15f-20<^  per  hundred  for  sacks,  regardless  of  whether  it  is  profitable  or 
no  t  * !t 


3b.     SAHFQRD  CELERY  SITUATION 

The  following  information  was  contained  in  a  letter  dated  February 
U  from  S.  E .  Keller  at  Sanford; 

"During  the  past  week  the  Sanford  celery  situation  has  taken  on  a 
very  much  brighter  outlook.    Prices  started  on  the  upward  trend  Wednesday 
of  last  week.    Not  only  has  the  price  situation  improved  but  plso  the  demand 
has  become  keen.    Up  until  this  time  a  majority  of  the  cars  were  loaded  out 
and  rolled  unsold.     Last  week  shippers  figured  their  cuttings  and  booked 
orders  accordingly.     Cold  rainy  weather  delayed  the  harvesting  and  as  a  result 
when  the  price  jump  came  Y/ednesday,   three  of  the  four  leading  shippers  were 
sold  ahead  at  the  low  prices  for  the  remainder  of  the  week.     Some  of  them  are 
still  filling  orders. 

"Prices  f  .o.b,  usual-terms  in  the  rough  for  10- inch  crates  -=re  now  $2 
for  3-6  dozen,  $1.75  for  g  dozen,  and  1>1.50  for  the  10  dozen.    This  is  an 
increase  of  25f  to  35^  f°r  the  3's  and  U's,   ^0<p  for  the  b!s  and  ^06  to  75^ 
for  the  10ts.     Crate  washed  stock  is  now  selling  for  the  10<?  extra  per  crate 
on  all  sizes-    When  the  market  wps  very  draggy,   shippers  were  offering  crate 
washed  celery  at  the  same  prices     they  were  asking  for  stock  in  the  rough. 
Light  shipments  have  largely  been  responsible  for  the  present  upward  change. 
Opinions  as  to  the  future  price  trend  pre  divided.     Some  of  the  celery  fac- 
tors think  the  recent  freezing  of  competing  crops  will  more  than  offset  the 
very  large  crop  expected  °nd  that  the  prices  pre  likely  to  be  low  but  fair. 
Others  express  the  opinion  that  the  hepvy  shipments  are  not  under  way  and 
they  cannot  forsee  a  very  favorable  outlook. 

"Carlot  shipments  from  the  Sanf ord-Oviedo  section  totaled  S21  cars  to 
date,   or  a  little  more  than  50  per  cent  of  Florida's  carlot  shipments  of 
1,552  cars  to  date.     The  Spnf ord-Oviedo  crrlot  movement  for  the  past  week 
amounted  to  275  cars  and  the  entire  Florida  movement  to  380  cars.11

H.  F.  >7illson  sent  the  following  information  from  Winter  Haven  on 
February  1: 

"The  Florida  citrus  growers  and  shippers  are  making  a  more  organized 
effort  to  have  the  Quarantine  Board  open  the  Middle  Western  markets  for 
unsterilized  fruit  during  the  remainder  of  the  current  season.     I  am  informed 
that  they  will  present  their  'case'  in  detail  to  the  newly  appointed  Plant 
Board  in  the  very  near  future,  possibly  Monday.,  February  3-    The  question  of 
extending  the  shipping  period  after  April  1  will  plso  be  discussed.     Some  of 
the  newspapers  are  severely  criticizing  the  Government  and  State  concerning 
the  quarantine  regulations,  but  these  pre  in  the  minority." 
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^b.     MICHIGAN  POTATO  AND  ONI  PIT  MARKETS 

R.  H.  Shoemaker,   in  a.  letter  of  January  31.  from  Grand  Rapids,  sent 
the  following  information: 

"Potato  prices  in  Michigan  the  past  few  days  have  "been  a  trifle 
higher,  although  during  the  past  week  a  number  of  other  out-State  shipping 
points  ha„ve  shown  a  slightly  weaker  tendency  at  times-    This  has  not  af- 
fected Michigan  appreciably,  and  with  available  supplies  in  Detroit  rather 
light,   shippers  have  been  getting  slightly  higher  prices  at  that  point  as 
well  as  other  State  markets.     Price  today  generally  $U-25  in  Detroit,  which 
figures  $2.56  f.o.b.  Cadillac  for  sacked  -Russet  Rurals,  U-  S.  No.  L. 

"After  our  flurry  of  last  week,   the  onion  market  has  been  rather 
dull.    Buyers  taking  the  stock  generally  at  $1.90  f.o.b.  for  sacked  yellows, 
U.  S.  No.  1.    Most  shippers  loaded  up  a  little  with  rather  high  priced  onions 
last  week,  and  have  been  holding  quite  firmly  for  the  above  figure,  with 
rather  active  trading  for  a  couple  days,  and  a  rather  light  amount  of  busi- 
ness since,"

2c .     STATS  OF  ORIGIN  ON  RECEIVING-POINT  CERTIFICATES 

It  has  been  noted  that  many  receiving— point  certificates  issued  re- 
cently do  not  show  the  State  of  origin  of  the  products.    While  this  cannot 
always  be  obtained  and  is  not  always  important  to  the  applicant,   it  is  of 
importance  to  those  who  use  our  certificates  for  production, . pathological, 
and  marketing  studies  of  various  kinds.     It  is  believed  that  with  little 
additional  trouble  this  information  can  be  obtained  at  the  time  the  appli- 
cation is  filed  or  by  phone  afterwards  for  inclusion  under  products  in- 
spected.    Generally  it  is  best  to  show  this  along  with  label  or  brand  state- 
ment •

I  left  nearly  all  the  grading 
to  the  inspectors  but  checked  their  defects  in  most  c^ses  rnd  asked  each 
inspector  to  prepare  ?  table  showing  the  maturity  and  suitability  for  export 
of  the  various  lots.     I  found  their  judgement  more  uniform  that  I  expected 
and  I  am  well  pleased  with  the  work  they  appear  to  be  doing  on  apples."

Once  or  twice  a  year  we  receive  a  complaint  from  some  member  of  the 
trade  that  our  inspectors  recklessly  cut  sacks  s».nd  leave  a  car  in  such 
condition  that  the  dealer  cannot  take  a  buyer  into  it  without  considerable 
expense  in  restoring  the  c-°r  to  a  presentable  appearance.    Please  re— repd 
paragraphs  33,  J*,  35,  Part  I,  Receiving-Point  Handbook.    Sacks  should 
never  be  cut,  when  they  can  be  opened  by  untying  the  tops.    A  sewing  needle 
should  be  p^rt  of  the  equipment  of  every  inspector,  who  is  making  inspection 
of  products  of  this  kind.    Use  every  precaution,   so  that  neither  you  nor 
the  service  as    a  whole  will  be  subjected  to  criticism  on  account  of  care- 
lessness in  this  connection.

T.  B.  Hall,   of  the  Seattle  office,   in  his  letter  of  January  30 
gave  the-  following  information:  '  ■  '  " 

"This  office  is 'hearing  rumors  of  heavy  decay  appearing  _  in  some 
potatoes  which  are  being  held  in  storage  in  the  Yakima  Valley.     It  is  rather 
difficult  to  get  an  idea  of  the  amount  of  loss  that  will  be  suffered  since 
the  condition  appears  to  be  rather  spotted  over  the  valley.    Two  growers 
visiting  Seattle  this  morning,  who  had  stock  stored  in  what  is  known  as  the 
Bench  District  around  Yfapato,  claim  that  some  pits  are  showing  from  15  to  JOfc 
affected  stock,  and  on  the  other  hand,   fields  nearby  are  relatively  clean. 
The  decay  is  reported  as  block  leg. 

"It  appears  that  the  stock  which  was  harvested  early  shows  a  heavier 
loss.     Conditions  during  the  early  harvest  of  potatoes  in  the  Bench  District 
seemed  to  favor  the  development  of  this  rot,  for  it  is  reported  that  the 
days  were  extremely  hot.     It  will  be  impossible  to  do  more  than  guess  about 
the  effect  that  this  will  have  on  total  shipments  from  the  Valley.11

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3"b-    FLORIDA  CROP  NEYJS 

V"*  H.  Nicholson,  of  the  'west  Palm  Beach  office,  gave  the  following 
information  in  his  letter  of  February  S: 

"Most  growers  and  shippers  state  that  there  will  be  an  improvement 
in  the  quality  of  stringbeans  during  this  next  week.    The  rain  which 

caused  damage  to  crops  around  Ft.  Meyers  on  the  West  Coast  did  little  damage 
around  here  Thursday  night.    Damage  was  limited  to  a  few  small  plots  of 
tomatoes  planted  on  low  land  around  'Jest  Palm  Beach.     Growers  and  others 
interested  in  the  vegetables  around  Belle  Glade  reported  no  damage  there 
and  there  were  no  reports  of  damage  to  Broward  County  crops.    The  frost 
around  Canal  Point  the  night  of  January  31  did  no  appreciable  damage* 

"Tomatoes  in  carlots  are  moving  from  the  area  south  of  Ft.  Lauderdale 
and  from  the  southern  part  of  Collier  County  around  Everglades.    A  few  ex- 
press shipments  have  been  made  from  Pompano  and  north  of  that  point.  Buyers 
report  that  the  quality  is  only  fair.    Prices  for  Fancy  Count  have  ranged 
$3-50-$U  and  Choice  Count  $2 -7_3-$3 *  with  a  few  sales  of  good  stock  at  higher 
prices,    A  few  cars  of  potatoes  have  moved  from  this  area,  and  a  few  from 
Ft.  Pierce.    One  car  was  loaded  at  Belle  Glade  last  week  and  there  have  been 
boat  shipments  from  the  area  around  Miami.    Prices  for  Red  Bliss  have  been 
quoted    as  being  $3  per  bushel  crate  of  best  stock." 

^  D .     CABBAGE  HOLDINGS  IN  I\TEW  YORK  STATS 

The  following  is  taken  from  a  letter  dated  February  11  from  J.  P. 
Klein,  Rochester: 

"On  account  of  the  very  light  cabbage  holdings  in  New  York,  some 
dealers  claiming  not  over  I50  cars,  and  the  highest  claiming  not  over  250 
cars,   some  dealers  are  believing  that  despite  what  happens  in  Texas  "bulk 
cabbage  will  go  to  S75  Per  ton  before  the  end  of  the  season.    My  personal 
opinion  is  that  they    are  wrong,  unless  the  last  few  cars  go  to  this  figure. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  cabbage  holdings  are  very  light  as  many  points 
are  cleaned  up  and  most  of  the  holdings  are  in  the  hands  of  three  dealers."

lc .    WIRE  SHIPPING-POINT  SUPERVISORS  REGARDING  REVERSALS 

Complaint  has  recently  been  made  that  some  of  the  receiving-point 
inspectors  are  not  advising  shipping-point  sux->ervisors  of  reversals.  Men 
in  receiving  markets  should  realize  the  importance  of  advising  shipping- 
point  supervisors  regarding  reversals  so  that  they  may  be  in  position  to 
check  up  on  the  work  of  their  men.    The  attention  of  all  inspectors  is  again 
called  to  the  fact  that  when  an  appeal  certificate  is  issued,  regardless  of 
whether  it  sustains  or  reverses  the  original,  the  shipping-point  supervisor 
in  charge  of  the  work  in  the  State  where  the  shipment  originated  should  be 
advised  immediately  by  wire  giving  the  results  of  the  inspection.

The  need  for  earlier  filing  of  market  -."ires,  whenever  possible,  is 
again  evident.     On  one  day  last  week  almost  no  fruit  and  vegetable  traffic 
was  handled  on  the  leased  wire  between  ten  and  eleven  a.m.  because  of  the 
late  filing  of  wires,    i.luch  fruit  and  vegetable  information  is  scheduled  to 
move  during  this  hour,   so  anything  that  cm  be  done  to  advance  the  filing 
time  of  market  wires  will  expedite  the  relaying  and  stencil  cutting.  Please 
give  this  your  immediate  attention. 


2b.    "."ASKING  ALT)  PRECCOLING  ELORILL-  J  - 

The  following  is  quoted  from  a  letter  prepared  from  information 
furnished  by  R.  E.  Keller  at  Sanford,  Florida: 

"As  used  in  the  Sanford  F.o.b.  report,  the  term  'individually  wrshed 
and  precooled'  is  applied  to  celery  which  has  been  precooled  by  several 
methods.    Some  stock  is  individually  washed  with  r  large  volume  of  water 
under  heavy  pressure  at  ground  temperature,  possibly  averaging  70° •  This 
stock  is  placed  in  the  cars  with  four  tons  of  top  ice  and  under  strndard  re- 
frigeration, the  top  ice  being  plrced  while  the  err  is  being  loaded.     It  is 
claimed  that  the  temperrture  is  quickly  lowered  before  the  c-~r  leaves  the 
loading  shed.    Another  method  is  to  wash  it  in  v^ts  or  spray  it  with  ice 
water  varying  from  HO  to  850  and  when  the  vats  are  used  large  blocks  of  ice 
are  placed  in  the  water.    Under  this  method  three  to  four  tons  of  top  ice  are 
used  and  the  err  moves  under  standard  refrigeration.     I  understand  that  there 
is  one  plant  which  is  equipped  to  give  a  complete  precooling  service  but  that 
shipments  are  not  top  iced  after  precooling  and  that  bunker  ice  is  not  al- 
ways used.    As  stated  above,   shipments  handled  according  to  these  various 
methods  are  quoted  in  our  news  bulletins  ps  individually  washed  and  ; 
precooled.''"

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Jb«     WISCONSIN  POTATO  SITUATION 

In  a  letter  dated  February  lU,  C.  D.  Schoolcraft,  of  the  Waupaca 
office,  gave  the  following  information: 

"The  local  potato  market  was  very  dull  the  past  week-    The  price  on 
carlots  showed  no  marked  decline  but  sales  were  hard  to  make,  with  demand 
dull.    From  a  range  of  $2.20-$2-25  a  week  ago  the  price  has  settled  to  a 
level  of  $2.20  as  the  almost  universal  f .  o.b.  price,  and  this  held  for  the 
last  three  or  four  days,    Within  the  past  couple  of  days  a  few  cash-track 
sales  were  made  at  from  2§  to  5^  less  than  this.    The  price  to  growers 
dropped  from  $2  a  week  ago  to  $1-90  and  this  apparently  shut  off  haulings. 
A  heavy  wind  Sunday  closed  practically  all  roads  until  Tuesday,  but  even 
after  they  were  opened  there  seemed  to  be  no  inclination  on  the  part  of  the 
farmers  to  resume  hauling  even  though  the  weather  was  ideal.    The  weather 
dropped  to  below  zero  again  last  night  and  the  weather  man  promises  a  cold 
wave  for  over  the  week-end  which  may  have  a  tendency  to  reduce  shipments 
somewhat . 

"Dealers  report  that  the  demand  for  seed  has  picked  up  somewhat  in 
the  past  few  days,  with  the  bulk  of  the  .seed  stock  going  to  Louisiana  and 
Mississippi  points.     Prices  have  not  held  up  quite  as  well  on  the  seed  stock 
as  the  dealers  had  hoped  for,  although  they  have  been  satisfactory.  Prices 
are  ranging  from  around  $2-50  to  $2..£>5,  f  .o.b.  on  certified  stock,  depending 
on  the  mosaic  count  of  the  individual  lots," 


Ub.     MAJKE  POTATO  MABKST 

H.  E.  Rutland,   of  the  Presque  Isle  office,   in  his  letter  of  February 
12  gave  the  following  information: 

"Northern  Maine  shipping-point  potato  markets  were  rather  weak  in 
mid-February  and  prices  declined  on  carlot  sales-    Prices  paid  to  growers 
dropped  from  $3-35-$3-50  to  $3-$3.25  per  barrel  on  U.  S.  No.  1  stock. 

"Shipments  were  fairly  liberal  but  not  much  greater  than  the  demand. 
Shipments  of  seed  stock  constituted  a  considerable  portion  of  the  total. 
Distribution  of  shipments  has  increpsed  within  the  past  two  or  three  weeks 
with  Ohio,  western  Pennsylvania.,  West  Virginia  and  Indiana  buying  a  little 
more  than  usual.    Seed  shipments  to  Georgia,  Alabama,  the  Carol inas,  and 
Texas  were  greater  than  at  any  other  period  since  January  1-    Total  potato 
shipments  from  Maine  were  more  than  36,000  cars  to  February  12  and  the 
belief  of  most  shippers  is  that  not  more  than  19,000  cars  remain  to  be 
shipped. 

"Fairly  liberal  offerings  by  growers  were  made  this  week-  Buyers 
were  a  little  reluctant  to  take  large  lots  but  considerable  buying  was 
done.     Some  buying  for  March  delivery  at  ^3-50  per  barrel  was  done  within 
the  last  few  days.    Cold  weather  hindered  haulings  a  few  days,  but  recently 
it  has  been  clear  and  warmer."

lc-     PREPARATION  Or  CERTIFICATES  'OK  NORTHERN  GgQW  ONIONS 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  U.  S.  Grades  for  northern 
grown  onions  specify  "firm"  and  "well  forced."    Tnile  it  is  not  intended 
that  these  specifications  should  he  too  literally  applied,  certificates 
should  he  worded  so  that  the  description  of  shape  and  firmness  will  he  con- 
sistent with  the  grade  statement.    For  example,   it  seems  inconsistent  to 
state  that  onions  are  "costly  fairly  firm,  a  few  firm"  or  that  they  are 
"generally  fairly  Well  formed",  and  follow  with  a  TJ.  S.  No.  1  grade  state- 
ment.    In  describing  the  quality  of  northern  onions,   it  is  desirpble  to  avoid 
the  intermediate  terms  "fairly  firm"  and  fairly  well  formed"  and  show  the 
stock  as  either  "firm"  or  "generally  firm",   if  it  is  considered  firm  enough 
for  U.  S.  No.  1;  or  as  "well  formed"  or  generally  well  formed",   if  not  suf- 
ficiently off  shape  to  affect  the  grade. 

2c.     QUALITY  REFERS  TO  GO-TO  QUALITY  AS  V,:ELL  ^5  BAD  QUALITY 

It  has  been  noticed  that  some  inspectors  in  their  Quality  statements 
on  some  products  give  little  or  no  information  except  a  percentage  and 
description  of  the  grade  defects.      This  gives  only  the  unfavorable  and 
not  the  favorable  quality  information  about  the  produce.    The  products  on 
which  this  occurs  most  often,  appear  to  be  pears  and  green  or  yellow  varie- 
ties of  apples,  but  a  similar  tendency  is  common  on  other  products  as  well. 
In  red  varieties  of  apples,  for  example,  the  quality  statement  frequently 
includes  no  information  other  than  a  description  of  color  and  the  grade 
defects  statement.     In  practically  all  lots  of  up-to-grade  fruits  or  vege- 
tables there  are  certain  positive  quality  factors  which  should  be  mentioned, 
and  some  of  which  are  required  in  the  higher  grades,  for  example:  "mature", 
"well  formed"  or  "fairly  well  formed",   "clean."    In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  present  certificate  form  calls  for  no  general  summary,  car  should  be 
used  to  include  under  the  Quality  heading  a  brief  description  of  the  general 
quality  in  addition  to  the  statement  regarding  grade  defects.

lb.     POTATO  HOLDINGS  IN  YAKIivlA  VALLEY  '.  .  . 

T.  R.  Hall,   of  the  Seattle  office,  in  his  letter  of  February  21 
gave  the  following  information: 

"Results  of  an  independent  survey  of  potato  holdings  which  was  made 
under  the  supervision  of  producer  interests  in  the  Yakima  Valley,  about  ten 
days  ago,  have  had  wide  distribution  and  in  the  opinion  of  some  Seattle 
dealers  are  finally  resulting  in  a  bullish  attitude  by  some  buyers.  This 
survey  accounted  for  less  than  1,700  cars  remaining  to  be  shipped  from  the 
Valley  this  season,  and  at  first  it  was  quite  generally  discredited  by  city 
dealers.     There  are  still  some  Seattle  dealers  who  contend  the  figures  are 
too  low  and  express  their  opinion  that  from  2,000  to  2,300  cars  would  move 
from  Valley  points  between  February  10  -  and  the  end  of  the  season.  Neverthe- 
less, and  in  spite  -of  differences  of  opinion  between  various  parties,  the 
estimate  undoubtedly  is  a  factor  in  the  recent ' advance  in  prices.     In  my 
opinion,  the  almost  impassable  condition  of  some  country  roads  is  another 
factor  in  the  stronger  market.     Shipments  this  week  have  been  very  light. 
As  long  as  there  is  somewhat  of  a  tendency,  on  the  part  of  producers  to  hold 
for  higher  prices  they  are  not  going  to  -pay  double  hauling  charges  for  re- 
moving stock  from  country  cellars  and  pits  to  shipping  stations.  Whether 
the  market  advance  of  the  past  day  or  two  is  warranted,   is  questioned  by 
many  in  close  touch  with  the  situation.'   Probably  shipments  will  increase 
next  week.     Some  of  the  large  operators  in  Seattle  and  this  territory  have 
been  worked  up  to  a  psychological  point  where  they  are  interested  in  buying 
at  going  prices.    On  the  other  hand  there  seems  to  be  developing  something 
of  a  willingness  on  the  part  of  growers  to  unload  and  the  situation  for  the 
next  few  days  holds  many  possibilities."

C  D.  Schoolcraft,  of  'the  Waupaca  office,  wrote  on  February  21  as

"The  f.o.b.  potato  market  has  been  dull  during  the  past  week.  Monday 
the  market  took  on  a  firmer  tone  and  some  , sales  were  made  at  $2  ;25-i>2.30 
per  hundred,  compared  with  a  closing  price  Saturday  of  $2-20.    Carlot  ship- 
ments have  shown  a  wide  variation  ranging  from  15  cars  last  Saturday,  the 
lightest  movement  of  any  business  day  since  the  earliest  shipping- days  of 
the  season,  to  83  cars  Wednesday.     Many  of ..  these  -  cars  were  seed  stock,  how- 
ever, as  the  market  for  seed  stock  has  -picked  up  and  there  has  been  fairly 
good  inquiry  and  demand  the  past  few  days.    Haulings  have  been  very  light, 
both  because  of  the  condition  of  the  market  and  roads.    With  temperatures 
above  freezing  and  ranging ■ as  high  as  60°  during  this  week  the  snow  is 
practically  gone  and  the  roads  are  soft,   if  not  impassable,  for  heavy 
hauling.

lc.     DISEASED  SPECIMENS  SEHT  TO  v.rASHIi-'G-TON  SHOULD  BE  ADDRESSED  TO 
INSPECTION  HEADQUARTER S  A1TD  NOT  TO  A  PATHOLOGIST 

Some  inspectors  have  recently  addressed  packages  containing  diseased 
specimens  to  a  pathologist  instead  of  addressing  such  packages  to  this 
office.    It  sometimes  happens  that  the  pathologist  to  -horn  such  specimens 
are  sent,   is  away  on  a  trip  and a the  diseased  specimens  do  not  come  to  his 
attention  for  several  days  after  they  have  been  received.     In  order  to  pre- 
vent delay  all  specimens  which  are  sent  to  Washington  for  pathological  exami- 
nation should  be  forwarded  to  this  office  and  they  will  then  be  transmitted 
to  the  proper  person  of  the  pathological  staff  for  diagnosis.     The  same  pro- 
cedure should  be  followed  in  reference  to  diseased  specimens  sent  to  the 
regional  headquarters".    All  such  specimens  should  be  forwarded  to  the  regional 
supervisor  who  will  transmit  them  to  the  proper  person  of  the  pathological 
staff  for  diagnosis.

2c .     TEST  TRIP  OE  A  SAFETY  REFRIGERATION  OR  SILICAGEL  CAR 

F.  E.  Bailey,  of  the  Yakima  office,  wrote  on  February  22  as  follows : 
"Considerable  interest  was  manifested  here  during  the  past  week  in 
the  loading  of  a  Sa.fety  Refrigeration  or  Silica  gel  car    for  a  government 
test  trip  under  the  direction  of  E .  D.  Mallison  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry  and  refrigeration  officials  of  the  Northern  pacific  Railway.  The 
car  was  loaded  full  length  with  75&"  boxes  of  Anjou  pears,   the  usual  pear 
load  being  5H  "boxes. 

"According  to  Mr,  Mallison  and  others,   this  is  believed  to  be  the 
second  time  one  of  these  cars  has  been  tested  out  with  fresh  fruit,   one  test 
being  made  with  fresh  peaches  out  of  some  point  in  Oklahoma- 

"The  engineer  for  Safety  Regrigeration,   Inc.,   is  also  accompanying 
this  test  trip  and  explained  the  operation  of  the  car  to  many  shippers  and 
others  interested  during  the  three  days  it  stood  on  the  tracks  at  Yakima. 
The  car  being  used  on  this  trip  is  one  of  the  newer  cars  built  by  this 
company  and  includes  automatic  heat  control,  as  well  as  automatic  cold  con- 
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trol.  The  engineer  for  the  company  made  the  statement  that  the  temperature 
control  system  of  this  car  was  so  flexible  that  with  an  outside  temperature 
of  50°,   the  car  might  "be  held  consistently  at  zero  and  vice  versa. 

"At  the  present  time,  as  you  probably  know,   there  are  about  80  of 
these  cars  in  existence  and  they  are  being  used  almost  exclusively  for 
frozen  products, with  the  exception,  I  believe,  that  a  number  of  egg  shipments 
are  made  in  them.     I  understand  no  rate  has  been  worked  out  for  the  use  of 
this  refrigerator  on  fresh  fruits.    Fruit  men  agree,  however,  that  if  the 
present  test  is  successful,   it  will  be  merely  a  matter  of  the  tariff  on 
the  car  and  the  availability  of  the  supply  of  these  cars  which  will  govern 
the  use  of  this  new  type  refrigerator  as  many  advantages  are  seen,  especially 
in  the  handling  of  soft  fruits  which  could  be  shipped  across  the  country  in 
a.        more  nearly  tree-ripened  state." 

3c .     FROGgSSS  OF  THE  G..'.':;,F  .Y  TOI.^TO  IFS^CTION    ,CT.K  ■ 

The  following  information  was  received  in  a  letter  from  J.  E. 
Dickerson,  of  the  Indianapolis  office,  dated  February  26: 

"Perhaps  you  would  be  interested  in  the  progress  of  the  Cannery 
Tomato  inspection  work.    About  three  weeks  ago  I  attended  a  Canners'  meeting 
at  Purdue,  and  those  who  have  been  using  the  inspection  expressed  them- 
selves as  being  very  well  satisfied  with  the  work.     Many  others  were  much 
interested  in  hoy:  this  work  is  being  handled  and  expressed  a  desire  to  avail 
themselves  of  it  in  the  future. 

"Since  that  time  we  have  held  several  meetings  in  the  State  and  the 
majority  of  the  farmers  appeared  to  be  in  favor  of  inspection,  as  it  made 
those  that  took  inspection  considerably  more  money  per  ton  last  season. 

"All  of  the  factories  at  which  we  inspected  last  year  will  use  in- 
spection again  this  year  and  in  addition  v/e  vjill  have  20  new  factories  on 
this  work.  These  factories  are  widely  scattered  over  the  tomato  district 
and  I  believe  Trill  serve  as  demonstration  work  to  other  factories. 

"Most  of  the  canners  are  contracting  their  tomatoes  on  approximately 
the  same  basis  as  last  year,  that  is,  $18  per  ton  for  No  l»s  and  $10  for 
No .  2 '  s .    A  few  are  paying  $20  per  ton  for  ITo .  l*s.     The  per  cent  of  culls 
at  the  factories  that  are  taking  inspection  has  been  reduced  from  1<j,c  in 
1927  to  3.19$  in  1529." 

He.     REPORT  DFCAY  AFTFR  CQilDITIOH 

It  appears  that  some  inspectors  are  reporting  the  dry  type  of  Fusarium 
Tuber  Rot  under  quality.     In  order  to  promote  uniformity  it  has  been  decided 
that  this  type  of  dec*y  as  well  as  Late  Blight  Taber  Rot  should  be  reported 
under  condition  even  though  the  advanced  stages  of  these  rots  are  classed 
as  grade  defects.    Attention  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  all  decays 
affect  the  condition  of  lots  of  p-oduce  even  though  sonm  types  are  classed 
as  grade  defects  and  othi.rs  not-     In  view  of  the  fact  that  all  kinds  of  de- 
cay may  be  reported  on  certificates  restricted  to  condition  only,    it  v.'ould 
be  preferable  to  follov:  the  same  pl^n  in  the  preparation  of  certificates 
covering  grade  and  report  decay  under  condition  even  though  it  is  of  the 
type  which  has  been  classed  as  a  grade  defect.

Be-inniiv;  March  1st  the  inspectors  in  the;  Imperial  Valley  '"ill  pass 
lettuce  as  meeting  the  requirements  of  "'"ell  trimmed"  if  they  are  protected 
with  not  less  than  two  green  leaves  even'  though  these  leaves  are  light 
green  in  color.     It  is  difficult  to  secure  a  uniform  interpretation  between 
head  and  '.wrapper  leaves  because  of  the  difference  of  opinion  as  to  which  of 
the  leaves  close  to  the  heads  should  be  classified  as  head'or  wrapper  leaves. 
In'  order  to  secure  as  much  uniformity  as  possible  green  leaves  even  though 
pale  in  color  (compared  to  the  deep  green  of  loose  outer  leaves)  shall  be 
considered  as  wrapper  leaves  in  discussing  trimming  of  Iceberg-type  lettuce. 
Market-  inspectors  are  asked  to  inform  the  '.Washington  Office  the  results  of 
their  observations  regarding  the  carrying  quality  of  closely  trimmed  lettuce. 
The  grades  will  no  doubt  be  revised  this  spring  or  early  summer  and  we  will 
want  to  change  our  definition  of  "well  trimmed"     so  as  to  be  more  definite 
regarding  the    number    of  leaves  required.

lb.     CELERY  SITUATION  IN  SANFORD,  FLORIDA 

R.  E.  Keller,   of  the  Sanford  office,   in  his  letter  of  February  25 
gave  the  following  information: 

"The  celery  movement  the  past  week  has  been  quite  heavy,  Sanford  and 
Oviedo    shipped  552  cars  while  all  of  Florida  moved  670  cars.     The  movement 
from  Sanford-Oviedo  to  date  this  season  totals  2,286  cars  while  Florida1 s 
season  movement  to  date  totals  3,381  cars.     The  movement  of  Florida  celery 
to  date  is  considerably  heavier  than  that  of  a  year  ago.    The  1929  movement 
to  date  was  only  2,571  cars  which  is  S10  cars  less  than  have  been  shipped 
this  year. 

"F.o-b.  prices  are  starting  out  slightly  weaker  this  week.  Carloads 
f.o.b.  usual-terms  10-inch  crates  in  the  rough,   3-U  dozen  are  bringing 
$1.25;  6-8  dozen  $1-75,  and  10  dozen  $1.50.     Individually  washed  and  pre- 
cooled  are  selling  at  a  25^  premium,  and  crate  washed  and  precooled  at  a 
10<p  premium.    Fair  quality,  all  sizes  and  types  of  pack,   is  selling  at  a 
25^  discount.     Some  of  the  larger  sizes  have  been  rolled  unsold,  but  con- 
sidering the  heavy  movement,  the  f.o.b.  sales  have  held  very  well* 

"The  quality  has  been  unusually  good,  however,  the  sizes  are  now 
running  mostly  to  3  and  k  dozen,  which  is  somewhat  larger  than  some  markets 
desire ."

V.  H.  Nicholson,  of  the  West  Palm  Bench  office,  on  March  1, 
wrote  as  follows: 

"The  shipments  of  tomatoes  have  not  been  quite  as  heavy  this  week 
as  during  last,  probably  because  of  the  unfavorable  weather  experienced 
during  the  week  of  February  17-22.    Quality  of  most  shipments  has  been  only 
fair,  and  it  is  likely  that  the  quality  will  not  improve  for  some  time. 
Shippers  say  that  the  sizes  are  smaller  this  year  than  usual.     Very  few 
cars  have  been  sold  on  an  f.o.b.  basis.     The  best  Fancy  count  sixes  have 
sold  at  prices  ranging      $3-$3.50,  but  mostly  in  the  lower  half  of ' the -range . 
Lugs  packed  6x6  and  larger  have  sold  mostly  in  the  range  of  $2-$2.25-  A 
very  large  percentage  of  the  shipments  this  week  have  rolled  unsold. 

"Shipments  of  "beans  continue  at  the  level  of  15  to  20  cars  d^ily. 
The  quality  of  the  shipments  has  improved  slightly,  but  not  enough  to  cause 
a  material  rise  in  price-    Most  Bountifuls  have  sold  in  the  range  $3.25-$3-75, 
but  a  few  best  quality  have  sold  as  high  as  ^U.25.    Black  Valentines  have 
sold  at  $3-43-50  nearly  all  week.    Bushel  hampers  of  Round  Stringless  in  the 
Lake  Okeechobee  region  have  netted  growers  $2-50-$3. 

"Peppers  are  moving  from  the  Lake  Okeechobee  region  around  Canal 
Point,  and  from  Pompano,  and  Fort  Lauderdale.    As  yet,  the  carlot  movement 
is  light  -  most  of  the  shipments  are  by  express.    Prices  to  growers  are  re- 
ported as  being  $5-$ 5. 25  for  Fancy  and  $3-50-$U  for  Choice."

C»  D.  Schocleeaf t ,  of  the  Waupaca  office,  on  Perch  7»  wrote  as 
follows: 

"The  potato  market,  both  on  carlots  and  to  grov/crs  has  remained 
dull  during  the  past  week.    However,   there  has  been  practically  no  change 
in  the  price  range  for  eating  stock.  .Pecthcr  has  been  ideal  for  hauling 
but  deliveries  have  be  3:1  pr-rctic  lly  nil  for  the  prst  two  week?  ,  due 
almost  entirely  to  the  lower  prices. 

"Demand  for  seed  stock  has  fallen  off  almost  entirely.    There  arc 
still  considerable  supplies  of  seed  Triumphs  on  hand  and  deal;  rs  report 
it  almost  an  impossibility  to  even  find  anyone  to  take  this  stock  on 
consignment ,  much  lees  to  find  an  outright  buyer."

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3 b .     QUALITY  OF  3T^F:ILIZ5D  CITRUS  FRUIT 

H.  F.  Willson,  of  the  Winter  Haven  office,  in  his  letter  of  March  8, 
gave  the  following  information: 

"In  view  of  the  decided  differences  of  opinions  relative  to  the  quality 
of  sterilized  citrus  fruit,  a  very  interesting  experiment  is  being  carried  on 
at  Nashville,  Tennessee.    A  car  of  heat  sterilized  fruit  containing  different 
varieties  of  oranges  end  grapefruit  Is  being  carefully  checked  as  it  passes 
through  the  regular  trade  channels.    The  stores  retailing  the  fruit  obtain 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  purchasers  and  these  are  interviewed  later 
regarding  the  quality  of  the  fruit.    Both  the  Government  and  the  Florida 
Citrus  Growers'  Clearing  House  Association  have  a  representative  there. 

"Complete  returns  will  not  be  available  for  at  least  another  week, 
but  one  of  the  officials  of  the  Clearing  House  informed  me  that  to  date 
there  has  been  only  two  complaints  from  over  three  hundred  purchasers. 
This  car  should  be  a  fair  test  of  the  desirability  of  properly  heat 
sterilized  citrus  fruit." 


4b.    MINNESOTA  POTATO  MAEKEg 

On  March  5>  R«  M.  Ferguson,  of  the  Minneapolis  office,  wrote  as 
follows : 

"Minnesota  to  date  has  shipped  17,671  cars  of  potatoes  as  compared 
with  12,7^3  the  same  date  last  year.    The  dealers  estimate  that  there  is  net 
tc  exceed  5,000  cars  left  in  this  State,  of  which,  it  is  likely  1,000  to 
1,200  'cars  will  be  shipped  for  seed  •    Last  week  in  the  Sandland  district 
there  were  7 00  cars  in  warehouses  and  about  the  same  number  in  farmers 
hands.    A  check  of  the  Grand  Rapids  and  Duluth  section  shewed  only  about 
30  cars.    During  the  mild  weather  the  early  part  of  last  v/eck  the  roads 
were  in  very  bad  shape  and  haulings  were  light.    The  latter  part  of  the 
week  the  weather  turned  colder  and  heavy  snows  blocked  the  roads  in  many 
sections.     It  is  estimated  that  two  to  three  weeks  of  good  hauling  weather 
will  clean  up  everything  in  the  farmers  hands. 

"The  demand  for  table  stock  has  been  slow  and  the  market  dull.  The 
demand  for  seed  in  the  past  few  weeks  has  been  fairly  good.    Dealers  report 
that  the  seed  movement  could  have  started  much  earlier  had  they  cared  to 
finance  the  southern  dealers  as  the  greater  proportion  of  the  orders  were 
asking  from  bO  to  rj0  days  time.     This  condition  seems  to  have  cured  itself, 
however, :  and  shipments  are  moving  out  at  the  usual  terms. 

"Prices  to  growers  have  not  at  any  time  been  under  $1«85  and  only 
reached  that  point  for  a  short  period.    Very  few  growers  were  willing  to 
haul  for  less  than  $1*90  and  many  times  stopped  hauling  when  the  price  got 
below  $2.     The  feeling  seems  to  prevail  that  before  the  enc!  of  the  season 
prices  are  going  to  be  much  better  than  they  have  been  at  any  time  during 
the  year,  and  some  dealers  are  holding  stock  for  speculative  purposes."

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513.     YAKIMA  POTATO  SHIPMENTS 

In  a  letter  dated  March  4,  T.  K.»Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  gave 
the  following  information: 

-    "A  local  operator  who  has  followed  the  Yakima  potato  shipments  for 
several  years  makes  the  assertion  that  the  lightest  movement  from  Valley 
shipping  points  during  his  experience  was  slightly  more  than  l,o00  cars. 
Another  check  of  holdings  in  the  Valley  as  of  March  1,  1^3°  places  the 
probable  volume  of  stock  on  hand  for  disposition  between  1,G00  and  1,700 
cars . 

"Growers,  who  are.  the  holders  this  year,  are  extremely '-reluctant 
about  offering  their  crop  even  at  the  prevailing  price  of  $49~051  per  "ton 
for  Combination  Grade  Russets,    Those  who  had  stock  March  1,  when  taxes 
are  levied,  are  disposed  to  hold  for  further  advances.    As  one  shipper 
told  me  this  morning,  the  storage  cellars  are  padlocked  and  in  seme  cases 
there  is  a  sign  on  the  door  to  come  back  April  1. 

"In  Seattle  the  values  "have  reached  a  point  where  Idaho  potatoes  can 
be  brought  In  and  offered  in  competition  with  Yakima  Russets;    There  is  a 
higher  freight  rate,  but  it  is  pointed  out  that  graded  U.  S.  No.  1  Idaho 
Russets  are  a  better  buy  than  the  Combination  Yakima  potato.    The  first 
car  of  Idaho  potatoes  was  delivered  here  this  morning,  and  sold  to  the 
jobbers  at  $2.85  per  hundred,  whereas  Combination  7-j  'y  U.  3v\  No*  1  stock 
from  eastern  Washington  is  selling  at  $2»60-§2«70«" 

&b.    HAUTE  POTATO  MARKET 

H«  Eo  Rutland,  of  the  Presquo  Isle  office,  wrote  on  March  11  as 
follows : 

"Shipments  from  Maine  last  week  were  about  100  cars  under 
expectations  of  shippers  and  about  the  same  amount  under  the  schedule  re- 
quired to  move  remaining  stocks  without  undue  piling  up  at  any  period  if 
shippers  opinions  are  correct.    Rather  heavy  accumulations  In  Hew  York 
and  Boston  tended  to  reduce  demand  last  week  and  markets  here  declined 
slightly.    Weather  was  bad  for  hauling  but  this  did  not  materially  affect 
shipments.    On  Monday  of  this  week  (Mar-.  10}  markets  here  broke  rather 
badly  end  there  was  practically  no ' demand  from  outside.     Street  prices 
Monday  ranged  between  $2.50  and  $2,75  per  barrel  to  growers  with  most 
sales  at  J2.65~2.75.    This  was  about  25^  under  Saturday's  price.  A 
corresponding"  drop  in  sales  to  outside  points  occurred.    Dealers  generally 
seem  to- believe  that  this  drop-  is  temporary  and  that  the  lost  ground  will 
be  recovered  when  the  Eastern  receiving  markets  decrease  their  supplies 
somewhat.    The  market  here  is  weak  now  end  there  is  a  strong  tendency  among 
bcth  growers  and  dealers  to  sell.    Considerable  sprouting  of  potatoes  in 
storages  lias  developed  within  the  last  few  weeks  of  warm  weather.  These 
sproutod  potatoes  arc  soiling  below  the  market  for  good  stock  raid  make  up 
mostly  the  lower  figures  in  the  daily  ranges.     Shippers  hero  are  watching 
with  growing  astonishment  the  continued  heavy  shipments  from  Minnesota  and 
wonder  how  long  they  will  continue,    According  to  the  "dope"  Minnesota  has 
shipped  too  many  potatoes  already  to  check  with  their  estimated  production."

during  the  past  few  days.    The  lighter  shipments  have  "been  favoring  a  rise, 
"but  weather  in  the  markets  is  somewhat  against  it.    Hence  no  decided  "break 
one  way  or  the  other. 

"Michigan  onion  market  has  "been  quite  weak,  in  sympathy  with  conditions 
"in  the  larger  consuming  markets,  which  have  had  rather  too  literal  supplies, 
much  of  which  has  "been  of  rather  peer  quality.    The  warm  spell  of  February 
in  this  State  caused  a  slight  r^ct -growth  to  many  onions  in  local  storage, 
and  as  a  result  culling  of  stock  "being  made  ready  for  shipment  at  this 
time  is  father  heavy.     Sales  have  ranged  all  the  way  from  $1 .40-^1 .£o 
during  the  week,  with  the  hulk  of  the  stock  selling  around  §1.45~^1»5^  for 
hundred  pound  sacks,  on  a  carlot  basis  f.o.b.  Ilichigan  shipping  points."

V.  Em  Uicholson,  in  his  letter  of  March  10,  gave  the  following  report: 
"On  the  night  of  March  4,  there  was  a  heavy  frost  in  the  Everglades 
region  from  the  northern  end  of  Lake  Okeechobee  around  the  eastern  shore  to 
Clowiston..    fThe  first  reports  indicated  a.  50  per  cent  damage  to  the  beans 
and  tomatoes  in  that  region.    Later  reports  have  substantiated,  the  earlier 
reports.    Mr.  Snow,  Mr.  Mounts  and  myself  were  to  Canal  Point  .and  pahokec 
last  Friday  and  tomatoes  raid  beans  within  a  hundred  yards  of  the  lake  were 
frosted  in  those  localities  -  particularly  north  of  Canal  Point.  Some 
idea  of  the  severity  of  the  damage  may  be  had  when  it  is  said  that  the 
crops  on  the  islands  in  the  lake  were  slightly  damaged.    According  to  some  ( 
reports,  the  frost  was  the  worst  since  1925*    The  temperature  at  the  Belle 
(Jlade  Experiment  Station  about  three  miles  southeast  of  Belle  3-lado  fell 
to  30  degrees  during  the  night  of  March  4»    As  a  consequence  of  the  frost 
ef  March  3  and  4,  the  mar  ement  of  beans  from  the  Everglades  will  bo  very 
light  after  this  week.    Practically  all  of  the  beans  that  move  will  be 
frosted  stock  that  has  been  pickod  from  the  damaged  vinos.    Tho  tomato 
crop  is  almost  a  complete  loss.    There  was  a  chance  that  some  of  the 
acreage  could  be  re-set,  but  there  are  very  few  plants. left.    If  any  re- 
planting of  tomatoes  is  done,  the  crop  will  be  very  late.     Some  of  the 
beans  are  being  replanted,  but  it  "will  be  Hay  before  many  of  these  could 
mature.    The  frost  also  reached  in  the  area  around  Ft.  Pierce  and  Voro 
Beach.    The  tomato  acreage  around  Ft.  Pierce  was  damaged  about  15  per  cent 
according  to  a  report  issued  by  the  Florida  State  Marketing  3ureau.  There 
was  only  slight  damage  in  Broward  County  and  practically  none  to  the 
tomatoes  in  the  area  around  Homestead. 

"The  acreage  of  tomatoes  in  Dado  County  is  estimated  at  £,000  and 
that  in  Broward  and  Collier  Counties  has  been  estimated  at  2,500  acres, 
each  making  a  total  of  11,000  acres  in  the  region  south  of  here.    It  is 
from  these  three  counties  that  the  major  portion  of  the  tomatoes  will 
move  during  the  remainder  cf  the  see. son.    The  movement  of  beans  from 
Broward  County  will  be  very  light  during  the  next  four  to  six  weeks. 
There  will  be  some  peppers  to  move  out  of  Broward  County,  but  it  is  very 
likely  that  this  movement  will  bo  liaht  also."

The  following  information  was  received  in  a  letter,   dated  M-rch  15, 
from  H.  F.  Willson,  of  the  Winter  Haven  office: 

"The  Florida  Citrus  Growers'  Clearing  House  Association  estimate 
that  there  are  approximately  6,000  cars  of  Florida  citrus  yet  to  be  shipped 
beginning  March  10.    The  association  is  placing  the  possible  maximum  at 
6,500.     It  seems  to  be  the  general  opinion  of  the  Trade  to  whom  I  have 
talked  that  6,000  cars  is  about  correct  for  the  movement  the  remainder  of

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the  season.    Of  the  remaining  citrus  many  believe  that  the  proportion  of 
grapefruit  and  oranges  is  about  equal.     Some  of  the  previous  late  estimates 
were  for  more  grapefruit  than  oranges  but  with  the  comparatively  high  per- 
centage of  the  late  grapefruit  going  to  the  canners,   it  is  thought  that  there 
will  be  practically  as  many  oranges  shipped  ps  grapefruit »M 

2b.     FLORIDA  CROP  NOTES 

R.  M.  Peterson,   of  the  Plant  City  office,   sent  the  following  notes 
in  his  letter  of  March  lo: 

"The  frequent  rains  of  the  past  week  and  lack  of  the  usual  hot  weather 
hps  revived  the  strawberry  plants  and  it  is  expected  that  shipments  will 
continue  at  the  present  rate  or  slightly  heavier  for  the  next  two  weeks. 
The  quality  of  the  berries  has  been  only  fair  but  with  favorable  weather 
conditions  the  quality  will  no  doubt  improve  after  Monday. 

"The  Starke-Lawtey  Section  is  now  shipping  around  five  cars  a  d^y  and 
the  movement  will  increase  quite  rapidly  to  possibly  15  cars  d^ily  by  the 
end  of  the  week. 

"The  importance  of  the  Lakeland-Plant  City  Section  after  March  22 
depends  largely  upon  the  movement  and  quality  of  berries  from  Starke-Lawtey 
and  Louisiana  but  it  is  felt  that  this  movement  will  not  depress  the  north- 
ern markets  sufficiently  to  make  the  harvesting  here  unprofitable  until 
April  1  or  later. 

"The  wagonload  prices  held  steady  throughout  the  week  at  around  2&<p 
to  27  £  per  quart  until  Saturday  when  the  market  broke  quite  sharply  to  around 
21#.    This  break  was  due  partly  to  the  quality  of  the  berries  but  possibly 
more  to  the  shipments  from  the  newer  sections. 

"The  celery  movement  from  the  Manatee^-Sarasota  Sections  has  been 
extremely  light  the  past  week.     Sarasota  is  through  until  April  5  or  at 
which  time  the  hauiings  will  probably  be  light  for  a  few  days  but  it  is  ex- 
pected that  they  will  increase  quite  rapidly  to  a.  volume  considerably  heavier 
than  that  of  the  winter  crop.    Manatee  County  has  been  loading  but  two  or 
three  cars  daily  and  it  is  not  likely  that  the  shipments  will  increase  ap- 
preciably for  a  week  or  two. 

"The  celery  demand  has  been  good  throughout  the  week  with  a  steady 
to  firm  market,  the  6  and  S  dozen  sizes  selling  at  |1.?5  for  frir  quality, 
crpte  washed  and  precooled  stock.     It  is  not  likely  that  there  will  be  much 
U-  S.  No.  1  quality  until  after  April  1." 

3b.     FLORIDA  CELERY  i-lARKET 

R.  E.  Keller,  of  the  Sanford  office,  gave  the  following  information 
in  his  letter  dated  March  18: 

"The  celery  market  has  assumed  a  much  brighter  outlook.     Cool  rainy 
weather  for  the  past  three  weeks  has  moderated  the  movement  of  the  heavy 
March  cuttings.    Not  only  the  celery  fields  just  ready  to  be  harvested  but 
also  the  younger  plantings  coming  into  maturity  have  been  retarded.

"The  carlot  movement  for  the  Sanf ord-Oviedo  district  last  week 
totaled  W|  cars,  the  week  previous  the  movement  amounted  to  1+33  cars  and 
two  weeks  previous  the  movement  totaled  698  c?rs.     The  greater  part  of 
Florida1 s  celery  for  the  above  three  weeks1  period  originated  in  this  dis- 
trict.   Florida1 s  carlot  movement  for  the  respective  weeks  listed  above 
amounted  to  511,  1+73  and  750  cars. 

"F.o.b.  prices  yesterday  advanced  25^-5^  Per  crate  according  to 
sizes.    The  market  on  carloads  f  .o.b.  usual-terms  U«  S.  I\To»  1,  10-inch 
crates  in  the  rough  was:    3-4  dozen,  ^1 . 50-^1 .75 ;  6-8  dozen  and  10  dozen, 
$1»75~$2«    Crate  washed  and  precooled  10  cents  higher.     Individual  washed 
and  precooled  25^  higher.    Few  fair  quality  all  sizes  washed  and  rough 
25  cents  lower. 

"■While  shipments  may  increase  over  last  week  the  peak  of  the  movement 
is  past  and  judging  from  the  most  optimistic  estimates  of  a  10,000  car  move- 
ment,  the  5.118  cars  moved  to  date  from  Florida  is  more  than  half  the  total 
movement ." 

Ub.    FLORIDA  TOMATO  SITUATION 

V.  H.  Nicholson,  of  the  ".Test  Palm  Beach  office,   in  his  letter  dated 
March  15,  gave  the  following  report: 

"Growers  around  Homestead  have  experienced  a  very  unfavorable  season. 
Winds  and  rain  during  November  did  considerable  damage  to  early  plantings  of 
tomatoes  and  rains  since  then  have  damaged  the  crop  materially  on  at  least 
two  occasions.    However,  the  weather  for  the  past  two  weeks  has  been  a 
little  more  favorable  for  the  growing  plants.    According  to  the  best  infor- 
mation that  I  could  gather,  many  of  the  growers  are  on  the  verge  of  bank- 
ruptcy and  if  the  crop  which  is  now  being  shipped  is  injured  in  any  way, 
many  of  the  growers  will  go  broke. 

"The'  quality  of  the  shipments  has  improved  somewhat  during  this  past 
week  but  the  quality  of  many  shipments  during  the  next  week  or  ten  days 
will  be  only  fair.     It  is  likely  that  shipments  will  be  somewhat  heavier 
this  coming  week,  but  the  peak  will  not  be  reached  until  the  last  week  of 
March  or  the  first  week  in  April .    However,   there  will  be  a  light  movement 
from  the  Homestead-Miami  area  to  about  May  1  or  possibly  later  if  no  hard 
rains  are  experienced.    Yields  are  expected  to  be  light  -  some  shippers 
say  that  the  yield  will  be  from  one-half  to  two-thirds  of  normal.  Prices 
have  been  rather  low  because  of  the  poor  quality  and  the  heavy  shipments 
of  Mexican  tomatoes.     Best  stock  packed  in  lugs  6x0  and  larger  have  sold  at 
mostly  $2-42.10  and  fair  quality  has  sold  around  $1.75*     Sixes  of  only  fair 
quality  have  sold  at  mostly  $2.25-152.50  for  Fancy  count. 

"The  shipments  of  beans  from  the  Lake  Okeechobee  region  have  been 
limited  to  express  lots  for  the  past  two  days.     The  movement  from  the 
Pompano-Fort  Lauderdale  area  has  been  light  also.     Best  Bountifuls  have  sold 
mostly  in  the  range  $3. 50-$ 5  with  a  few  sales  reaching  the  $6  mark.     It  is 
reported  that  growers  in  the  Lake  Okeechobee  region  are  replanting  and  it  is 
thought  that  the  acreage  may  reach  over  2,000  acres.    Be-^ns  from  this  present 
planting  cannot  be  ready  for  shipment*  before  April  25  or  May  1.     The  North- 
ern Florida  sections  -  especially  the  Center  Kill  district  -  will  compete  | 
very  sharply  with  the  shipments  from  the  Lake  Okeechobee  region  in  case  the 
growers  in  the  Everglades  have  a  good  growing  season." 
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3b.     WISCONSIN  FOTATQ  DEAL 

Q.  D*  Schoolcraft,  of "tKe 'Waupaca  office,  wrote  on  March  lU  ps  follows: 
"The  Wisconsin  potato  market  has  weakened  appreciably  during  the 
past  wee..,     From,  a  level  a  week  ago  of  around  $2.15  the  carlot  market  has 
dropped  to  a  general  range  of  $2..05«1>2.10  per  hundred,   with  some  cars 'being 
sold- as  low  as  $2.     This  is  the  lowest  price  since  early  in  December.  The 
price, to  growers  has  dropped  to  a  level  of  $1.70  for  most  stock.  Another 
feature  of  the  deal  has  been  the  refusal  of .most  dealers  to  buy  No.  2  stock 
during  the  past  week..- 

"Shipments  have  averaged- around  66. cars  a  day  which  is  a  little  lighter 
than,  normal  for  this  season  of  the  year.    However,  haulings  have  been  very 
light  and  probably  §0$  or  more  of  the  stock  shipped  during  the  past  week  has 
been,  warehouse  stored  stock.     Many  of  the.  independent  speculators  who  bought 
heavily  last  fall  are  now  reducing  their  stock.     Counting  storage  costs  and 
shrinkage  losses  it  is  probable  that  most  of  this  stock  is  being  sold  at  a 
loss  of  from  U-0  cents  to  50  cents  per  hundred.     This  tendency  to  reduce 
holdings  has  not  been  only  on  the  part  of  the  independent  speculator,  how- 
ever-    The  largest  dealer  and  shipper  in  the  State  reports  that  last  wc  jk 
his  firm  shipped  over  100  cars  whereas  their  total  purchases  from  growers 
were  less  than  25  cars.     It  is  generally  believed  that  the  holdings  of  pota- 
toes available  for  shipment    are  the  lightest  they  have.' been  at  this  season 
for  several  years.     Shipments  to  date  are  11,720  cars,   1,100  cars  greater 
than  at  this  time  last  year,  and  there  probably  are  not  more  than  U,000  cars 
remaining  to  be  shipped., 

"Increased  shipments  from  Minnesota  and  Michigan  and  a  relatively 
low  f.o.b.  price  in  Maine  has  greatly  restricted  the  marketing  area  for  Wis- 
consin potatoes  in  the  last    few  weeks.    During  the  past  week,   stock  from 
this  State  has  been  practically  shut  out  of  all  the  large  markets  with  the 
exception  of  Chicago.    Although  track  holdings  have  not  been  heavy  in  Chicago 
recently,  movement  has  been  slow  on  Wisconsin  stock,  and  prices  have  shown 
a  marked  drop

lc    THAT  MARKET  INSPECTION  SH0.7S 

In  compliance  with  the  requests  of  several  field  men,  copies  of  a 
series  of  radio  talks  which  Mr.  Rood  has  been  making  are  "being  forwarded 
to  inspectors  with  this  Division  Letter.  Additional  talks  on  onions  and 
strawberries  will  follow  in  the  near  future . 

The  brevity  of  these  talks  has  made  it  possible  to  cover  only  a  few 
of  the  defects  of  these  products  as  found  in  the  markets.    They  should  not 
therefore  be  considered  as  complete  discussions  of  these  subjects.  Perhaps 
the  most  interesting  thing  brought  out  by  these  discussions  is  the  fact  that 
the  most  important  defects  of  most  products  are  those  which  are  due  to  care- 
lessness in  handling.     In  other  words,  most  of  these  defects  cculd  have  been 
avoided  by  following  the  best  methods  in  preparing  and  shippingg  these  pro- 
ducts to  markets. 


2c .     SULPITJR  DIOXIDE  INJURY  OF  TOMATOES 

(By  G-.  13.  Ramey,   Senior  Pathologist,  BOP. I.) 

During  the  past  two  months  a  few  cars  of  Florida  tomatoes  have  ar- 
rived on  the  northern  markets  showing  an  unusual  type  of  blemish.    The  toma- 
toes were  generally  free  from  decay  but  showed  a  very  pronounced  sinking 
and  drying  out  of  the  stem  scar.    In  some  instances  the  stem  scar  was  sunken 
almost  half  an  inch  and  the  tissues  immediately  around  the  scar  were  bleach- 
ed to  a  sickly  greenish  tan  color,  while  the  balance  of  the  tomato  remained 
normal,   except  where  mechanical  injury  was  evident.    Yfaerever  the  cuticle 
and  epidermis  of  the  tomato  showed  a  wound,  the  surrounding  tissues  were 
sunken  and  bleached  greenish  tan  like  those  around  the  stem  scar.    The  sunken 
stem  scars  dry  rapidly  and  crack,   thus  opening  the  way  for  various  decay  pro- 
ducing organisms  such  as  Alternaria  and  Rhizopus. 

This  type  of  injury  has  been  duplicated  in  the  laboratory  by  placing 
mature  green  tomatoes  in  a  tight  container  and  subjecting  them  to  the  fumes 
f romburning  sulphur .     The  sulphur  dioxide  thus  produced  enters  the  tomatoes 
through  the  stem  scar  and  through  scars  elsewhere  on  the  surface  of  the 
fruits  and  bleaches  the  tissues.    The  cells  immediately  surrounding  the  open- 
ings are  killed  and  lose  water  rapidly  by  evaporation,  causing  a  collapse  of 
the  affected  region. 

Apparently  a  few  shippers  have  been  experimenting  by  burning  sulphur 
in  cars  of  tomatoes,   or  using  sulphur  dioxide  gas  as  is  practiced  in  cer- 
tain commodities  in  California.     I  do  not  know  of  any  experimental  data  that 
shows  the  value  of  suplhur  dioxide  in  reducing  decay  in  tomatoes. 

3c.     SEED STEMS  SHOWING  IN  IMPERIAL  VALLEY  LETTUCE 

The  following  is  taken  from  Inspectors  Notes  of  the  California  State 
Department  of  Agriculture : 

"According  to  Phil  Stay  some  difficulty  is  encountered  in  determining 
seedstems  in  the  new  No.  6  strain  of  lettuce  which  has  come  into  prominence 
in  the  Imperial  Valley  this  season.     This  strain  may  have  snail  seedstems 
developed  and  yet  may  not  show  any  indications  from  outward  appearances,  in 
which  case  they  are  not  scored  against  ^rade."

^c.     HOTHOUSE  RHUBARB  INDUSTRY  GROWING-  IN  WESTERN  WASHINGTON 

F»  S.  Bailey,   of  the  Yakima,  office,   in  a  letter  dated  March  S,  gave 
the  following  information: 

"A  small  industry  is  growing  up  in  western  Washington  which  is  of 
some  national  interest  since  the  product  is  now  shipped  into  the  Middle  West 
and  East*    This  is  the  hothouse  rhubarb  industry  centered  around  Sumner  and 
Auburn  ..between  Seattle  and  Tacoma.    When  I  was  in  Sumner  on  March  U,  the 
thirty-fifth  solid  car  of  hothouse  rhubarb  was  being  loaded  in  addition  to 
l.c.l.  shipments  which  have  gone  out  to  northwestern  markets  since  the  first 
of  January  and  which  would  aggregate  a  number  of  cars  in  addition. 

"While  hothouse  rhubarb  production  probably  originated  as  a  secondary 
crop  to  that  of  the  production  of  field  grown  stock,   it  has  now  become  the 
principal  crop  so  far  as  Paget  Sound  growers  are  concerned  -ond  the  growing 
of  field  rhubarb  is  carried  on  chiefly  to  obtain  a  supply  of  roots  for  for- 
cing.   Occasionally  the  price  for  field  grown  stock  is  sufficient  to  make 
some  profit  for  the  grower  but  when  such  is  the  case,   this  is  now  considered 
as  that  much  additional  return  which  the  grower  did  not  expect  to  get.

"The  houses  or  cellars  r.re  walled  up  about  three  feet  ?.bove  the 
ground  level  and  are  roofed  with  rough  lumber.    The  usual  house  is  about 
IS  feet  wide  "by  100  feet  in  length;  with  a  wood  or  coal  stove,  sometimes 
improvised  from  an  oil  drum,  ^t  each  end  of  the  house  with  the  stovepipe 
leading  from  each  toward  the  center  -here  it  passes  through  the  roof.  Heat 
and  water  in  moderate  quantities  pre  applied  from  early  in  December  to  those 
houses  from  which  the  crop  is  to  be  pulled  first.    These  houses  are  ready 
for  pulling  sometime  in  January • 

"There  are  about  175  rhubarb  houses  in  the  territory  tributary  to 
Sumner  and  30  tributary  to  Auburn.    Growers  estimate  that  it  costs  between 
7^  and  g.£  a  pound  to  produce  this  crop. 

nIt  is  packed  in  special  boxes  holding  20  pounds  net,  and  there  are 
three  grades  in  use,  Extra  Fancy,  Taney,  and  C  Grade.     The  difference  oe- 
tween  the  Extra  Fancy  and  the  Fancy  is  chiefly  a  matter  of  color;  while  the 
C  Grade  takes  the  twisted  and  crooked  stalks. 

"Ihiie  the  price  for  the  first  stock  harvested  this  year  was  around 
$U  a  box  to  the  grower  for  Zxtrp  Fancy,  this  soon  dropped  and  for  some  time 
has  been  around  51. 50  for  Extra  Fancy,  51.65  for  Fancy,  and  -1.15  -or  the 
C  Grade,  from  which  the  association  at  Sumner  deducts  a  handling,  loading, 
and  selling  charge  of  approximately  10#  per  box.    At  present  prices,  growers 
do  not  consider  the  crop  an  especially  profitable  one."

lb.     QUOTING-  PEE- COPIED  CELERY 

Refer  to  paragraph  2b  in  the  Division  Letter  of  February  21,  193°> 
which  is  a  description  of  methods  used  by  shippers  in  cooling  celery.  All 
stock  cooled  by  these  methods  has  in  the  past  been  quoted  and  sold  as  pre- 
cooled  and  the  crates  have  been  labeled  either  "cashed  and  precooled"  or 
"individually  cashed  and  precooled." 

Upon  further  investigation  it  has  been  found  that  there  are  only 
two  plants  in  the  Sanf ord-Oviedo  District  in  which  celery  is  precooled  to 
the  extent  of  removing  practically  all  of  the  vegetable  heat,  subjecting 
it  to  a  thirty  minute  bath  in  brine-chilled  water  at  a  temperature  of  about 
thirty-two  degrees,  prior  to  loading  in  the  cars.    Both  of  these  plants 
are  owned  by  one  concern. 

While  practically  all  washed  celery  is  shipped  in  crates  marked 
"washed  and  precooled,"  or  "individually  washed  and  precooled,"  most  of  it 
has  been  washed  with  water  at  ground  t emperature  or  with  water  cooled  by 
the  use  of  ice.     It  is  then  loaded  in  cars  and  three  or  four  tons  of  top 
ice  are  placed  on  top  of  the  load.    7/hen  used  in  conjunction  with  standard 
refrigeration,  it  is  claimed  by  shippers  that  the  temperature  of  the  celery 
in  the  car  is  reduced  considerably  before  the  car  leaves  the  loading  plat- 
form.   However,   it  is  felt  that  we  should  not  quote  this  celery  as  precooled. 

It  has  been  decided  to  adopt  the  policy  of  quoting  celery  in  the 
f.o.b.  wires  as  either  "in  the  rough,"  "crate  washed,"  or  individually 
washed"  unless  the  celery  has  actually  been  precooled  to  the  extent  of  re- 
moving most  of  the  vegetable  heat  prior  to  loading  in  the  car.    This  means 
that  in  the  future,  quotations  representing  most  of  the  sales  from  the  San- 
f ord-Oviedo  District,  and  probably  from  the  Manatee  Section,  will  not  cover 
precooled  celery  unless  sales  are  available  on  precooled  stock. 

It  "ill  probably  be  impossible  for  market  news  representatives  in 
terminal  markets  to  use  other  than  the  phrases  "in  the  rough"  or  "washed  and 
precooled"  since  most  of  the  crates  are  being  labeled  "washed  and  precooled" 
and  there  is  no  way  for  the  reporters  to  determine  how  the  celery  was  hand- 
led before  loading. 
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2b.     ?£ETH0D  OF  QUOTING  NO.  2  FLORIDA  POTATOES 

The  following  item,  copied  from  the  Division  Letter  of  April  15, 
1327,  with  code  symbols  "brought  up  to  d^te,   is  repeated  as  "being  especially 
applicable  at  the  present  time: 

The  prefix  "PER  —  machine  graded,  If-  1  7/S  inches"      is  to  "be 
used  to  describe  No.  2  Floridp  potatoes,  or  those  from  any  other  sections 
meeting  the  same  requirements.    Florida  No.  2  stock  is  practically  straight 
machine-graded,  taking  in  all  stock  passing  through  the  1  1 jz  inch  screen 
but  stopped  by  the  \\  inch  screen  below.    Blemished  potatoes  are  so  scarce, 
however,   that  nearly  all  stock  will  meet  the  U.  S.  No.  1  grade  requirements 
for  quality  and  condition.     If  it  does  not,  use  descriptive  terms  from 
the  "JA-JS-JY"  and  "JI-JU"  pages  of  the  code. 

No.  1  Florida  potatoes  practically  all  meet  the  U.  S.  No.  1  grade 
requirements,  and  can  be  called  "USONE"  or  "PET/AB . "    As  there  is  no  U.  S. 
grade  for  No.  3  potatoes,  sometimes  known  as  ''marbles",  they  can  be  coded 
"JISIS." 


■  3"D*    ARKANSAS  VALLEY  ONION  REPORT 

Wendell  Calhoun,  of  the  Denver  office,   on  March  22  sent  the  following 

wire: 

"Arkansas  Valley  probably  has  100  cars  Valencias  remaining,  and 
perhaps  more.    They  are  shipping  more  than  was  believed  possible  three  weeks 
ago,  because  weather  this  month  has  been  cool  and  windy  so  that  onions 
have  kept  much  better  than  during  February.    On  March  1  it  was  estimated 
that  2,300  cars  .would  be  the  limit  on  shipments  from  that  section  but  have 
already  reached  that  figure,     Considerable  stock  is  still  in  reasonably- 
good  condition  although  comparatively  few  cars  are  now  making  grade  on  ac- 
count of  some  soft  and  sprouted.     Somewhat  better  demand  past  few  days. 
Western  Slope  nearly  cleaned  up  according  to  reports,  although  still  loading 
actively  this  week." 

Ub.     77ISCONSI2T  POTATO  MARKET 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft,   of  the  TTaupaca  office,   in  a  letter  dated  March  21 
gave  the  following  information: 

"The  potato  market  here  has  shown  a  marked  improvement  during  the 
past  week.    From  a  general  price  on  Monday  of  152  for  carlots,   the  price 
has  advanced  to  a  range  of  ^2.10-^2.15  with  fairly  good  demand  and  good  in- 
quiry.    There  is  fair  demand  for  seed  stock,  especially  mixed  cars.  Much 
of  this  is  going  to  Oklahoma  and  Arkansas.     The  price  to  growers  has  firmed 
up  a  bit,  although  the  buying  range  has  not  changed.    Haulings  have  been 
light;  apparently  the  farmers  are  still  holding  for  t2.    There  is  less 
stock  in  the  hands  of  farmers  than  is  usual  at  this  time  of  the  year  and 
they  apparently  are  in  no  hurry  to  sell.     Shipments  are  maintaining  the 
same  level  they  have  been  the  past  few  weeks,  which  is  around  60  cars  a.  day.'

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i  5b.    FLORIDA  CROP  NOTES 

R,  M.  Peterson,  of  the  Plant  City  office,   sent  the  following  in- 
formation in  his  letter  of  March  22: 

"The  quality  of  the  strawberries  in  the  Plant  City-Lakeland  dis- 
trict hps  improved  greatly  the  last  half  of  this  week,  and  is  nov?  good 
considering  the  lateness  of  the  season.    The  demand  and  price  has  improved 
with  the  quality  of  the  berries  and  today  the  price  jumped,  from  a  rather 
steady  price  of  around  21$,  to  26$  per  quart.    The  shipments  have  been 
rather  light  and  the  movement  next  week  is  expected  to  continue  at  about 
the  same  rate,  possibly  slightly  lighter  the  first  half  of  the  week,  but 
increasing  slightly  the  latter  half.    After  next  week  the  loadings  will  be 
extremely  light,     with  favorable  weather  the  quality  of  the  berries  should 
continue  to  be  good  next  week,  but  a  few  hot  days  can  upset  all  calcula- 
tions ♦ 

"The  Starke-Lawtey  section  has  been  a  sad  disappointment  to  both 
strawberry  growers  and  shippers.     The  quality  has  been  extremely  poor  and 
the  berries  have  not  carried  well  at  all.    The  movement  started  off  the 
first  part  of  the  week  at  8  to  10  cars  daily,  but  instead  of  increasing, 
as  was  expected,  the  shipments  dropped  to  U  and  5  cars.    This  falling  off 
in  shipments  was  due  largely  to  the  heavy  culling  that  was  necessary. 
Where  berries  were  graded  at  all  well,  $0fs  had  to  be  thrown  out,  and  I 
understand  that  a  few  of  the  best  growers  culled  out  as  high  as  75$-  Next 
week  does  not  promise  any  appreciable  increase  in  volume  or  improvement  in 
quality  unless  the  weather  proves  unusually  favorable.    This  situation  will 
prevail  until  the  new  crop,  following  the  last  frost,  can  be  harvested, 
which  will  not  be  before  10  days  or  2  weeks.    After  the  new  crop  comes  on, 
the  loadings  should  increase  quite  rapidly,  with  a  possible  peak  movement 
of  25  to  30  cars  daily. 

"Sarasota  is  still  out  of  the  celery  picture,  and  the  movement  from 
innate e  County  continues  light  with  only  3  to  5  cars  daily.    Sarasota  does 
not  plan  on  doing  any  loading  before  April  5  and  Manatee  expects  very  little, 
if  any,   increase  before  that  time.    There  has  been  very  little  U.  S-  No.  1 
stock  but  the  fair  quality  pack  has  been  in  good  demand  all  week  with  a 
firm  market." 

/  6b .     IDAHO  POTATO  MARKET  1 
L.  C.  Tate,  of  the  Id*3 ho  Falls  office,  in  his  letter  of  March  21, 
gave  the  following  information: 

"The  potato  market  has  shown  more  activity  in  Idaho  this  week  than 
at  any  time  since  the  first  of  January.    A  temporary  rise  in  price  of 
Russets  at  Chicago  last  week  was  short  lived,  but  caused  a  little  flurry  of 
buying  in  local  producing  areas.    Many  shippers  were  cautious  at  the  time 
not  to  become  overloaded,  figuring  the  market  would  break  before  the  week 
was  over,  as  ^se  provan  rir'ht. 

"Early  this  week  the  narket  was  very  slow  with  prices  a  shade  lower 
but  buying  picked  up  late  Tuesday  and  by  Thursday  night  a  10$  advance  had 
been  ma.de  in  prices.    Demand  appeared  to  run  mainly  into  the  fancy  line,  the 
heaviest  call  being  for  extra-large  sizes,  mostly  with  a  U  to  6  ounce  mini- 
mum size.    Such  stocks  sold  generally  10$-15$  above  standard  quotations. 
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The  market  reached  a  peak  of  $2«50  on  a  few  fancy  lots  by  Friday  morning, 
almost  equaling  the  top  price  of  $2.60  established  at  the  height  of  the 
October  advance.    Buying  was  based  principally  on  the  Chicago  outlet  this 
week,  California  being,  for  the  time,  liberally  supplied  and  in  a  dull 
condition. 

"Shippers  are  generally  of  the  opinion  there  are  ^tQ00  cars  yet  to 
move  from  the  State,  1,000  cars  at  Twin  Falls  and  Burley,  and  about  2,000 
cars  in  the  Idaho  Falls  section.    This  would  bring  final  shipments  to  ap- 
proximately IS, 500  cars  for  the  season.    This  figure  looks  a  trifle  low  in 
the  face  of  the  present  movement  of  100  cars  daily,  but  many  farmers  are 
scraping  bottom  in  their  storage  bins." 

7b.     CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  WESTERN  TO  YORK  STATE 

A.  L.  Thomas  sent  the  following  information  from  Rochester  on 
March  25; 

APPLES 

"A  slightly  better  demand  for  this  fruit  prevailed  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  week,  although  there  were  no  actual  price  changes.. 
One  or  two  of  the  larger  dealers  advanced  their  price  on  bushel  Baldwins 
from  $2  to  $2.10  for  U-  S.  No.  1,   2i"  stock,  however,  only  a  very  few 
sales  were  made  at  this  price. 

"The  export  demand  continues  fairly  good  and  approximately  hO  cars 
were  billed  to  Weehawken  for  this  trade  as  compared  with  50  f°r  the 
previous  week.  . 

"Scald  is  showing  up  plentifully  in  most  of  the  storages;  from 
some  of  the  most  reliable  dealers  I  learn  that  only  two  or  three  storages 
have  stock  that  is  free  from  scald  and  the  dealers  claim  that  they  could 
be  kept  to  a  minimum  if  the  storage  operators  know  how  to  operate  the 
plant  properly," 

POTATOES 

"A  slightly  better  feeling  prevails  for  potatoes  following  the 
lead  of  Maine  and  Wisconsin.    Dealers  report  that  the  wire  inquiry  is  heavy, 
especially  from  the  southern  points.     Indiana  points  are  in  with  offers 
which  are  equivalent  to  $3»3+  9eT  sack.    Round  Whites,  U.  S.  No.  1,  sold 
on  Monday  at  $3.15-43*25,  with  an  occasional  sale  as  high  as  $3-30,  as 
compared  with  $3 « 10-$ 3 -20  the  same  day  last  week. 

"Dealers  feel  that  this  spurt  will  only  be  temporary  and  that  prices 
will  again  drop  to  the  level  of  $3.10  within  a  week  or  ten  days  as  the 
shipments  from  Maine  and  the  total  for  the  United  States  continues  heavy. 

"The  prices  being  paid  to  growers  ranged  mostly  around  $1  per  bushel 
this  week  as  compared  with  $0^-$l  a  week  ago,  however,  very  few  potatoes 
have  been  purchased  at  $0^.     The  dealers  when  they    wanted  stock  were  will- 
ing to  pay  tl.     The  country  roads  are  in  pretty  bad  condition  and  have  been 
for  the  past  three  or  four  weeks,   in  some  sections  of  Steuben  Country  it 
is  impossible  to  get  a  load  from  the  growers  storages  to  the  hard  surfaced 
roads  and  this  is  retarding  the  haulings  considerably.

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nOne  or  two  of  the  large. ojerators  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  move- 
nent  for  the  next  three  reeks'will  "be  somerhat  lighter  from  the  country 
as  a  rhole  than  the  past  month  or  so  and  that  York  State  dealers  rill  be 
able  to  cleanup  at  prevailing  prices.    Holdings  ?.re  approximately  35^ 
c?.rs  for  Western  iJew  York,  according  to  some  of  the  large    dealers,  "but 
this  figure  may  "be  off  a  hundred  cars  for  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  get 
any  accurate  check. 

.  CAPP-CTS 

"A  check  of  the  storages  in  Wayne  County  this  reek  by  one  of  the 
large  operators  showed  192  cprs  in  that  county  including  30.  the  property 
of  the  soup  companies.    This  is  the  heaviest  holding,   in  any  one  county 
in  the  district.     It  is  estimated  that  in  the  counties  rest  of  Rochester 
there  remains  approximately  150  or  200  yet  to  move  which  rould  bring  the 
total  holdings  up  to  approximately  35^  to  ^CO  cprs,  rhich,   I  believe  to 
be  about  correct."

,7.  D.  G-ooge,   of  the  Brornsvills  office,  in  his  letter  of  March  23, 
gave  the  following  report: 

" Cabbage  prices  to  grorers  in  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  closed 
at  $50-$o0  a  ton  this  reek,  as  compared  with  $9Q-.$100  a  ton  a  reek  ago. 
According  to  many  shippers,  the  high  prices  around  the  middle  of  the  month 
rere  never  justified  and  rere  brought  about  by  speculative  buying.    The  re- 
sult has  been  losses  to  most  shippers,  and  perhaps  to  grorers  ^s  well*  One 
buying  broker  is  in  the  Promsville  jail,  apparently  ins?ne.    He  bought 
several  cars  of  tlOO  cabbage  from  ioaaers  in  the  Valley,  but  his  checks  rere 
returned  on  account  of  insufficient  funds  and  he  was  taken  into  custody  of 
the  lpr.    The  collapse  follored,  and  the  past  reek  has  been  very  unsettled 
rhen  the  Valley  cabbage  market  is  considered.     It  is  estimated  that  $00  t0 
700  cars  pre  left  for  shipment  from  this  section.    However,   the  South  Cpro- 
lina  movement  is  expected  to  bring  prices  dom  to  a  lorer  level. 

"Potatoes  and  snao  bepns  have  begun  to  move  from  this  section.  There 
has  been  a  great  depl  of  propaganda  against  starting  off  depls  of  this  kind 
rith  prices  too  high.     The  potato  grorers  associations  have  set  their  prices 
at  tk  per  100  pound  sack,  f.o.b.  usual-terms  for  U.  S .  No.  l's,  and  2% 
lorer  for  cash- track  sales.    The  first  general  movement  of  beans  is  bringing 
tU.25-tU.5O  per  bushel  "namper  both  c^sh  and  usupl-terms.    There  are  larger 
acrepges  of  both  crops  than  usupI,  and  gro-ing  conditions  have  been  excellent. 
Large  yields  and  good  quality  are  forecast  for  both  commodities . 

"The  Raymondville  onion  deal  is  about  to  get  under  ray.     Some  fer 
crates  have  alrepdy  been  shipped  in  mixed  c-rs.    This  section  likewise  re- 
ports increpsed  acreages  ~nd  batter  quality  th°n  usu^l.     In  this  same  portion 
of  the  Valley  there  has  been  produced  p  surprising  quantity  of  sjoinach  this 
season,   shipments  during  the  past  reek  being  more  than  the  totpl  for  the 
whole  Valley  in  previous  seasons." 
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St>y  FLORIDA  TOMATO  AjjD  STRING  BEANS  CHOP  NOTES 

V.  H.  Nicholson,   of  the  '.Test  Palm  Beach  office,  sent  the  following 
information  in  his  letter  dated  March  2^4-: 

"Reports  the  latter  part  of  last  week  indicated  that  replanting  of 
beans  was  still  going  on.     Some  of  the  acreage  set  to  tomatoes  has  been  re- 
planted with  beans-    Some  estimates  place  the  acreage  as  high  as  3.000  acres 
replanted  to  date,  but  Mr.  Townsend  was  of  the  opinion  that  somewhere  between 
2,000-  acres  and  2,500  acres  wa.s  more  nea  rly  correct.     I  do  not  think  he  has 
released  that  figure  as  yet. 

"According  to  one  estimate,  S00  cars  of  tomatoes  will  move  from  the 
area  served  by  the  Florida' East  Coast  around  Lake  Okeechobee,   cut  if  the 
last  zero  were  dropped,  the  figure  might  be  more  reasonable.    Not  many 
tomatoes  were  replanted  because  of  the  shortage  of  plants. 

"The  movement  of  beans  from  the  East  Coast  -  around  Pompanu  and  Fort 
Lauderdale  has  been  light  and  will  continue  to  be  light  for  the  remainder  of 
the  season,  according  to  practically  all  with  whom  I  have  talked.     This  move- 
ment has  averaged  around  10  cars  a  day  for  the  last  week  -  that  is,  including 
freight,   express  and  boat  shipments.    Peppers  have  been  moving  from  the 
Pompano  district  in  about  the  same  volume  as  beans.    As  yet,  few  tomatoes 
have  been  shipped  from  Pompano,  but-  car lots  are  moving  from  Fort  Lauderdale 
and  Dania  just  a  few  miles  farther  south. 

Mainly  because  of.  the  light  shipments  of  beans,  prices  for  this  vege- 
table has  soared  since  the  frost  in  the  Lake  Okeechobee  region.     The  highest 
sales  reported  for  Bountifuls  was  3b.  50  for  a  few,  Saturday;  best  Black 
Valentines  sold  as  high  as  36  on  the  same  day.    However,  many  lots  are  show- 
ing only  fair  quality  and  are  being  sold  from  50£  to  3  3  under  these  figures. 

"The  movement  of  tomatoes  increased  to  approximately  325  cars  for  the 
past  week.     It  is  likely  that  the  movement  for  this  week  will  be  close  to 
UOO  cars  according  to  the  opinions  of  the  shippers.     The  peak  movement  is  ex- 
pected during  this  week  or  the  first  of  April.    After  the  bulk  of  the  move- 
ment from  Homestead  is  over,   there  will  be  several  cars  shipped  from  the 
region  around  Everglades  on  the  Lower  "Test  Coast  in  Collier  County.    At  the 
present  time,  movement  from  this  section  is  from  five  to  eight  cars  daily. 

"Prices  during  the  past  week  were  just  a  shade  higher  and  some  dealers 
were  able  to  sell  most  of  their  offerings  cash  track.    Quality  of  many  ship- 
ments continues  only  fair.    The  American  Fruit  Growers  are  packing  only  a 
small  percentage  of  their  shipments  under  the  Blue  C-oose  label.    The  few  cars 
of  good  quality  sixes  have  sold  as  high  as  33*50  for  Fancy  count  and  32.50 
for  Choice  count.    However,  most  sales  have  been  in  the  range  32-50-32.75 
for  Fancy  count  and  31. 50-31.75  for  Choice  count  on  a  usual-term  basis. 
G-ood  stock  packed  6x6  and  larger  in  lug  boxes  has  brought  mostly  32.25  on 
a  cash-track  basis  with  6x7  pack  selling  at  a  discount  of  50^    A  few  good 
sixes  have  sold  cash-track  at  32.75-33.25  for  Fancy  count  and  31. 50-31. 75 
for  Choice."

2b.     NO  MARCH  1  POTATO  STOCKS  ON  HAND  REPORT  TO  BE  RELEASED 

The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  advises  us  that  no 
report  of  potato  stocks  on  hand  as  of  March  1  will  be  released  this  year. 

3b.     MAJNE  POTATO  L^REET 

On  March  25,  H.  E.  Rutland,   of  the  Prescue  Isle  office,   sent  the 
following  report: 

"The  Presque  Isle  potato  irarket  has  been  quite  active  for  the  past 
week.    The  improved  demand  continued  through  last  week  and  as  a  result,  ship- 
ments were  the  heaviest  in  several  weeks.     There  was  a  sharp  advance  in 
prices  over  the  week-end.    Last  weekrs  advance  seems  to  be  fairly  weel  sus- 
tained, but  the  demand  at  the  higher  prices  is  rather  limited.

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3b .     (continued  from  Page  113) 

"Distribution  from  Maine  is  showing  an  increasing  tendency  to  suing 
westward .    Cleveland,  Pittsburgh,  and  points  in  "Jest  Virginia  and  southern 
Ohio  have  been  fairly  good  "buyers  lately.     It  is  reported  today  that  sales 
have  been  made  to  Chicago  but  I  have    not  yet  been  able  to  verify  this. 
At  any  rate,   shipments  west  of  Pittsburgh  have  increased  rather  markedly 
during  the  last  two  weeks.     Sales  of  table  stock  to  Georgia  and  Tennessee 
points,  which  seldom  "buy  from  Maine,  have  been  reported. 

"The  street  prices  today  are  rather  varied,  depending  on  the  quality 
of  lots  offered  hut  most  good  stock  is  bringing  $3  Per  barrel  to  the  grower. 
Some  sales  in  warehouses  have  been  made  at  slightly  higher  prices  and  fair 
to  ordinary  quality  stock  has  sold  as  low  as  ^2-75  Per  barrel. 

"Growers  are  selling  freely  but  have  slackened  some  since  yesterday. 
Dealers  are  buying  mostly  to  fill  orders  but  in  some  cases  rather  heavy 
buying  for  speculation  has  been  reported.    Dealers  generally,  are  optimistic 
about  the  outlook  for  the  next  few  weeks  and  especially  the  period  for  a 
few  weeks  after  Florida  shipments  have  pa.ssed  their  peak. 

"Shipments  to  last  night  according  to  our  rec.oi&s  totaled  exactly 
U5,000  cars.     It  is  generally  conceded  that  10,000  cars  remain  to  be  shipped, 
and  some  estimates  of  remaining  stocks  run  to  11,000  and  13,000  cars. 

"The  snow  is  going  fast  and  it  is  unlikely  that  potatoes  can  be 
hauled  by  sleds  for  more  than  a  week  or  two  longer.    There  will  be  fairly 
heavy  haulirigs  just  before  the  snow  goes  but  this  should  not  greatly  affect 
shipments.     I  heard  an  important  shipper  say  yesterday  that  he  fully  ex- 
pected shipments  from  Maine  to  reach  a  peak  of  kOO  cars  before  the  middle 
of  April."

R.  M.  Peterson,  of  the  Plant  City  office,   in  a.  wire  of  ^pril  2, 
gave  the  following  report:  . 

"Heavy  r-ins  last  Friday  damaged  tomatoes  in  the  Plant  City  district 
about  25  to  30  per  cent;  beans,  fifty;  peppers  only  slightly;  berries  not 
recovering  as  expected,  season  over  except  for  pony  refrigerators  and  an 
occasional  car.    Understand  V7a.uch.ula  damage  to  all  crops  was  somewhat 
heavier.     In  the  Manatee  section  rains  combined  with  hot  winds  the  week 
preceding  damaged  tomatoes  25  per  cent;  peppers  30*  eggplant  25;  celery 
very  little,   either  Manatee  or  Sarasota.    Loading  of  aSanatee  tomatoes  is 
expected  to  start  April  15  or  20,  but  not  much  volume  before  May  .1; peppers  and 
eggplant  about  a  week  later  than  to.ratoes.    The  last  report  issued  from 
Plant  City  will  be  on  April  k .     The  next  report  will  be  from  Bradenton  on 
Monday,  April  7« 


5b.    tzxas  crop  ijev/s 

D.  Googe,  of  the  Brownsville  office,   in  a  letter  of  luarch  30. 
gave  the  following  information: 

"During  the  past  week  the  spring  movement  of  green  beans,  potatoes 
and  onions  from  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  got  under  way,  but  was  halted 
Thursday  by  rains.     Fields  had  dried  out  somewhat  by  Saturday,  and  the 
harvest  of  beans  was    on  in  earnest.    The  ground  was  still  rather  wet  for 
harvesting  potatoes  and  onions,  resulting  in  light  movement  for  a  few  days. 
Sunday  morning  brought  a  surprise  to  the  entire  Valley  in  the  way  of  a  light 
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frost  which  had  damaged  fields  here  and  there,  the  most  serious  damage 
"being  to  beans  a.nd  squash-  The  tomatoes  were  nipped,  and  young  corn  had 
the  tips  of  "blades  curled  up  this  afternoon.  The  unseasonably  cold  weather 
which  has  prevailed  to  the  north  of  us  had  not  been  predicted  to  reach  this 
section.  It  is  too  early  to  give  an  estimate  of  the  total  damage  to  Valley 
crops,  but  since  the  frost  damaged  only  scattered  fields  it  is  probably  not 
so  serious  as  at  first  reported. 

"Beets  and  carrots  are  moving  in  a  normal  volume  at  steady  prices. 
Cabbage  has  recovered  from  the  slump  of  a  week  ago  until  shippers  were  paying 
mostly  ^75  a  ton  t  o  growers  Saturday.    A  year  ago  prices  to  cabbage  growers 
in  this  section  were  mostly  $6  to  1>g  a  ton.     It  is  estimated  that  after  the 
coming  week,   the  movement  of  cabbage  will  drop. off  to  15  or  20  cars  a  day 
during  the  balance  of  April." 

6b.     ViE STERN  ITS1,"/  YCRK  STATE  MARKET  SITUATION 

A.  L.  Thomas  sent  the  following  information  from  Rochester ,  April  1: 

POTATOES. 

"Potatoes  continued  to  advance  and  on  Tuesday  were  bringing  mostly 
around  ^3-^5-^3-55  P«r  150-pound  sack  Round  ".Vhites  as  compared  with  $3*15- 
^3-25  a  week  a&°  •     The  demand  continues  active  both  from  the  Southeastern 
section  and  Ohio  points.    The  price  range  to  the  grower  has  not  advanced  as 
rapidly  as  the  prices  the  dealers  have  been  selling  for.     Several  weeks  ago 
when  the  potatoes  were  bringing  $3-10,  the  growers  were  receiving  Sl-ol.10, 
now  at  these  higher  prices  of  $3 -5°  Per  sack  the  dealers  are  still  obtaining 
a  few  in  some  sections  at  §1.10*     The  prevailing  price  to  growers,  however, 
in  this  section  as  a  whole  ranges  from  $1.10  to  $1.'25< 

nA  very  wide  difference  of  opinion  seems  to  prevail  among  the  dealers 
as  to  the  number  of  cars  left  but  the  majority  seem  to  think  that  600  cars 
will  cover  the  western  part  of  the  State.    This  is  only  a  guess  though,  as 
it  is  impossible  to  get  an  accurate  check,  for  the  potatoes  in  Hew  York  State 
are  grown  and  stored  by  the  growers  in  approximately  UO  counties. 

PIT  I  CITS 

"The  onion  market  is  excited.     The  price  jumped  *1  during  the  week 
and  from  all  present  indications  it  would  seem  that  still  further  advances 
will  be  made  before  Saturday  of  this  week.    The  majority  of  the  poor  stock 
remaining  in  western  New  York  on  March  1  has  been  cleaned  up  and  it  seems 
that  the  onion  dealers  have  clear  sailing  ahead  of  them.     Some  dealers  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  coming  Jewish  holidays,  which  begin  about  April  13, 
will  have  some  effect  on  the  market,  while  others  claim  that  regardless  of 
these  holidays,   old  onions  will  be  in  good  demand  until  May  10  or  15,  and 
by  that  time  New  York  State  will  be  cleaned  up-" 

7b.     RESULTS  0?  TEST  CAR  0?  HEAT  STERILIZED  ELCRIIA  CITRUS  FRUIT 

On  March  22,  E.  F>  '.'.'ill son,   of  the  Winter  Haven  office,  wrote 
follows : 

"The  test  car  of  heat-sterilized  Florida  citrus  fruit,   which  was 
shipped  to  the  Nashville  market,  has  been  ret a iled -     The  Clearing  House  rep- 
resentative stated  that  there  were  practically  no  complaints  regarding  the 
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quality  of  the  fruit  and  that  no  fpir-minded  person  could  find  pny  fault. 
It  was  pli  sold  within  twenty  days  of  processing  and  four  of  the  larger 
stores  handled  it  exclusively.     Samples  of  the  fruit  were  brought  hack  and 
are  being  kept  at  ordinary  room  temperatures.     It  is  noted  that  during  the 
fourth  week  some  of  the  pineapple  and  seedling  oranges  are  showing  slight 
deterioration  in  quality  characterised  by  a  rancid  flavor.    To  date  there  is 
no  change  in  the  Valencias  or  grapefruit". 

"A  few  who  have  been  studying  the  results  of  processing  rather  care- 
fully are  advancing  the  theory  that  much  of  the  trouble  is  due  to  heavy 
applications  of  arsenic  spray  to  the  groves.     It  is  their  contention  that 
the  heavy  spraying  lessens  the  acidity  of  the  fruit  and  makes  it  less  re- 
sistant, causing  it  to  break  down  more  rapidly. 

"The  results  of  the  test  car  have  been  watched  with  a  great  deal  of 
interest  by  the  shippers  and  other  interested  parties  and  undoubtedly  the 
majority  of  them  thought  that  the  results  would  be  less  favorable  than  has 
developed.    As  yet  no  newspaper  publicity  has  been  given  the  project." 


8b.     WISCONSIN  POTATO  :  ARKET 

C.  p.  Schoolcraft,  of  the  Waupaca  of f ice,  wrote  on  March  29,  as 
follows; 

"The  local  potato  market  has  taken  a  new  hold  on  life  during  the  past 
week,  although  there  has  been  a.  slightly  easier  feeling  the  last  couple  of 
days .  .- 

"Present  indications  are  for  a  movement  for  the  season  of  around 
15.500  cars.     This  leaves  almost  exactly  3,000  cars  to  be  shipped  in  con- 
trast with  almost  k.,  500  cars  shipped  after  this  date  last  year.     This  "-ill 
make  a  larger  proportion  of  the  estimated  State  production  entering  into 
carlo ts  than  has  been  the  case  in  any  year  since  1$25-     Many  loading  stations 
are  closing  earlier  this  year  than  is  general  and  there  seems  to  be  no  in- 
clination on  the  part  of  shippers  to  increase  their  holdings  greatly  with 
the  idea  of  holding  for  a  materially  higher  market  later.     The  business  has 
settled,  down  to  almost  entirely  a  merchandising  basis-" 


9b .    FLORIDA  CELERY  i/ARKET 

R-  3.  Keller,   of  the  Spnford  office,   in  his  letter  dated  April  1, 
gave  the  following  report; 

"The  celery  market  showed  another  advance  the  first  of  this  week. 
Rainy,  windy  and  oool  weather  which  has  been  adverse  to  main  crops  in  Florida 
has  been  in  a  way  a  boon  to  celery  growers.     Sanford  has  been  faced  during 
the  month  of  March  with  an  unusually  large  crop  of  celery  ready  to  be  rushed 
into  the  market  in  case  weather  conditions  favored  rapid  maturity.  Extremely 
heavy  rains  in  both  the  first  and  last  of  the  week  drowned  out  and  held  back 
many  Florida  vegetables  such  a s  tomatoes,  beans  and  potatoes,  while  to  celery 
apparently  the  main  result  of  the  rains  was  a  retarding  of  celery  growth  and 
cutting.     If  hot  weather  had  followed    the  rains  heavy  damage  would  have  re- 
sulted from  black  heart  but  fortunately  after  every  r~>in  the  weather  was  both 
cool  and  cloudy  .

"Field  inspection  in  Florida  for  Mediterranean  Fruit  Fly  was  discon- 
tinued March  26  -except  as  may  be  required  to  permit  movement  of  citrus 
fruits,  and  vegetables,  until  the  end  of  the  shipping  season.  Several 
hundred  field  inspectors  and  part  of  the  forces  at  the  field  offices  were 
released.    Sufficient  men  will  be  kept  on  to  supervise  packing-house  cer- 
tification and  issue  shipping  permits.    Urgent  needs  for  curtailing  expenses 
in  order  to  have  sufficient  funds  to  allow  crop  movement  was  the  main  reason 
for  this  action-'1 


lib.     IDAHO  PODCC  SITUATION 

In  a  letter  dated  March  26,  L .  C.  Tate,  of  the  Idaho  Falls  office, 
gave  the  following  information: 

"Various  dealers  have  given  me  their  estimates  of  the  remaining  sup- 
plies of  potatoes  and  figured  on  the  bp  sis  of  April  1  the  figures  would 
range  1, 20C  to  2,  S00  c?rs  Tilth  the  average  around  2,000  cars .     Shrinkage  has 
been  unusually  heavy  during  the  last  month  or  so,  due  to  the  heavy  breakdown 
and  development  of  jelly  ends.    Much  of  this  condition  is  probably  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  potatoes  in  this  section  were  not  fully  developed  at  the 
time  frost  brought  on  the  harvest,   the  potatoes  having  fallen  short  of  their 
usual  starch  content. 

"The  State  will  clean  up  thoroughly  this  season.     In  spite  of  a  strong 
summer  market  on  Russets  last  May  there  were  a  great  many  potatoes  dumped 
in  Idaho  from  the  192S  crop  holdover.     This  condition  makes  the  present 
holdings  look  remarkably  light.    At  present,  shipments  run  to  generally  larger 
sized  potatoes  than  at  any  time  this  season,  because  farmers  and  dealers 
alike  stored  their  best  potatoes  in  the  far  end  of  their  warehouses  or  cellars 
with  the  intention  to  hold  them  a  longer  timewithout  taking  the  heavy  shrink 
that  would  have  resulted  from  like  holding  of  the  inferior  stocks.  However, 
cars  are  now  being  loaded  that  run  two  inches  and  smaller,  bringing  a  good 
price  as  seed  potatoes*     These  potatoes  are  merely  culls,  ^nd  not  certified, 
but  -re  bringing  around  ^1  to  the  grower  and  ^1-50-^2  cash  track  for  shipment 
to  Idaho  and  Washington  points  that  require  new  seed."

The  above  paragraph  applies  particularly  to  tomatoes  packed  in 
lidded  lug  boxes  and  inspectors  in  receiving  markets  will  be  expected  to 
follow  these  instructions  whenever  they  can  be  applied  to  other  products 
and  whenever  it  is  possible  to  furnish  the  information  requested  in  detail.

Estimate  7OO  cars  yet  to  move  but  believe  this  much  too  high  unless  very 
favorable  weather  develops..    Fields  infected  with  early  and  late  blight^  mostly 
confined  to  outer  stalks.    Heavy  stripping  eliminating  most  of  it  in  crates, 
causing  pack  iron  to  small  sizes.    Fields  about  mature  are  being  cut  earlier 
than  normal,  causing  mostly  fair  quality  pack.    Growth  In  younger  fields  has 
been  retarded  by  rain.    Expected  movement  this  week  20  cars,  next  week  bP, 
and  125  to  I50  weekly  from  April  20  to  May  20,  slightly  heavier  around  Hay  I. 
Unless  too  hot  weather  develops  the  season  will  last  to  Juno  1.  Manatee 
celery  damaged  around  30  per  cent.     Shipments  next  week  will  be  very  light. 
Expect  week  following  and  balance  of  season  to  run  20  to  25  cars  weekly  with 
around  150  cars  yet  to  move.    Manatee  tomatoes  damaged  50  per  cent.  Expect 
1,000  cars.    First  car  out  this  week,  few  cars  next  wools,  around  20  cars 
v/eek  following.    Expect  heaviest  movement  middle  of  Hay.    Crop  delayed  and  may 
run  well  into  June.    Poppers  damaged  25  per  cent  with  200  or  possibly  300  cars 
to  move.

Brycc  Morris  of  the  St.  Louis  office,  on  April  8  wired  as  follows: 
"A  decided  fight  has  developed  hero  centering  on  the  local  distribution 
of  Texas  potatoes.    Predictions  wore  made  Saturday  that  there  would  be  sharp 
cuts  in  prices  Monday  morning.    Hundred-pound  sacks  of  Ko.  1  Triumphs  closed 
Saturday  at  $5.50,  opened  Monday  at  05 >  and  dropped  to  $4.50  before  noon. 
Today,  Tuesday,  a  few  sales  wore  made  early  at  $4"5°*  then  dropped  to  04»2D» 
and  closed  at  §4.     It  seems  that  throe  or  four  of  the  firms  who  usually  handle 
this  Texas  deal  resented  what  they  termed  as  interference  when  several  other 
firms,  new  in  the  Texas  movement,  decided  to  handle  a  portion  of  the  crop. 
As  a  result,  prices  were  cut  below  cost  attempting  to  freeze  out  the  now 
operators,  and  has  helped  depress  the  f.o.b.  market.    Although  the  Texas 
price  has  declined  only  around  50$  per  hundred  the  past  weak,  St.  Louis 
prices  have  dropped  $1«^0« 
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£b.     FLORIDA  POTATO  HgVTS 

In  a  letter  dated  April  4,  R.  L.  Sutton  at  Hastings,  sent  the  follow- 
ing information. 

"The  movement  of  potatoes  from  the  Has  .tings,  territory  is  getting  fairly 
well  under  way  now»  and  with  favorable  weather  conditions  shipments  Will  "be- 
come, more  active.    The  fields  adjacent  to  Hastings  have -not  been  dug  at  all 
at  this  time,    Tho  diggings  started  as  usual  at  Federal  Point  and  extending 
along  the  St,  Johns  River  to  East  Palatka.    A  little  previous  to  this,  somo 
growers  in  Flagler  County  had  started  to  ship,  these  being  located  around 
Bunnell  and  southwest  toward  Seville. 

"Yesterday  33  cars  wore  loaded  at  Hastings  proper,  17  at  Bunnell, 
Sspanola  10,  East  Palatka  5,  San  Ilateo  2,  Daytona  2,  and  Titusvillo  1.  This 
covers  the  loading  by  stations  on  the  Florida  East  Coast  Railroad.    There  were 
85  cars  from  the  State. 

"The  f.o.b.  situation  showed  some  improvement  yesterday.    This  was 
manifest  more  In  improved  trading  and  inquiries  than  in  any  actual  price 
advance.     Sales  were  made  at  same  figures,  namely. 07         U«  S.  Ho.  1  and  $4 
for  U.  S.  No.  2.    Most  of  the  shipments  "of  clean- bright  stock  were  sold.  The 
distribution  of  - the.  crop  is  enlarging  daily..    I lany  points  in  North  Carolina, 
Virginia,  Now  Jersey,  Ohio,  and  now  into  Canada  are  being'  reached.    Of  course, 
tho  largo  centers  are  taking  tho  majority  of  tho  shipments-  as  usual. 

"It  is  evident  that  some  of  the  fields  are  going  to  bo  hurt  badly, 
however,  there  are  others  that  show  a  splendid  stand. 

"Quality  is  improving,  the  stock  is  showing  cleaner  and  brighter 
appearance,  and  with  just  a  fair  break  with  tho  weather,  potatoes  of  good 
quality  should  bo  shipped.     I  understand  that  at  certain  points  in  Flagler 
County  some  rot  Is  developing.    The  land  there  is  heavier  and  the  drainage  is 
not  so  good  as  in  this  vicinity,  which  probably  accounts  for  the  development 
of  the  decay." 


7b.     FLORIDA  CELERY  .SITUATION 

R.  E.  Keller  of  the  Sanford  office  gave  the  following  information  in 
his  letter  dated  April  3:  '.  < 

"Prices  have  continued  favorable  for  the,  celery  growers.    Rains  last 
Friday  night  and  Saturday  did  not  help  the  quality  of  the  remaining  fields, 
but  slowed  up  harvesting  for  a  couple  of  days  and  helped  the  market  situation. 
As  long  as  the  movement  from  tho  State  stays  down  around  'jOO  cars  or  less  a 
week,  tho  present  or  even  higher  price  levels  can  be  maintained. 

"According  to  estimates  of  field  men  and  shippers  the, cuttings  in  the 
■Sanford  territory  should  continue  at  a  pretty  even  rate  throughout  this  month 
and  that  will  end  the  Sanford  celery.    Of  course,  there  will  be  scattering 
fields  maturing  until  the  middle  of  Hay,  but  such  movement  will  be  negligible. 

"Thorp  are  approximately  530  acres  of  late  celery  left  in  tho  muck 
fields  at  Oviodo  that  will  move  mostly-  in  tho  month  of  Hay.    A  year  ago  at 
this  time  there  wore  only  413  acres  in  that  section.     If  the  Oviodo  yield 
only  amounts  to  350  crates  or  one  car  to  tho  acre,  a  low  estimate,  over  5OO 
cars  will  move  from  there  in  Hay."

Prices  to  growers  advanced  31  per' be rr el  during  the  week  end  corresponding 
cdveuces  in  outside  sales  were  'made. 

"Shipments  were  Very  heavy,  reaching  near  the  peeks  of  lest  Fall. 
It  happened  that  the  advances  in  prices  came  just  at  the  time  when  the  roads 
were  beginning  to  break  up  or  shipments  would  probably  li.  ve  been  heavier. 
The  jrprds  now  ere  practice  lly  impassable  except  e  f  ew  of  the  rat  in  p;  vec. 
highways  which  have  been  plowed  out.     It  will  be  too  mud'  y  to  use  trucks  for 
over  a  week,  end  too  much  snow  is  gone  to  permit  using  sleds.    Practically  ell 
potatoes  shipped  this  week  and  the  first  of  next  week  will  come  from  treck 
we  rehouses. 

"Though  prices  have  been  declining  here  since  the  first  of  the  week, 
shippers  are  becoming  very  reluctant  to  sell  because  they  realize  shipments 
trcm* warehouses  c  nnot  be  replaced  until  roeds  become  better.     There  is  e 
strong  undertone  to  the- whole-  situation  end  it  will  not  take  much  to  start 
another  advened  in  prices.    11:  ny  shippers  1  re  now  freely  predicting  that  by 
the  lest  of  next  week- prices  "ill  be  higher  th:n  ft  any  time  during  the  season. 

"Host  of  the  stock  which  had  begun  to  sprout  before  the  first  of  April 
hes  been  loeded  out  and  sold.    Much  of  the  stocks  on  head  now  a.  11  be  kept  for 
a  considerable  period  and  this  factor  is  causing  cn  increased  tendency  among 
dealers  to  hold."

W.  D.  Googe  sent  the-  following  information  from  Brownsville,  "Texas, 
April  3 :  1 

"The  tot/&r  Rio  G-rando  Valley  vegetable  deal  this  week  has  "been  featured. 
Dy  the  strong  come-back  in  the  cabbage  market,  wire  order  sales  at  the  close 
of  the  week  ranging  around  §100  per  ton.    The  failure  of  South  Carolina  to 
furnish  any  appreciable  volume  in  competition  is  given  as  the  principal 
reason  for  the  high  price.     Shipments  of  cars  of  mixed  vegetables  aro 
decidedly  heavier,  shippers  using  cabbage  in  them  to  sell  ether  products  for 
which  there  is  not  so  great  a  demand.    Compulsory  inspection  of  straight  cars 
of  "potatoes  (and  not  potatoes  .in  .mixed  cars)  is  perhaps  causing  an  unusual 
volume  of  potatoes  to  move  in  mixed  cars. 

"Potatoes  are  maturing  much  more  slowly  than  was  expected,  unless 
warmer  weather  prevails  th3  peak  of  the  movement  will  not  be  reached  before 
April  20.    Prices  have  remained  steady  from  the  beginning,  growers  being 
paid  mostly  $3.50  cash  for  100-pound  sacks.    Carlot  sales  of  U.  S.  No.  1 
Bliss  Triumphs  have  been  made  mostly  at  ^J.,  although  some  of  the  early 
shipments  brought  a  premium  over  this  price.    A  groat  deal  of  publicity  has 
been  given  to  the  short  crop  of  old  potatoes,  the  cold  weather  in  northern 
terminals,  and  to  the  benefits  of  lotting  potatoes  grow  until  mature  so  that 
the  maximum  yield  may  be  obtained.     The  idea  has  been  to  keep  growers  from 
dumping  immature  stock  into  markets  when  the  demand  for  new  potatoes  is 
limited.    The  price  to  growers  was  purposely  sot  lower  than  in  previous 
years  to  discourage  growers  from  digging  too  early,  and  to  date  most  shippers 
report  that  they  are  sold  up  for  several  days  ahead.    Nearly  every  day  some 
cash  buyer  complains  that  ho  has  had  to  pay  15  to  25  cents  premium  to  get  a 
few  sacks  to  fill  an  order.     So  far  there  has  been  no  change  in  prices 
worthy  of  note.  The  quality  is  reported  to  bo  excellent. 

"Some  25  to  40  per  cent  of  the'  beans  ready  for  shipment  wore  lost  last 
Sunday  morning  when  a  light  frost  killed  tender  vegetation.    Due  to  the 
shortage  here  and  in  Florida,  prices  have  held  up  remarkably  well.  Shipments 
next  week  are  expected  to  be-  comparatively  light.    IJany  fields  were  not  killed, 
but  were  set  back  so  that  harvest  will' -be- delayed  ten  days  to  two  weeks. 

"Beets  and  carrots  remain  practically  unchanged.    A  moderate  demand 
at  steady  prices  has  been  reported  for  several' weeks."

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lb .     STORAGE  UOLDIUG-5  OF  CITRUS  FRUIT  rTCREA3IUG 

H.  F.  Y/illson,:  of  the  Winter  Haven  office,  in  his  letter  of  April  12, 
gave  the  f  ollowing  report : 

"Storage  holdings  of  citrus  continue  to  increase.    According  to  a 
fairly  complete  commercial  source  of  information  there  v.rere  62  cars  placed 
in  storage  yesterday  -  50  of  which  were  grapefruit.    This  record  is  only  for 
the  northern  storages  and  does  not  take  into  consideration  the  amount  stored 
in  Florida,  the  most  of  which  will  he  in  the  various  packing  house  cold 
storages.    Inasmuch  as  the  regulations  were  modified  so  as  to  permit  packing 
of  fruit  on  April  15,  for  immediate  storage  in  Florida,  the  amount  in  the 
packing  houses  will  not  he  available  until  the  first  of  nest  week.  A 
conservative  estimate,  "based  on  Government  end  commercial  reports,  indicates 
there  are  at  least  1,500  cars  of  citrus  in  storage  at  the  present  time.

In  a  letter  of  April  11,  from  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  R.  H •  Shoemaker 
sent  the  following  information: 

"Shipments  of  potatoes  from  Michigan  have  ranged  from  25  -  50  cars 
daily,  (about  ^O/0  of  tho  shipments  seed  stock) •    It  is  quite  probable  that 
shipments  will  be  no  heavier  at  any  tine  this  spring,  since,  from  all  reports, 
the  potato  holdings  are  nearly  cleaned  up.    Following  the  rapid  advance  of 
early  April,  the  demand  fell  off  appreciably.    Instead  of  continuing 
shipments,  the  shippers  just  sat  tight,  as  no  one  lias  much  of  a  supply  in 
their  warehouses.    Although  prices  dropped  ofi  a  little  after  reaching  top, 
they  were  soon  rising  again.    The  demand,  although  not  heavy,  lias  been 
coming  from  a  wide  range  of  territory.    Host  shippers  seemed  to  orrpoct  prices 
would  go  still  higher  before  tho  end  of  tho  season."

"The  harvesting  of  the  Hastings  district  potato  crop  seems  to  be 
getting  under  way  slowly.    Diggings  have  been  light  all  of  this  week,  and 
will  probably  not  reach  the  heavy  stage  until  some  time  next  week.  The 
majority  of  all  the  stock  shipped  from  this  territory  has  shown  varying 
degrees  of  dirty  potatoes.     I  believe  that  this  condition  alono  has  boon 
largely  responsible  for  the  slowness  with  which  the  trade  has  taken  hold  of 
the  new  crop.    The  loadings  recently  are  showing  more  attractive  and  cleaner 
appearances.    ITow,  i'f  the  weather  stays 'with  the  growers  the  marketing 
conditions  should  become  more  favorable. 

"The  f.o.b.  market  declined  §1  in  price  at  the  beginning  of  this 
week  and  still  holds  at  $6  for  r!o.  l's,  with  ITo.  2' s  moving  slowly  at  the 
price  range  of  $3*50  ~ 

"The  acreage  in  the  Federal  Point  section  has  largely  been  harvested, 
and  the  Flagler  County  fields  have  booh. 75  ?or  cent  dug,  so  that  now  the 
principle  tonnage  is  to  come  from  the  counties  of  St.  Johns  and  Putnam." 

5b.     TEILA5  OKI  PIT  CHOP 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft,  of  the  Laredo  office,  sent  tlx;  following  report 
on  April  7 : 

"The  onion  harvest  is  just  getting  under  way  in  this  district.  Two 
cars  each  day  were  moved  from  here  last  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  and 
indication's  are  that  about  si:;  cars  will  be  shipped  today.     The  first  car 
from  the  Winter  Garden  section  is  to  bo  shipped  today  or  tomorrow.    Many  of 
the  growers  began  active  harvesting  in  the  Laredo  district  today  and 
practically  all  growci-s  will  bo  plowing  out  by  Wednesday  or  Thursday. 
Straight  trainloads  will  likely  be  moving  by  the  first  of  the  week. 

"The  crop  is  said  to  be  fairly  good  this  year,  both  as  to  yield  and 
quality.    A  few  limited  areas  are  showing  thrip  damage.    Weather  is  ideal 
for  harvesting. 

"Prices  on  the  few  cars  sold  today  wore  on  the  basis  of  $2  per 
crate  for  Yellow  Bermudas,  commercial  grade.     It  seems  probable  that  a 
large  proportion  of  this  year*  s  crop  will  bo  shipped  under  this  grade. 
Mo st  dealers  arc  of  the  opinion  that  prices  will  maintain  a  fair  level  at 
least  during  the  early  part  of  the  season,  and  there  will  bo  a  fair  demand."

A.  L.  Thomas  sent  the  following  information  from  Rochester  on  April  15 

APPLES 

"The  demand  for  apples  continued  only  moderate,  with  practically  no 
interest  displayed  for  fruit  for  the  export  trade.    Prices  advanced  slightly 
during  the  week  and  a  few  sales  of  barreled  Baldwins,  U.  S.  Ho.  1,  2-§*- inches 
up,  brought  from  ^5*75  to  ^»^5»  bushel  stock  of  the  same  variety  and  grade 
ranged  ^2.15-^2*25  for  the  best  quality.    Only  a  few  cars  were  sold  at  the 
above  prices  due  to  scald  etc.  which  is  nearly  always  present  in  the  stock 
packed  without  the  use  of  shredded  was  paper. 

"The  daily  movement  for  the  past  six  shipping  days  has  averaged 
approximately  3^  cars  as  compared  with  40  the  previous  week. 

POTATOES 

"A  very  good  demand  prevailed  this  weak  for  York  State  potatoes, 
especially  from  points  in  the  states  of  Virginia,  west  Virginia,  North 
Carolina  and  South  Carolina.    Prices  continued  to  advance.    Round  Whites, 
U«  S.  No.  1,  150-pound  sacks,  sold  yesterday  (Monday)  on  the  basis  of  ^4*30- 
•^4.50,  with  a  few  slightly  higher,  as  compered  with  .^.1 0-^4*25  a  v;cek  ago. 
Prices  to  growers  advanced  also  to  ^1.40-^1.50  per  bushel  as  compared  with 
3i.25-jl.4O  the  previous  week. 

"Most  of  the  growers  and  dealers  feel  rather  bullish  regarding  the 
future  of  the  potato  market  .end  the  growers  ere  holding  out  for  more  money. 

"Some  of  the  very  best  table  stock  is  being  sold  for  seed,  bringing 
from  50  to  75  cents  higher  than  the  price  for  table  stock.    The  movement  of 
seed  stock  is  increasing  and  reports  from  some  of  the  tealcrs  State  that  the 
demand  is  very  active. 

ONI  PITS 

"The  onion  market  continues  dull;  a  light  wire  inquiry  prevailed 
throughout  the  week,  and  only  a  few  sales  were  made.    Yellows,  U.  S.  No.  1, 
100-pound  sacks,  75  Per  cent  2- inches  end  larger,  brought  around  $2.35  while 
50-pound  sacks  of  the  same  stock  ruled  from  ^1.20-^1.30. 

"Very  little  good  stock  remains  to  be  shipped.    Host  of  the  stock  is 
showing  sprouts  and  Otherwise  in  poor  condition.    From  the  most  reliable 
dealers  I  lee m  thrt  the  holdings  arc  light;  not  more  than  100  cars  yet  to 
be  shipped. 

CARROTS 

"Carrots  continue  to  hold  their  own,  although  the  demand  is  limited, 
ilost  of  the  coalers  refuse  to  sell  at  the  prov«\  iling  prices.    One  hundred 
pound  sacks  cut  ranged  from  ,;>2- :|>2 •  15  this  week,  rnd  no  sales  on  bushel  stock 
were  reported. 

"Approximately  100  cars  remain  to  move,  with  the  majority  of  this 
stock  in  strong  hands,  and  it  will  be  two  or  three  weeks  before  the  wind-up."

lb.    UNIFORMITY  IN  ARRANGING:  CELERY  WII.ES 

Mr.  Peterson  has  called  our  attention  to  the  increasing  lack  of 
uniformity  in  the  arrangement  of  celery  wires.    All  market  reporters  should 
be  careful  to  use  the  size  terms  in  the  following  way:  '  "MARaR  MAWAw,  for 
example,  means  U-dozen  and  g  dozen;  MARAW  means  k-S  dozen.     If  H's,  6!s 
and  S's  are  sold  at  the  same  price,  use  MARAW  even  though  there  may  he  no 
7Ts  on  the  market,  as  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  7's»  if  ?-ny  bad  been  sold, 
would  have  moved  at  the  same  price  as  the  others* 

More  uniformity  is  desired  also  in  quoting  sizes  in  regular  order. 
Large  sizes  should  be  quoted  first,  and  then  the  smaller  sizes  in  descend- 
ing order.     This  is  better  than  quoting  prices,  together,  disregarding  the 
regular  order  of  the  sizes.    Of  course  if  3!s  and  10*s',  for  example,   sell  at 
the  same  price  they  can  be  quoted  together  at  the  beginning-  of  the  wire, 
MAQAQ  M&XAX,  followed  by  U*s,  6's  and'  &f - 

If  all  markets  will  folio?/  the  same  method  of  reporting,  it  hot  only 
aids  the  reader  of  the  bulletin,  but  is  of  assistance  in  detecting  errors 
in  the  telegrams.

with  50  to  75  cars  expected  this  coming  week,  if.  the. hot  weather  continues. 
The  quality  of  these  first  cars  was  only  fair,  and  did  not  find  a  ready 
market.    Most  of  them  were  rolled  with  the  hope  that  the  prices  ^ould  have 
improved  "by  the  time  they  reached  their  destination.    Practically  all  the 
stock  is  being  packed  in  lug  "boxes  and  I  understand  that  this  container  is 
to  be  used  exclusively,  this  season,  by  the  shippers  in  Manatee  section. 

!,The  first  k  or  5  cars  of  tomatoes  will  be  loaded  out  of  the  Wauchala 
section  this  coming  week  and  it  is  likely  that  the  following  week  will  see 
a  movement  of  25  to  35  cars."

Tm  P.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,   sent  the  following  information 
in  his  letter  of -April  lU: 

"Increased  acreage  of  many  of  the  most  important  truck  and  field 
crops  seems  to  be  the  goal  of  the  Yakima.  Valley,-  if  comments  heard  on  my 
recent  visit  can  be  relied  upon.    Planting  operations  for  several  crops, 
especially  in  the  lower  valley,  have  been  completed  and  growers  were  all 
going  ahead  with  plans  to  seed  increased  acreages  of  late  crops,  largely 
as  a  result  of  quite  profitable  operations  during  the  past  season.    If  the 
supply  of  irrigation  water,  which  seems  to  be  the  cause  of  some  concern, 
is  adequate  to  supply  needed  moisture,  next  fall  will  be  one  of  heavy  ship- 
ment, particularly  of  vegetables. 

"Asparagus  was  just  beginning  to  move  from  Zennewick  in  carlots. 
The  season  is  unusually  early  and  marketing  organizations  were  experien- 
cing some  difficulty  in  placing  shipments  in  Eastern  markets  since  Cali- 
fornia, Georgia  and  South  Carolina  were  all  actively  shipping  too.  He- 
liable  operators  in  the  Lower  Valley  estimate  a  25$  increase  in  volume  of 
shipments  this  season.    Acreage  has  not  he  sin  materially  increased,  but  the 
beds  increase  in  productiveness  as  they  grow  older.    Last  year's  shipments 
totaled  about  ICO  errs. 

"Cantaloupes  and  Miscellaneous  Melons  usually  begin  to  move  from 
Pasco  and  the  Lower  Yakima.  Valley  during  July.    Planting  operations  had 
not  begun,  but  growers  and  dealers  were  watching  for  reports  on  the  acreage 
in  Arizona,  and  Imperial  Valley, 

"Green  Peas  were  receiving  considerable  attention  in  the  Lower  Valley 
This  is  a  crop  that  has  been  of  some  importance  west  of  the  Cascades,  but 
last  season  a  few  cars  were  shipped  from  Pasco.    A  light  sandy  soil  and 
early  warm  weather  is  a  combination  that  permits  early  planting  and  early 
harvest.     It  is  possible  that  a  few  cars  will  be  shipped  in  -lay  this  year. 

"Head  Lettuce  also  was  gaining  commercial  importance.     It  looks  like 
there  will  be  a  10^  increase  in  acreage,  and  the  main  crop  is  harvested  in 
October  and  November,  after  the  western  Washington  crop  has  been  marketed. 
'iTalla  Walla  was  also  actively  shipping  during  these  months.    The  crop  from 
eastern  Washington  seems  to  stand  up  under  shipment  better  than  that  from 
the  Puget  Sound  territory,  and  the  satisfactory  returns  last  year  seem  to 
be  stimulating  greater  planting.

"Onions,  from  all  indications,  will  continue  as  a  major  crop  ~ith 
acreages  increased  aoove  last  year!s  plantings.     There  pre  tv/o  types  of 
the  Valencia  onions  produced;  the  large,   so-c-lled  'sweet  Valencia1  which 
is  harvested  in  July,  and  the  regular  Valencia  type  usually  shipped  through- 
out the  "/inter.    The  crop  that  c^n  he  removed  during  July  permits  use  of 
land  for  Fall  crops  and  this  practice  is  growing  more  common.    Fall  spinach, 
hunched  turnips,  or  late  Iceherg  lettuce  all  have  a  chance  to  mature  after 
being  planted  in  July. 

"Tomatoes  "ere  becoming  important  in  the  district  around  V/apato. 
Last  year  nearly  200  c^rs  were  harvested  and  plans  are  under  ray  for  at 
least  a  25f-  increase  in  acreage  this  year,    July,  August  and  September  are 
heavy  shipping  months  and  the  crop  goes  largely  to  Texas  and  Canadian 
points.    The  tomatoes  are  picked  mature,  green,  and  packed  in  California, 
lugs.     The  ripe  stock  must  be  marketed  locally. 

"Throughout  the  Yakima  Valley,  potatoes  were  the  subject  of  a  great 
deal  of  interest.    A  dealer  survey  of  holdings  as  of  April  1  indicated  ap- 
proximately 050  cars  including  stock  for  seed  purposes  remained  in  storage. 
Combination  grade  potatoes  were  returning  about  360  per  ton  to  growers- 
Many  people  think  the  late  market  will  advance  to  $75  ^or  co^  storage 
holdings . 

"On  the  strength  of  the  I929-I93O  season,  growers  were  increasing 
their  acreage,    although  the  Crop  Estimates  division  reports  a  5$  increase 
in  acreage  for  Washington,  my  opinion  is  that  the  Yakima  Valley  acreage 
will  be  considerably  greater,  and  other  sections  of  the  State  are  probably 
holding  the  State  average  do7?n. 

"Early  potatoes  have  been  planted  and  harvesting  may  be  under  way 
in  some  sections  during  July.    The  early  crop  may  be  marketed  satisfactor- 
ily, but  there  may  be  something  of  a  problem  in  connection  ?.ith  profitable 
disposition  of  the  late  crop."

The  name  Canary  Yellow  has  also  been  used  for  this 
variety  :nd  more  nearly  describes  its  exact  color.     The  name  "Golden  Yellow" , 
however,  will  be  used  on  shipping-point  certificates.

kc.     IV.IIHBAD  SPOT  PIT  ?.5XICA~_T  T^TOES  .   

(By  G-.  B.  Ramsey,  Senior  Pathologist,  B.  ?.  I.) 

"Nailhead  spot  has  been  especially  prominent  or.  Mexican  tomatoes 
during  the  present  shipping  season.    Diagnosis  of  this  disease  has  not  "been 
difficult  foremost  inspectors,  "but  the  unusual  amount  of  small  spots  that 
have  developed  during  transit  and  continued  to  develop  in  the  ripening 
rooms  has  "been  a  matter  of  considerable  interest.    Most  of  the  spots  have 
been  flat,  tan  to  light  brown,  and  irregular  in  outline.    Our  transit  ex- 
periments with  Florida  stock  shows  that  this  type  of  spot  develops  during 
transit,  and  that  it  is  possible  for  such  spots  to  reach  a  diameter  of  l/S 
inch  within  10  days. 

"One  interesting  feature. of  the  Railhead  Spot  disease  on  Mexican 
stock  is  that  it  does  not  always  remain  in  the  blemish  stage,  as  is  usual 
in  Florida  tomatoes.     It  will  be  noted  that  in  ripe  tomatoes  the  typical 
Nailhead  spot  shows  in  the  center  of  a  lesion,  but  surrounding  this  there 
is  evident  decay  which  may  involve  an  area  varying  from  l/U  to  1/2  inch 
in  diameter.    This  decay  is  generally  caused  by  one  of  two  organisms, 
Alternaria  or  Cladosporium.     If  the  ITailbe^d  spot  organism  continues  devel- 
opment and  produces  decay,  or  if  another  Alternaria  follows  Nailhead,  the 
dec^y  produced  is  black,  has  a  watery  reddish  brown  border  and  will  be 
found  to  penetrate  deep  into  the  flesh,  often  into  the  seed  .cavity-  Under 
humid  conditions  a  surface  growth  of  brownish  black  mold  may  be  evident. 
This  decay  should  be  reported  as  Alternaria  Hot,  to  distinguish  it  from 
Nailhead  Spot,  the  blemish.  — 

"When  Green  Mold  Hot  (Cladosporium)  follows  Nailhead  Spot,  as  it  has 
during  the  present  season,  the  tan  center  is  prominent  and  the  surrounding 
tissue  is  jet  black  and  has  a  polished  appearance.     These  spots  are  l/k  to 
1/2  inch  in  diameter  and  slightly  sunken,  but  generally  not  penetrating 
over  l/S  inch  deep.    The  decaying  tissue  within  is  grayish-black  and  spongy 
and  can  oe.  lifted  from  the  surrounding  healthy  tissues  with  the  point,  of  a 
knife.     In  a  hunid  atmosphere  the  greenish  powdery  mycelium  and  spores  of 
the  fungus  may  develop  on  the  surface  of  the  spots.11

le.     FLORIST  SENTSNCJ3)  FQ3  VIOI^TirS  RIODUCE  A&FVCY  ACT 

'The  New  England  Florist  Supply  Company,   of  Boston  Mass,,  pleaded 
"guilty"  on  £.pril  21  to  a  charge  cf  having  violated  the  Froduce  Agency  Act 
and  was  fined  S200  by  Judge  Lowell  of  the  Federal  District  Court. 

The  New  England  Florist  Supply  Company  received  several  consignments 
of  gladioli  in  April,   I323,  from  the  Halifax  Bulb  &  Flower  Farms,  Inc., 
Daytona  Beach,  Florida-    The  snail  returns  sent  to  the  consignor  were  found 
by  our  investigators  to  have  been  based  on  only  6o£  of  the  quantity  received 
^nd  at  the  rate  of  35^  per  dozen.    The  investigation  developed  the  fact  that 
more  gladioli  than  those  accounted  for  had  been  sold,  the  price  not  being 
less  than  ^0<p  per  dozen,  thereby  defrauding  the  consignor  out  of  nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  tot-^1  net  proceeds.

The  use  of  charge  slips 
for  express  shipments  in  the  field  has  been  very  limited  in  the  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Division.

2a.    EXPRESS  SHIPI/TENTS  TO  WASHINGTON 

In  view  of  the  discontinuance  of  express  charge  slips,  which  have 
heretofore  been  issued  in  Washington  to  cover  shipments  sent  to  Washington 
collect,   it  will  he  necessary  in  future  to  use  Government  bills  of  lading 
for  express  shipments  to  Washington  similar  to  the  procedure  now  being  used 
for  freight  shipments  to  Washington.

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2b.    NEwS  LETTER  FROM  FIELD  MEN 

Nearly  all  men  in  charge  of  field  stations  are  now  preparing  weekly 
letters  covering  crop  conditions  and  marketing  developments  for  use  by 
Mr.  Fiske  and  Mr.  Froehlich  in  preparing  periodical  releases.  Extracts 
from  tl^ese  letters  are  also  carried  in  the.  Division  Letter.    Because  of  the 
enlarged  scope  of  the  vzork  handled  "by  Mr. '-Fiske,   embracing  releases  of 
material  originating  in  other  news  divisions,  Mr.  Fiske  has  this  week  been 
transferred  to  the  Division  of  Information.

3^ •    USE  OF  "DELIVERED  BASIS'1  IN  NS77  YORK  CITY  ONION  T7IRES 

It  is  our  understanding  that  in  most  cities  selling  prices  quoted 
under  "Sales  to  Jobbers"  basis  include  the  cost  of  delivering  the  fruits 
and  vegetables  to  the  jobber  or  large  retailer.     In  New  York  City,  however, 
the  situation  is  different  and  only  onions  are  so  delivered.    Mr-  Biddle 
has  explained  the  procedure  in  New  York  as  follows: 

nIn  the  first  place,  it  should  be  understood  that  in  every  case  the 
receiver  makes  the  delivery.    In  fact,  a  buyer  is  not  allowed  to  put  one  of 
his  trucks  on  the  docks  or  up  to  a  car  in  the  team  track  yards.    In  many  in- 
stances the  receiver  only  hauls  to  the  street  from  the  dock,  and  the  produce 
xe  there  transferred  to  the  buyer's  truck  for  final  delivery  to  the  store. 
Also  large  quantities  of  produce  are  hauled  from  the  different  terminals  to 
the  receivers1  stores  and  sold  from  that  point.    An  example  of  this  is  straw- 
berries, all  of  which  pre  sold  from  the  street  or  store  of  the  receiver. 
The  first  hauling  charge  is  paid  by  the  receiver  and  charged  to  the  shipper, 
while  the  second  charge  is  paid  by  the  buyer.    In  practically  all  cases, 
except  onions,  the  receiver  or  seller  reports  prices  on  the  net  or  ldock' 
basis.     In  the  case  of  onions  the  receivers  or  sellers  report  sales  on  the 
'delivered  basis.*    77e  formerly  tried  to  deduct  the  cartage  charges  but  in 
many  cases  these  charges  were  odd  cents,  especially  in  the  case  of  small 
bags  and  crates  so  that  it  was  very  confusing.    For  this  reason,  we  have  for 
over  a  year  reported  the  sales  of  onions  on  the  1  delivered  basis . T " 

To  cover  this  situation  the  following  symbol  is  added  to  the  GOD 
(miscellaneous)  page  of  the  code. 

GODOM       All  sales  on  delivered  basis         Effective  May  9 

This  symbol  should  immediately  precede  the  quotations  to  which  it 
refers.    Although  inserted  in  the  code  book  primarily  for  the  New  York  City 
situation  it  can  be  used  by  other  cities  where  its  omission  would  convey  a 
wrong  impression  of  the  method  of  sale.  ~  •  • 

Ub.     NE.7S  FROM  THE  YAKIMA  VALLEY 

F.  E.  Bailey,  Yakima,  Washington,  wrote  the  following  letter  on 
April  23: 

"You  may  be  interested  in  a  comment  made  recently  by  a  Yakima  Valley  potatc 
operator  7/ho  has  been  closely  checking  up  the  remaining  stocks  on  hand.  He 
stated  by  May  1  there  would  be  not  over  300  cars  of  potptoes  in  the  Ypkima 
Valley,  all  of  which  would  be  in  cold  storage  and  could  easily  be  consumed 
by  this  State  alone  between  now  and  the  time  new  potatoes  pre  available  at 
repsonable  prices.  (continued  on  Page  151) 
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(U.b.  continued  from  Page  150) 

"Recent  reports  from  the  Lower. end  of  the  Yakima  Valley  are  that 
cherry  trees  which  showed  an  excellent  "bloom  and  no  damage  at  "blooming 
time,  have  since  developed  considerable  winter  injury.    I  have  not  seen 
this  condition  myself  "but  if  it  "becomes  extensive,  it  will  have  considerable 
effect  in  reducing  the  Northwest  cherry  crop  as  there  are  other  areas  which 
had  January  temperatures  comparable  with  the  Lower  end  of  the  Yakima  Valley." 

5b.     MEANING  OF  "PLAINS"  AS  USED  IN  MISCELLANEOUS  MARKET  WIRES 

As  the  use  of  the  word  "Plains"  has  been  increasing  in  the  miscel- 
laneous wires,  especially  of  New  York  City,  Mr.  Biddle  was  asked  to  explain 
what  the  term  covered.    He  has  replied  as  follows: 

"As  to  the  use  of  the  word  1  plains ',  especially  with  reference  to 
grades  of  cucumbers  and  peppers,  as  far  as  I  can  find  they  are  just  what 
they  are  called;    the  package  is  not  marked,  and  they  are  just  plains.  In 
some  instances  they  could  be  called  'ungraded*  while  in  others  they  could 
properly  be  called  * culls,1     It  is  not  necessarily  a  word  coined  by  the 
trade  in  New  York  but  more  than  likely  by  shippers  as  I  have  seen  several 
invoices  where  a  certain  number  of  'plains'  have  been  listed.    As  a  general 
rule  they  are  !culls'  but  the  word  »plainsT  sounds  better.    I  would  not 
suggest  calling  this  class  of  stock  'ungraded*  because  they  have  generally 
been  graded  out  of  better  stock." 

As  the  word  "plains"  is  in  itself  not  very  descriptive,  all  quota- 
tions in  which  it  is  used  should  also  include  qualifying  quality  and  con- 
dition terms,   such  as  "quality  and  condition  ordinary." 

6b.    NORTHWESTERN  CROP  NEWS 

J.  D-  Hamilton,  writing  from  Portland,  Oregon  on  April  23,  gave  the 
following  report:  . 

"Weather  conditions  have  been  conducive  to  early  maturity  of  many 
Northwestern  crops.    Asparagus  production  reached  its  peack  in  the  Northwest, 
considerably  earlier  than  in  recent  years.    First  Oregon  strawberries,  from 
the  southern  Willamette  Valley,  were  received  at  Portland  yesterday,  three 
weeks  earlier  than  last  year.    Cherry  bloom  was  heavy,  weather  was  favorable 
for  pollenation,  and  a  large  early  cherry  crop  is  anticipated.    Acreage  of 
green  peas  is  greatly  increased.    One  association  will  ship  carlots  of  peas 
solely  in  30-pound  crates,  instead  of  the  customary  U0-50-pound  crates,  as 
a  result  of  the  favorable  reception  accorded  the  smaller  package  last  year, 
when  a  few  experimental  shipments  were  made.    These  peas  will  be  shipped 
without  ice  in  the  crates,  but  liberally  iced  between  layers,  and  between 
stacks  of  crates,  also  in  bunkers.    One-inch  square  strips  between  layers.and 
three  to  four    inches  between  stacks,  permit  this  method  of  icing.    One  ad- 
vantage will  be  the  lesser  freight  charges,  as  freight  is  paid  only  on  ice 
in  the  crates.    Quality  of  peas  in  transit  was  preserved  almost  indefinitely 
last  year  with  this  method  of  loading." 
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7b.     PUC-ET  SOUND  LETTUCE  WILL  SOON  MOVE 

In  a  letter  dated  April  26,  T •  R.  Hall  of  the  Seattle  office, 
sent  the  following  information: 

"With  continued  favorable  growing  weather  in  western  Washington, 
the  Paget  Sound  lettuce  will  be  ready  to  move  to  market  about  May  20  or 
June  1*    In  a  few  favored  localities  the  crop  is  already  beginning  to  head, 
and-  the  local  product  will  begin  to  appear  in  limited  quantities  on  the 
Seattle  market  shortly  after  May  1. 

"While  it  is  probably  too  early  to  comment  on  the  quality  of  the 
crop,  the  growing  plants  at  this  time  appear  clean  and  free  from  pest 
damage,  and  otherwise  developing  satisfactorily.     Very  little  replanting 
has  been  necessary.     In  the  opinion  of  growers,  a  prolonged  wet  period  last 
May  and  June  was  responsible  for  the  poor  carrying  quality.    Although  the 
rainfall  since  January  1  is  5  inches  short  of  the  normal  precipitation,  it 
is  over  2  inches  heavier  thpn  was  recorded  for  the  corresponding  period 
last  year,  and  the  growers1  chief  concern  at  present  is  about  the  weather 
duiing  the  next  few  weeks. 

nIn  addition  to  supplying  the  local  demand,  over  1,500  cars  were  ship- 
ped lest  year  from  the  Puget  Sound  area,  and  this  year's  shipments  will 
probably  exceed  last  yearTs  output.    The  heavy  shipments  usually  are  made 
during  June  and  July,   or  shortly  following  the  heavy  movement  from  the 
Central  Coast  area  of  California." 


8b.     MARKET  CONDITIONS  IN  YJESTERN  NE',7  YORK 

A.  L.  Thomas,  of  the  Rochester  office,   sent  the  following  information 
for  the  week  ending  April  29: 

"The  demand  for  apples  the  first  part  of  the  week  was  rather  light 
but  picked  up  slightly  the  latter  part.    A  rather  wide  range  in  the  price 
for  number  one  fruit  prevailed  due  to  the  condition,  U.  5.  No.  1,  2^- inch 
up  Baldwins  ranged  from  $2-32.25,  mostly  around  £.2 .10-$ 2 -20  for  bushel  stock 
and  a  few  sales  on  barrels  at  36.    A  considerable  number  of  errs  now  rolling 
are  either  consigned  or  on  joint  account.    Pittsburgh  and  New  York  City  re- 
ceive more  than  half  of  the  stock  now  moving  and  most  of  this  is  consignment 
business-    Plenty  of  grief  prevails  among  the  shippers;  in  one  instance  a 
car  of  U.  S.  No.  1  Baldwins,        inches  -sold  on  the  basis  of  "52.10  f.o.b,, 
but  before  acceptance  at  the  other  end  the  shipper  only  received  30  cents  per 
bushel.    This  car  passed  inspection  at  shipping  point  but  did  show  some 
35  Per  cent  scald. 

"The  potato  movement  has  been  rather  limited  all  this  week  and  ship- 
ments averaged  about  15  cars  daily.    Most  of  the  stock  now  rolling  is  going 
to  points  in  North  Carolina,  and  the  Virginias.    Prices  held  about  steady 
for  the  most  part  but  about  the  end  of  the  week  a  slightly  weaker  tendency 
was  noted  and  prices  dropped  a  dime.    Round  '.Thites,  U.  S.  No.  1,  150-pound 
sacks,   sold  on  Monday  at      .15~$U . 25  f *o.b.  shipping  points.    Some  growers 
continue  to  hold  their  stocks  for  more  money,  believing  they  will  receive 
3 1.7 5-$ 2  per  bushel  before  the  season  is  over.    At  present  the  growers  price 
ranges  from  ^l.UO-^1.50-    Truckers  are  operating  in  a  number  of  sections  and 
paying  as  high  as  £1.£>5,  vrhich  is  making  it  rather  hard  for  the  ca.rlot  ship- 
per to  obtain  any  stock  at  a  price  which  he  c^n  make  a  profit." 
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9"o.     LOUISIANA  STRA'TBSRBY  SITUATION 

J.  P.  Klein  sent  the  following  information  from  Hammond t  La», 
on  April  22: 

"Forecasting  or  making  any  definite  statements  concerning  this  crop 
is  not  "being  done  "by  anyone,  for  every  one ' concerned  with  the  deal  acknow- 
ledges that  it  is  the  most  peculiar  season  they  ever  saw.     In  the  first 
place  the  shipments  started  a  week  earlier  than  last  year,  and  with  a  normal 
season  it  would  be  practically  over  "by  the  Jth.  or  8th  of  May,  "but  so  far 
this  season  there  have  "been  only  887  cars  shipped  compared  with  1,615  cars 
up  to  the  same  date  last  year-     These  figures  include  the  shipments  of  the 
21st  in  each  year.     I  do  not  think  that  the  shipments  will  ever  catch  up 
with  last  year,  although  some  of  the  "buyers  seem  to  think  it  will  by  the 
15th  or  l6th  of  May  and  end  with  about  the  same    number  of  cars.     I  still 
believe  that  there  will  not  be  over  2,500  cars,  and  if  this  weather  does 
not  change  there  will  not  be  that  many.    Each  night  the  buyers  ask  the 
auctioneer  when  the  strawberry  season  is  going  to  start.     It  has  become  a 
standing  joke, 

"Thus  far  it  has  been  an  unsatisfactory  deal  for  the  buyers  for 
nearly  everyone  has  lost  money.    The  prices  have  averaged  as  a  rule  above 
those  of  last  year,  and  with  only  about  one-half  as  many  cars  shipped  to 
date,  the  value  of  the  cars  sold  at  auction  this  year  totals  S2,  23^,  £>52» 
compared  with  S3,115>798  through  the  same  date  last  year.    There  have  been 
some  dull  nights  at  the  auction  with  bidding  rather  light  and  the  market 
weak,  but  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  cars  nearly  every  night,  most  of 
the  sales  have  been  rather  spirited  and  according  to  the  way  the  markets 
have  been  reporting  Louisiana  berries,  the  auction  sales  have  been  highsr 
than  the  quality  warranted. 

"In  regard  to  the  quality,  everyone  is  at  a  loss  to  decide  why  prac- 
tically every  market  in  the  country  is  reporting  decayed,  moldy,  and  leaky 
berries.     I  make  it  a  practice  to        1  inquire  of  the  buyers  at  noon  and  at 
night  regarding  the  quality.     I  also  ask  the  inspectors  regarding  the  quality 
and  condition,  and  whenever  possible  I  go  to  some  of  the  loading  stations 
in  the  afternoon  and  watch  the  inspectors  work.     I  have  felt  the  same  as 
practically  every  buyer  here,  and  as  the  inspectors  have  felt,  that  the 
quality  the  past  ten  days  has  been  exceptionally  good.     I  have  seen  wires 
that  the  buyers  have  sent  their  houses  regarding  cars  they  have  personally 
inspected  and  bought,  paying  a  high  price  on  account  of  what  they  thought 
was  especially  fancy  stock,  and  have  seen  wires  from  their  houses  regarding 
those  same  cars  stating  the  cars  arrived  in  such  poor  condition  that  every 
crate  had  to  be  gone  over  before  being  sold.    The  berries  look  fine  when  they 
leave  here,  but  for  some  reason  do  not  seem  to  be  carrying.    Some  give  as  an 
explanation  of  this  that  these  cool  nights  act  the  same  on  the  berries  as 
if  they  were  under  refrigeration  and  then  taken  out  and  put  in  the  warm 
sunshine.     They  say  that  the  cool  nights  with  the  heavy  dews  and  then  the 
warm  sunshine  during  the  day  breaks  down  the  berry.    The  stock  will  look 
good  for  a  short  while  but  changes  in  transit  and  arrives  in  bad  condition. 
I  only  know  that  some  of  the  men  in  the  markets  and  the  houses  in  the  markets 
must  have  a  very  poor  opinion  of  my  judgment  concerning  quality  and  condition 
as  I  have  been  reporting  either  generally  good  quality  and  condition,  or 
good  quality  and  condition,  and  the  berries  arrived  in  every  imaginable  con- 
dition.   Some  of  the  buyers  are  going  to  try  precooling  some  cars  and  see  if 
this  will  overcome  some  of  the  difficulty  that  is  being  experienced.     I  will 
try  to  find  out  all  I  c^n  about  this  and  report  upon  it."

1  c .    NOTES  FROM  MR.  ROBS'  S  RECENT  TRIP 

Strawberry  shipments  iron  northwest  Arkansas  and  southwest  Missouri 
will  be  very  much  lighter  than  last  year.     The  growers  have  "been  so  dis- 
couraged "by  low  prices  for  the  last  two  years  tha.t  new  plantings  have  not 
been  made.    The  acreage  in  bearing  this  year  consists  largely  of  old  beds. 
The  stand  is  very  poor  on  account  of  the  drought  last  summer  and  low  yields 
are  expected.    The  weather  however  has  generally  been  favorable  and  quality 
will  probably  be  good. 

The  Bermuda  onions  in  the  Winter  Garden  section  are  generally  of 
good  quality.     It  was  expected  that  the  extreme  cold  weather  during  the  early 
growing  season  would  result  in  many  seed  stems,  splits,  and  doubles.  Such 
has  not  been  the  case  however,  and  the  quality  is  good.     In  some  places  there 
is  serious  thrip  injury  which  has  destroyed  entire  fields  or  so  weakened  the 
growing  onions  that  the  size  will  be  small,  an  unusually  high  percentage  of 
boilers  being  shipped  this  year. 

In  the  Laredo  section  conditions  were  much  the  same  except  that  thrip 
injury  was  not  so  bad.  The  new  commercial  grade  seems  to  be  satisfactory  to 
most  shippers.  Some  however  are  complaining  because  they  are  no  longer  able 
to  ship  field  run  onions  under  the  "commercial"  grade. 

The  quality  of  the  Louisiana  berries    is  exceptionally  good  this 
year,   the  only  complaint  being  lack  of  rainfall  which  will  materially  reduce 
the  yields.    On  April  25  inspectors  were  compelled  to  refuse  No.  1  grade  on 
a  number  of  lots  because  of  undersize.     It  was  predicted  that  this  would  be 
a  serious  problem  during  the  following  week.    The  new  inspection  service  has 
proven  generally  satisfactory  to  growers  and  shippers,    practically  all  ship- 
ments from  this  territory  are  sold  by  auction  at  Hammond. 

The  strawberry  section  of  southern  Alabama,  which  extends  from  Atmore 
to  Evergreen  on  the  L.  &  N.,  has  been  very  seriously  affected  by  drought.  It 
was  expected  that  shipments  from  this  territory  would  last  only  to  the  mid- 
dle of  this  week  unless  rains  were  received.    The  quality  has  been  very  good 
and  the  inspection  service  seems  to  have  proven  very  satisfactory  to  those 
who  have  used  it.     The  vegetable  section  east  of  Mobile  Bay  is  also  seriously 
m affected  by  the  drought.    Potato  shipments  were  expected  to  begin  about 
May  1.    The  few  fields  which  had  been  dug  showed  very  good  quality  but  low 
yields  on  account  of  small  size.    Good  rains  would  help  the  yields  in  the 
later  fields.    Mr.  Marks  reports  that  arrangements  have  been  ma.de  for  in- 
spection of  practically  all  of  the  cucumbers  and  much  of  the  corn  which,  will 
be  shipped  from  this  section  at  a  later  date  if  good    rains  are  received. 
Mr.  Marks  had  arranged  for  strawberry  inspection  at  Cullman  beginning  April 
28.     It  was  questionable,  however,  whether  this  work  would  materialize  on 
account  of  the  small  size  of  the  berries  due  to  dry  weather.

Id.    APPLE  GRADE  CONFERENCE 

A"bout  fifty  delegates,  including  State  Marketing  officials,  dealers 
and  growers,  attended  the  apple  grade  conference  held  in  the  Washington 
office  last  Wednesday  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Department  regarding 
changes  which  they  desired  in  the  U.  S»  grades*    Delegates  were  present  from 
Connecticut,  Delaware,   Illinois,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  New  York, 
Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  West  Virginia  and  Rhode  Island.     They  presented 
and  discussed  the  following  changes,  "but  there  was  not  an  agreement  of  opinion 
regarding  all  of  them: 

1.  Eliminate  the  present  color  requirements  on  "U-S.  No.  1"  Wealthy, 
Duchess,  and  Gravenstein  and  reduce  the  color  requirement  on  "U-S-  Fancy" 
Wealthy,  Duchess,  and  Gravenstein  to  15  per  cent. 

ALTERNATIVE:    Establish  U.S.  Grades  for  Summer  Wealthy,  Summer  Graven- 
stein, and  Summer  Duchess  without  any  color  requirement  for  No.  1. 

2.  Decrease  the  color  requirement  on  U.  S.  No.  1  Williams  from  15 
to  10  per  cent. 

3-    Place  Delicious  in  the  class  with  the  majority  of  striped  or 
partially  red  varieties,  including  Baldwin,  Paragon,  Nero,  Ben  Davis,  King 
and  Wagener,  with  a  color  requirement  of  33%  on  "U.S.  Fancy"  and  1%  on 
"U.S.  No.  1. 

km    Abolish  "U.S.  No.  2"  as  a  grade  term  and  substitute  the  term 
"U.S.C"  grade. 

5.  Liberalize  "C"  grade  to  include  hail  market  apples,   the  amount 
and  character  of  the  damage  allowed  to  be  clearly  defined. 

6.  Include  among  the  requirements  for  "C"  grade  a  tinge  of  color 

on  solid  red  varieties  and  specify  that  it  shall  include  only  "HAND"  picked 
apples. 

7.  Establish  a  U.S.  Grade  for  "Windfall"  apples,  the  requirements 
of  which  shall  not  be  otherwise  different  from  the  proposed  "C"  Grade. 

8.  Establish  combination  grades  covering  all  "Hand  Picked"  grades 
of  apples.

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Hb .    TRADE  TOTS  UP-TO-THE-MINUTE  INFORMATION       AND  GETS  IT 

The  following  letter  just  received  from  Mr.  Biddle  is  one  more 
indication  that  the  news  service  is  giving  the  trade  what  it  wants  and  needs: 

"It  is  rather  amazing  tq  us  sometimes  to  count  up  some  of  the  indi- 
vidual pieces  of  work  which  we  "are  called  upon  to  account  for-    For  some 
time  we  have  "been  overburdened  by  telephone  calls  from  the  trade  for  mior- 
mat ion  during  the  morning,   especially  for  shipments.    To  help  m  this  we 
had  the  shipments  written  upon  a  stencil  "by  the  telegrapher  and  then  re- 
quested those  of  the  trade  who  wanted  more  than  one  or  two  commodities  to 
send  some  one  to  the  office  for  a  copy.    This  helped  some  as  upward  to  ten 
different  concerns  wanted  "almost  the  complete  report* 

"During  the  past  week  or  so  :we  have  tried  to  keep  an  accurate  record 
of  the  number  of  telephone  calls  answered  giving  all  kinds,  of  information 
about  the  market,  shipments,  passing  and  track  holdings  of  different  commodi- 
ties.   From  about  9:30  .to  I..J>.m.  we  have  handled  an  average  of  over  80  in- 
coming calls,  today  the  total  was  over  110  as  we  had  a  record  of  that  many. 
Most  of  these  come  "between  10  and  12  o* clock  or  at  the  time  we  are  trying 
to  prepare  our  wires  and  radio  reports." 

5d.     SECURE  RAILROAD  INFORMATION  ON  MELONS  BY  CLASSES*. 
(Attention  Market  -  News  Of f ices) 

On  receipt  of  this  notice,  representatives  in  permanent  market  stations 
should  commence  securing,  melon  arrivals,  cars  on  track,  unloads,  and  diver- 
sions by  classes.  -  This  railroad  information  should  be  secured  separately 
for  Cantaloupes,  Honey  Dews,  Honey  Balls,  Persians,  Casabas,  and^mixed 
melons.    "Mixed  melons11  is  a  new  classification  and  applies  to  mixed  cars 
containing  a  mixture  of  any  of  the  above  mentioned  classes  or  of  other  types 
or  classes  not  specified.    The  classification  "miscellaneous  melons"  as  used 
in  previous  seasons  will  no  longer  be  in  use.,  . 

In  making  up  market  wires,  segregate  the  railroad  information  and  the 
class,  but  include  quotations  for  all  clashes  in  the  same  wire  as  heretofore. 

Monthly  carlot  reports  should  also-  show  melon  unloads  according  to 
classes . 

Arrangements  are  being  made  with  the  carriers  to  report  melons  ac- 
cording to  classes  and  they  will  be  so  shown  in  the  daily  shipment  wire. 

6b.     TEXAS  ONION  MARKET 

J.  3.  Owens,  Crystal  City,  Texas  sent  the  following  information  m  a 

letter' dated  May  2; 

"leather  conditions  have  been  very  unfavorable  for  the  heave sting  of 
onions  this  past  week.    A  three-inch  rain  fell  in  the  Winter  Garden  district 
on  Monday,   stopping  practically  all  loading  for  two  days.    The  weather  since 
Monday  has  continued  cloudy  and  misty  and  neither  the  fields  nor  the  onions 
have  had  much  opportunity  to  dry  out.    However,  all  those  who  could  possibly 
get  into  their  fields  the  first  of  the  week  did  so,  and  by  Wednesday  hauling a 
were  increasing  steadily.     If  the  weather  continues  open,   shipments  will  be 
very  heavy  for  the  next  two  weeks.     Only  638  cars  have  moved  out  of  the 
Winter  Garden  district  to  May  I,  leaving  approximately  3,000  cars  yet  to  be 
moved.

,!The  quality  of.  the  onions  so  far  this  season  has  been  excellent,  tut 
what  effect  the'" recent  rains  have  had.  remains  to  be  seen.    Had  the  maturity 
of  the  crop    been  much  further  advanced  the  losses  would  have  been  much 
heavier,  but  the  condition  of  most  fields  was  such  that  about  the  only  damage 
done  was,  to  make  a  rather  large  percentage  of  jumbos.    Stock  that  was  loaded 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  showed  considerable  dirty  onions,  but  this  condition 
is  fast  improving -and  by  the  first  of  the  week  the  stock  should  be  coming 
clean  again. 

"The  f.o.b.  market  has  been  quiet  all  season.    On  Saturday  of  last 
week  the  price  on  U.  S.  No.  1  Yellow  Bermudas  dropped  to  75^  a  crate.  There 
were  practically  no  sales  the  first  of  the  week  except  a  few  rollers.  On 
Wednesday  there  was  a  rather  active  demand  for  the  few  cars  that  were  loaded 
and  the  market  jumped  to  $0^  on  U-  S.  No.  1  Yellows  and  $1.10  on  the  best 
Wax.    The  continued  cloudy  and  threatening  weather  served  to  create  a  slight 
speculative  interest  in  spite  of  the  increasing  shipments  and  most  U-  S.  No.  1 
Yellows  sold  on  Thursday  at  85^.    Today  the  market  is  considerably  weaker  and 
there  is  very  little  demand  on  the  part  of  local  buyers.    Shippers  are  offer- 
ing U.  S*  No.  1  Yellows  freely  at  75^  and  it  looks  as  if  the  market  will  go 
lower  as  the  movement  increases."

A.  L.  Thomas  sent  the  following    information  from  Rochester,  May  6: 
"The  demand  for  apples,  was  rather  slow  all  week  and  trading  limited. 
The  bulk  of  the  total  movement  of  93  cars  was  either  consigned  or  rolled  on 
joint  account  basis..    Although  the  trading  was  slow,  prices  held  about  steady. 
For  the  most  part  the.  remaining  stocks  in  storage  in  this  section  are  showing 
considerable  scald  and  causing  a  considerable  amount  of  trouble. 

"There  was  practicplly.no  life  to  the  potato  market  this  week.  Prices 
dropped  about  15  cents  per  sack  since  my  last  report  and  trading  was  extreme- 
ly limited.    Approximately  53  Cars  rolled  from  Western  New  York  during  the 
week  under  review,  and  as  usual  the  bulk  of  this  movement  was  billed  to  south- 
ern points.     The  growers  and." shippers  have  been  of  the  opinion  that  a  good 
wind-up  would  prevail,  but  so  far  its  been  going  the  otherway.    The  dealers 
in  the  outlying  sections  report  that  the  supplies  are  rather  limited  and  quite 
a  few  of  the  operptors  are  closing  up  for  the  season.    On  Thursday  May  1  ship- 
ments from  New  York  State  were  exactly  the  same  ps  last  year  on  the  same  date, 
U.156  cars.    Most  dealers  think  that  another  two  or  possibly  three  weeks  will 
see  the  finish  to  the  potato  deal,  probably  not  more  than  150  or  200  cars 
remain  to  be  shipped  this  season." 

9b .    TEXAS  ONION  SITUATION 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft,  of  the  Laredo  office,  in  his  letter  of  May  1  gave 
the  following  information: 

"At  the  present  time  the  outlook  for  the  Texas  onion  deal  is  very 
discouraging.    At  no  time  since  April  22  has  the  price  on  U.  S.  No.  1  Yellows 
been  above  Si  per  standard  crpte  and  much  of  the  time  has  been  around  75^-85^ 
with  every  indication  that  it  will  reach  lower  levels.    Demand  has  been  light, 
especially  among  the  cash  buyers.    Very  little  stock  is  being  bought  this 
season  on  a  car     track  basis  in  Laredo.    Many  of  the  cash  buyers  here  do  not 
seem  to  be  im  in  onions  at  any  price.    Rains  Friday,  Sunday  night  and 

Monday  checked  shi  sa  .r.cs  very  materially  with  a  result  that  many  of  the  rolling 
cars  have  been  cleaned  up.    However,  loadings  in  the  Laredo  district  were  73 
cars  on  Wednesday  and  indications  are  that  they  will  be  very  heavy  both  in 
this  district  and  the  77inter  Garden  district  today  and  for  some  time  if  the 
weather  is  favorable. 

"Shipments  to  May  1  are  pbout  1,850  cars  behind  what  they  were  last 
season  for  the  State.     However,  the  greater  part  of  this  shortpge  is  accounted 
for  in  the  Winter  C-prden  area.    The  Laredo  district  is  only  375  cars  behind 
its  last  yearns  shipments  for  the  same  date  and  the  Lower  Coast  district  has 
shipped  55  cprs  more  than  last  year  to  this  time.    Shipments  for  the  ten-day 
period    April  21  to  April  30  have  a.veraged  only  $1  cprs  this  year  against  lE>2 
per  day  for  the  spme  period  last  season.    Probably  two-thirds  of  the  crop  has 
been  shipped  from  the  Laredo  district.      %  Shipments  from  the  State  will  be 
heavy  until  late  into  May  as  there  are  in  the  neighborhood  of  '4,500  cars  still 
to  be  shipped.  '  • 

11  Some  of  the  stock  being  shipped  at  present  is  of  rather  poor  quality 
pnd  pppeprpnce  as  a  result  of  the  recent  rains  but  it  is  generally  considered 
that  the  keeping  quality  of  the  crop  in  the  Laredo  district  has  not  been 
materially  impaired. 11 
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10b.    NORTH  CAROLINA  STRAWBERRY,  DEAL 

On  May  6,  R.  E.  Keller,  Chadbourn,  H.  C,  wrote  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  North  Carolina  strawberry  deal  appears,  to  "be  drawing  to  a  rapid 
close.    The  peak  day  of  the  season  was  probably  yesterday,  Monday,  May  5»  with 
78  cars  out  "by  rail  and  approximately  6U  cars  by  truck.    Continued  dry  weather 
is  the  main  cause  for  the  dwindling  of  the  yield.    The  Movement  Saturday, 
•May  10,  will  almost  see  the -completion  of  the  movement  in  any  volume.  The 
plants  are  drying  down  and  the  young  crown  fruit  will  dry  up  and  not  make 
berries  unless  conditions  change  immediately.    It  is  likely  there  will  be 
two  fair  days  next  week,  one  on  Monday  and  the  second  on  Wednesday. 

"Some  of  the  buyers  at  Wallace  are  talking  of  leaving  for  Eastern  Shore 
points  tomorrow,  and  some  buyers  both  at  Chadbourn  and  Wallace,  are  making 
plans  to  complete  this  deal  Saturday.    After  Wednesday  of  next  week 

"Quality  of  the  berries  both  in  this  district  and  at  Wallace  has  been 
good  throughout  the  season.    Very  little  complaint  has  been  received  by  the 
buyers  from  receivers.    This  is  very  much  in  contrast  to  the  situation  last 
year  when  much  difficulty  was  encountered  by  berries  arriving  in  poor  con- 
dition.   Sizes  have  been  smaller  but  the  arid  weather  has  kept  berries  dry. 

"The  carlot  movement  of  3&9  csrs  of  North  Carolina  berries  to  date 
is  only  one-fourth  what  it  was  a  year  ago  when  1,372  cars  moved  from  here. 
The  truck  movement  of  266  cars  is  approximately  one-half  what  it  was  at  this 
time  last  year  when  around  k%5  cars  moved. 

"F.o.b.  prices  have  been  quite  high  and  if  the  farmers  had  satisfac- 
tory yields,  the  season  would  be  very  profitable.    Auction  prices  on  Klondikes, 
wagon  loads  cash  to  growers,  have  ranged  mostly  *3-$6;  on  Missionarys  $2-50- 
-$5.50."

lc.    UNDERSIZE  SPECIMENS  SHOULD  BE  INCLUDED  WITH  GRADE  DEFECTS 

IN  FUGURING  PERCENTAGE  OF  U.  S.  NUMBER  ONE  QUALITY 

It  appears  that  some  inspectors  have  not  been  considering  the  percentage 
of  undersize  apples,  potatoes  and  other  products  when  reporting  the  percentage 
of  U.  S.  No.  1  quality  in  lots  inspected.     It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  all 
inspectors  figure  on  the  s^me  basis,  otherwise  there  may  be  conflict  between 
shipping-point  and  receiving-point  certificates.    When  a  lot  of  potatoes  shows 
Sfo  grade  defects  with  none  undersize  the  percentage  of  No.  1  quality  in  the 
lot  is  92.    On  the  other  hand  if  such  a  lot  had  shown  5$  undersize  in  addition, 
the  percentage  of  No.  1  quality  in  the  lot  would  amount  to  gj  *     It  should  be 
remembered  that  the  percentage  of  No.  1    quality  in    a  lot  of  produce  refers 
to  the  stock  which  would  meet  the  requirements  of  U.  S-  Grade  No.  1  without 
considering  any  tolerance  whatsoever.     The  tolerances  apply  only  to  lots  which 
meet  the  requirements  of  U.  S.  Grade  No.  1  and  when  a  lot  fails  to  grade  U-  S. 
No.  1  the  percentage  of  U.  S.  No.  1  quality  is  determined  by  subtracting  from 
100  the  total  percentage  of  undersize  and  grade  defects  as  illustrated  above.

The  following  interesting  report  was  sent  in  by  Mr*  Branch: 
' "During  the  month  of  April,  1,7^  cars  of  fruits  and  vegetables  were 
unloaded  in  Cleveland  and  359  cars  were  diverted,  making  a  total  of  2,103 
cars.    We  inspected  a  total  of  1,930  cars,  or  a/bout  92$  of  all  arrivals  and 
diversions.    The  above  figures  include  express  cars." 

5c     INJURY  TO  CHERRIES  IN  WASHINGTON 

F.  E.  Bailey,  Supervising  Inspector,  Yakima,  Washington,   sent  the 
following  report  in  a  letter  dated  April  30: 

"Winter  injury  to  cherries  is  reported  severe  in  many  orchards,  "both 
at  Kennewick  and  around  Prosser,  which  is  UO  miles  farther  up  the  Yakima 
Valley.    Since  this  is  one  of  the  earliest  sections  in  the  Northwest  and 
the  injury  did  not  show  up  until  some  time  after  the  bloom  period,   it  will 
not  be  surprising  if  cherries  in  later  districts  show  injury  before  the 
harvest  period.    Nor  will  it  be  surprising  if  other  fruits  not  yet  showing 
any  of  this  injury,  have  it  become  apparent  when  hot  summer  weather  steps 
up  the  transpiration  in  the  trees.    Soma  of  the  orchards  at  Kennewick  have 
a  crop  reduction  of  more  than  50$  below  the  bloom  prospect.    It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  the  trees  showing  injury  are  generally  old,  15  years  or 
more,  and  are  planted  on  level  land  where  air  and  water  drainage  conditions 
are  not  ideal.    Within  a  short  distance  of  some  of  the  badly  injured  orchards 
there  is  a  20-acre  orchard  of  10-year  old  trees  planted  on  a  gentle  slope 
which  shows  a  full  crop  and  no  injury  at  the  present  time.    There  has  been 
no  loss  from  spring  frost  in  eastern  Washington  to  date."

GRADING  BERMUDA  ONIONS -UNDER.  GRADES  RECOMMENDED  MARCH  18,  1950 « 
It  is  not  expected  that  an  inspector  in. a  receiving  market  will 
often  have  to  determine  the  grade  of.  any  lot,  that  is,  he  will  not  have  to 
analyze  a  lot  to  find  out  into  what  grade  it  will  fall.    As  a  rule,  he  will 
inspect  a  lot  to  see. if  it  meets  the  grade  indicated  "by  marks,  or  the  grade 
specified  in  the  terms  of-  sale,  or  the  grades  as  certified  at  shipping-point 
However  the  inspector  must  "be  able  to  apply  these  grades  for  he  will  not 
always  know  the  grade  called  for  in  the  contract  of  sale. 

Perhaps  the  simplest  way  to  analyze  a  lot  of  Bermuda  onions  is  as 
follows: 

Make  scorings  according  to  the- headings  given  "below: 
Take  Example  I.    The  18$  Pinks  immediately  classes  the  lot  as  "Pinks.1 
The  15$  over  3i  inches  classes  the  lot  as  "Large .«    Now  we  know  the  grade 
is  to  "be  "Large  Pink."    Knowing  this  we  should  not  score  the  percentages  of 
"Pinks"  and  "Large"  against  the  grade  but  should  score  all  other  defects,  in- 
eluding  undersize.     In  this  particular  example,  add  the  10$  splits,  etc., 
plus  the  20$  doubles,  etc.,  plus  5$  undersize.    This  makes  35$  of  onions 
which  are  not  U.  S.  No.  1  Large  Pink.    Subtracting  this  from  100$  we  have 
65$  of  onions  which  meet  U.  S.  No.  1  Large  Pink  and  the  lot  grades  "TT.  S. 
Commercial  Large  Pink." 

Inspectors  should  be  careful  to  note  whether  or  not  the  defects  of 
No.  2  grade  exceed  the  tolerance.    Eor  instance,  in  example  No.  7  there  are 
12$  splits,  etc.   (defects  of  No,  2  grade.)    This  lot  must  be  designated 
Unclassified. 

Any  lot  containing  up  to  15$  Pinks  cannot  be  classed  as  Pink  because 
this  designation  cannot  be  used  unless  the  lot  has  more  than  15$  Pinks.

Any  lot  containing  6  to  15$  Pinks  cannot  be  classed  as  No.  1  or 
Commercial  because  the  tolerance  for  Pinks  in  each  of  these  grades  is  limited 
to  5$.    Such  a  lot  should  he  classes  as  No'.  2  grade  or  Unclassified  depending 
on  other  defects. 

It  is  important  that  inspectors  note  this  fact  -  that.,  for  example, 
when  requested  to  inspect'    for  U.  S.  Commercial  (without  Pink,  or  Large 
designations)  the  Pinks  or  oversize  onions  should  be'  scored  against  the  amount 
of  U.  S.  No,  Its  in  the  lot.    In  example  I  if  the  buyer  requested  that  in- 
spection be  made  to  determine  if  lot  met  U.  S.  Commercial  grade  and  also 
stated  that  he  did  not  buy  Pinks  or  Large,  then  the  percentages -of  No.  l*s 
should  be  scored  as  follows:    Add  10$  splits,  etc.,  20$  doubles,  etc.,  18$ 
pinks,  5$  undersize,  and  15$  oversize,  making  68$  • of  onions  which  are  not 
TJ.  S.  No.  1.    This  would  leave  only  32$  No.  1  onions  in  the  lot  and  it  would 
fail  to  grade  U.  S.  Commercial.

County  Alabama  usual-terms  f  .c.b.  price  has  steadily  declined  from  $3  Per 
100 -pound  sack  of  Bliss  Triumphs  to  ^2-50.    Alabama  potatoes  are  meeting 
with  keen  competition  from  both  Texas  and  Florida.    Although  the  local  stock 
is  of  good  quality,   smooth  and  showing  practically  no  scab,  the  potatoes 
pre  generally  pverpging  only  medium  size  and  especially  at  the  beginning  of 
the  season  lacked  maturity. 

"The  early  growing  conditions  were  very  favorable  and  there  was  a 
fine  stand  but  the  prevailing  dry  weather  has  cut  the  yield-    Dealers  estimate 
that  the  production  in  Baldwin  County  has  been  cut  fully  one-third  from  the 
early  season  prospective  yield.    With  the  continued  dry  weather  the  yields 
in  iviobile  and  Sseambia  Counties,  whose  season  follows  Baldwin  County,  rill 
be  decreased  more  than  in  Baldwin-    This  section  has  experienced  some  threat- 
ening weather  with  light  showers  or  sprinkles  during  the  current  week  but 
there  was  not  enough  rain  to  do  any  appreciable  good  in  the  producing  sections!

"I  have  just  read  the  article  in  the  last  Division  Letter  regarding 
the  method  of  getting  out  early  information  in  the  New  York  office  and  while 
no  doubt  every  office  has  its  own  problems  in  taking  care  of  early  morning 
calls  I  thought  perhaps  it  might  be  interesting  to  learn  of  some  of  the  dif- 
ficulties we  encounter  in  this  office. 

"In  the  first  place  we  realized  long  ago  that  it  was  s  physical  im- 
possibility to  take  cpre  of  even  a  fair  portion  of  the  telephone  calls  that 
would  come  in  and  therefore  had  to  decide  upon  a  different  plan.    We  decided 
to  get  out  what  we  call  our  track  sheet  showing  the  carlot  shipments,  arrivals, 
and  track  holdings.    This  report  is  usually  out  by  10-15.     It  is  immediately 
printed  and  a  hundred  and  fifty  copies  distributed  to  dealers  on  the  market. 
In  addition  to  this,  there  are  approximately  fifty  deplers  -ho  c-^li  at  the 
office  for  this  sheet  between  10:00  and  12:00,  most  of  these  dealers  doing 
this  because  they  pre  unwilling  to  wait  for  the  boy  to  deliver  them.  Owing 
to  the  large  number  he  has  to  deliver,   it  means  that  some  of  them   :ill  not 
be  in  the  dealers'  hands  much  before  12:00  o'clock.    We  also  have  from  twentyj 
five  to  fifty  telephone  calls  for  information,  and  the  number  will  of  course 
often  run  much  larger  than  this,  but  we  have  to  consistently  endeavor  to  hold 
these  calls  to  a  minimum;  confining  them  in  so  far  as  possible  to  dealers 
who  pre  too  far  from  the  office  to  Call  for  the  reports  or  are  in  immediate 
need  of  certain  information.    This  morning  we  were  about  twenty  minutes  lpte 
in  getting  our  report  out,  due  to  unusually  heavy  arrivals  at  the  Produce 
Terminal  and  at  one  time  the  space  around  the  switchboard  was  crowded  with 
dealers  waiting  for  our  track  sheet. 

"We  could  not  possibly  take  care  of  the  trade  if  we  were  to  rely  upon 
the  telephone  alene  and  the  thought  occurs  to  mo  that  some  of  the  othv.r  of- 
fices may  find  a  sheet  similar  to  our  track  sheet  a  great  time  saver.     In  mod 
cities  there  is  Some  sort  of  organization  among  the  dealers  and  I  think  they 
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would  be  quite  willing  to  furbish  a  messenger  "boy  to  deliver  these  reports. 
Cur  reports  ?re  delivered  by  a  "boy  -mhose  salary  is  paid  by  the  South  Yfater 
Trust  Association. 

"In  addition  to  the  track  sheet,  we  issue  a  special  potato  sheet  about 
10:00  o* clock.    This  report  gives  the  c^rlot  shipments,  arrivals,  and  the 
Chicago  market.    There  are  approximately  twenty-five  potato  dealers  who  call 
for  this  sheet  a s  soon  ps  it  is  out.    This  rlso  saves  us  considerable  labor."

The  Division  Letter  should  be  used  as  a  medium  for  shoe- 
ing ho™  certain  problems  are  handled  in  the  various  offices.     The  men  in 
charge  of  both  permanent  and  temporary  ne™s  offices  pre  urged  to  keep  ".'ashing- 
ton  advised  a s  to  their  problems  and  how  they  pre  being  handled.    This  type 
of  information  may  be  found  of  v^lue  to  men  in  charge  of  many  of  the  offices. 

CROP  ITOTES  FROM  THE  L0T5R  RIO  GROD5  VALLEY  0?  TEXAS      (By  IT.  p.  Goo^e) 
"With  this  week,  the  c^rlot  season  for  cabbage,  beets,   snap  beans, 
and  potatoes  in  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  will  about  end.    There  -.-ill  be 
a  few  cars  of  these  to  move  during  the  coming  week,  and  perha/ps  a  considerable 
movement  in  mixed  cars.    Luring  the  balance  of  May  and  the  first  half  of  . 
June  shipments  from  this  section  --ill  consist  mainly  of  torn- toes,  green  corn, 
carrots  and  mixed  vegetables  containing  such  articles  as  okra,   squash,  parsley, 
blackeyed  peps,  cucumbers,  etc.    Present  indications  pre  that  the  vegetpble 
movement  this  year  will  continue  until  July  1  or  later,  provided  prices  war- 
rant shipping.    Most  c-ops  started  late  cut  weather  conditions  have  been  favor- 
able to  growing. 

"Eer-'y  yields  of  practically  nil  commodities  this  season  have  been 
reported.    This  has  been  particularly  true  of  potatoes,  the  total  production 
of  which  will  about  double  that  of  any  previous  year.    The  acreage  was  in- 
creased UU  per  cent  over  last  season,    although  p  late  frost  damaged  about 
half  the  bean  acreage,   the  total  carlo t  shipments  -ill  far  exceed  that  of  any 
previous  season.    Late  fields  and  extr^  production  following  rains  resulted 
in  heavier  shipments  this  week  than  last"  "hen  it  -as  considered  that  the  de^l 
was  nearly  over.    Onions  from  Raymondville  section  passed  750  cars,  as  com- 
pared with  33H  last  ye^r.    Beets,  carrots  and  cabbage    'ill  f~ll  short  of  the 
number  of  cars  shipped  last  season,  but  high  prices  --ill  much  more  time,  make 
up  what  was  lost  in  volume.    These    three  commodities  mere  seriously  damaged 
by  freezes  in  January.     The  total  cabbage-  movement  -ill  approximate  5,000 
cars,   or  700  cars  more  than  the  highest  estimate  reported  just  after  the 
freeze . 

"The  tomato  outlook  is  particularly  promising  just  no-?.    Growing  con- 
ditions have  been  excellent,  although  cloudy  weather  is  delaying  maturity. 
With  a  poor  crop  in  western  Florida,  and  with  the  Mexican  crop  cleaning  up, 
this  section  is  looking  forward  to  favorable  marketing  and  harvesting  condi- 
tions during  the  next  three  weeks.    After  that  time  tomatoes  from  the  Lower 


Valley  will  have  to  compete  with  the  East  Texas  and  Mississippi  crops. 
Growers  are  now  "being  paid  mostly  6  cents  a  pound  for  mature  green  stock, 
and  there  is  ?  good  demand  for  errs  at  S3  per  lug  f.o.b.  cash  tr^.ck  and 
mostly  25  cents  higher  on  usual— terms »" 

7"b.     COLORADO  CROPS  DAMAGED  BY  mSEZZ 

•Wendell  C-lhoun,  of  the  Denver  office,   sent  the  following  -  ire  on 
May  13: 

"Considerable  damage  reported  to  Western  Slope  fruit  from  frosts 
late  last  week,  although  full  determination  of  damage  will  rot  he  possible 
for  few  days.      Pears  are  believed  to  have  been  damaged  to  a  considerable 
extent  with  only  moderate  damage  to  peaches.     In  the  Palisade-Clif ton  Section 
of  G-rand  Valley,  official  temperature  at  Grand  Junction' Friday  night  was 
30°,  and  slightly  lower  in  various  parts  of  district.    North  Fork  districts 
suffered  mere  severe  damage  with  temperatures  reported  there  18  to  26°. 
Peaches,  pears,  apricots,  and  sweet  cherries  believed  to  have  been  practically 
all  frozen  and  probably  considerable  damage  to  p.pplesr  Cherries,  apples,  and 
berries  also  damaged  considerably  around  Denver  and  in  northern  Colorado. 
Will  have  more  definite  infomration  in  a  few  days." 


8b.     IJQRTH  C^'OII-e,  3T?^,7BgRRY  IZwS 

E.  B.  Keller  sent  the  following  news  from  Chadbourn,  N.  C  on  May  13: 
"Developments  in  the  North  Carolina  strawberry  crop  have  been  dependent 
for  the  p^st  few  weeks  upon  timely  rains.    Aside  from  a  light  shower  yester- 
day afternoon  (Monday,  May  12),  the  weather  has  been  dry.    Cloudy,  cool  weathej 
for  the  past  four  days  has  kept  the  first  year  plants  green  and  healthy.  The 
movement  during  this  time,  especially  around  Chadhourn  and  Tabor,  has  held  up 
r  ema  rkab  ly  \  -ell. 

" Monday,  as  was  expected,  wa s  a  fair  day,  with  a  movement  of  41  cars 
by  rail  from 'the  State.    Ibout  half  that  -mount  -'ill  probably  move  today. 
Wednesday  is  figured  as  being  the  last  big  day,  with  the  movement  approaching 
that  of  Monday,  The  movement  on  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday  of  this  week, 
from  Chad^urn^fs7  expected  to  total  from  six  to  twelve  c^rs  daily.    The  move- 
ment from  Wallace  and  Hose  Hill,  by  rail,  for  the  same  three  days,  will  drop 
off  more  than  the  shipments  from  Chadbourn  and  is  expected  to  be  between  five 
and  ten  cars  d~ily. 

"The  quality  of  the  berries  at  Chadbourn  has  held  up  remarkably  well. 
This  can  be  attributed  zo  the  dry  season  and  cloudy  weather  of  the  past  few 
days.     Sizes  run  a  little  smaller  but  the  berries  ^re  carrying  exceptionally 
well.    The  quality  and  yields  of  the  Missionary  variety  from  the  Wallace  sec- 
tion, played  out  quicker  than  the  Klondike  variety  from  this  section. ^  The 
berries  moving  from  there  have  been  quite  small  and  only  f~ir  in  quality. 
The  movement  now  about  equals  that  at  Chadbourn,  1  hile  p.  week  pgo,   it  was 
about  twice  that« 

"Prices  were  high  last  '-eek,  making  a  favorable  situation  for  the 
berry  farmers,  in  spite  of  the  short  crop  and  low  yields. 

"Klondike  berries  in  3e-quart  crates  at  the  Chadbourn  auction  block, 
ranged  from  $2.$Q  to  s6*75  per  crate  and  sold  for  most  of  the  week  at  prices 
between  $U  and  ^5.    Block  sales  on  Missionarys  at  7allaco,  ranged  between  $3 
and  $5,  selling  mostly  at  *3-50  to'  V4.50.

rhe  Division  of  Crop  ^nd  Livestock  Estimates,   on  May  1-,  released 
the  folio  ing  report  of  damage  to  crops  in  eastern  fashingtbns 

"Damage  to  ppple  crop  of  Qkg no n  C oun t y  by  recent  cold  weather  is 
estimated  all  the  way  from  20  to  35$  of  tin  fruit  that  had  already  been  set 
on  the  trees.    Estimates  of  damage  done  to  pears,  cherries,  peaches  and 
apricots  -re  much  higher,  averaging. around  50$.    Like  all  similar  damage  the 
recent  frieze  was  very  spotted  wiping  out  the  entire  crop  on  some  orchards 
and  net  affecting  others  only  a  short  distance  a-»y.    The  lower  lands  seem  to 
be  hit  harder  than  those  at  the  higher  altitude?  yet  the  latter  did  not  es- 
cape entirely.     The  orchards  along  the  CoJmneia  Piver  from  Bridgeport  south 
were  also  affected  in  very  irregular  manner,   some  suffering  heavy  loss  while 
others  escaped.    Generally  speaking  those  orchards  that  "ere  allowed  to  get 
unusually  dry  last  fall  suffered  more  in  the  recent  cold    either  while  those 
that  'went  into  the  -inter  with  plenty  of  moisture  in  the  ground  seem  to  have 
escaped.    L  similar  condition  prevails  in  the  upper  Wenatchej  ."-  lie"  here 
many  orchards  suffered  very  severe  less 'and  others  "  ere  not  aifecteo..    k.  very 
heavy  drop  of  fruit  is  reported  from  many  places  -here  it  wps  not  believed 
any  frost  damage  had  been  felt  and  growers  believe  that  the  drop  is  result 
of  -  inter  injury  instead  of  spring  freeze,    isfiany  growers  estimate  the  cold 
weather  of  last  week  will  reduce  the  crops  of  the  entire  district  at  least 
10$  but  at  present  time  not  possible  tc  make  any  accurate  estimate  of  the 
loss.    Very" little  damage  reported  from  the  cold  weather  in  vicinity  of 
Wenatchee  and  east   ,'enatchee  or  in  Monitor  section."

In-a  letter  dated  May  12,  J.  BV  Owens,  gave  the  following  information: 
"No  one  factor  can  be  said  to  be  directly  responsible  for  the  present 
demoralized  condition  of  the  Texps  f .o.b.  onion  market.     It  is  rather  an  ac- 
cumulation of  several  depressing  factors  which  have  placed  the  deal  in  such 
a  bad  position  that  there  is  little  hope  of  any  possible  recovery.    'The  grow- 
ers and  shippers  realize  that  unless  something  of  a  very  radical  nature  hap- 
pens the  deal  is  doomed  as  an  absolute  failure.    With  this  in  mind,  an  effort 
was  made  to  curtail  shipments  to  a  certain  number  of  errs  a  day.    The  original 
plan,  as  drawn  up  at  a  meeting  of  the  shippers  and  growers  last  week,  was  to 
suspend  shipments  entirely  for  three  days  and  then  to  be  governed  by  a  daily 
allotment.    During  the  time  of  the  proposed  suspension,  shipments  increased 
rather  than  decreased,  due  to  the  poor  organisation  and  lack  of  confidence 
in  the  neighboring  sections.    Now,  with  better  organization  and  cooperation 
from  the  growers,  shipments  are  gradually  nearing  the  figure  agreed  upon  which 
is  approximately  125  cars  a  day.    Whether  this  -.'ill  solve  the  problem  remains 
to  be  seen  and  as  the  agreement  is  only  temporary  and  is  in  no  wry  binding,  th 
period  of  its  continuance  is  very  uncertain.       (continued  on  Page  175) 
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(10b.  continued  from  Page  17U) 

!,The  weather  has  been  cloudy  and  threatening  for  the  last  three  weeks 
with  an  occasional  day  of  sunshine,  with  the  result  that  much  stock  has  "been 
loaded  which  will  not  carry  very  good  on  account  of  not  having  been  properly 
cured.    Quite  a  bit  of  decay  is  beginning  to  show  up  in  the  rr.ore  mature 
onions  which  were  allowed  to  stand  too  long  in  the  fields.    Local  cash  buyers 
are  snowing  a  decided  preference  for  onions  from  the  fields  of  later  plant- 
ings. 

"There  is  a  wide  difference  of  opinion  as  to  just  how  many  cars  of 
merchantable  onions  are  left  in  the  district.    Based  on  the  last  Crop  Estimate 
Report  there  should  be  around  3,000  cars  left.    And  doubtless  there  is  that 
amount  and  more,  but  the  continued  damp  weather  has  called  for  heavy  culling 
of  poor  condition  onions.    This  deterioration  is  progressing  fast,  as  the 
bad  weather  continues,  and  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  just  what  the  loss 
in  tonnage  will  be. 

"The  f.o.b.  market  has  been  very  dull  with  very  little  cash  buying. 
Most  of  the  buyers  have  left  for  other  parts,   in  many  instances,  having  lost 
money  consistently  from  the  start.     The  shippers  are  reluctant  to  sell  at 
the  present  cash  prices  -1th  the  result  that  most  of  the  sales  are  being 
made  over  the  wire  and  considerable  stock  is  being  consigned.    Many  growers 
say  that  they  cannot  afford  to  harvest  their  onions  at  the  present  prices 
and  doubtless  many  fields  will  be  left  untouched  if  the  market  continues  as 
it  is . 

"The  situation  is  the  worst  that  I  have  ever  experienced.     In  summing 
up  the  situation  I  would  say  that  it  is  just  an  over  production  of  onions, 
which  are  in  fair  to  poor  condition,  being  offered  on  very  dull  consuming 
markets." 


lib.     FLORIDA  CROP  ICwS 

R.    '-.  Peterson,   of  the  Bradenton  office,   in  his  letter  of  May  12 
gave  the  following  report:  . 

"The  celery  movement  from  the  Sarasota-Manatee  section  reached  its 
peak  last  week  with  185  cars,  most  of  which  moved  from  Sarasota.    This  week*s 
movement  is  expected  to  be  around  125  cars.    Quality  has  been  mostly  fair; 
only  a  small  proportion  grading  U.  S.  No.  1,  and  no  improvement  is  expected 
the  balance  of  the  season.    The  blight,  which  seems  to  be  the  worst  menace 
right  now,  has  been  controlled  quite  well  by  constant  spraying,  and  cutting 
may  continue,   in  fair  volume,   throughout  the  balance  of  this  month  unless 
too  many  hot  muggy  d^ys  develop.    Demand  has  been  dragging  throughout  the 
week,  and  Monday* s  prices  at  o-25  for  k  to  5  dozen,   fair  quality,  individ- 
ually washed,   dropped  to  ^2.75-^3  the  last  of  the  week.    There  was  practically 
no  demand  for  the  10  dozen  size  and  poorer  quality  stock,  most  of  which 
rolled  unsold. 

"Around  200  cars  cf  tomatoes  moved  from  the  .Manatee  section  last  week 
and  the  shipments  are  expected  to  continue  at  about  the  same  rate  this  week. 
The  stock  is  still  running  heavy  "co  small  sizes  cut  the  quality  is  generally 
good.     The  demand  has  been  rather  dull  the  most  of  the  week,  lugs  bringing 
around  ^3*50  for  6x6  and  larger,   and  the  smaller  sizes  continued  to  sell  at 
a  heavy  discount,  it  being  difficult  to  get  over  *2  per  lug  for  7*7  size. 
A  firmer  feeling  developed  late  in  the  week  and  the  shippers  are  looking 
forward  to  better  demand  with  somewhat  higher  prices.

"The  pepper  movement  is  gradually  increasing-    There  were  from  15  to 
20  cars  last  reek,  counting  the  1-C-l.  shipments.     The  quality  is  mostly  fair 
ana  the  pack  is  running  heavy  to  Choice*     The  market  -tss  fairly  firm  at  $3'5'3- 
$k  per  crate,   for  Fancy,  but  weakened  the  last  of  the  week  to  around  33  for 
good  stock.     Choice  is  selling  at  a  heavy  discount  as  there  seems  to  he  very 
little  demand  for  this  class  of  stock, 

"Cucumbers  from  the  ".Yauchula  section  ruled  steady  the  first  of  the 
week  at  S3-o3-50  per  "bushel  hampers  for  Taney,  but  strengthened  the  latter 
part  of  the  reek  to  5h_3U.R0.    This  increased  price  was  a  surprise  to  most 
of  the  shippers,  as  it  was  felt  that  the  Texas  movement  would  depress  the 
market.    The  quality  is  generally  good  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
fields  have  rplayed  out1  and  the  season  is  ahout  over.    Shipments  this  week 
are  expected  to  be  very  light."

The  following  report  of  frost  damage  was  received  in  a  letter  of 
May  9  from  F.  E.  Bailey  at  Yakima! 

"On  the  morning  of  May  7  temperatures  ranging  do~n  to  22°  damaged 
tree  fruits  in  spotted  areas  in  both  the  '.Vena tehee  and  Yakima,  sections  of 
eastern  Washington.     In  some  cases  apples  are  reported  to  have  suffered  while 
in  some  localities  soft  fruits  were  badly  hurt.    Early  planted  potatoes  were 
also  killed  in  some  localities.    Any  further  estimate  of  the  damage  is  not 
available  at  this  time. 

"This  is  the  only  frost  of  consequence  which  has  struck  eastern 
Washington  this  season  to  date."

lb.     IMPERIAL  VALLEY  CANTALOUPES  MOVING  EARLY 

-R.  H-  Lamb,  writing  from  Brawley,  on  May  12,  sent  the  following  news: 

"As  the  Bureau's  records  show,  the  first  car  of  cantaloupes  moved  out 
of  Brawley  on  April  25,  5  days  earlier  than  any  of  the  previous  seasons,  and 
about  two  weeks  earlier  than  average  first  shipments.    Generally  speaking, 
the  1930  season  is  roughly  two  weeks  earlier  than  usual  and  most  comparisons 
with  previous  years  should  be  made  on  that  basis. 

"Records  of  Valley  shippers  show  that  the  first  car  of  cantaloupes, 
sold  on  a  cash  track  basis,  was  invoiced  as  follows:    jumbo  U5Ts,  $8;  standard 
U5»s  and  jumbo  36*  s,  $7;  pony  U5's  and  5H's,  $5.    A  week  later  (May  6)  with 
shipments  of  11  cars,  the  local  f.o.b.  market  had  declined  to  the  basic  price 
of  $6  on  standard  U5's,  with  jumbo  U5's  50^  higher,  ponys  75$  and  standard 
flats  ]4Q%  of  the  standard  U5  price-    The  market  closed  Saturday,  May  17,  with 
standard  U5»s  bringing  $2.50-$2.65,  mostly  $2.65  for  best  brand  and  manifests. 

"The  general  consensus  of  opinion  among  local  shippers  indicates  that 
probably  seasonal  shipments  will  not  exceed  last  year's  total.    There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  cantaloupe  yield  will  be  considerably  lighter  than  that  of  last 
season-    Mildew,  which  of  course  always    present,   is  worse  than  during  the 
past  two  seasons,  but  not  as  bad  as  the  disastrous  1926  season.    Many  fields 
are  attacked  with  cucumber  mosaic.    The  heaviest  loss  from  disease  is  found 
in  the  early  brushed  acreage.    Honey  Dews  and  Honey  Balls,  being  of  a  semi- 
tropical  origin,  are  also  damaged  by  cold  weather.    The  extent  of  this  cold 
weather  damage  and  loss  through  disease  will  be  largely  determined  by  future 
weather  conditions.    Vines  in  many  fields  are  sufficiently  weakened  so  that 
a  week  of  hot  weather  may  c^use  much  more  loss  than  is  now  apparent,    -it  is 
not  probable  that  the  general  good  quality  of  a  year  ago  will  be  the  rule 
again  this  year.    Rigid  inspection  and  careful  grading  will  have  to  be  follow- 
ed to  insure  good  merchantable  stock. 

"The  cool  weather  of  the  past  week  has  retarded  Imperial  Valley  ship- 
ments, keeping  the  movement  under  200  cars,   instead  of  permitting  a  steady 
climb  to  a  possible  300  cars  daily  under  normal  weather  conditions.    It  seems 
probable  that  the  first  of  the  three  indicated  peaks  of  the  1930  season  will 
occur  either  May  26  or  27-    It  is  thought  that  the  main  peak  of  the  season 
will  occur  around  the  10th  to  15th  of  June,  and  there  will  probably  be  a 
smaller  peak  early  in  July,  caused  by  the  cleanup  of  cantaloupes  and  relative- 
ly heavy  shipments  of  Honey  Dews  and  Honey  3a lis. 

"The  first  car  of  watermelons  is  expected  out  of  the  Valley  the  first 
part  of  the  current  week;  shipments  mil  not  become  heavy  until  after  the 
first  of  June."

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2b-   ALABAMA,  potato  shipments  heavy 

The  following  letter  was  received  from  H.  F«  Willson,   Mobile,  Alabama, 
dated  May  17: 

"The  shipments  of  Alabama  potatoes,  at  the  close  of  this  week,  will 
equal  approximately  the  same  number  as  the  final  for  last  season  or  1,9*1 
cars.    The  advancing  market  during  the  first  part  of  the  week,  together  with 
favorable  conditions  for  digging,  resulted  in  the  growers  rushing  their  crop 
to  market.    The  shipments  were  very  heavy,  exceeding  all  estimates  for  the 
weekly  movement.    The  peak  day  was  201  cars  on  Wednesday,  May  lH-    This  is 
the  largest  daily  shipment  during  the  past  five  years.    Two  years  ago  the 
peak  was  199  cars  while  last  season  it  was  only  78-    The  yields  are  better 
now  than  at  the  first  of  the  season  and  it  is  the  general  opinion  of  many 
shippers  that  the  total  shipments  for  1930  will  he  around  2,500  cars.  The 
estimated  average  daily  shipment  for  next  week  is  around  100  cars." 


3b.     FROST  DAMAGE  TO  V.DSTI-RrT  SLOPS  FIX  IT 

Wendell  Calhoun  sent  the  following  wire  from  Denver  on  May  21: 
"Frost  damage  to  Western  Slope  fruit  was  heaviest  on  pears  and  apples. 
Peaches  in  Grand  Valley  suffered  comparatively  little  damage  as  temperatures 
were  less  severe  in  Palisade  section.    Peaches  in  North  Pork  were  damaged 
50  to  75$,  but  is  relatively  a  small  part  of  the  crop  in  that  district.  Pre- 
liminary estimates  now  are  for  nearly  2,000  cars  of  peaches  from  Grand  Valley 
and  150  to  200  from  North  Pork.    Pear  damage  is  estimated  at  U0>~,  leaving 
possibly  350  or  U00  cars  of  all  varieties  as  owing  to  winter  killing.  The 
crop  was  originally  estimated  at  not  much  more  than  half  of  last  yearTs  pro- 
duction.   Apple  loss  is  estimated  at  $0fo  at  Paonia,  at  Hotchkiss  and 
Austin,  and  Uofo  at  Grand  Junction  and  Clifton,  leaving  altogether  1,000  to 
1,200  cars  from  entire  Western  Slope  out  of  early  indications  of  about  2,500 
cars.    These  estimates,  of  course,  are  only  approximations  on  present  indica- 
tions, and  will  also  depend  on  amount  of  June  crop  which  may  be  abnormally 
heavy." 


Ub.     MISSOURI  STPAV3SPJIY  DSAL 

The  following  letter  was  received  from  L.  C-  Tate,  Monett,  Mo.  dated 

May  IS: 

"The  strawberry  deal  has  been  slow  to  get  under  way  and  loadings  to 
date,  although  far  ahead  of  last  year's  record,   indicate  a  short  crop.  From 
what  information  I  get  out  of  the  local  selling  organizations,  and  the  various 
buyers  and  brokers,   it  appears  there  will  be  about  half  a  crop  this  year. 
Drought  injured  many  fields  last  year  and  early  this  spring,  so  that  the  old 
fields  are  not  yielding  anywhere  near  their  normal  tonnage.    The  bulk  of  the 
acreage  producing  this  season  is  from  3  "to  5  years  old,  and  mostly  past  its 
peak  production. 

"Local  dealers  believe  there  will  be  only  about  800  cars  shipped  this 
season.    Originally  there  were  indications  of  1,000  to  1,500  cars,  but  subse- 
quent yields  have  been  so  far  below  the  general  spring  expectations  it  is  now 
doubtful  that  the  State  will  gee  more  than  800  to  1,000  cars.    Quality  has 
been  good  to  date  but  many  of  the  berries  are  not  up  to  normal  size.  Pickings 
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so  far  have  been  scattered,  with  no  heavy  harvest  at  one  point.  Loadings 
are  often  full  of  green  tips  as  the  few  "berries  that  are  ripe  must  be 
shipped  out  and  others  are  being  used  to  fill  out  the  cars. 

"Arkansas  appears  to  be  near  the  end  of  its  berry  season.    Many  of 
the  loadings  in  that  State  are  of  mixed  grades  and  varieties,  mostly  clean- 
up stocks." 


EASTERN"  SHORS  STRAWBERRY  DEAL 

On  May  17,  V»  H-  Nicholson,  at  Pocomoke  City,  Md.  wrote  as  follows: 
"According  to  some  of  the  important  factors  in  the  deal,  probably 
l5/o  of  the  strawberries  from  Maryland  and  Virginia  will  move  by  truck  this 
season-    To  date  l6,l66  crates  have  been  trucked  out  according  to  the  Delaware 
Bure?u  of  Markets,-.  The  larger  part  of  this  has  come  from  Virginia  but  Mary- 
land has  shipped  a  few.    Rain  Wednesday,  May  lU,  was  very  beneficial  to  crops 
on  the  Eastern  Shore t    While  it  is  likely  too  late  to  materially  benefit  the 
berries  around  Onlsy  and  south  of  there,  it  will  benefit  the  berries  north 
of  Onley  and  all  over  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland.    The  crop  in  Virginia  is 
estimated  at  about  half  of  normal  and  around  Marion  Station,  Maryland,  a  crop 
of  about  65  to  75$  of  normal  is  expected.    Movement  from  Virginia  will  reach 
its  peak  next  week  and  peak  movement  from  Maryland  is  expected  the  latter 
part  of  next  week  or  the  last  week  of  May. 

"The  potato  crop  is  looking  well.    It  is  reported  that  the  continued 
dry  weather  probably  has  caused  the  set  of  early  potatoes  to  be  light  but 
the  recent  rain  is  expected  to  make  for  good  quality  of  these  potatoes.  The 
stand  in  most  fields  in  Accomac  County,  Virginia,  and  in  East  Shore  Maryland 
is  reported  as  about  normal." 

NEWS  FROM  THE  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY  OE  TEXAS 

In  a  letter  dated  May  IS,  W.  D.  Googe  at  Brownsville,  Texas  sent  the 
following  information: 

"The  tomato  movement  from  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  has  prohably 
passed  its  peak  during  the  past  week;  approximately  1,500  cars  having  been 
shipped  up  to  Saturday  night.    The  movement  during  the  coming  week  will  be 
almost  as  heavy  if  weather  and  market  conditions  are  favorable.    Prices  to 
growers  started  at  6  cents  a  pound  for  mature  green  stock,  and  at  some  stations 
went  as  high  as  8  and  9  cents,  but  declined  to  3  cents  at  the  end  of  this 
week  on  a  rather  demoralized  market.    The  shippers  generally  admit  the  early 
prices  were  too  high  and  resulted  in  the  shipment  of  much  immature  stock,  ir- 
regular packs  and  poor  quality.    But  it  is  claimed  that  there  is  no  method 
available  for  controlling  such  a  condition,   since  shippers  and  would-be  ship- 
pers from  all  parts  of  the  country  have  come  in  to  buy  and  pack  tomatoes  in 
this  section. 

"Quality  has  perhaps  been  better  thm  that  of  early  shipments  in  prev- 
ious seasons.     Sizes  are  generally  small  since  there  is  practically  no  staking 
or  pruning  of  plants.    The  average  car  seems  to  contain  about  50$  of  lugs 
packed  6x6,  about  30$  smaller  and  10$  larger.     To  date,   I  have  heard  of  no 
shippers  who  quote  the  small  sizes  in  a  car  at  a  lower  price  than  the  larger, 
a  practice  which  it  is  claimed  accounts  for  the  wide  range  in  prices  reported. 
During  the  last  few  days  a  number  of  shippers  have  been  buying  from  growers 
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on  the  basis  of  2  cents  a  pound  for  small  sises  and  U  cents  for  the  larger, 
(6x6  and  larger),  which  it  is  hoped  will  hold  hack  the  picking  cf  small  stock. 

"The  green  corn  movement  has  also  reached  its  peak    in  the  Valley, 
but  other  sections  around  San  Antonio  will  probably  he  shipping  within  a 
few  days.    Prices  have  declined  to  where  it  is  about  as  profitable  for  the 
farmer  to  let  his  corn  ripen  and  dry  in  the  field  as  to  ship  it  as  green  corn" 

7b,    WljJTER  GARDEN  DISTRICT  ONION  ;,10VEi/5NT 

J-  B.  Owens  sent  the  following  report  from  Crystal  City,  Texps, 

May  19: 

"The  peak  of  the  onion  movement  from  the  Winter  Garden  district  is 
past,  and  while  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  onions  left  in  the  terri- 
tory,  it  is  not  expected  that  there  will  be  any  more  periods  of  heavy  ship- 
ments, but  rather  a  gradual  declining  movement  for  the  next  ten  days.    It  is 
very  difficult  to  estimate  how  many  more  c?rs  will  be  shipped.  Practically 
all  of  the  fields  have  been  harvested  and  the  onions  stored  in  crates.  Some 
of  the  stock  is  keeping  very  well  while  many  growers  are  having  a  considerable 
loss  from  decay,  especially  is  this  true  of  onions  grown  on  heavy  soil.  Very 
little  of  the  stock  being  loaded  is  grading  U.  S.  No.  1,  and  most  growers  are 
giving  up  the  idea  of  trying  to  make  the  U.  S.  No.  1  grade.     Instead,  they 
are  putting  up  what  they  call  a  good  commercial  grade  of  onions.  However, 
this  is  by  no  means  the  U.  S.  Commercial  grade.    Most  of  these  onions  were 
harvested  during  the  damp  cloudy  weather  of  the  past  two  weeks  and  are  not 
as  bright  and  clean  as  they  should  be. 

"The  f.o.b.  market  has  made  a  slight  improvement  the  past  few  days, 
due  mainly  to  the  usual  last  minute  speculation.     The  demand  for  good  sound 
U.  S.  No.  1  onions  has  been  very  good  and  the  cash  tr?ck  price  advanced  on 
Monday  to  75^  a  crate  on  Yellow  Bermudas  and  to  %5<p  a  crate  on  the  best  Wax* 

"The  curtailment  plan  for  regulating  the  shipments  has  been  in  opera- 
tion for  almost  two  weeks,  and  while  it  has  not  worked  out  exactly  as  planned, 
it  has  been  a  factor  in  reducing  the  shipments.    Had  there  been  no  curtail- 
ment there  is  no  telling  what  would  have  happened  last  week.    Shipments  could 
easily  have  gone  to  250  cars  a  day  for  several  days,  and  more  than  likely 
would  have  done  so  had  there  been  no  effort  to  curtail. 

"The  movement  of  the  Eagle  Pass  crop  is  just  getting  underway.  There 
is  estimated  to  be  between  250  and  300  cars  in  that  district.    The  quality 
is  reported  as  being  very  good." 

8b.    REPORT  0?  INJURIES  TO  CROPS  IN  BOX  ELDER  AND  WEBER  COUNTIES,  UTAH 
L.  S.  Fenn,  Salt  Lake  City,  wrote  as  follows  on  May  17: 
"I  have  just  returned  from  a  trip  over  the  Valley,  and  visited  severrl 

orchards  in  each  section  with  the  Agricultural  Inspector  of  that  district. 
"There  has  been  no  killing  spring  frost  this  year,  and  weather  and 

growing  conditions  have  been  good.    Crops  in  general  are  considerably  advanced 

over  last  year. 

"The  cherry  crop  is  somewhat  irregular.    Because  of  winter  injury  in 
•Box  Elder  and  \7eber  counties,  many  orchards  showing  a  good  bloom  at  blossom- 
ing time  are  now  experiencing  a  heavy  drop.     It  is  not  unlikely  that,  with 
warmer  weather,  the  fruit  will  yet  show  greater  injury.    The  crop  will  be 
light  in  both  these  counties.

"In  Davis  County,  the  prospects  are  much  "better,  and  while  some 
heavy  dropping  has  been  reported,  the  orchards  on  the  higher  land  look  good, 
and  growers  and  shippers  generally  agree  that  shipments  here  should  surpass 
last  yearTs  15  ears. 

"Utah  County  shipped  17  c?rs  last  year  and  should  increase  the  ship- 
ments a  few  cars  this  year.    There  was  very  little  winter  injury  to  the 
cherry  crop  in  this  county  and  the  crop  looks  promising  at  this  time. 

"The  peach  crop  in  the  State  is  also  irregular,  suffering  from  winter 
injury  in  January.    Box  Elder  and  Weber  counties  have  a  very  light  crop, 
probably  not  more  th^n  enough  fruit  to  supply  the  trucking  movement  from 
these  sections.    In  Davis  and  Salt  Lake  counties,  growers  generally  report 
a  good  set  of  peaches  except  in  a  few  orchards  of  Early  Slbertas,  and  if 
warm  summer  weather  does  not  bring  on  a  heavy  drop,  they  should  have  prac- 
tically as  large  a  crop  as  last  year.    Utah  County,  where  the  largest  acreage 
is  located,   suffered  less  winter  injury  than  other  sections,  and  reports 
from  this  section  indicate  that  the  crop  is  growing  well  and  is  considerably 
advanced  for  this  season  of  the  year.    Present  indications  are  that  the  crop 
will  be  as  large  as  last  year. 

"Washington  County,  which  has  experienced  a  failure  the  last  two 
seasons,  has  the  largest  crop  this  county  has  ever  had  and  should  ship  50 
or  bO  cars  of  peaches  in  July  and  early  August, 

"There  is  some  increase  in  acreage  in  the  State,  of  both  potatoes  and 
onions,  especially  of  late  potatoes.    The  weather  and  other  conditions  have 
been  good  and  stands  are  generally  satisfactory.    Moisture  is  abundant  and 
the  young  plants  are  growing  well." 


9b-     QNipg  HHg  EROM  THE  LAREDO  DISTRICT  OF  TEXAS 

The  following  news  was  received  in  a  letter  from  C.  D.  Schoolcraft, 
dated  May  lb: 

"Results  from  sales  of  onions  this  season  have  been  very  disappoint- 
ing to  both  dealers  and  growers  and  in  the  case  of  the  latter  have  been  al- 
most disastrous  in  some  cases-     It  is  now  rumored  that  onion  plantings  in 
this  section  next  season  will  be  reduced  to  a  considerable  extent.  Demand 
has  been  almost  lacking  throughout  the  season  and  this  has  been  especially 
true  on  the  part  of  cash  buyers.     Several  of  the  buyers  left  soon  after  the 
deal  opened  and  every  week  has  witnessed  the  departure  of  more.    At  the  pre- 
sent time  there  is  only  one  representative  of  an  outside  firm  here  in  Laredo 
and  his  cash  track  business  is  practically  nil.    Quality  has  been  only  fair 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  season  due  to  rainy  and  damp  weather  late  in 
April  and  early  in  May.    Practically  no  acreage  has  been  abandoned  in  this 
section  but  it  is  understood  that  losses  in  the  Winter  Garden  section  will 
likely  amount  to  1,000  cars  or  more  for  the  season."

lc.     INSPECTION  ,0?  GREEN  CORN 

U.  S.  Grade  No.  1  specifies  that  the  cob  shall  "be  well  filled  with 
plump  and  milky  kernels  and  well  covered  with  fresh  green  husks.  Experience 
has  demonstrated  that  corn  in  this  condition  may  arrive  at  destination  after 
a  period  of  six  or  seven  days  showing  dry  starchy  kernels  and  the  husks 
yellow  or  turning  yellow.    Although  the  condition  is  a  factor  of  grade  at 
shipping  point,  dry  starchy  kernels  or  yellow  husks  should  he  treated  as  a 
factor  of  condition  and  not  scored  against  grade  in  receiving  markets. 


2c.    WATCH  FOR  CANADIAN  CHECKS 

On  account  of  the  exchange  charge  on  Canadian  checks  all  offices 
are  instructed  to  refuse  acceptance  of  checks  drawn  on  Canadian  "banks  in 
payment  of  inspection  fees,  unless  the  check  is  made  to  include  the  exchange 
charge  in  addition  to  the  full  amount  of  the  fee.    Checks  received  in  Wash- 
ington which  do  not  include  the  exchange  charge  will  "be  returned  to  the 
office  transmitting  them  and  then  they  will  have  to  be  returned  to  the  sender. 
In  order  to  obviate  a  lot  of  unnecessary  correspondence  regarding  this  matter 
the  following  statement  should  be  typed  on  all  fee  slips  sent  to  firms  in 
Canada. 

"On  account  of  the  exchange  charges  on  Canadian  checks  please  remit 
by  New  York  draft.  Checks  drawn  on  Canadian  banks  will  not  be  accepted  in 
payment  of  this  bill." 

This  should  appear  just  below  the  statement  of  car  number,  product, 
certificate  number,  and  fee.

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5  c •     IMPORTANT  THINGS  TO  REMEMBER  ABOUT  CANTALOUPE  INSPECTION 

Maturity:  -  The  edible  quality  of  cantaloupes  depends  largely  upon 
their  "being  picked  at  the  proper  stage  of  maturity.    At  a  certain  stage  of 
maturity  a  cantaloupe  begins  to  develop  sugar  and  until  after  this  time  it 
is  unpalatable  and, has  a  "cucumber"  flavor.     Many  cantaloupes  are  picked 
so  immature  that  their  flesh  lacks  proper  color r  texture  and  flavor  upon 
arrival  in  the  markets.     Some  shipping  sections  have  nearly  ruined  their 
industry  because  of  a  desire  to  get  ahead  of  their  neighbors  in  time  of  ship- 
ment . 

The  following  terms  should  be  used  to  describe  the  principal  stages 
of  maturity: 

Immature  meaning  that  the  melon  has  developed  little  or  no  sugar 
and  is  of  such  poor  eating  quality  as  to  be  practically  unpalatable.  Canta- 
loupes shipped  from  California  should  be  reported  as  immature  only  if  they 
show  less  than  9  per  cent  soluble  solids  as  determined  by  the  Boiling  or 
Brix  scale  hydrometer. 

Mature  means  that  the  melon  has  developed  some  sugar,   is  palatable, 
and  of  fair  flavor  although  not  necessarily  of  prime  eating  quality*  The 
U-  S.  Grades  (1927  revision)  have  defined  "mature"  as  "the  stage  of  develop- 
ment v/hich  will  insure  a  proper  completion  of  the  ripening  process."  This 
grade  contains  special  provision  for  cantaloupes  shipped  from  California* 

Well  matured  meaning  that  the  flesh  of  the  melon  has  the  sweet 
flavor  and  odor  characteristic  of  a  fully  developed,  well  ripened  melon. 
Such  melons,   in  addition  to  the  other  characteristics  for  maturity,  usually 
show  very  slight  radial  cracks  around  the  blossom  end.    The  seeds  are  easily 
loosened  in  the  cavity  and  covered  by  a  watery  substance* 

Dead  ripe  meaning  an  advanced  stage  of  maturity  in  which  the  melons 
are  soft,  yellow  and  in  such  condition  that  they  cannot  be  handled  through 
the  usual  channels  of  trade  without  heavy  waste.     In  connection  with  this 
term  it  will  always  be  necessary  to  describe  the  percentage  of -degree  of 
softness.    The  term  "overripe"  should  not  be  used. 

Sugar  test  -  In  reporting  maturity  a  sugar  test  should  not  be  made 
except  in  case  of  an  appeal  '   inspection  or  unless  the  sugar  content  is  a 
point  in  controversy.     In  the  absence  of  a  sugar  test  in  the  receiving  mar- 
kets the  flavor  of  California  cantaloupes  should  be  described  as  accurately 
as  possible  in  place  of  a  definite  maturity  statement  in  all  cases  where  the 
stage  of  maturity  is  questionable. 

Slip  -  It  is  generally  the  practice  in  the  West  during  the  fore  part 
of  the  season  to  pick  the  melons  at  the  "full  slip"  stage,  or  when  they  can 
be  removed  from  the  vine  without  forcing,  but  later  in  the  season  it  may  be 
necessary  to  pick  them  before  they  begin  to  crack  around  the  stem  in  order 
to  get  them  to  market  in  good  condition.    This  necessitates  forcing  them 
from  the  vines,  and  the  stem,   instead  of  slipping  away,  leaving  a  clean  scar, 
will  break  off,  and  a  part  of  it  remains  on  the  melon.    Such  cantaloupes  are 
known  as  "half  slips."     If  properly  handled  and  promptly  loaded,  full  slip 
melons  will  carry  in  a  satisfactory  condition  for  long  distance. 

The  netting  and  slip  should  be  reported  for  the  lot  as  a  whole  and 
not  by  layers.

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In  the  absence  of  a  sugar  test  it  may  "be  desirable  to  cut  a  few 
melons  in  the  car  in  order  to  confirm  the  inspector's  judgment  of  maturity. 
The  inspector  will  "be  able  to  tell  by  the  taste  whether  the  cantaloupe  has 
developed  very  little  or  considerable  sugar  and  whether  it  has  a  "cucumber 
flavor'1  or  the  characteristic  flavor  of  mature  cantaloupes.     If  the  number 
of  immature  melons  appears  to  be  in  excess  of  the  tolerance,  it  is  obviously 
impossible  to  determine  the  exact  or  approximate  amount  in  the  shipment 
without  cutting  a  large  number  of  melons  at  random,  which  will  not  be  tol- 
erated by  the  trade .    Under  such  conditions  the  best  that  can  be  done  is  to 
cut  a  few  melons  and  determine  whether  the  amount  of  the  immature  stock  should 
be  described  as  "many"  or  "mostly."    If  there  appears  to  be  only  a  "few" 
melons  that  are  immature,  and  this  immaturity  cannot  be  detected  without 
cutting,   it  will  be  best  to  describe  the  stock  as  "generally  mature"  and  make 
no  mention  of  one  or  two  irarature  ones  that  may  ha.ve  been  noted  on  cutting.

3»    Of  the  total  receipts  by  truck  can  you  estimate  the  approximate 
per  cent  from  the  market  garden  area,    (the  area  which  formerly  hauled  pro- 
ducts to  market  by  wagon?) 

U.    How  much  have  truck  receipts  increased  during  each  of  the  last 
three  years? 

5*    Attitude  of  wholesale  trade  to  this  class  of  business.    How  has 

the  use  of  the  truck  changed  marketing  conditions? 

6.     Short  statement  on  distribution  by  truck  from  your  city.  (a) 
Radius  of  area  in  which  fruit  and  vegetable  supply  is  practically  all  hauled 
by  truck  from  your  market.     (b)  Area  which  is  partially  supplied  by  truck 
from  your  market.     (c)    Estimate  of  percentage  of  distribution:     in  trucks  owned 
by  dealers  in  small  cities;  in  trucks  of  commercial  truckmen  hauling  for 
hire;  in  trucks  owned  by  commercial  truckmen  or  peddlers.

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6b.    EMPLOYMENT  OF.  CLERICAL  ASSISTANCE  AT  TEMPORARY  FIELD  STATIONS 
BEGINNING  JULY  1 

Beginning  July  1,  the  practice  of  financing  market  news  temporary 
field  stations  from  funds  contributed  by  local  factors  will  be  discontinued 
and  all  expenses  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  these  stations  paid 
from  either  Federal  or  State  funds.    Under  this  arrangement  greater  care 
must  be  exercised  with  regard  to  the  employment  of  clerical  help-     It  is 
suggested,  therefore,   that  all  itinerant  market  news  men  refresh  their 
memories  in  this  respect  by  reference  to  the  section  of  the  Administrative 
Supplement  to  the  Handbook  headed  "Employment  of  Help",  which  gives  full 
instructions  regarding  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  securing  Civil 
Service  authority,  and  bear  in  mind  the  following;: 

All  periods  of  service  in  excess  of  thirty  days  must  be  covered 
by  formal  appointment  with  Civil  Service  authority. 

Periods  of  service  not  exceeding  thirty  days  do  not  require  Civil 
Service  authority  or  formal  appointment  but  may  be  paid  for  on  voucher 
under  Letter  of  Authorization  issued  to  the  field  man. 

Service  under  Letter  of  Authorization  without  appointment  cannot 
exceed  thirty  days  within  any  12-month  period,  even  though  previous  ser- 
vice may  have  been  with  another  branch  of  the  Government. 

No  member  of  the  family  of  a  Government  employee  can  be  employed 
under  Letter  of  Authorization. 

When  service  exceeds  thirty  days  and  formal  Civil  Service  appoint- 
ment is  required,  no  prospective  employee  should  be  allowed  to  begin  work 
until  the  field  man  has  been  advised  by  the  Washington  office  of  the  formal 
consummation  of  the  appointment. 

No  member  of  the  family  of  a  Government  employee  can  be  appointed 
under  formal  Civil  Service  appointment  without  halving  first  obtained 
through  the  Division  Leader  the  approval  of  the  Administrative  Office  for 
the  appointment  of  such  relative. 

In  instances  where  there  is  not  sufficient  time  to  await  consum- 
mation of  the  appointment  in  Vfashington  in  the  regular  way,   if  the  field 
man  will  wire  the  Washington  office  the  full  name  of  the  person  selected 
for  appointment,  the  date  of  the  Civil  Service  authority  for  such  appoint- 
ment,  the  salary  to  be  paid,  and  the  effective  date  of  the  appointment, 
prior  approval  of  appointment  will  be  requested  in  Washington  and  the 
field  man  advised  when  the  prospective  employee  may  begin  work.     Suchpm-or  a 
proval  is  followed  by  regular  appointment. 

Payment  for  salaries  should  be  made  by  voucher  and  not  direct 
by  the  field  man. 

The  above  instructions  do  not  apply  where  clerical  help  is  paid 
from  State  funds. 
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7  D-    SUGGESTIONS  FR0i,i  DEF\fZR  OFFICE  FOR  HAIIDLING-  MEWS  REPORTS 

In  response  to  a  recent  suggestion  in  the  Division  Letter  that 
various  offices  keep  Washington  advised  of  how  various  problems  pre  being 
met,  we  have  received  the  following  letters  from  Mr.  Calhoun  at  Denver: 
The  procedure  mentioned  in  the  first  letter  is  particularly  applicable  to 
those  offices  which  are  also  serving  producing  districts. 

"We  have  always  had  many  requests  from  the  trade  for  shipments  and 
shipping-point  information  of  Friday  earlier  than  the  following  Tuesday, 
which  is  the  case  where  no  report  is  issued  on  Saturday.    Also,  from  our 
own  standpoint,  shipments  of  three  d^ys  crowded  Monday's  bulletins  so  that 
there  wps  practically  no  room  left  for  shipping-point  information  on  the  re- 
port of  that  day.     Therefore,  we  started  issuing  a  single  report  on  Saturday 
showing  Friday's  shipments  and  f.o.b.'s. 

"We  also  had  requests  for  Saturday  morning's  track  report.  This 
was  desired  for  two  reasons.-  First,   to  obtain  it  earlier  than  on  the  Monday1 
bulletins  and  also  to  segregate  the  Friday  and  Saturday  figures  whieh  -ere 
formerly  conjoined  into  one  report  covering  the  period  7  a.m.  Friday  to  7  a.m. 
Monday.     Therefore  we  have,  during  recent  weeks,   included  Saturday  morning's 
track  report  on  the  Saturday  sheet." 

"Reference  is  made  to  the  recent  coiamuniqations  in  the  Division 
Letter  regarding  methods  of  furnishing  early  information  to  the  trade.  Here 
at  Denver  we  have  many  shippers  in  addition  to  the  local  receivers,  and  there 
fore  have  a  considerable  list  who  desire  daily  information.     In  addition  to 
our  drily  miscellaneous  sheet,  we  issue  several  commodity  bulletins  in  season 

"About  a  year  ago  we  made  arrangements  with  the  local  office  of  the 
Western  Union  for  delivery  service.    On  a  large  delivery  list  "Jestern  Union 
charges  75^  j?er  month  for  one  delivery  daily;  this  amount  being  added  to  the 
Western  Union  bill  of  each  firm  obtaining  the  service.    As  soon  as  the  mimeo- 
graphed bulletins  are  issued,  copies  are  placed  in  addressed  envelopes  ac- 
cording to  the  desires  of  each  recipient,  and  a  messenger  is  called.  Some 
desire  the  first  side  of  the  report  showing  shipments  and  shi ppingr point 
information,  others  wait  for  the  complete  re-port,  while  still  others  receive 
two  or  more  deliveries  daily,  obtaining  each  sheet  as  soon  as  it  is  available 
luring  the  summer  and  fall  months,  especially,  we  have  quite  a  heavy  delivery 
list  on  this  basis,  and  this  method  has  greatly  reduced  the  number  of  our 
telephone  calls.    The  dealers  and  shippers  have,  without  exception,  been 
glad  to  obtain  this  service,  and  all  that  has  been  necessary  was  to  call  to 
their  attention  the  fact  that  such  service  was  available. 

"An  effort  was  formerly  made  here  to  have  dealers  call  or  send  for 
their  reports,  but  the  trade  is  rather  widely  scattered  and  there  -as  always 
a  strong  temptation  to  fall  back  on  the  telephone  when  it  was  not  convenient 
to  call.    By  our  present  service  everyone  knows  that  they  will  obtain  the 
reports  as  soon  as  available,  and  therefore  we  have  but  few  telephone  re- 
quests for  information  as  compared  with  the  number  formerly  handled. 

8b.     CROP  CQHDITIOIflS  II>i  iAISSISSIPFI 

H.  E.  Rutland  sent  the  following  report  from  Crystal  Springs, 
Mississippi,  May  30: 

,r,7e  have  had  a  very  quiet  deal  here  at  Crystal  Springs  to  date.  The 
cabbage  crop  was  so  short  that  comparatively  little  interest  was  shown  in  it. 
Prices  were  fairly  t>ood  till  the  middle  of  last  week  but  have  broken  badly 
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since  then.     Sales  yesterday  were  at  $1-41.10  per  crate  f  .o.b,  cash  track 
and  on  wire  orders  at  1 1-41.25.     Shippers  apparently  have  lost  interest  and 
buyers  are  getting  the  cabbage  at  about  their  own  price. 

"A  departure  from  the  usual  methods  of  packing  here  was  made  this 
season  "by  one  or  two  firms.    The  Federated  Growers  and  one  other  firm  packed 
several  cars  of  cabbage  in  western  lettuce  crates  similar  to  those  used  in 
Texas  and  California,     I  believe  this  is  the  first  time  this  package  has  beer- 
used  in  Mississippi.    A  slight  premium  was  received  for  these  crates,  but  as 
the  quality  so  packed  was  generally  higher  than  the  usual  farmers'  pack  the 
net  to  the  grower  was  only  slightly  higher  than  for  stock  in  the  standard 
barrel  crate.    Without  doubt  a  considerably  larger  tonnage  would  have  been 
packed  in  these  crates  this  season  but  for  a  mix-up  with  the  railroads  on 
billing  weights.     The  shippers  expected  to  bill  at  85  pounds,   the  same  weight 
used  in  Texas  and  California.    Changes  in  the  Illinois  Central  tariff  were 
not  made  until  after  the  season  started  and  under  their  regular  tariff  no 
provision  was  made  for  lettuce  crates.    As  a  result-  the  first  cars  were 
charged  for  at  the  rate  of  115  pounds,   the  same  as  the  standard  barrel  crate. 
A  compromise  between  shippers  and  the  railroads  was  reached  whereby  billings 
at  97  pounds  were  accepted  but  this  was  so  high  as  to  make  the  margin  of 
profit  too  small  for  the  shippers  to  pack  in  volume.    The  lettuce  crate  will 
doubtless  be  popular  here  next  season  if  billing  weights  are  the  same  as  for 
other  sections, 

"We    are  expecting  a  similar  change  of  packages  during  the  tomato 
season.     Several  packers  plan  to  use  the  Los  Angeies  lug  instead  of  the 
old  Mississippi  four-basket  flat.    A  similar  squabble  about  billing  weights 
is  in  the  offing  on  this  package  too.     It  seems  that  possibly  15  or  20  per 
cent  of  shipments  may  be  made  in  lugs  if  billing  weights  are  favorably  ad- 
justed.    Shipments  in  lugs  will  be  mostly  packing-house  pack,  in  contrast 
with  the  farmer-pack  in  flats  and  the  shippers  using  them  are  expecting  con- 
siderable premiums  over  lugs.     I  hope  our  men  in  receiving  markets  make  a 
special  effort  to  quote  Mississippi  lugs  when  they  appear  as  the  interest 
in  them  here  is  great. 

"Prospects  are  for  a  big  tomato  crop.    Yields  may  not  be  any  larger, 
if  as  large  as  last  year,  but  the  quality  is  good  and  the  increased  acreage 
is  expected  to  provide  more  tonnage  than  was  shipped  last  year.    The  crown 
hands  are  not  of  specially  high  quality  on  account  of  the  dry  weather  when 
they  were  setting  but  the  later  set  is  generally  of  excellent  quality. 

"The  beets  and  carrots  were  a.  great  disappointment  to  shippers. 
Loadings  to  date  are  far  behind  last  season  and  prices  have  been  none  too^ 
good.    As  the  peas  which  were  shipped  before  we  opened  were  not  very  profit- 
able you  will  deduce  that  this  section  is  not  feeling  very  prosperous  just 
now.    All  their  hopes  now  are  pinned  on  the  tomatoes,  and  the  behavior  of 
the  tomato  market  for  the  past  few  days  has  not  been  such  as  to  inspire 
any  great  amount  of  hope." 

9b.     WASHINGTON  CROP  NOTES 

The  following  report  was  made  on  May  31,  by  F.  E-  Bailey,  Yakima, 

Washington:  ' 

"Head  lettuce  in  King  County  in  the  Puget  Sound  area  of  Washington 
started  moving  the  first  of  this  week  with  as  good  quality  as  I  have  ever 
seen  in  the  first  cars  to  roll.    The  solidity  was  better  than  usual  in  the 
first  cuttings  and  tipburn  and  slime  were  prnctically  none-existent,  ihe 
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season  started  off  with  one  mishap,  i.e.,  a  freeze  at  Kent  on  the  morning 
of  the  26th  which  damaged  a  lot  :of  mature  lettuce  just  ready  for  cutting. 
This  slowed  up  work  on  the  26th  and-  27th  and  caused  a  lot  of  mature  lettuce 
to  "be  discarded. 

"The  lettuce  crop  at  Pasco,  in  eastern  Washington,   is  showing  con- 
siderable tipburn  and  some  slime.    The  solidity  there  is  poor  at  present. 

"At;  Walla  Walla,  where  several  cars  are  rolling  each  day,  the  solidity 
is  good  with  those  growers  who  know  how  to  let  the  stock  mature,  hut  some  are 
cutting  immature  lettuce.     Spring  frosts  have  injured  the  wrapper  leaves  in 
many  Walla  Walla  crops,  making  it  difficult  to  pack  ITo.  1  quality  "because  of 
ragged  wrappers,   even  though  the  solidity  is  good.    No  tipDurn  had  shown  up 
in  7a 11a  Walla  lettuce  up  to  May  30. 

KA  few  cars  of  peas  have  rolled  from  Pasco,  all  of  which  had  to  "be 
"belt  graded  to  remove  pods  seriously  damaged  in  the  freeze  of  May  8.    Peps,  as 
they  come  from  the  field,   showed  tit;  to  25$  seriouslv  deformed  and  scarred 
pods  in  many  of  which  the  peas  ~ere  fully  and  normally  developed,  "but  in  others 
there  were  no  peas  although  the  pod  w*s  well  rounded. 

"On  May  30  I  saw  Tartarian  cherries  which  were  "being  picked  for  ship- 
ment in  the  Walla  "Vplla  Valley.     There  was  a  lot  of  immature,  under-flavored 
stock  in  these  and  heavy  cullage  would  be  necessary  to  put  out  a  pack  with 
any  quality.     It  appears  that  improperly  developed  cherries  from  sick  branches 
partially  winter  killed  may  he  a  problem  in  getting  out  a  grade  of  cherries 
in  several  of  our  eastern  Washington  districts. 

"All  over  the  State  this  spring  it  seems  that  horticultural  production 
is  impaired  by  -inter  injury  and  spring  frosts.    Growers  of  ornamental  nursery 
stock  west  of  the  Cascades  have  suffered  heavy  losses  in  some  species  because 
of  last  "inter's  cold.     The  Cane  berries  of  western  Washington  have  also  suf- 
fered." 

10b.    EASTERN  SHORE  STRA'.TBEEPY  MOVE: 

The  following  information  was  received  in  a  letter  from  V.  H. 
Nicholson  at  Pocomoke  City,  dated  June  U: 

"The  movement  of  strawberries  from  the  Eastern  Shore  continues  to  be 
rather  light.    For  a  while,  the  volume  of  truck  movement  exceeded  the  rail 
shipments  but  during  the  last  few  days  the  shipments  by  freight  and  express 
almost  equaled  the  truck  movement.    To  date,  on  the  basis  of  2*4g  crates  per 
carload,   the  truck  movement  from  the  peninsula  as  a  whole  is  57  per  cent  of 
the  total  movement. 

"Truck  movement  from  the  district  to  date  totals  232,251  crates.  Of 
this  total,  Virginia  ^nd  Maryland  have  each  shipped  about  90.000  crates  and 
Delaware  50,  $l6  crates.     Tot^-l  truck  movement  to  June  U  last  season  was 
^62,2^0  crates.     Movement  by  rail  totals  727  c?rs  of  which  Virginia  has  ship- 
ped 2^9  cars,    l>ryland  33^  cars  pnd  Delaware  lUU  cpts.    To  June  U  last  season 
Virginia  h^d  shipped  500  cars,  Maryland  GlU  cars  and  Delrware  27S  cars  making 
a  tot^-1  of  1,392  cars  by  rail.     Shipments  to  drte  this  season  are  approximate- 
ly one-half  that  of  Inst  sepson. 

"The  season  is  practically  finished  in  Virginia.    Probably  not  more 
than  25  carlots  remain  ^round  Eallwood  and  Onley.    Maryland  probably  has  150 
to  200  c- riots  yet  to  move,  but  the  crop  is  needing  rain.    Delaware  may  have 
380  to  UCO  carlots  yet  but  it  is  likely  that  the  hot,  dry  weather  will  cut 
down  the  shipments  from  that  State.     Probably  500  to  G00  carlots  will  move 
from  the  district  during  the  next  ten  days  or  two  weeks  if  weather  conditions 
are  f^vor^blc."

Further,  the  Y/c sliingtoii  office  desires  a  monthly  report  of 
the  amount  of  Supplies  (paper  rnd  envelopes)  used  in  releasing  specirl  Crop 
Estimate  information.    This  should  be  mailed  to.  the  Washington  office  the 
lest  day  of  each  month.     Crop  Estimate  information  should  be  released 
promptly  end  in  such  form  as  will  insure  a  minimum  expense  without  impairing 
its  vr.lue  to  those  to  whom  it  is  sent. 

"I  have  been  receiving  frequent  comprehensive-  releases  by  the 
Division  of  Crop  -:nd  Livestock  Estimates  on  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  be- 
lieve thrt  this  is  a  very  valuable  addition  to  our  Market  Hows  program.. 
This  will  undoubtedly  prove  very  popular  with  the  Trade,  as  it  furnishes 
them  with  a  vest  amount  of  information  the t  they  are  so  eager  for,  but  have- 
not  the  facilities  for  obtaining.     It  is  often  surprising  to  loe.rn  from 
supposedly  well  informed  dealers  just  how  little  they  re-ally  know  about 
gen errl  crop  conditions  over  the  country. 

"I  em  personally  supervising  the  release  of  this  material  to  our 
meiling  list,  omitting  thrt  which  is  of  relatively  klittle  or  no  importance 
to  -our  subscribers.     It  is  going  to  add  considerable  expense  in  the  way  of 
additionrl  stencils  and  paper,  end  while  it  is  money  well  spent,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  will  be  possible  to  hold  the  expense  down  to  some  extent  by 
a  close  supervision  of  the  information  rcleesed.    For  example,  the  Chicago 
territory  subscribers  would-  hardly  be  interested  in  Y/oet  Virginia  torn- toes, 
Pennsylvania  sncp  beans,  or  21a inc  sweet  corn.    The  reler so  the t  reached  us 
in  today's  mril  would  require,  if  used  in  its  entirety,  seven  or  possibly 
eight  stencils,  but  we  ere  holding  our  release  to  six  stencils.     I  do  not 
believe  thc t  its  value  to  our  subscribers  hi  s  been  impaired  by  omitting 
somc  of  the  materiel*"

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l6b.     CALIFORNIA  CAIvgAL0tI?5  C.OIDITIOITS 

Under  date  of  May  25,  It.  H.  Lamb  made  the  following  request: 
"If  possible,  would  like  to  see  in  the  Division  letter  comments  from  the 
principal  markets  on  quality  and  condition  of  this  season's  cantaloupe  crop, 
and  rumors  circulating  in  the  Trade  as  to  general  conditions."    Mr.  Lamb's 
description  of  marketing  conditions  follows: 

"During  the  past  week,  standard  45' s  ^or  eastern  shipment  on  a  cash 
track  basis  declined  to  a  general  average  or  ^1.50,  but  under  stimulus  of 
lighter  shipments  over  the  week  end,  regained  10-2^  of  the  previous  loss, 
closing  tonight  firm  at  mostly  ^l.bO,  with  frew  sales  slightly  higher. 
Ripes  for  western  shipment,  or  'Choice'  as  they  are  locally  called,  continue 
in  light  supply  with  the  demand  for  good  stock  far  exceeding  supplies. 
Shippers  are  crowding  their  picking  as  much  as  possible  to  prevent  losses, 
and  there  have  been  instances  where  only  one  car  of  Choice  has  been  obtained 
to  forty  of  fancy.    Consequently,  hard  ripes  which  are  preferred  in  the 
Northwest  are  unobtainable  at  any  price;  offers  of  $3  passing  by  without 
takers.    The  best  Choice  obtainable  is  meeting  with  ready  sale  at  ^2. 25- ^2. 50, 
with  an  occasional  car  bringing  10-159-  premium.    Fair,  choice,  and  sot"fc;,stock 
is  largely  moving  by  truck  to  Los  Angeles  and  other  nearby  points. 

"It  seems  probable  that  the  worst  trouble  from  mildew  and  mosaic  is 
nearly  over;  the  brushed  acreage  is  about  out  of  the  way,  and  the  crown  set 
of  the  covered  cantaloupes  constitutes  a  large  portion  of  stock  now  leaving 
the  Velley.    Very  few  complaints  have  been  received  from  Eastern  markets  as 
to  quality,  although  the  general  quality  can  not  be  equal  to  that  of  last 
season.     Local  shippers  and  the  Horticultural  Inspection  Service  of  Imperial 
County  are  doing  their  best  to  keep  but  diseased  and  improperly  matured 
melons,  and  seem  to  be  succeeding  quite  well.     It  seems  likely  that  the 
greatest  effect  of  disease  this  season  will  be  a  marked  reduction  in  yield, 
particularly  on  the  early  acreages.    Some  estimates  place  the  probable 
yield  as  low  as  125  crates  to  the  acre;  others  have  figured,  for  sometime 
that  this  season's  shipments  might  fall  short  of  1929' s  record  movement. 
Time  will  tell." 


17b .     SHIgMTS  OF  STRAw3SrRIi:S  TIOll  MISSOgRI  ABOUT  FINISHED 

The  following  is  taken  from  a  letter  of  I 'ay  2b  from  L .  C.  Tate, 
Monett ,  Mi s  s  our i : 

"The  strawberry  season  is  near  a  close  in  the  Ozark  district.  Quality 
has  been  fair  this  week.    Most  of  the  old  beds  have  been  cleaned  up,  so 
that  present  loadings  are  coming  mainly  from  the  better  and  younger  fields. 
Sizes  have  been  below  normal  almost  all  season.    V/hile  the  acreage  will 
probably  be  cut  again  next  season  there  is  a  prospect  that  the  carlot  move- 
ment will  tend  slightly  upward.    Growers  have  taken  good  care  of  their  beds 
this  season,  in  sharp  contrast  to  what  has  ensued  during  the  last  two  years. 
This  will  bring  the  yield  up  somewh?.t.    This  season  some  of  the  older  beds 
yielded  only  around  15  crates  to  the  acre.     In  normal  seasons  growers  have 
he  yields  of  100  to  200  crates."

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lgfc .    QUALITY  0?  IOgBggg  LETTUCE  AFFECTED  BY  COLD  P.AINY  gEATHig  II-  WASHINGTON 

T.       Hall,  at  Seattle,  Washington  sent  the  following  news  in  a  letter 
da tod  May  24: 

"Continued  cold  rainy  weather  during. the  past  two  weeks  throughout 
western  Washington  is  rotrrding  and  perhaps  injuring  the  quality  of  Iceberg 
lettuce.    Luring  the  early  part  of  May,  weather  conditions  were  quite  ideal 
for  developing  good  quality  head  lettuce  out  recent  rrins  hrvo  served  to 
keep  the  crop  growing  and,  instead  of  hardening  the  herds,  in  many  districts 
they  seem  to  be  opening  up.     In  a  few  scattered  districts,  where  the  soil  is 
light  rnd  well  drained  and  perhaps  sleping  southward  toward  a  body  of  water, 
the  quality  is  very  satisfactory  but  many  of  the  first  shipments  from  this 
territory  will  likely  be  somowhr t  soft  rnd  immature. 

"While  early  last  week,  for  one  or  two  days,  conditions  seemed  to 
point  to  general  cutting  in  the  Puyaliup  and  Sumner  country  starting  about 
May  2b  but  now  it  appears  that  no  gro:  t  activity  will  occur  before  June  1. 
A  few  smeller  shippers  mry  try  to  get  a  err  or  so  rolling  the  letter  part 
of  May  but  this  is  being  discouraged  by  the  larger  dealers  who  realize  the 
danger  of  opening  the  Puget  Sound  season  by  shipping  ppor  to  ordinary  stock. 
In  seasons  past,  it  is  reported,  the  over  activity  early  in  the  serson  on 
the  part  of  some  shippers  has  had  r  detrimental  effect  throughout  the  whole 
western  Washington  serson. 

"It  is  too  ecrly  to  get  very  much  information  on  opening  prices  though 
it  is  reported  the  t  one  large  shipper  is  quoting  on  the  basis  lT>2.15  per  crrte 
4-5  dozen  subject  confirmation  next  week,  or  before  Memorial  Day.  The 
Seattle  jobbers  are  paying  growers  from  75c'  to  $1.25  per  crrte,  usually 
pecked  dry  with  three  dozen  heads  rnd  in  general  local  offerings  are  not  very 
well  trim  cd."

la.     TEE  PERISHABLE  AGRICULTURAL  COMMODITIES  ACT 

The  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,  formerly  cplled  the 
Borph  Bill,  was  signed  by  the  President  on  June  10,  and  several  members 
of  this  division  are  busy  preparing  applications  for  license  forms  and 
tentative  suggested  regulations.  '  No  definite  plan  of  organization  for  the 
administration  of  this  Act  has  been  announced.

3b.    EAST  TEXAS  TOMaTO  CROP  NOTES 

W.  D.  Googe  sent  the  following  news  from  Jacksonville ,  Texas 
on  June  7 1 

"The  East  Texas  tomato  de^l  to  date  has  been  very  different  from  that 
of  I929.    Prices  have  been  low  and  quality  poor.    As  was  the  case  in  the 
Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley,  anxious  buyers  offered  high  prices  to  get  the  first 
cars  out  and  growers  brought  in  immature  stock  which  had  a  depressing  effect 
on  the  market.    Over  800  cars  were  shipped  from  East  Texas  points  in  May, 
the  quality  of  which  w-ns  very  doubtful. 

"Shipping-point  inspection  service  has  been  established  this  season 
for  the  first  time  in  several  years.     Shippers  and  inspectors  have  been  co- 
operating in  an  effort  to  improve  the  quality  of  shipments.     On  the  whole, 
quality  is  not  as  good  as  it  was  a  year  ago  but  this  week's  movement  shows 
a  decided  improvement  over  th^t  of  Inst  week. 

"Prices  to  growers  this  week  have  ranged  between  two  and  three  cents  a 
pound  for  mature  green  stock.    Lugs  have  sold  cash  track  at  mostly  tl.l(M>1.15i 
and  around  -1.25  on  usual  terms.     So  far,  dealers  have  realized  practically 
no  profits,   since  prices  in  the  large  terminals  have  been  mostly  $1* 5C-*1 '75 
for  jobbing  sales.    With  the  close  of  this  week  approximately  1,800  cars  will 
have  moved  from  East  Texas,   or  about  half  the  estimated  shipments  for  the 
season."

T.  R.  Hall,   of  the  Seattle  office,   sent  the  following  news  in  a 
letter  dated  June  7: 

"Probably  the  past  week  hps  witnessed  the  heaviest  movement  of  Puget 
Sound  lettuce,  although  shipments  from  this  State  will  undoubtedly  continue 
near  last  week*s  level  throughout  the  coming  week.    Kent,  Washington  has 
been  the  center  of  operations  with  Auburn  and  Seattle  also  active.    One  or  two 
cars  a  day  we  understand  are  being  billed- from  Redmond,  Wash.,  a  small  hamlet 
on  the  east  side  of  Lake  Washington,  while  Kent  and  Auburn  are  in  the  puyaliup 
Valley  between  Seattle  and  Tacoma.    From  week  to  week  there  will  be  a  shifting 
of  operations  to  the  northward,  and  next  month,  points  near  Everett  and  Monroe 
will  be  the  center  of  operations. 

"Heavy  rainfall  throughout  western  Ws shington,  Sunday,  June  1,  and 
early  Monday  caused  some  anxiety  among  shippers  early  this  week.     ..eather  con- 
ditions during  the  last  week  of  May  favored  the  hardening  and  maturity  of  the 
Iceberg  crop,  but  with  over  one  inch  of  rain  falling  Sunday  June  1,  and  early 
Monday,  during  which  the  gardeners  continued  their  cutting,  shipments  Monday 
and  early  Tuesday  were  wet  and  somewhat  muddy.    As  a  result,  cash  buyers  were 
somewhat  reluctant  about  taking  hold  of  offerings,  for  western  'Tashington 
lettuce  in  seasons  past  has  not  been  noted  for  its  carrying  quality.  However, 
we  have  had  considerable'-  cloudy -wea-ther-  since  Tuesday  and  "nights  have  been 
cool.    As  a  result,  most  mid-week  and  end  of  the  week  offerings  have  been  of 
excellent  quality,  running  heavy  to  large  sizes,  of  reasonable  solidity,  and 
with  a  rather  large  percentage  of  the  stock  from  many  sections  sufficiently 
firm  or  hard  for  U.  S.  Fancy  requirements.     In  connection  with  the  quality 
factor,  the  writer  has  observed  that  it  is  the  almost  universal  practice  in 
the  pu.gent  Sound  packing  houses  to  leave  a  rather  heavy  protection  of  wrapper 
leaves  on  the  heads.    This  practice  is  in  an  effort  to  get  the  stock  delivered 
to  our  eastern  markets  in  satisfactory  condition. 

"There  are  a  good  many  cash  buyers  operating  in  this  territory  and 
Fuget  Sound  shipments  are  being  quite  well  distributed  among  the  eastern  mar- 
kets.   Most  shipments  are  handled  on  an  f.c.b.  cash  track  basis  although  some 
cars  are  handled  on  usual  terms  and  some  rolled  unsold.    The  f.o.D.  cash  track 
sales  have  ranged  32-$2.25  during  the  week  just  ended  with  the  usual  term 
market  usually  a  dime  to  a  quarter  higher." 

5b.    TATSRI.SLON  SITUATION  IN  FLORIDA 

R.  M.  Peterson,  at  Leesburg,  Florida,   in  his  letter  of  June  6,  gave 
the  following  information: 

"The  watermelon  crop,  in  the  Leesburg  district,   is  very  light  and  may 
not  run  over  one  car  to  eight  acres.     The  loadings  have  been  light  to  date, 
and  are  increasing  rather  slowly.    The  peak  movement,  which  will  not  be  heavy, 
is  expected  Wednesday,  June  11,  but  shipments  will  probably  fall  off  quite 
rapidly  toward  the  end  of  that  week.    The  following  week  should  clean  up  most 
of  the  crop  in  this  section. 

"The  quality  of  the  melons,  from  the  Leesburg  district,  has  been  gen- 
erally good  with  very  little  anthracnose,  and  most  melons  have  been  allowed 
to  ripen  fully  before  pulling.     It  is  feared  that  the  recent  rains,  now  being 
followed  by  hot  weather,  may  result  in  considerable  anthracnose.    Many  fields 
^re  being  dusted  to  check  this  disease.

"A  few  cars. may- -move  from  the  Ocala  section  next  Monday  and  the 
Gainesville  section  will,  no  doubt,   start  loading  a  few  days  plater.  The 
melons  in  the  sections- further  north  are  coming  on  quite  rapidly  and  a  good 
yield  is  expected.     It  now  looks  as  though  North .Florida  and  South  Georgia 
will  start  shipping  about  the  same  time,  with  the  first  few  cars  out  by 
June  23  or  slightly  earlier »u 

6b .     NORTH  CAROLINA  POTATO  MARKET 

R.  E.  Keller,   in  a  letter  of  June.-  5,  from  Elizabeth  City,  North  Carolina, 
sent  the  following  news: 

"The  North  Carolina  potato  deal  during  the  past  three  days  has  stepped 
rapidly  to  the  front,  from  58  cars  on  June  2  to  262.  on  June  3,  and  U01  on  the 
Uth-    To  date  the  movement  has  been  mostly  from  loading  points  in  the  ^south- 
ern part  of  the  State,  a  few  shippers  today  report  that  they  are  loading  out 
of  Elizabeth  City  proper,  but  the  movement  from  here  is  not  expected  to  be 
heavy  until  next  week.    Shippers  loading  at  southern  points  explained  that 
the  quality  is  good,  potatoes  being  bright  and  clean,  and  of  good  size,  and 
also  the  tonnage  moving  from  here  is  running  the  same. 

"There  was    a  slight  over-lapping  of  North  Carolina  shipments  yester- 
day, with  the  wind-up  of  South  Carolina  shipments,  but  according  to  reports 
South  Carolina  is  practically  out  of  the  way  and  no  more  than  a  normal  over- 
lapping is  occurring,  a  healthy  situation,  as  in  the  past  two  years  the  sea- 
sons were  not  so  well  timed.    From  present  indications  the  maturity  of  North 
Carolina  potatoes  will  reach  their  peak  about  next  week,  and  the  heavy  com- 
peting sections  on  the  Eastern  Shore  will  come  just  a  little  later,  allowing^ 
North  Carolina  a  period  of  time  to  move  her  crop.    The  shippers  are  working  in 
very  close  harmony  with  the  Early  Interstate  Potato  Committee,  and  will  likely 
try  to  move  their  stock  and  keep  the  movement  advancing  orderly- 

"Prices  on  North  Carolina  potatoes  opened  at  $5  per  barrel  Monday,  but 
as  the  movement  has  accelerated  the  price  has  slipped  until  it  reached  a  $U„50 
level  yesterday. 

"I  have  not  been  informed  as  to  yields  in  producing  sections  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  State,  but  can  advise  as  to  present  indications  around 
Elizabeth  City.    Digging  in  lower  Currituck  points  reveals  about  a  normal 
yield;     12  barrels  to  one  bag  of  seed  planted,  or  expressed  in  acreage,  about 
^0  to  50  barrels  to  the  acre.    Around  Elizabeth  City  it  is  a  little  too  early 
to  tell  what  the  fields  will  yield,  but  local  dealers  who  have  surveyed  and 
Scratched*  through  different  patches  think  the  harvest  will  be  about  10$ 
under  normal."

In  reporting  Silica  Gel  or  Safety  Refrigerator  cars  on  inspection  cer- 
tificates, the  following  methods  will  be  usee.    The  initials  of  this  line,  SHI 
and  the  number  of  the  car  will  he  shown  on  the  certificate  in  the  same  maimer 
that  the  initials  end  number  of  any  other  car  are  shown.    The  initials  SRIX, 
are  considered  so  distinctive  that  further  description  of  the  type  of  the  car 
is  unnecessary.-;   'Opposite  the  heading  "hind  of  Car"  the  word  "Refrigerator" 
will  appear . 

The  statement,  "Refrigeration  system  in  (or  not  in)  operation"  will  be 
made  under"  "Condition  of  car".    These  facts  can  probably  be  obtained  by 
noting  the  frost  on  the  evaporating  pipes  under  the  ceiling  of  the  err  or  by 
listening  to  the  mechanism  in  the  mechanical  bunker.     It  will  also  be  neces- 
srry  to  note  whether  the  system  is  operating  as  a  heater  or  a  refrigerator. 
The  statement,  "Temperature  control  system  in  operation  as  a  heater  (or  re- 
frigerator}", will  give  the  desired  information.

On  some  certifier tcs  this  injury  is  described  as  "scald  spots"  and 
in  other  cases  what  appears  to  have  been  scald  was  reported  as  "deep  dis- 
colored bruised  spots".  B.r.-ises  should  not  be  mistaken  for  scald  and  when 
it  is  evident  thct  potatoes  have  been  injured  oy  sun  scald  the  term  "scald" 
should  be  used.  Of  course  when  potatoes  are  badly  bruised  they  should  be 
so  reported.  2a ch  inspector  should  carefully  review  Paragraph  34  ^°  39 
inclusive,    Potato  section,  Inspection  Handbook.

The  State  of  Georgia  has  adopted  the  use  of  the  U.  So  grades  this 
year  with  the  exception  of  unclassified.

COImRjRCI^L  GRADE  shell  consist  of  perches  of  one  variety  which  a.re 
mature,  firm,  free  from  decay  rot,  worms,  end  worm  holes.

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la.     BODY  OF  EXPENSE  ACCOUNT  MUST  BE  FILL7D  III  AT  TOP. 

Attention  of  field  men  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  top  of 
the  "body  of  expense  accounts  must  he  filled  in  "before  they  are  sent 
over  to  the  Accounting  Office.  This  is  not  being  done  by  a  number  of 
our  field  men  and  therefore  must  be  done  in  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Administrative  Office,  which  office  is  not  always  familiar  with  the 
facts.  Our  field  men  are  requested  to  see  that  this  is  done  in  the 
future  before  sending  their  expense  accounts  to  Washington.

2a.     PRELIMINARY  CODE  PAGES  FOR  SUPPLIES  ALT)  WEATHER  BE  DIG-  MAILED 

With  this  Division  Letter  we  are  nailing  cut  preliminary  pages 
of  the  proposed  revised  code  for  "General  Statement  of  Receipts  and 
Supplies"  (c)  and  Weather  (B).  Each  of  these  take  two  pages  and  when 
finally  approved  will  be  placed  in  the  Code  Book  with  the  pages  facing 
each  other.  Please  submit  suggestions  for  changes  at  an  early  date. 

3a.     QUOTING  GEORGIA  PEACHES  PACKED  III  CRA2ES 

The  next  to  last  sentence  in  paragraph  13b, Division  Letter  of 
June  0,1930,  indicates  that  the  pack  should  be  shown  when  quoting  peaches 
packed  in  crates.  Instead  of  showing  the  pack  (i.e.  2  x  1-6  or  2  x  2-6') 
in  the  market  wires,  the  size  should  be  described  in  accordance  with  the 
following  table: 

Very  large  2x1  (5  layers) 

Large  2x1  (6  layers) 

Medium  2x2  (6  layers) 

Small  3  x  2  (6  layers) 

Very  small  3  x  3  and  smaller 

Use  size  terms  already  provided  on  the  JI-JU  page  of  the  code  for 
these  size  Dhrases.

lb.     FLORIDA.  WATERMELON  MARKET 

R.  M.  Peterson,  writing  from  Leesburg  on  June  iK,  gave  the  following 

report : 

"Watermelon  shipping  point  prices  showed  a  gradual  decline  throughout 
the  week.  Monday's  prices  of  $300  to  $625  for  22  to  32  pound  average  reached 
$250  to  $^25  the  last  of  the  week.   Although  this  drop  in  prices  was  not  as 
rapid  as  is  usually  the  case  when  the  melon  crop  gets  underway,  it  proved  rather 
disappointing  because  it  was  generally  felt  that  the  light  movement  would  main- 
tain a  rather  steady  market.  The  northern  consuming  centers,  however,  did  not 
enjoy  the  generally  warm  days  of  the  week  previous,  resulting  in  a  slower  de- 
mand with  a  gradual  accumulation  of  cars  in  most  markets.  The  weakness  in  the 
larger  markets  became  apparent  early  in  the  week  and  most  shippers  sought 
better  outlets  in  smaller  markets  resulting  in  a  widsr  distribution.  The 
larger  markets,  however,  did  not  show  any  appreciable  recovery  until  Saturday 
afternoon  when  it  became  quite  obvious  that  the  cars  rolling  toward  these 
markets  were  rather  light.  This,  coupled  with  prospects  for  warmer  weather, 
caused  an  increased  demand  from  a  number  of  points,  particularly  New  York  City 
and  Chicago.  This  demand  from  two  of  the  largest  consuming  centers  resulted  in 
considerable  strength  at  shipping  point,  an"3.  Saturday  night  saw  practically 
all  of  that  days  loadings  sold  and  most  of  the  rollers  disposed  of.  With 
reasonably  warm  weather  in  the  North  and  shipments  no  heavier  than  those  ex- 
pected for  the  following  week,  a  steady  to  firm  market  should  be  maintained 
at  prices  higher  than  are  usually  received  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

"Shipments  from  Florida  for  the  past  five  days  have  averaged  175  cars. 
Most  of  these  cars  were  loaded  in  the  Leesburg  District  which,  however,  has 
reached  its  peak  and  will  show  considerably  lighter  loadings  next  week, 
especially  the  latter  half  of  the  week.  The  Trent on-G-ainesville  District  be- 
gan shipping  last  Monday,  but  is  not  getting  underway  very  fast,  and  it  is 
not  expected  that  the  loadings  from  that  District  will  increase  rapidly  until 
after  next  week.  It  looks  now  as  though  the  total  movement  from  the  State  next 
week  will  be  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  past  week,  possibly  slightly  heavier. 

"The  rains  of  last  week  and  this  week  have  been  followed  by  generally 
favorable  v/eather  and  most  fields  are  comparatively  free  from  disease.  Some 
of  the  vines  in  the  Leesburg  District  are  dying  and  melons  picked  from  these 
patches  are  generally  poor.  The  quality  as  a  whole, however ,  has  been  good  and 
there  has  been  little  complaint  about  condition  upon  arrival.  A.  few    of  the 
cars  loaded  in  the  Trent  on-G-ainesville  District,   early  in  the  week,  were  reports 
ed  to  be  green  but  the  stock  now  being  loaded  is  considered  very  good. 

,ri/Iost  of  the  stock  loaded  this  far  has  been  Tom  Watsons.   A.  few  Dixie 
Belles  are  moving  daily  but  not  in  great  enough  quantity  to  quote  a  market  on 
this  variety. "

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2b o    EASTE-BE  SHORE  ?QT/  TO  ECVEITE'T 

V.  H.  Nicholson,  at  Pocomoke  City,  sent  the  following  information 
in  his  letter  of  June  151 

"The  first  car  of  Eastern  Shore  potatoes  rolled  on  Thursday,  June 
5,  about  two  weeks  later  than  last  year.     To  June  I4?  only  105  cars  have 
been  shipped  from  the  Eastern  Shore  :i  Virginia  compared  with  1,375  oars 
to  the  same  date  last  year.    The  season  is  approximately  ten  days  later 
than  last  year. 

"The  movement  this  next  week  is  expected  to  be  fairly  light  accord- 
ing to  the  shippers  around  Cape  Charles.    The  movement  is  expected  to  be- 
come heavy  the  week  of  June  23-28  and  probably  reach  the  peak  the  first 
week  in  July.    First  cars  from  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland,  are  expected 
about  June  25,  but  the  movement  from  Maryland  probably  will  not  be  very 
heavy  until  the  second  week  of  July. 

"Before  the  rain  of  June  7?  $         S»  most  shippers  were  agreed 
that  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  would  ship  only  14,000 
to  lo,000  cars  this  season.    Shipments  fro:;,  the  "Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia 
last  season  were  17,607  cars  and  Eastern  Shore  Maryland  2,350  cars  or  a 
total  of  19 , 957  cars.     If  the  Eastern  Shore  shipped  l6,-000  cars  this  season 
that  would  be  only  approximately  3o  per  cent  of  the  shipments  last  season 
which  is  in  line  with  the  estimate  released  by  the  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates  Division  on  June  10.     But  the  rain  a  week  ago  has  changed  the 
outlook  somewhat  and  some  fsctors  are  now  expecting  a  crop  nearly  as  large 
as  last  season. 

"Yield  of  the  fields  that  have  been  dug  are  variable  ranging  from 
25  to  55  barrels  to  the  acre-  but  the  average  probably  is  around  jO  to  35 
barrels.    Several  cars  have  failed  to  grade  because  of  the  small  size  of 
the  potatoes.    However,  quality  of  the  'astern  Shore  potato  crop  is 
expected  to  be  fairly  good  this  sea  so.,  providing  the  weather  is  not  too 
dry  during  the  next  two  or  three  weeks.

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  peaches  are  highly  per- 
ishable and  changes  in  temperature  or  refrigeration  have  an  important  in- 
fluence on  the  shipment.  Due  to  varii  tion  in  refrigeration  the  condition 
frequently  varies  in  different-  locations  in  the  car.  It  is,  therefore, 
necessary  that  inspections  extend  to  all  layers  in  the  load  in  order  that 
the  certificates  may  give  e  complete  report  regarding  the  condition  of  the 
fruit. 

Color  statements  should  refer  to  the  "blush  or  red  color  and  not  to 
the  ground  color,    "he  true  color  or. blush  is  not  a  good  index  of  the 
maturity  since  color  varies  with  the  variety,  producing  sections,  weather 
conditions,  and  other  factors,  as  well  as  with  the  stage  of  maturity. 
Color  is  often  an  important  factor  in  determining  the  market  value  of 
peaches  and,  therefore,  should  be  carefully  determined  end  described. 
U.  S.  Fancy  grade  for  peaches  contains  a  color  classifier tion  for  the  most 
common  varieties  and  should  be  used  as  a  guide  in  making  inspections  on 
the  basis  of  the  Fancy  grade.    There  are  no  color  requirements  for  the 
other  grades  end  unless  the  peaches  aie  packed  to  meet  the  II.  3.  Fancy 
grade  the  following  terms  should  be  used  to  describe  the  color: 

Poorly  colored  means  that  the  steak  shows  poor  color  for  the  variety. 

Fairly  well  colored  means  that  the  stock  shows  fair  color  for  the 
variety. 

"Veil  colcrec  means  the  t  the.  stoeh  shows  good  color  for  the  variety. 
Highly  colored,  means  the  t  the  stock  shows  exceptional  color  for  the 
vari :ty. 

Characteristic  color  should  be  used  to  describe  the  color  of  varie- 
ties v/hich  normally  show  little  or  no  red  color,   such  es  Lemon  Cling. 

Descriptions  of  the  maturity  of  peaches  should  be  carefully  made. 
The  condition  of  the  fruit  in  most  ceses  is  the  factor  of  primary  impor- 
tance.    If  the  load  consists  of  different  varieties,  or  different  lots, 
showing  varying  conditions,  separate  statements  should  be  made  regarding 
the  maturity  and  the  amount  of  decay  in  the  respective  lots.    Decay  end 
firmness  frequently  vary  according  to  layers  end  separate  statements  should 
be  made  regarding  the  condition  of  the  stock  in  the  respective  layers  or 
groups  of  layers.    The  terms  " immature" ,  "hard" ,  "firm",  "ripe"  end  "soft" 
should  be  used  to  describe  the  maturity  or  degree  of  firmness  of  peaches. 
These  terms  eac  t  efined  in  the  peach  section  of  the  inspection  handbook. 

The  diameter  of  peaches  must  be  r  eported  on  the  be  sis  of  their 
minimum  transverse  diameter  end  not  on  the  basis  of  the  largest  diameter, 
es  in  the  cese-  ci  potatoes. 

It  is  alwavs  important  to  take  the  temperature  of  the  product. 

The  IT.  So  Standards  for  peaches  were  revised  Kay  17?  1930  and  each 
inspector  should  carefully  study  the  specifications  for.  the  different 
grrdes  before  attempting  to  make  en  inspection  involving  a  grade  dot  emanation. 

It  will  be  noted  the  t  the  new  grades  show  some  minor  changes  in  word- 
ing and  arrangement  from  the  t  in  the  eld  predes.    These  have  been  made  in 
order  te  conform  more  closely  with  the  Department T  s  general  grade  policy. 
The  principal  changes  are  a.s  follows: 

U.  S.  Fancy  -  (Present  grade.)    Provides  that  the  pechos  shall  be 
free  from  worms  end  from  damage  by  bruises,  dirt,  or  other  foreign  materials. 
The  old  grade  provided  that  the  peaches  shall  be  "free  from  bruises,  dirt,  etc.

As  the  original  revision  of  the  H  page  of  the  code  which  was  mailed 
out  two  weeks  ago  had  the  tentative  revision  of  the  onion  page  of  the 
code  mimeographed  on  the  reverse  side,  we  are  accordingly  mailing  out  other 
pages  of  this  page  which  should  be  substituted  in  all  code  books  for  the 
one  which  you  have  at  present.

"Prices  this  season  have  "been  unsatisfactory.    Growers  and  shippers 
will  have  little  to  show  for  their  efforts  after  the  returns  are  all  in, 
"but  the  lesson  of  overproduction  is  being  learned.     The  average  price  the 
last  three  days  has  been  "between  a  cent  and  a  cent  and  a  half  per  pound  to 
£rowers,  and  around  85  cents  per  lug  for  carloads  f.o-b.  cash  track." 

5b-     FLORIDA  WATERMELON  SHIPMENTS  HEAVY 

R.  M.  Peterson,  at  Leesburg,   on  June  21,  wrote  as  follows: 

"The  watermelon  shipments  are  increasing  slightly  faster  than  was 
anticipated.    The  movement  this  week  averaged  around  230  cars  daily,  which 
is  bO  cars  heavier  than  last  week1 s  average  daily  shipments.    The  Leesburg 
section  is  about  through  but  will  continue  to  ship  a  few  cars  most  cf  next 
week.     The  section  from  Ocala  to  Gainesville  has  reached  its  peak,  but 
Trenton  nearby,   is  expected  to  increase  its  movement  until  the  middle  of 
next  week.    Northern  Florida  has  started  loading  and  unless  prices  fall  off 
materially  will  be  shipping  quite  heavily  by  the  end  of  next  week.     It  is 
difficult  to  estimate  the  total  movement  from  Florida  for  the  coming  week, 
but  with  a  few  more  hot  days,  like  today,  the  shipments  will  easily  reach 
350  to  UOO  cars  daily.     (The  movements  for  23rd,  2kth  and  25th  were  UUb,  7b"S 
and  big  respectively.) 

"Shipping-point  prices  declined  slightly  during  the  week,  but  closed 
Saturday  with  an  active  demand  and  firm  market.    Present  prices  are  still 
high  and  it  is  not  expected  that  they  will  hold  for  more  than  a  few  days 
at  most.     The  carrying  quality  of  the  melons  has  been  surprisingly  good,  and 
even  the  loadings  from  old  and  infected  fields  have  arrived  at  their  des- 
tinations in  generally  good  condition.     Some  buyers  stated  that  they  made 
more  money  on  stock  bought  from  old  fields,  although  slightly  spotted,  than 
they  did  from  the  stock  loaded  farther  north,  which  in  many  cases  cut  green. 

"The  fields  in  southern  Georgia  are  maturing  practically  as  fast  as 
those  in  northern  Florida  and  shipments  are  expected  to  increase  quite  rapid- 
ly.   Monday! s  or  Tuesday's  loadings  are  expected  to  be  around  100  cars, 
and  shipments  by  the  end  of  next  week  may  reach  close  to  300  cars  daily* 
Considerable  of  this  stock  is  reported  to  be  green  and  is  not  in  as  great 
demand  as  the  cars  being  loaded  in  the  G^inesville-Leesburg  sections."

V.  K-  Nicholson,  writing  from  Pocomoke  City  on  June  aPt  gave  the 
following  report: 

"Shippers  and  seedsmen  report  that  the  acreage  of  cucumbers  has  been 
increased  this  year.    Dry  weather  during  the  last  few  weeks  has  hindered 
the  development  of  the  vines  in  sore  localities  and  rather  light  yield? 
are  expected  this  season.    Quality  is  expected  to  be  rather  variable  be- 
cause of  the  dry  weather  and  the  fact  that  many  growers  have  not  been  giving 
the  plants  the  best  of  care.     First  shipments  are  expected  around  July  1  and 
the  auction  block  at  Salisbury  i6  expected  to  open  about  July  5*

"I  have  been  issuing  an  extra  bullet  in . this  season  at  Jacksonville, 
to  obviate  the  many  telephone  calls  ear^y  in  the.  morning  relative  to  the 
...    number  of  cars  of  tomatoes-  shipped  the  previous  day.    With  about  30 

buyers  and  almost  as  many  shippers  all  anxious  to  know  how  many  cars  were 
Out,  I  found, that  I  was  spending  more  than  an  hour  on  the  phone  and 
being  interrupted  by  callers  at  the  office  all ; through  the  forenoon  so 
that  I  could  not  get  the  other  work  accomplished.    This  sheet  was  de- 
vised in  self-defense,  and  has  brought  a  flood  of  complimentary  remarks. 

"As  soon  as  the  first  wire  is  received  giving  the  carlot  ship- 
ments of  the  day  before,  I  take  a  stencil  and  with  a  stylus  copy  the 
information  in  bold  handwriting  so  that  it  is  easy  to  read  at  a  glance. 
The  messenger  then  runs  off  about  fifty  copies  which  are  distributed 
to  the  hotels,  offices  and  packing  sheds  within  a  radius  of  four  or 
five  blocks.    A  supply  is  left  at  a  convenient  place  in  the  office  to 
be  picked  up  by  those  who  call  at  the  off: ce  without  taking  up  a  lot 
of. my  time.    These  early  bulletins  are  generally  out' and  distributed 
by  nine  o'clock.    They  have  proven  to  be  great  time-savers  for  me  as 
well  as  for  shippers  a,nd  others  interested  in  the  information.    A  number 
have  praised  the  appearance  and. brevity  of  the  statements  contained 
thereon.    There  are  many  who  cannot  read  the  elite  type  of  our  type- 
writers without  glasses,  but  they  can  read  these  sheets  across  a  desk 
or  when  they  are  hanging  on  a  hook  on  -the/wall-         .  . 

"I  do  not  know  that  such  a  bulletin  has  been  issued  by  any  other 
field  office,  and  feel  that  some  other  field  men  might  find  it  a  satis- 
factory device  in  stations  like  this  one-" 

The  bulletin  referred  to  gave  reports  of  shipments  by  States, 
total  U.  S.  and  Crystal  Springs,  Mississippi  tomato  prices.

"It  is  reported  that  the  acreage  of  cantaloupes  has  not  been  in- 
creased this  year  probably  "because  of  the  rather  unprofitable  prices  re- 
ceived last  season.    However,  Eastern  Shore  growers  have  increased  their 
acreage  of  tomatoes  this  season  with  the  hope  that  the  canneries  rill  buy 
what  the  market  will  not  take  as  green  wrapped  at  a  fair  price.    The  fairly 
good  prices  received  last  season  was  probably  the  main  reason  for  this  in- 
crease in  acreage.     If  good  weather  conditions  prevail  during  the  next  few 
weeks,   it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  will  have  one 
of  the  largest  crops  of  tomatoes  they  have  grown  for  several  years."

The  Kansas  Combination  Grade  specifies  that  it  must  contain  at  least 
75  per  cent  of  strictly  U.  S.  No.  1  potatoes  and  the  remainder  U.  S.  No. 
2Ts.    This  means  that  any  hollow  heart,  undersize,   or  defective  stock  must 
come  out  of  the  remaining  25  per  cent.    The  tolerance  for  underize  potatoes 
in  this  grade  has  been  increased  to  7  per  cent  instead  of  the  usual  5  Per 
cent .

lb  .     SPECIAL  NOTICE  TO  FIELD    m  BEQAgglgG  THE  CONDITION  OF  FIELD  EQUIPMENT 

Field  station  equipment  in  poor  repair  is  sometimes  shipped  to  a 
market  station  for  storage  without  any  accompanying  advice  relative  to  such 
condition.     In  the  future,  it  is  requested  that  all  field  men  advise  the  one 
to  whom  field  equipment  is  being  shipped  of  any  necessary  repairs  which  should 
be  made  to  put  such  equipment  in  good  condition.     It  frequently  happens  that 
equipment  is  received  by  a  market  station  man  who,  due  to  press  of  work,  is 
una,ble  to  look  over  the  equipment  before  it  is  necessary  to  rcship  it  else- 
where.   No  field  station  equipment  should  be  shipped  to  another  point  with- 
out being  thoroughly  cleaned  and  properly  packed. 

2b.    RAILROAD  REPORTS 

Advise  received  here  indicates  that  the  various  railroads  are  curtail- 
ing their  forces  in  order  to  meet  the  present  business  depression.    As  a 
result  of  these  curtailments,  Mr,  Cross  suggests  that  we  are  likely  to  on- 
counter  efforts  on  the  part  of  railroad  officials  to  modify  or  discontinue 
arrangements  for  arrival,  shipmont,  and  other  railroad  information  used  in 
connection  with  the  News  Service.     If  any  letters  or  requests  are  received 
from  any  of  the  carriers  requesting  a  modification  of  arrangements  or  discon- 
tinuance of  reports  now  being  received  or  being  arranged  for,  it  is  requested 
that  such  letters  or  communications  merely  be  acknowledged  by  the  field 
station  or  market  station  representative  and  referred  to  the  P/ashington  office 
for  attention  and  handling.

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3b.     EASTERN  SHORE  L1ARXET 

V.  H.  Nicholson,  at  Pocomoke  City,  Maryland,  in  his  letter  of  July  7 
gave  the  following  report: 

"peak  movement  of  Eastern  Shore  potatoes  is  expected  this  week  with 
the  heaviest  shipments  expected  Tuesday.    Practically  all  shippers  estimate 
that  over  3>000  cars  will  move  from  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  this  week 
"but  it  would  not  he  surprising  if  the  movement  did  not  exceed  3>500  cars  if 
favorable  weather  prevails.    Maryland  probably  will  ship  500  or  600  cars 
this  week." 

"While  it  is  probable  that  the  Eastern  Shore  has  as  many  potatoes  as 
last  season,  it  is  also  probable  that  shipments  will  not  exceed  those  of 
last  season.    The  favorable  markets  last  season  were  responsible  for  a 
rather  heavy  shipment  "of  culls  but  this  movement  will  be  much  lighter  this 
season  because  of  the  low  prices.    The  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  and  Mary- 
land shipped  nearly  20,000  cars  last  season  but  this  season's  shipments  are 
expected  to  be  somewhat  less  than  that  figure." 

"Prices  have  declined  steadily  since  the  opening  of  the  deal.  Today, 
most  shippers  are  holding  for  $2.69  or  approximately  half  the  opening  price 
of  $5. 25~5  «50.    During  the  past  wee]:  a  rather  larger  percentage  of  the  ship- 
ments have  been  billed  to  diversion  points  and  it  is  probable  that  most 
diversion  points  are  loaded  rather  heavily.    Shippers  expect  prices  to  con- 
tinue their  downward  trend  during  this  week  with  little  or  no  reaction  until 
the  middle  of  next  week." 

"The  cucumber  crop  seems  tc  be  fairly  good  and  a  heavy  crop  is  expected. 
The  recent  rains  have  been  very  beneficial  to  the  crop  and  most  growers  now 
expect  at  least  a  normal  yield.    Probably  ko  cars  will  move  from  the  Eastern 
Shore  today.    Prices  to  growers  have  ranged  mostly  $1.00-1.25  for  bushel 
hampers  on  the  auction  block  at  Salisbury  with  packing  house  stock  selling 
mostly  $1.50-1.65  on  a  usual  terms  basis." 

"The  cantaloupe  acreage  has  boon  reduced  this  season  but  it  is  reported 
that  the  crop  is  looking  well.    First  shipments  are  expected  around  August  1."

The  British  Embargo  prohibits  the  importation  of  low  grade  American 
apples  from  July  7  to  November  15 .  The  orier  permits  only  the  importation 
of  Extra  Fancy  and  Fancy  apples  of  the  box  grades,  and  Fancy  and  U.  S.  No; 
1  of  the  barrel  grades  .  A  special  form  of  certificate  is  required  showing 
that  each  lot'  of  apples  meecs  one  of  the  foregoing  grades.  This  certificate 
will  be  issued  at  the  ports  only  and  will  not  be  issued  at  shipping  point 
or  any  interior  market. 

Shipping  point  inspectors  will  continue  to  issue  the  Export  Form 
certificate  upon  request  as  heretofore  .    The  presence,  of  apple  mascot  or 
visible  spray  residue  upon  the  cheeks  of  the  aoples  will  be  sufficient 
cause  to  refuse  the  issuance  of  the  Export  Form  certificate.  A  little  spray 
residue  in  the  stem  basin  is  of  no  consequence  but  each  shipping  point  in-o 
spec  tor  should  be  cautioned  regarding  visible  residue  on  the  cheeks  of  the 
apples.     Shipping  point  inspectors  should  state  the  number  of  barrels,  as 
shown  by  the  manifest,   in  all  cases  when  possible. 

The  special  certificate  to  accompany  lots  of  angles  which  are  to  be 
exported  will  be  issued  only  at  ports.     This  certificate  can  be  issued  on 
lots  certified  up  to  ^raie  at  shippin--  point  on  the  Export  Form  certificate. 
In  such  cases  the  application  for  the  special  form  certificate  should  be 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  shipping  point  certificate.    A  fee  of  $1.90 
will  be  char  zed  for  the  special  form  certificate  issued  on  the  basis  of  a 
shipping  point  certificate  but  when  inspection  is  made  at  the  port  to  deters 
mine  grade  the  usual  fee  of  $U. 00  will  be  char-zed  for  the  regular  certificate 
and  no  charge  made  for  the  special  form  which  accompanies  it. 

The  applicant  will  probably  desire  the  original  and  one  copy  of  the 
special  form,  one  copy  will  be  mailed  to  Washington,  leaving  two  copies  for 
the  office  files,  the  plan  being  to  type  five1  copies  including  the  ribbon 
copy  and  four  carbons.    No  spac3  is  provided  for  recording  the  fee  on  this 
special  form  and  it  should  not  be  shown  on  the  original  or  any  copies 
delivered  to* interested  parties.    This  fee,  however,   should  be  recorded  on 
one  office  file  copy  and  the  cooy  sent  to  "Washington.     The'  following  nota- 
tions will  be  sufficient  in  this  connection:  "Fee  $1.00"  or  "No  charge". 
These  special  forms  should  be  consecutively  numbered.

The  following  report  was  received  in  a  letter  dated  July  9  from  L.  C. 
Tate,  Phoenix,  Arizona! 

"The  cantaloupe  movement  from  Arizona  is  well  over  its  peak:,  although 
there  should  "be  some  increase  in  shipments  age  in  by  July  12-14*  L  light  rain 
fell  in  the  Salt  River  Valley  the  night  of  July  79  followed  by  a  heavy  rain 
the  next  night.  This  cut  the  volume  of  shipments  temporarily  but  did  little 
damage  to  the  crop  as  the  greater  portion  of  the  fields  were  between  first 
and  second  harvesting  at  the  time. 

11  The  market  has  been  in  poor  condition  for  more  than  a  week,  in  spite 
of  the  light  shipments  from  producing  districts.  Turing  the  past  7  days  a 
total  of  2,556  cars  of  cantaloupes,  honeydews,  etc.  have  been  shipped  by  all 
States,  averaging  A^Z  cars  daily*  Lest  year  3?  9^7  c^rs  were  shipped  during 
the  same  period,  averaging  57^  daily.  Prices  have  continued  to  decline 
slowly  since  .'.r  is  one  attained  its  peak  of  lording  on  July  3>  rn(*  cash  track 
sales,  f  .0. b6 , ranged  $1  to  J>1«15  last  night  as  compered  with  Jl  .2^- n>l«35  011 
the  same  date  last  year  on  an  advancing  market.  Prices  on  standard  45s  never 
got  below  #1.15  last  year  until  after  our  office  was  closed.  The  State  has 
now  shipped    3041  cars  of  melons  against  1,722  to  the  same  date  last  year.'

Upon  various  occasions  in  the  past,  both  by  Division  Letter  items 
and  by  personal  letters,  wc  have  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  often 
the  wires  to  Washington  arc  unncccss arily  detailed.  It  seems  necessary  to 
again  mention  this  fact.  Probably  one  reason  for  this  condition  is  that 
most  market  stations  send  Washington  exactly  the  sane  report  which  they 
publish  on  their  local  bulletin.  The  two  reports  serve  different  purposes 
and  need  not  be  identical.  In  the  report  published  locally  it  is  well  to 
go  into  full  detail,  giving  a  record  of  all  sales  of  which  the  reporter 
learns.  The  purpose  of  the  wire  to  Washington,  however,  is  to  give  a  gen- 
eral picture  of  the  market  situction  in  the  different  cities,  and  it  is 
often  possible  to  leave  out  such  expressions  as  "few  high  as  —  ",  "few  lew 
as  — ",  etc.,  without  seriously  affecting  the  value  of  the  report.  In  con- 
densing reports  do  not  leave  cut  inform;  tion  of  value  to  field  stations, 
but  in  the  main  confine  the  information  to  statements  which  arc  essentially 
of  general  end  not  of  local  value.

On  lots  which  aro  incorrectly 
marked  as  to  minimum  size  the  :Spccial  Certifier tc  will  not  be  issued  until 
the  packages  arc  properly  marked.'  Markings :  as  to  minimum  size  apply  to 
Eastern  apples  in  barrels  and  -baskets  and  to  jumble  packed  boxes  but  not  to 
tier  pc eked  apples  in  boxes,  which  are  marked  with  the  number  of  apples  con- 
tained therein.  /I  check  mark  should  be  placed ''after  the  name  "of'  the  grades 
represented  in  a  lot  covered  by  the  Special  Form  Certifier tc.  In  the  case 
of  combination  grades  they  willbo  certified  as  of  the  lower  grade.  This 
Special  Certificate  will  be  issued  on  the  basis  of  the  Export  Form  Certifi- 
cate subject  to  proper  identification  and  check.  V  hen  the  Export  Form  cer- 
tificate is  not  obtained  at  shipping  point  it  may  be  obtained  at  the  port 
provided  the  apples  meet  all  the  requirements  as  to  apple  maggot  and  worms, 
and  freedom  from  spfray  residue.  Only  those  lots  which  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  grades  specified  in  the  order  can  be  exported  to  C-reat  Britain. 

In  addition  :thc  policies  governing'  the  use  of  the  Export  Form  Certi- 
ficate which  was  issued  at  shipping  point  last  year  will  be  continued  this 
year.

la.     COLLECT  TELEGRAMS 

Due  to  the  increasing  number  of  refusals  on-  collect  telegrams  giving 
market  information  sent  to  members  of  the  trade  in  various  places,. it  seems 
advisable  to  adopt  a  definite -policy  governing  the  handling  of  such  business. 
Hereafter,  no  market  info.rmat ion .  should  be  sent  collect  to  any  produce  firm 
or  private  individual  unless  they  have  established  a  credit  with  the  'tele- 
graph company  and  the  telegraph  company  will  agree  to  guarantee  collection 
of  tolls  on  all  telegrams  containing  market  information  sent  collect  at  the 
request  of  the  applicant.    When  you  receive  a  request  for  market  information 
collect,  you  should  immediately  get  in  touch  vdth  the  local  manager  of  the 
telegraph  company,  either  by  personal  visit  or  by  telephone,  advising  him 
that  you  have  a  request  for  telegraphic  market  information  to  be  sent  collect 
to  John  Doe  at  Podunk  Center,  Illinois,  and  ask  him  if  the  telegraph  company 
will  guarantee  the  charges,  stating  that  we  will  send  such  telegraphic  in- 
formation only  without  recourse  to. the  Government,  and  to  confirm  his  guaran- 
tee in  writing.     In  most  cases,  the  firms  in  question  will  have  established 
credit  relations  with  the  telegraph  companies  and  they  will  be  in  a  position 
to  promptly  guarantee  such  payments.    In  cases  where  no  credit  relations 
have  been  established  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  party  requesting  the  tele- 
grams to  establish  financial  responsibility  with  the  telegraph  company  before 
the  service  will  be  started. 

In  order  that  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  reestablish  the  reliability 
of  firms  requesting  telegraphic  market  information  collect,  a  record' should 
be  k§pt  of  the  names  of  all  firms  whose  liability  has  be  en  guaranteed  by 
the  telegraph  companies.    Telegrams  should  be  sent  without  question  to  such 
firms  until  such  time  as  the  telegraph  company  may  notify  us  that  their 
credit  has  been  discontinued.

lb .    EASTERN'  SHORE  POTATO  MARKET 

V.  H.  Nicholson  at  Pocomoke  City,  Maryland  sent  the  following  infor- 
mation in  a  letter  dated  July  21: 

"Prices  of  Eastern  Shore  potatoes  have  fluctuated  quite  a  little  during 
the  past  week.    On  Monday,  July  1ZL,  most  sales  were  in  the  range  of  $2.50- 
$2.6o  with  a  good  demand  and  a  fairly  good  movement.     On  Thursday  the  price 
was  mostly  §3  bu_t  the  demand  was  very  slow  and  the  movement  was  lighter. 
On  Friday,  the  demand  was  very  slow  and  while  most  shippers  ?;ere  quoting 
out  prices  around  §3  ana  $3,10j  practically  no  sales  were  reported.     On  Sat- 
urday, the  price  was  lowered  to  §2. ^-§2.^0  but  shippers  were  able  to  sell 
only  a  small  percentage  of  thoir  holdings.     The  market  today  is  close  to 
<h>2.25  with  the  demand  and  trading  light  at  this  figure. 

"Because  of  the  slow  demand,  shippers  have  been  able  to  sell  only  a 
small  percentage  of  the  cars  loaded  and  there  has  been  an.  accumulation  of 
these  loaded  cars  at  both  loading  points  and  several  more  at  the  diversion 
points  such  as  Pitcairn,  New  Haven  and  Edge  Moor.    But  the  accumulation  of 
cars  at  the  loading  points  has  been  so  great  at  many  Maryland  points  that  it 
has  been  impossible  to  load  any  more  cars  until  the  loaded  ones  are  billed 
out.    Growers  did  not  slacken  their  digging  operations  very  materially  and 
there  has  been  an  accumulation  of  potatoes. in  the  field.    Probably  over  half 
the  potatoes  remaining  on  the  Eastern  Shore  have  been  dug  and  placed  in  bar- 
rels and  left  standing  in  the  fields.    The  extremely  hot  weather  of  the  last 
three  days  probably  has  been  injurious  to  these  barreled  potatoes.  Tempera- 
tures of  over  100°  have  been  experienced  during  the  last  two  days. 

"The  extremely  slow  demand  of  the  latter  part  of  last  week  was  almost 
entirely  responsible  for  the  lighter  movement  of  Eastern  Shore  potatoes. 
Nearly  2,400  cars  were  billed  from  Eastern  Shore  Virginia  points  and  nearly 
500  more  from  Maryland  points.    Eastern  Shore  Virginia  shipments  to  date  total 
14,528  cars  and  Eastern  Shore  Maryland  1,167  cars,  or  a  total  of  15,695  cars 
for  the  Eastern  Shore,    To  the  same  date  last  season  Eastern  Shore  Virginia 
had  shipped  16,235  cars  and  Eastern  Shore  Maryland  1,489  cars.    Shippers  are 
estimating  that  from  3,500  to  4,000  cars  remain. to  be  shipped  from  both 
Eastern  Shore  Virginia  and  Maryland,  and  if  the  market  will  take  them,  a  large 
portion  of  this  number  will  be  shipped  this  week.    The  Eastern  Shore  rail 
probably  clean  up  by  August  1. 

"The  extremely  hot  dry  weather  has  almost  ruined  the  cucumber  crop  and 
shipments  from  now  on  will  be  rather  light.    Quality  of  the  cucumbers  offered 
at  Salisbury  today  was  reported  as  rather  poor  and  some  shippers  are  having 
to  use  two  bushels  of  farmers'  pack  in  order  to  get  one  bushel  of  good  stock. 

"The  first  car  of  cantaloupes  was  expected  from  Salisbury  today.  The 
hot  weather  has  not  yet  injured  this  crop  according  to  reports  from  the  ship- 
pers around  Salisbury.     It  is  not  probable  that  movement  of  cantaloupes  will 
become  very  heavy  until  the  latter  part  of  this  week."

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2b,     NORTH  CAROLINA  PEACH  SITUATION. 

R.  E.  Keller  sent  the  folio wing  information  from  Candor,  N.  C. 
on  July  18: 

"This  year's  crop  is  very  much  lighter  than  the  average  for  the  last 
five  years,  but  slightly  larger  than  the  crop  of  last  year.    The  fruit  is 
rather  thinly  set,  causing  a  lighte  yield' but  a  factor  which  will  help  a 
great  deal  in  raising  peaches  of  larger  marketable  size, 

"Generally  speaking,  there  has    been  very  little    ^damage  to  the  or- 
chards this  year  from  either  infestations  of  the  Curculio-  worm  or  infection 
by  Bacteriosis.    The  entire  Spring  and  Summer  growing  seasons  have  been 
quite  dry  with  just  sufficient  rainfall  to  insure  growth.    Because  of  this 
light  precipitation  it  has  been  possible  "to  spray  and  keep  the  worms  and 
Bacteriosis  under  control. 

"The  peak  of  the  peach  harvest  will  probably  come  the  later  part  of 
next  week,  with  the  bulk  of  the  movement  being  expected  in  the  next  two 
weeks,  July  20  to  26  and  July  27  to  August  2  respectively. 

"North  Carolina  moved  331  cars  to  date  this  season,'  'while  South  Caro- 
lina shipped  I74  cars  to  date.    The  Hileys  are  practically  all  harvested 
but  picking  is  just  starting  on  the  Elbertas  and  Georgia  Belles." 

2b .    NEW  CANTALOUPE  PACKAGE  ON  CINCINNATI  MARKET 

The  following  information  was  received  in  a  letter  from  W.  H.  Mosier, 
dated  July  17: 

"An  innovation  in  a  cantaloupe  package. made  its  appearance  on  the 
Cincinnati  market  this  morning.    This  was  in  the  form  of  a  carlot  shipment 
packed  in  new  saxolin  sacks.    The  shipment  originated  in  Arizona. 

"The  sacks  were  loaded  full. length  of  the  car,  flat,  lengthwise, 
six  wide  and  three  deep.    A  heavy  layer  of  excelsior  was  placed  on  the 
floor  and  each  sack  bore  a  tag  on  which  was  stamped  the  number  of  melons. 
Some  of  these  tags  read  T jumbo  3&f,   'standard  45T  and    r jumbo  45.'  Upon 
casual  examination  the  stock  appeared  rather  green  and  in  good  condition. 
However,  the  salesman  in  charge  stated  that  a  great  number  of  the  melons 
were  bruised."

Letter  of  Authorization  as  provided  in  their  IcOl  Letter  of  Authorization. 
In  the  case  of  inspectors,  traveling  on  a  per  diem  allowance  the  rate  charged 
an  applicant  for  meals  should  be  one -fourth  of  the  per  diem  rate  for  each 
meal .

"Since  these  specifications  are  not  so  detailed  as  the  United  States 
grades  and  do  not  define  some  of  the  points  covered,  the  following  explana- 
tion approved  by  the  California  Fruit  Exchange  is  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  such  certification: 

"In  the  case  of  Gravenstein  apples,  in  order  to  meet  BLUE  ANCHOR 
standards,  a  lot  must  at  least  meet  the  requirements  of  California  grade 
Fancy.    For  Sawdust  Pack  grapes,  the  U.  S.  grade  Fancy  must  be  met  in  order 
to  comply  with  BLUE  ANCHOR  standards.    For  all  other  products,  in  order  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  BLUE  ANCHOR  standards,  they  must  meet  the  require- 
ments of  U.  S.  grade  No.  1  for  the  product,  with  the  exception  of  plums  and 
fresh  prunes  on  which  a  10  per  cent  tolerance  will  be  applied  instead  of 
the  5  Per  cent  permitted  by  the  grade. 

"In  the  case  of  blemishes  or  defects  specifically  mentioned  in  the 
BLUE  ANCHOR  standards,  any  specimens  should  be  scored  against  this  grade 
which  show  such  defects  in  excess  of  the  severity  permitted  by  definition 
in  the  U.  S.  grade  No.  1  for  the  product  under  inspection. 

"While  no  specific  tolerance  was  announced  in  the  BLUE  ANCHOR  specifi 
cations,  any  lot  should  be  passed  as  meeting  the  requirements  for  this  grade 
if  it  conforms  to  the  specifications  with  the  exception  of  the  percentage  of 
undergrade  stock  which  is  allowed  in  the  tolerance  of  the  U.  S.  grade  1  for 
such  product.     (An  exception  to  this  is  made  in  the  case  of  plums  or  fresh' 
prunes  where  a  in  per  cent  tolerance  will  be  applied  as  stated  above. J 

"In  the  case  of  cars  which  meet  the  requirements  of  U.  S.  grade  No.  1 
(California  Fancy  for  apples  and  U.  S.  Fancy  Sawdust  Pack  for  grapes) ,  in 
addition  to  meeting  BLUE  ANCHOR  specifications,  the  statement  will  be-  shown 
under  the  Quality  and  Condition  description  'defects  within  tolerance  for 
grade*  or  if  defects  are  less  than  half  of  those  permitted  by  the  tolerance, 
the  statement  'defects  well  within  tolerance  for  grade.' 

"On  such  cars  the  grade  statement  will  appear  as  follows:  'Pears 
meet  requirements  of  U.  S.  Grade  No.  lftand  Blue  Anchor  specifications  of 
California  Fruit  Exchange.'    Similar  statements  will  be  made  for  other  pro- 
ducts. " 

NOTE:     Receiving-point  inspectors  should  handle  inspection  of  various 
fruits  on  the  basis  of  Blue  Anchor  standards  when  requested.

lb.    UTAH  CROP  NOTES 

L.  S.  Eenn,  in  a  letter  of  July  26,  from  Salt  Lake  City,  sent 
the  folio  ring  information:. 

"Digging  of  mid-season  potatoes  is  getting  under  way  at  the  rate  of 
8  to  10  cars  a  day.    Previous  digging  has  been  mostly  for  the  local  market 
which  has  held  up  unusually  well  this  year.    Shippers  have  been  unable 
until  now  to  attract  growers  to  sell  at  shipping  prices.    Growers  were  paid 
mostly  90  cents  to  $1.10,  f.o.b.  cash  track,  this  week  for  U.  S.  No.  1 
Irish  Cobblers. 

"The  quality  is  reported  very  good  but  yields  are  irregular,  due  to 
damage  to  many  fields  during  June  from  the  Potato  Psyllid.     The  Psyllid 
causes  yellowing  and  wilting  of  the  vines  and  some  fields,  especially  of 
Early  Ohios,  were  completely  destroyed*    The  damage  was  spotted,  however, 
and  growers  and  shippers  estimate  that  shipments  of  early  potatoes  should 
about  equal  last  year. 

"Early  Elberta  peaches  are  expected  to  start  about  the  10th  of 
August  from  the  Dixie  section  in  southern  Utah.    Carlot  shipments  are  esti- 
mated at  50  "t°  75  Gars.    Growers  are  not  thinning  as  they  should  and  some 
trouble  may  be  encountered  from  under- sized  stock.    Approximately  50  cars 
in  addition  from  this  section  will  move  by  truck  to  nearby  markets.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  carlot  shipments  will  be  packed  in  cases,  as  they  are 
hauled  30  miles  from  the  packing  house  to  load  on  the  cars. 

"The  tomatoes  have  suffered  severe  damage  from  Y.'estera  Yellow  Blight 
and  shipments  of  green  stock  probably  will  be  considerably  less  than  last 
year.    The  acreage  planted  for  the  canneries  has  suffered  a  greater  loss  and 
the  factory  at  Hooper,  Utah,  which  had  contracted  its  tomatoes  from  the 
growers  on  the  basis  of  the  U.  S.  Grades,  reports  that  75  *°  ^0$  of  "fche  croP 
is  gone.    The  Layton  section,  which  shipped  150  cars  of  green  stock  last 
year,  reports  only  about  2^fo  damage.    Practically  the  entire  acreage  planted 
for  green  shipments  is  Marglobes  this  year. 

"Onion  acreage  is  estimated  at  1,200  acres,  a  slight  increase  over 
last  year.    Present-  c:  ad  it  ions  are  normal  f  ->r  this  time  of  year." 


2b .     EASTERN  SHORE  POTATO  .A'A-ANT  .30  UT  OVER 

V.  K.  Nicholson,  of  the  Pocomoke  City  office,  wrote  on  July  26  as 
follows: 

"The  Eastern  Shore  potato  deal  is  nearly  finished.    Shippers  are  esti 
mating  that  only  700  to  80b  carload  remain  in  Virginia  and  approximately 
the  same  number  of  cars  in  Maryland  or  a  total  of  1,200  to  1,500  carlots 
for  the  Eastern  Shore.    Practically  all  of  the  crop  in  Virginia  is  out  of 
the  ground  and  probably  as  much  as  85$  of  the  crop  in  Maryland  has  already 
been    dug.     It  is  expected  that  shipments  from  the  Eastern  Shore  will  be 
light  this  week  and  that  this  district  will  cease  to  be  an  important  factor 
after  August  1.

 "It  is  reported  -that -the -quality  of  the  crop  is  poorer  than  at  the 

beginning  of  the  deal  and  that  a  few  cars  have  failed  to  grade  because  of 
scab.    Because  of  the  hatr-dr-y  leather  of  last  week  followed  by  a  heavy 
rain  Wednesday,  raany< cars  are  showing  decay  as  high  .as  4$  in  some  barrels. 
A  few  cars  have  failed  to  grade  because  of  decay.    Shippers  are  not  buying 
from  the  grov/ers  except  "with  the  sipulation  that  the  grower  will  assume  the 
risk  of  decay.    The  poor  quality  of  the  stock  has  been  at  least  partially 
responsible : for  the  failure  of  the  market  to  react  under  lighter  shipments. 

MA  few  cars  of  cantaloupes  have  been  shipped  from  around  Salisbury 
this  week.    Shippers  report  that  the  quality  of  the  stock  is  variable  and 
that  many  lots  are  poorly  netted,  immature  and 'lacking  in  flavor.  Prices 
for  best  stock  have  ranged  $3~$3»50  for  14-inch  head  crates  of  Pink  Meats 
on  the  auction  at  Salisbury.     The  dry  weather  has  injured  the  crop  around 
Salisbury  and  it  is  expected  that  the  shipping  season  from  that  section  will 
be  shorter  than  usual.     In  the  region  around  Hurlock,  Maryland,  and  in 
Delaware,  the  injury  from  dry  weather  is  less  noticeable  and  a  fairly  good 
crop  is  expected  in  those  sections."

lc.    TUBER  MOTH  IN  VIRGINIA  POTATOES 

Tuber  moth  injury  to  potatoes  on  the  Eastern  Shores  of  Virginia  and 
Maryland,  as  recently  been  reported  there,  is  the  first  time  this  injury 
has  been  of  serious  importance  since  1^?5# 

The  question  has  been  raised  as  to  method  of  reporting  cars  which 
show  this  injury  in  receiving  markets,  but 'which  were  passed  at  shipping 
point  as  being  up  to  grade.    Much  of  the  injury 'in  the  tubers  occurs  from 
larvae,  which  hatched  out  either  just  prior  to  digging  or  after  the  potatoes 
ha#  been  harvested.     It  is  entirely  possible,  therefore,  and  indeed  highly 
probable,  that  there  may  actually  have  been  no  injury  whatever  at  shipping 
point  in  a  lot  of  potatoes  which  showed  a  considerable  percentage  of  tuber 
moth  injury,  followed  by  mere  or  less  slimy  soft  rot,  five  or  six  days  later 
upon  arrival  in  receiving  markets.     The  following  statement,  therefore, 
should  be  made  under  REMARKS  in  reporting  cars  which  are  out  of  grade  on 
account  of  the  worm  injury  itself  or  because  of  slimy    soft  rot  or  other 
decay  which  may  have  followed  the  worm  injury: 

"Lot  meets  quality  requirements  of  U.  S.  Grade  No.  1.  Tuber 
Mot'n  and  Slimy  Soft  Rot  associated  therewith  being  factors  r 
of  condition." 

This  should  not  be  construed  to  mean  that  we  support  the  shipper  in 
any  contention  that  he  is  not  responsible  for  such  conditions.     It  merely 
means  that,  if  the  potatoes  showed  no  injury  at  shipping  point,  they  were

.matured.    The  tern  "new  potatoes11  is  appropriate  during  the  season  when  old 
stock  is  still  on  the  market  but  it  is  not  applicable  to  shipments  of  early 
potatoes  from  the  main-crop  States.    At  this  time  of  the  year  especially, 
potatoes  should  be  reported  as  "fairly-well  matured"  or  "well  matured"  as 
the  case  may  be\    When  the  potatoes  are  firm  and  the  skin  is  fairly  thick, 
as  is  generally  the  case  in  late  summer,  the  term  "new  potatoes"  should  not 
be  used.

lc-    EXPORT  FORM  CERTIFICATE  APPLIES  10  PEARS  AS  WELL  AS  APPLES  " 

This  year  the  Export  Form  Certificate  will  be  required  by  the  steam- 
ship companies  in  connection  with  all  shipments  of  pears'  to 'Europe.    'The  in- 
structions -which  have  been  issued  regarding  the  issuance  of  the  Export  Form 
Certificate  for  apples  -will  also  govern  the -pear  certification  work.    At  ship- 
ping point  :in  the  North  the  fruit  will  have  to.  pass  the  chemical  test  as  here- 
tofore and  in  the  East  -the  Export  Form  Certificate  will  indicate  not  more  than 
the  grade  tolerance  for  worm  damage,  except  in  those  districts  v/here  chemical 
analysis  for  spray  residue  will  also  be  required.    The  British  Quarantine 
Order  did  not  place  any  restriction  on  pears,  however,  and  the  Special  Form 
Certificate  will  not  be'  required  at  port  .of  export.

2c.     DISCONTINUE  CONFIRMATION  STATEMENTS 

When  inspection  in  receiving  markets  confirms  shipping-point  inspection 
as  to  grade,  it  is  unnecessary  to  place  a  confirmation  statement  on  the  cer- 
tificate.    It  will,-  however,  be  necessary  to  mention  the  shipping-point  certi- 
ficate when  appeal  inspection  reserses  or  sustains  the  original  grade  and  the 
usual  statements  should  be  made  in  such  cases-    Even  when  a  confirmation  in- 
spection is  requested  the  fact  that  another  inspection  confirms  the  original 
grade,    need  not  bo  mentioned.

In  only  one  month 
was  there  as  much  as  O.lc'  per  pound  difference  between  the  two  figures,  and 
for  several  months  the  difference  ranged  0.02$  to  0.04^  per  pound.  The 
letter  closed  with  the  sentence,   "Things  of  this  kind  give  us  confidence 
in  your  figures."

2 c .     REPORTS  ON  LISEASE  ^-TCIMCITS  SENT  III  TO  PATHOLOGISTS 

Inspectors,  who  receive  reports  from  pathologists  on  specimens  for- 
warded to  Washington  or  Chicago  for  examination,  are  sometimes  inclined  to 
complain  because  the  reports  which  they  receive  are  not  as  specific  as  they 
desire.     It  should  be  remembered,   in  this  connection,  that  the  identification 
of  a  disease  or  a  physiological  condition  is  not  easy  when  ony  three  or 
four  specimens  are  at  hand.    Frequently,  determining  factors  in  the  identi- 
fication of  such  troubles  are  location  in  the  lot,  relative  location  with 
respect  to  other  specimens,  temperature  and  moisture  conditions,  etc.  The 
pathologist  does  not  have  this  information  when  he  examines  only  three  or 
four  specimens  received  by  mail.    There  should  also  be  taken  into  consider- 
ation the  fact  that  the  inspector  sending  in  these  specimens  does  not  him- 
self know  just  what  the  specimens  will  show  when  cut.    This^part icularly

"Mountain  head  lettuce  has  shown  good  quality  during  the  past  week 
and  eastern  traders  are  just  starting  to  send  in  their  orders.  Shippers 
here  have  found  it  impossible  to  supply  the  demand  during  the  last  few  days 
as  rainy  weather  has  kept  growers  from  working  in  their  fields  and  shipments 
could  not  be  increased  rapidly  enough  to  keep  step  with  the  demand.  Prices 
have  advanced  25-5^  during  the  past  week.    Many  sections  will  undoubtedly 
suffer  damage  from  the  rain  but  as  long  as  it  stays  cloudy  and  cool  tipburn 
and  seed  stems  will  be  held  to  a  minimum. 

"Peas  have  also  advanced  considerably  this  week.    Prices  are  now 
high  enough  to  cover  picking  costs  and  show  a  little  margin  for  the  farmers, 
so  loadings  have  picked  up  rapidly  during  the  last  few  days.     Inquiry  has 
been  heavy,  the  only  drawback  being  that  rain  is  holding  up  picking  in  some 
sections. 

"Cauliflower  has  started  to  move  from  the  mountain  districts  in  a 
small  way  but  supplies  -.  ill  continue  very  light  until  the  middle  of  next  week. 
Hillside  and  Ft.  Garland  are  expecting  to  start  loading  straight  cars  within 
a  week  or  ten  days,  depending  on  the  weather. 

"Potato  shipments  continue  light  around  10  to  15  cars  daily.    A  good 
inquiry  is  coming  from  Texas  and  Oklahoma  this  week  but  shippers  can  load 
only  an  occasional  car  because  of  the  muddy  fields.     At  present  the  Denver 
potato  market  is  very  bullish,  so  that  when  the  ground  dries  up  the  truckers 
will  probably  take  in  all  the  first  diggings  and  maintain  a  strong  market  for 
several  days  before  the  carlot  shippers  can  nose  into  the  deal.     The  Fruita 
district  on  the  Western  Slope  is  nearing  a  cleanup  and  reports  from  Olathe 
indicate  they  will  have, very  little  stock  to  market  before  September  1. 
There  will  be  about  200  to  225  cars  of  Cobblers  moved  from  Brush  when  the 
fields  dry  up.    The  crop  in  that  sections  has  shown  groat  improvement  during 
the  last  two  weeks,  after  prospects  of  almost  a  total  failure.    The  San  Luis 
Valley  /ill  have  about  300  cars  of  early  Triumphs  and  Cobblers  to  move  late 
this  month  and  early  in  September. 

"The  Rocky  Ford  cantaloupe  section  was  spared  by  the  storms  until 
last  night.    So  far  no  damage  has  been  done  to  the  cantaloupes  but  \  ith  the 
weather  still  cloudy  and  threatening  they  may  get  more  rainfall  before  the 
week  is  out.    Truckers  have  been  busy  there  this  t eek.    This  morning  one 
load  of  almost  1,200  flats  passed  here  headed  for  southern  Wyoming.  Canta- 
loupe prices  have  declined  on  the  local  market  this  week  because  of  tne  heavy 
truck  receipts,  but  they  continue  on  a  profitable  basis.

The  depression 
in  the- peach  market  is  beginning  to  clear  up  in  the  Vest  this  week,  most  of 
the  unsold  California  c-"\rs  having  passed  here,  leaving  but  a  limited  supply- 
available  for  the  next  two  weeks.    At  one  time  last  week  local  track  hold- 
ings of  California  peaches  re.chod  lb^  cars.     Today  they  have  been  cut  down 
to  2R  cars. 

"In  reviewing  the  carlot  mixed  vegetable  shipments  nov;  moving  from 
Colorado  I  find  there  are  about  20  different  vegetables  being  loaded  regu- 
larly,  in  addition  to  rare  cases  where  a  little  fruit  or  a  few  melons  are 
bt>ing  added  to  the  loads.     The  local  shippers  probably  have  a  greater  variety 
of  vegetables  available  for  shipment  this  month  than  any  other  section  of  the 
country.     If  topped  and  bunched  roots \  green  and-  wax  beans;  red  and  green 
cabbage;  etc.  were  counted  separately  the  list  would  probably  amount  to  35 
different  types  of  vegetables."

•  The  following  information  was  received  in  a  letter  from  W.  D.  Googe, 
dated  August  15,  ^t  Fresno,  California: 

"The  cash  grape  market  in  this  section  to  date  this  season  has  been 
rather  dull  <  ith  a  weak  feeling  prevailing..    Demand  for  graphs  at  any  price 
has  been  slow,  which  is  attributed  to   che  unsatisfactory  economic  conditions 
of  the  country  as  well  as  to  hot  weather  which  has  been  the  rule  in  the 
greater  portion  of  the  United  States  east  of  the  Rockies.    Although  produc- 
tion this  oe^son  is  estimated  to  be  greater  than  that  of  1^/29,  it  is  con- 
siderably below  that  of  1928  "aid  1927.     Some  claim  the  estimated  tonnage 
will  be  reduced  on  account  of  the  small  berries  in  many  vineyards  which  are 
the  result  of  the  lack  of  care.    Viae  hoppers  in  many  sections  have  done 
much  damage,  the  "vineyards  becoming  defoliated  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
grapes    will  sunburn.    Despite  these  factors  tending  to  reduce  tonnage,  it 
is  generally  considered  that  there  will  be  enough  good  grapes  to  fill  all 
the  needs  of  the  Country  and  probably  some  to  spare. 

"Since  I  came  here,  prices  for  Thompson  Seedless  have  dropped  from 
iround  $1.25  Per         f»o«b«  c ash  track  to  Go  and  75^#    Malagas  have  likewise 
declined  from  around  &U5O-&I.75  to  75  and  JQd.    A  few  Alic antes  and  Zin- 
fandels  have  begun  to  move  at  and  ^4-5  P^r  "ton  including  lugs,  but  these 

prices  may  be  considered  as  only  for  the  first  few  cars."

Last  year,  in  the  East,  the  Export  Form  Certificate  on  apples  was 
issued  when  a  let  showed  no  apple  maggot  or  not  more  than  jfo  of  any  other 
kind  of  vjorms.'    This  year  there  is  no  tolerance- for  apple  maggot,  but  the 
Export  Form  Certificate  can  be  issued  when  the  lot  does  not  show  more  than 
the  grade  tolerance  for  worm  holes  or  other  worm  damage.  Shipping-point 
inspectors,  in  the  East,  will  refuse  to  issue  Export  Form  Certificates  on 
lots  which  show  conspicuous  spray  residue  on  the  cheeks  of  the  apples,  unless 
chemical  analysis  shows  the  residue  to  be  'less  than  the  world  tolerance  of 
.01  grain  per  pound  of  fruit.  •  " 

2c.    VAlTCH  FOR  G  AILED  IAN  CHECES 

On  account  of  the  exchange  charge  on  Canadian  checks  all  offices 
are  instructed  to  refuse  acceptance  of  checks  drawn  on  Canadian  banks  in 
payment  of  inspection  fees,  unless  the  check  is  made  to  include  the  exchange 
charge  in  addition  to  the  full  amount  of  the  fee.    Checks  received  in  Wash- 
ington which  do  not  include  the  exchange  charge  will  be  returned  to  the 
office  transmitting  them  arid  then  they  will  have  to  be  returned  to  the  sender. 
In  order  to  obviate  a  lot  of  unnecessary  correspondence  regarding  this  mat- 
ter the  following  statement  should  be  typed  on  all  fee  slips  sent  to  firms 
in  Canada.

A  change  has  been  made  this  fiscal  year  in  the  paper  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  the  4-1/8  x  9-1/2  envelopes  used  for  mailing  market  reports.  In 
previous  Clears  Manila  paper  having  a  substance  of  24  points  and  a  bursting 
strength  of  24  points  was  used.    The  paper  now  being  used  is  what  is  known 
as  "Kraft",  and  has  a  substance  of  16  points  and  a  bursting  strength  of  32 
points,  resulting  in  a  lighter  but  stronger  envelope.     In  view  of  the  lighter 
weight,  it  was  thought  that  some  trouble  might  be  experienced  in  feeding  the 
envelopes  through  the  addressing  machine,  but  the  Washington  office  has  been 
assured  that  with  proper  adjustment  of  the  addressing  machine  no  groat  diffi- 
culty should  be  experienced.    It  is  'desired  that  branch  offices  using  these 
envelopes  keep  a  close  check-  on  same  until  September  30  and  make  a  report  at 
that  time  to  the  Washington  office,  marked  for  "Attention  of  Mrs.  Mills",  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  envelopes  are  entirely  satisfactory.

6b.     UTAH  CROP  NOTES 

L.  S.  Eenn,  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  office,  sent  the  following  informa- 
tion in  his  letter  of  August  22: 

"The  first  car  of  peaches  will  be  shipped  from  Utah  today,  August  22, 
and  the  deal  should  be  well  under  way  by  the  last  of  the  following  week. 
The  crop  is  light  and  most  shipments  will  originate  in  Utah  County.  Total 
shipments  are  estimated  at  under  350  cars.     The  size  is  considerably  better 
than  usual  and  most  cars  are  expected  to  grade  2-inch  minimum.     The  stock 
is  highly  colored  this  year  for  this  section. 

"The  onion  crop  has  been  reduced  considerably  by  hot  weather  andtthrip. 
The  damage  is  variably  estimated,  but  shipments,  if  the  market  warrants,  are 
estimated  around  800  to  900  cars.     Some  growers  are  topping  and  curing  their 
stock  at  this  time  and  shipments  will  start  by  August  25.     The  tendency  of 
the  buyers  is  to  hold  the  shipments  and  let  the  deal  get  under  way  slowly."

"Blank _ forms  were  furnished  each  subscriber  for  a  record  of  his  car- 
lot  sales.     The  messenger  who  delivers  the  reports  returns  these  forms  to  us 
before  going  back  to  the  telegraph  office.     These  returned  forms  reduce  my 
telephoning  to  brokers  for  carlot  information  on  potatoes  and  watermelons, 
saving  almost  as  much  time  as  we  save  by  eliminating  the  long  calles  for 
the  Chicago  market. .  The  plan  was  started  two  weeks  ago  as  an  experiment.

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8b.     MINNESOTA  POTATO  MARKET 

R .  M.  Ferguson,  in  his  letter  of  August  IS,  sent  the  following  report: 

"Potato  shipments  have  been  gradually  increasing  for  the  past  few  days 
but  the  continued  hot  weather  has  been  developing  some  scald,  and  that,  with 
the  drop  in  prices  at  the  Chicago  market,  will  quite  likely  curtail  haulings 
until  the  middle  of  the  week. 

"Early  in  July  the  prospects  were  for  an  unusually  good  crop  in  the 
near'5-by  Sandlan  \  Sections,  but  a  month  of  hot  weather  with  considerable  short- 
age  of  rain  cut  the  crop  badly.    In  a  few  sections  where  rain  was  nearly 
normal,  fields  are  running  as  high  as  200  bushels,   but  in  most  of  the  near-by 
territory  100  bushels  is  a  good  yield,  with  most  fields  running  75  to  ?0 
bushels.     Precipitation  for  the  entire  State  for  the  month  of  July  was  2.|}1 
inches,  with  3*5^  inches  normal,  while  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Minneap- 
olis for  the  same  period  only  .^c  inches  fell. 

"Most  of  the  stock  coming  into  the  local  market  from  close-in  points 
is  clean  and  shows  only  slight  scab,  but  is  generally  small.     Stock  from  some 
sections,   25  miles  or  so  out,   shows  considerable  scab,  and  that  from  points 
having  had  a  fair  amount  of  rain  shows  the  usual  trouble  with  cracks  and 
knobs.     Growers  have  been  getting  around  $1  or  slightly  better  so  far,  but 
the  indications  are  that  prices  will  be  less  this  week. 

"Reports  are  that  the  Sandland  Section  between  here  and  Duluth  will 
■have  a  good  .yield  of  reasonably  good  stock.     The  Red  River  "Valley  is  badly 
hurt  by  the  hot  weather  and  the   dealers  feel  that  this  month's  estimate  will 
have  to  be  cut  considerably.    Heavy  drenching  rains  will  help  greatly  if  they 
are  received  in  a  short  time. 

"So  far,  Shios  have  been  the  only  potatoes  shipped,  but  it  is  likely 
within  the  next  week  that  Cobblers  willbe  moving  from  the  Sandland  Section." 

9b .    ARKANSAS  RIVER  VALLEY  CANTALOUPE  CROP 

The  following  report  was  received  in  a  letter  of  August  13,  from 
J.  B.  Owens,  at  Rocky  Ford,  Colorado: 

"The  condition  of  the  cantaloupe  crop  in  the  Arkansas  River  Valley  is 
said  to  be  the  best  in  several  years.     The  <?rop  of  Hale's  Best,  however,  is 
reported  to  be  light  and  it  is  the  opinion*  of  many  shippers  that  the  move 
ment  of  this  variety  is  now  at  its  peak.     This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
vines  only  had  a  fair  crown  set  with  a  very  poor  late  set.     The  crop  of  pink 
meats  is  reported  to  be  very  good  and  the  first  straight  cars  will  start 
moving  in  a  few  days . 

"There  have  oeen  considerable  showers  throughout  the  district  during 
the  past  wee!.:,  but  not  enought  heavy  rain  to  damage  the  quality.     'The  main 
trouble  this  season  seems  to  be  immaturity  which  is  caused  by  the  eagerness 
of  the  growers  to  get  the  first  melons  on  the  market  before  the  bottom  drops 
out  as  it  did  last  season.     Instead  of  helping  the  situation  they  have  only 
served  to  make  it  worse  by  crowding ! this  immature  stock  on  the  market.  All 
the  would-oe  buyers  are  now  soliciting  consignments  and  practically  all  cars 
are  being  consigned  or  rolled  for  delivered  sales. 

"The  f.o.o.  cash  market  dropped  from  around  60^  on  lasb  Friday  to 
UO^  and  h^fi  on  Tuesday  for  jumbo  flats  with  practically  no  sales  being  made 
even  at  these  prices." 
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IQb.  MICHIGAN  CHOP  STEWS 

R.  E.  Keller  sent  the  following  information  In  a  letter  dated  Aligns t 
22,  at  Benton  Harbor,  Michigan: 

"Michigan's  apple:  crop  is  very  short  "both  in  summer  and.  winter  apples. 
The  protracted  heat  and  drought  cut ■ the  early  movement  of  Duchess  apples  in  a 
car- lot  way  to  practically  nothing.     The  first  pickings  of  Duchess  were  both 
small  and  of  inferior  quality,  the  heat  bleaching  the  fruit  so  that  the  color 
was  light  and  the  flesh  of  the  fruit  lacking  in  proper  crispness.  Recent 
showers  and  more  moderate  weather  has  greatly  improved  the  quality  of  the 
stock,  but  even  now  the  car-lot  movement  is  very  small  running  about  ten  cars 
a  day  or  less;  the  bulk  of  the  apples  going  by  truck  into  the  near-by  markets. 

"Michigan's  peach  crop  is  considerably  lighter  this  year  than  last, 
the  crop  estimate  of  August  1  indicating  a  crop-  of  561,000  bushels  as  against 
816,000  for  1Q29  and  371,000  for  the  52-year  average  1Q24S192S.    'The  peach 
crop  is  practically  all  north  of  the  Benton  Harbor  Section,  as  a  severe 
freeze  last  winter  killed  the  peach  buds  in  this  district.     To  date  weather 
conditions  have  continued  clement  so  that  unless  unprecedented  dry  weather 
follows  the  indicated  estimated  poach  production  will  remain  the  same. 

"Michigan's  pear  crop  is  considerably  heavier  than  last  year's,  as  the 
crop  estimate  of  August  1  indicates  a  production  this  year  of  7^3.000  bushels 
as  compared  witn  468,000  bushels  inl°2Q.     The  increased  production  in  all  the 
pear  producing  centers,  as  well  as  Michigan,  has"  lowered  prices;  No.  1 
Bartletts  bringing  about  $1  lass  than  on  the  same  date  a  year  ago.     The  f .o.b. 
market  on  bushel  baskets  No.  1  stock  today  is  about  $1.1+0,  while  a  year  ago 
the  market  opened  at  $2. 2^-cp2.,50  for  like  varieties  and  containers. 

"The  grape  deal  is  going  to  be  the  one  big  fruit  deal  for  the  Benton 
Harbor  Section.     This  is  the  off  year  for  apples  and  peaches,  but  grapes  show 
a  decided  improvement.     The  crop  is  much  heavier  than  last  year's  and  the 
quality  to  date  shows  every  indication  of  being  one  of  the  best  ever  produced. 
'The  big  question  with  the  grape  crop  is  in  marketing  it.     The  first  car  of  ■ 
grapes  was  reported  as  moving  yesterday  but  early  pickings  of  Champions  have 
been  selling  in  lc.1.  lots  on  the  Benton  Harbor  market  for  several  days. 
Four- quart  baskets  yesterday  sold  for  l°^-20^  in  l.c.l.  lots." 

lib.  COLORADO  M^RKFT  GENERALLY  FIRM       (By  L.  C.  Tate,  August  22.) 

"Colorado  pot- to  shipments  for  the  past  seven  days  were  232  cars; 
movement  having  increased  to  86  yesterday.    During  this  time,  50  cars  of 
Triumphs  moved  from  the  San  Luis  Valley,  opening  the  deal  in  that  section. 
Digging  increased  sharply  at  Olathe  and  Delta  late  this  week  where  Cobblers 
are  coming  into  maturity.     Shipments  of  Triumphs  from  Gilcrest  and  La  Salle 
continued  liberal  during  this  time,  while  the  first  heavy  movement  of  Cobblers 
started  at  Brush  and  Fort  Morgan.     Shippers  report  a  fairly  good  inquiry  from 
the  Southwest,  but  prices  have  declined  steadily  this  week  under  the  increased 
supply.     Cash  prices  to  growers  for  wagonloads  of  northern  Colorado  Triumphs 
and  Cobblers  now  range  around  $1-^1.10.     Very  few  of  these  cars  graded^;  No.  1. 
In  the  last  seven  days,  277  cars  of  lettuce  have  left  the  State,  but  prices 
late  this  week  were  declining  steadily  with  trading  vor-'  light.    During  the 
last  few  days,  the  sections  around  Granby  and  Yampa  ha.vo  originated  more  than 
half  of  the  total  shipments.     The  Del  Norte  Section  has  also  shipped  heavily, 
while  the  Eagle  Valley  was  just  getting  started  this  week.     It  appears  that 
the  accumulation  of  lettuce  shipped  out  early  this  7/eck  frdui  previous  sales 
has  taken  the  edge  off  the  market,  and  that  demand  will  not  be  back  to  normal 
for  severaldays.

"During  the  past  seven  days,  50  cars  of  string  beans  were  loaded,  and 
probably  an  equal  amount  was  shipped  in  .uixec1  cars.     Mixed  shipments  amounted 
to  3^6  cars. 

"Elberta  peach  shipments  fro...  the  Grand  Valley  amounted  to  J>8  cars 
during  the  seven  days,  and  indications  were  for  7b  to  100  cars  daily  next 
week.     The  market  has  been  rather  dull  on  boxes  at  80^-90^  cash  track  during 
this  tii-o,  but  bushels  have  moved 'freely  and  cash  prices  on  carlots  have 
firmed  up  from  $2.10  early  this  week  to  $2.25  Thursday  night.     During  this 
period,  Jpl  cars  of  pears  were  shipped  from  that  section  at  steay  prices, 
with  cash  track  sales  on  box^s  holding  around  $i.25-$l. 35*    Bushels  of 
combination  grade  have  sold  at  $1,10-^1.15  all  this  week.     Two  cars  of '  mixed 
peaches  and  pears  were  also  shipped."

An  item  appeared  in  last  week's  Division  Letter  regarding  the  tolerance 
for  worm  injury  carried  by  the  Export  Form  Certificate.    A  question  has  been 
raised  regarding  the  tolerance  for  worm  holes  or  other  woyfc.  damage  in  unclas- 
sified lots.    According  to  the  ruling,  the  Export  Form  Certificate  can  be 
issued  on  unclassified  lots  of  apples  which  contain  no  more  than  the  tolerance 
in  U.  S.  G-rade  No.  1  for  such  injury.     Inspectors  at  shipping  points  will, 
therefore,  issue  the  Export  Form  Certificate  upon  request  when  an  unclassified 
lot  of  apples  does  not  show  more  than  the  U.  3.  1  tolerance  for  worm  holes  or 
otho-r  worm  damage  anri  when  the  apples  meet  the  requirements  as  to  freedom 
from  spray  residue.    Unclassified  lots  of  apples  may  be  exported  to  Continental 
Europe  including  Scandinavia,  but  cannot  be  exported  to  Great  Britain  until 
after  November  15.

A.  S.  Mason,  St.  Matthews,  Ky. ,  in  his  let  tor  of  August  25,  included 
the  following  report : 

"This  has  "been  the  most  disastrous  and  disappointing  potato  crop  that 
Kentucky  has  ever  experienced.    The  acreage  was  25  to  JO^  later  than  last 
year  hut  on  account  of  the  dry  spring,  the  yield  por  acre  was  cut  to  aoout 
6570  of  normal.    On  July  1,  it  was  estimated  that  Kentucky  would  ship  between 
1200  and  1300  cars,  but  the  total  shipments  will  not  reach  ovor  half  of  that. 

"Crop  conditions  until  the  first  of  August,  aside  from  yield,  were 
very  good,  the  quality  generally  excellent,  but  from  the  third  to  the 
fifteenth  of  August  we  haq  a  spell  of  extraordinary  hot  weather,  thermometer 
avory  day  being  from  10S.  to  110°,  in  the  potato  district.    Shipments  at  that 
time  were  practically  at  a  standstill,  and  what  Shipments  there  -.-ere,  gener- 
ally arrived  in  poor  condition  on  account  of  decay. 

"It  is  now  estimated  that  about  JOCO  acres  will  not  be  dug  for  com- 
mercial shipment  on  recount  of  decay  in  the  jr^und,  and  the  development  of 
Hoat  Necrosis,  which  has  turned  to  decay.    In  the  fiolds  that  are  being  dug 
now  the  yields  are  Only  about  3^  to  *+0^  oi>  "hat  thoy  wore  before  the  hot 
spoil  the  first  part  of  this  month.    The  real  extont  of  this  damage  was  not 
realized  by  any  of  the  shippers  until  the  middle  ?f  Last  week.

With  regard  to  the  so-called  "NINE-BASKET  CRATE"  from  California: 
An  opinion  recently  received  f ron  t he  Solicitor  of  .the  Department  raises 
the  question  as  to  whether- the.  penalty  provisions  of.,  the  Standard  Container 
Act  of  l^lG  apply  to  these  containers  when  used  for  grapes. 

However,  these  containers,  when  used,  in  interstate  shipment  of 
berries,  vegetables  or  small  fruits  other  than  grapes,  are  subject  to  the 
penalty  provisions  of  the  **ct.    Samples  of  such  baskets  and  contents,  when 
other  than  grapes,  including  the  crate,  should  be  secured  and  forwarded

3a.     RECENT  MARKETING  SUMMARIES  RELEASED 

The  following  mimeographed  summaries  have  just  been  released:  "CALI-

NEW  YORK  CELERY"  by  J.  P.  Elein  and  A,  L.  Thomas;  "UTAH  ONIONS"  1929-30,  by 
L.  S.  Fenn. 
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lb.     ARRAITG-EISNT  OF  COMMODITIES  IN  UNLOAD  REPORTS 

There  is  at  present  much  variation  in  the  order  of  listing  com- 
modities in  the  Unload  Reports  issued  by  the  various  market  stations. 
In  about  half  of  the  offices  the  list  is  separated  into  two  groups,  ac- 
cording to  major  and  minor  commodities,  while  the  other  offices  show  but 
one  straight  alphabetical  list  of  all  commodities. 

At  certain  seasons  some  of  the    so-called  minor  commodities  are 
received  in  greater  volume  than  many  of  the  najor  products,  and  the  double 
list  is  doubtless  confusing  to  many  readers.    It  is  believed  that  one-  , 
straight  alphabetical  list  of  all  commodities  is  more  desirable.  All 
offices,  therefore,  are  requested  to  follow  such  an  arrangement  hereafter. 
This  applies  to  both  the  monthly  and  the  annual  unload  summaries. 

2b .     CANTALOUPE  KET7S  FROM  ROCKY  FORD 

J.  B.  Owens,  in  charge  of  the  Rocky  Ford,  Colo.,  field  station, 
wrote  as  follows  on  August  26.    The  letter  was  received  too  late  for 
last  week's  D.L. :- 

"The  Arkansas  River  Valley  cantaloupe  season  continues  to  be  dull 
and-  uneventful,  in  spite  of  the  favorable  factors  which  now  exist  and  which, 
under  normal  conditions,  would  result  in  a  much  improved  situation.  During 
the  past  seven  days  Colorado  has  shipped  over  75^  or*  "thc  cantaloupes  in 
the  United  States,  with  a  daily  average  of  G*)  cars.    During  the  same  period 
last  year  Colorado  furnished         of  the  total  shipments  for  the  United 
States,  with  a  daily  average  of  86  cars  for  the  State.    Under  normal  con- 
ditions, this  factor  of  comparatively  light  shipments  should  stimulate 
the  market,  but  so  far  this  season  it  seems  to  have  had  very  little  effect. 
Shippers  have  been  "waiting  for  this  anticipated  reaction  for  some  time  and 
most  of  the  shipments  have  rolled  on  consignment  or  for  delivered-sales , 
with    the-  hope  of  catching  the  advance  of  prices  in  the  markets  rather 
than  sell  f.o.b.  ■ 

"It  is  estimated  that  over  Gofo  of  the1  crop  of  Hale's  Best  has  been 
shipped.    The  crop  of  Pink  Meats  in  the  Ordway  district  is  reported  to  be 
in  goo'd  condition  and  the  shipments  in  that  section  will  gain  volume  rapidly 
from  now  on.    The  first  car  of  Honey  Dews  was  shipper! ■ from  the  Rocky  Ford 
section  on  August  24,  but  it  will  be  at  least  10  days  before  the  regular 
movement  begins  in  any  volume. 

"One  noticeable  feature  of  the  deal  this  year  is  the  increased  use 
of  the  standard  crate  over  previous  years.    This  is  probably  due  to  the  ad- 
vantage gained  in  freight  and  to  the  low  prices  prevailing. 

"The  f.o.b.  market  his  been' very  slow  from  the  start,  with  very  little 
wire  inquiry  from  the  eastern  trade.    Evidently  the  poor  market  conditions 
have  removed  all  ideas  of  speculation  and  the  trade  is  content  to  buy  only 
upon  arrival,  or  from  nearby  rollers.  '  The  cash  price  to  growers  for  less 
than  harlots'  for  the  past  week  has  'been  35*  f°r-  standard  flats  and  4W  f°r 
jumbo  flats,  with  standard  crates  ranging  from  75*  $°  ilV  depending  on  the 
quality  and  condition  of  the  pack.    There  has  been  a  considerable  quantity 
of  melons  going  out  by  truck  this  season,  and  those  who  have  been  able  to 
dispose  of  their  crop  in  this  manner  have  realized  a  small  profit  over  the 
regular  f.o.b.  market." 
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3b .    Tt;ATCH  QUOTATIONS  ON  MICHIGAN  fruit 

R.  E.  Keller,  in  charge  of  the  Benton  Harbor  field  station,  sent 
the  following  comments  in  a  letter  of  August  2^:- 

"I  note  in  receiving  the  apple  wires  from  the  different  markets,  t  re- 
porting on  Michigan  stock,  ' that  there  are  several  variation?  in  quotations 
on  sizes,  that  are  contrary  to  Michigan's  laws.     In  fact  I  made  uhe  same 
mistake  myself  the  first  day  or  two    that  I  quoted  the  f.o.b.  market. 
Michigan  has  State  laws,  governing  the  minimum  size  that  can  be  marked  as 
TA'  grade,  and  these  specifications  are  not  the  same  as  for  the  U.  S.  grades. 
Whether  the  enforcement  of  exact  marking  is  complete,  I  don't  know.     I  ex- 
pect that  in  some  instances  the  sizes  quoted  are  identical  with  the-  way  the 
packages  are  marked,  but  this  is  probably  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule. 
Shippers,  farmers  and  State  inspectors  have  called  my  attention  to  the  fact 
that  several  markets  were  quoting  Duchess  apples  as  'A'  2f:  inch  minimum,  but 
according  to  the  State'  law  the  minimum  is  2- \  inches  on  ,A1  grade  Duchess. 
I  am  enclosing  a  State  grading  pamphlet,  giving  the  specifications  as  to  the 
size  on  the'  different  varieties,  with  which  you  may  check  the  apple  market 
reports  as  the  season  progresses."' 

4b.     INTERESTING  LETTUCE  SITUATION  IN-  BOSTON 

H.  E.  Rutland,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  Boston  office  for  a  short 
period,  was  asked  for  some  comments  regarding  lettuce,  quoted  in  that  market. 
His  reply  is  published  below: - 

"There  have  been  three  cars  of  the  New  Hampshire  lettuce  in  Boston 
so  far.     It  was  packed  in  western  lettuce  crates  and  iced  similarly  to  Colo- 
rado lettuce.     It  was  shipped  from  the  New  Hampshire  Experiment  Station  at 
Lancaster,  N.  H. ,  and  was  grown  on  the  experiment  farm  of  the  Not;  Hampshire 
Department  of  agriculture,  I  believe.    They  told  me  that. the  variety  was 
New  York  No.  12.     It  was  packed  3  and  4  dozen  heads  to ■ the  crate,  with  an  oc- 
casional crate  of  5  dozen.    The  -pack  was  very  slack,  and  this  interfered 
seriously  with  its  selling.     In  type  it  looked  more  or  less  like  a  cross 
between  a  hard  head  of  Boston  lettuce  and  the  California  Iceberg  type.  It 
was  very  tender  and  brittle  and  had  excellent  eating  quality.     Its  being 
tender  made  it  hard  to  handle,  and  the  jobbers  here  seldom  bought  more  than 
one  lot,  on  this  account.    For  some  reason  the  leaf  stems  were,  rather  far 
apart,. and  gave  it  the  appearance  of  being  loosely-headed.    However,  the 
heads  were  generally  fairly  hard.     It  was  considerably  inferior  to  the  best 
California  and  Colorado  lettuce,  and  brought  about  half  as  much  for  the  best 
crates,  and  as  low  as  $l-$2  on  the  poorer  ones.  • 

"I  was  interested  in  comparing  this  New  Hampshire  lettuce  with  the 
experimental  lettuce  in  Maine.    The  Nev.  York  No.  12  in  Maine  looked  about 
like  this  New  Hampshire  lettuce,  only  the  heads  were  slightly  harder.  They 
considered  it  unsatisfactory  and  do  not  plan  to  try  it  again.    They  also 
had  some  Los  Angeles  Market ,  that  was  very  much  superior  to  the  Nev/  Hampshire 
lettuce.     It  was  not  so  good  as  the  Colorado  and  California  stock,  but  they 
thought  it  was  good  enough  to  warrant  further  experiments.    A  few  crates 
which  were  shipped  to  New  York,  did  not  arrive  in  good  condition  and  failed 
to  sell.    They  shipped  about  100  berry  crates,  containing  Lg-  dozen  heads, to 
Bangor  and  Portland,  which  sold  for  $1.75-01.85  per  crate.    They  also  shipped 
a  few  western  lettuce  crates  of  the  Los  Angeles  Market  to  Portland  and  Bangor, 
which  sold  at  $4»5°  Per  crate  of  4-dozen  heads." 
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5b .     CROP  NEWS  FROM  COLORADO   

Bryce  Morris,  of  the  Denver  office,  recently  made  a  trip  through 
the  vegetable  and  fruit  "sections  of  the  San  Luis  Valley  and  the  Western 
Slope  of  Colorado,  in  the  interest  of  the  news'  service. 

He  reported  in  a  letter  of  August  27  that  considerable  quantities  of 
cauliflower  and  green  peas  were  being  loaded  in  the  Fort  Garland,  San  Luis, 
and  La  Jara  districts  of  the  San  Luis  Valley,'  and  quality:  looked  very  good. 
The  light  acreage  of  lettuce-  in  this  part  of  the  valley  did  not  turn  out 
well;    A  considerable  portion  of  the  early  lettuce  in  the  main  producing 
section  from  Del  Norte  to  South  Fork  also  was  not  harvested,  on  account 
of  excessive  rain  as  well  as  the  condition  of  the  market.    Total  lettuce 
movement  from  the  San  Luis  Valley  will  be  much  less  than  for  several  seasons. 
Some  shippers  think  that  there  will  be  only  "JOO  or  3oO  carloads,  compared 
with  1^100  to  1,400  in  recent  season's. 

Potatoes  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  are  generally  good,  except  for  a  small  area 
between  Monte  Vista  and  Center  where  an  over-abundance  of  rain  and  consider- 
able hail  will  reduce  production  to  around  100  sacks  per  acre.  Conserva- 
tive estimates  still  predict  between  9,000  and  9>500  cars  °?  potatoes  from 
the  valley  this  season,  in  spite  of  lower  reports  by  certain  factors.  Grow- 
ers in  the  San  Acacio-Kesita  section  expect  to  ship  a  couple  of  hundred 
carloads  of  potatoes ,  this  being  a  new  shipping  section  of  the  valley..  Total 
movement  of  potatoes  from  Montrose  and  Olathe,  across  the  mountains,  will 
probably  be  375-400-  cars,  ... 

Potatoes  in  the  Silt-Rifle  district  appeared  to  be  in  good  condition, 
and  a  crop  equal  to  that  of  last  year  is  expected.     Together  with  Carbon- 
dale,  the  various  mountain  valleys  in  that  area  may  have  a  total  crop  of 
1,000  carloads.    The  main  harvest  around  Carbondale  will  begin  in  October, 
and  sufficient  storage  facilities  are  available  to  take  care  of  the  potatoes. 

The  onion  acreage  on  the  Western  Slope,  in  the  Delta-Montrose  sec- 
tion, has  suffered  some  damage  from  thrip.    Acreage  in  that  district  is  about 
400  less  than  last  year,  so  that  shipments  will  probably  not  exceed  1,000 
or  1,100  cars.    The  crop  in  that  section  is  mostly  of  Yellow  Danvers. 

At  Grand  Junction  and  Palisade,  Mr.  Morris  met  with  the  various  fruit 
shippers,  arid  arranged  for  f.o.b.  information  on  pears  and  peaches.  The 
peach  crop  is  somewhat  lighter  than  a  year  ago,  with  shippers  expecting 
between  1,200  and  1,350  cars  from  the  Palisade  section,  compared  with  about 
1,650  from  last  year's  large  crop.    The  sizes  are  running  generally  large, 
and  very  few  peaches  were  packed  this  season  under  2%  inches  in  diameter. 
Peak  shipments  came  the  last  v;eek  of  August.    Early  prices  on  bushels  wont 
as  high  as  #2.25  cash-track,  but  declined  during  the  time  of  heaviest  move- 
ment to  $1.85.    The  pear  crop  was  unusually  light,  with  shipments  of  Bart- 
letts  running  less  than  half  as  heavy  as  last  season.    Bartlett  harvest  was 
expected  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  August. 

One  Of  the  results  of  Mr.  Morris'  trip-  was  an  agreement  of  the 
•Orand    Junction  Sentinel"  to  publish  a  daily- summary  on  peach  shipments 
and  markets.

A* telegram  received  in  this  office,  regarding i a  complaint  made 
under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,  makes  the  allegation 
that  a  receiving -point  inspector  remarked  to  the  receiver,  who  had  rejected 
a  car  of  perishables, 'that  he  was  entitled  to  an  allowance .which  was  being 
claimed  on  account 'of  slack  pack.    Such  remarks .or  expressions  of  opinion 
by    inspectors  are 'entirely  out  of  place  and  are  likely  to  be  used  to  the 
personal \  disadvantage  of  the • inspector  and  to  discredit  the  service,  which 
must  maintain'  a  strictly  neutral  attitude- at  all  times.    The  certificate 
should  furnish  complete  information  regarding  quality  and  condition  of  the 
shipment  ,  and  all  inspectors- are  warned  not  to  make  any  remarks  about  ship- 
ments inspected  which  would  not  be  proper  in  the  certificate.    The  organi- 
zation, which' has  been  set  up  for  handling  complaints  under  the  P.A.C.  Act, 
will  moke  use  of  certificates  in  settling  many  disputes  that  may  arise, 
and  inspectors  must  avoid  any  expression  of  prejudice  or  bias.

4b.     NEW  YORK  STATE  CEO?  NOTES 

R.  L.  Sutton,  writing  from  Rochester  on  September  9>  sent  the 
following  report: 

"Marketing  activity  on  fruits  and  vegetables  in  western  New  York  has 
been  slow  and  draggy  since  the  first  of  September.     Shippers  have  experienced 
rather  light  demand  for  most  commodities  and  price  tendencies  have  been  down- 
ward. 

"The  movement  of  domestic  type  C ABB AGE  has  been  fairly  active,  averag- 
ing around  50  cars  daily.    Much  of  this  stock  has .been  going  to  kraut  fac- 
tories.   The  f.o.b.  prices  have  ranged  from  $10  to  $1A#  bulk  per  ton  in  car- 
load lots.    Sizes  are  ranging  mostly  medium,  and  the  individual  heads  weigh- 
ing within  the  range  of  2  to  5  pounds.     The  growers  have  been  receiving  from 
$6  to  $5  Per  ton  in  wagonload  lots.    Following  the  usual  custom,  many  of  the 
markets  received  considerable  of  the  western  New  York . cabbage  on  consignment. 
Sacked  cabbage  has  been  selling  f.o.b.  at  a  premium  of  $3  ^°  $5  Per  ^on  °ver 
■the  bulk  shipments.    The  quality  has  been  reported  fairly  good,  with  some 
sections  showing  less  desirable  stock  than  others. 

"ONIONS  have  not  attained  a  very  important  volume  of  movement  so  far. 
The  market  has  been  dull  with  prices  ranging  $1.15  to  OI.25  per  100-pound 
sacks  of  Yellows,  75^»  2-inch  and  larger.     The  daily  movement  has  not  ex- 
ceeded an  average  of  25  cars,  and  even  with  this  comparatively  light  out-turn 
the  sales  have  been  scattered  and  scarce. 

"CELERY  has  continued  stagnant  since  the  opening  of  this  office.  It 
is  rather  hard  to  understand,  with  shipments  of  celery  from  the  entire  coun- 
try showing  light  daily  movements,  that  there  should  be  such  a  dearth  of  ac- 
tivity with  the  celery  from  this  section.    The  demand  has  been  very  slow 
throughout,  the  market  dull  and  weak.    Two-thirds  crates  of  early  varieties, 
4-6  dozen,  have  been  selling  carloads  f.o.b.  at  a  price  range  of  $1  to  C'1.20. 
This  is  certainly  what  could  be  termed  cheap  celery.     It  is  expected,  how- 
ever, that  when  the  early  varieties  have  been  moved  and  with  the  approaching 
of  colder  weather  and  the  in-to- storage  movement  of  the  Golden  Self  Blanch- 
ing type,  that  the  market  will  show  more  activity.    The  latest  report  on 
hand  shows  the  acreage  in  Now  York  to  be  about  the  same  this  year  as  last 
or  for  this  season  5>150  acres.    Michigan  has  a  somewhat  heavier  acreage 
than  last  season. 

"Along  in  the  same  category  as  the  commodity  just  discussed  are 
CARROTS.    Tne  prices  have  been  1oy.:  and  the  trading  continues  to  be  very 
light.    Sales  of  cut  carrots,  rough,,  in  bushel  baskets  have  been  made  in  a 
limited  way  at  /\.C<?~^)0c< ,  with  some  washed  stock  recently  selling  at  oOc'  per 
bushel  in  c  riots.    Sales  in  bulk  have  been  made  at  §11  to  $13  per  ton. 
These  cars  were  Shipped  to  canners.     The  acreage  for  Now  York  for  the  season 
is  placed  at  2,640  acres  compared  with  2,200  acres  in  1^2^.

"It  has  been  reported  that  300  to  350  cars  of  LCTTUCB  remain  yet  to 
be  noved  from  the  State  depending  on  weather  co.11diti.ons .    The  principal  move- 
ment is  expected  to  come  from  the  Fulton  and  Oswego  .districts,  the  section 
around  Elba  having  comparatively  completed  its  harvest.    Shipments  have  been 
ranging  recently  .from  30  to  35  cars  daily,  NewTork  .City  receiving  the  ma- 
jority of  the  billings.  ; 

"The  ■  shipping  of  PEARS  has  held  an  important  .position  in  the  activity 
among  the  fruits  of  western  New  York  during  this  month  and  a  portion  of  August. 
Bartlett  pears  are  the  predominant  variety  of  importance.     Quality  has  been 
reported  good.    Prices  recently  for  U.  S.  No.  1  Bartletts,  2-inch  minimum, 
in  bushel  baskets  have  ranged  §1  to  §1.10  for  carloads  f.o.b.  usual  terms. 
The  export  trade  has  taken : an  appreciable  amount,  most  of  this  stock  being 
shipped  in  barrels.    Exportations  are  made  principally  from  Montreal  and  New 
York  Harbor.    Some  of  the  shippers  report  that  they. have  about  finished  with 
sales  direct  from  the .orchard.    The  principal  activity  within  a  short  time 
will  be  from  cold  storage. .  The  crop  is  much  heavier  than  last  year,  being 
placed  at  2,952,000  bushels,  compared  with  1,152,000  bushels  the  previous 
season. 

"APPLES  ate  still  moving  mostly  in  bushels,   /the  varieties  usually 
packed  in  barrels  not  having  arrived  at  shipping  period  yet.     It  is  reported 
that  Greenings,  however,  will  start  moving  in  barrels  probably  within  a  week. 
The  f .Oib.  trading  on  the  bushel  stock  has  been  rather  slow  with  the  market 
showing- little  life.    Wealthys,  U.  S.  No.  1  grade,  2-g-- inches  up,  have  held 
generally  around  $1.25  per  bushel  in  carlot. quantities.    Few  sales  of  Maiden 
Blush,  Alexanders,  and  Twenty  Ounce  have  been  reported.     The  Oldenburg  crop, 
of  course,  has  already  finished.    I'he  commercial  crop  for  this  State  is  esti- 
mated at  4'j7^>000  barrels' or  about  one  and.  one-third  million  barrels  heavier 
than  the  1^29  crop. 

"The  most  important  commodity  just  at  this  time  moving  from  western 
New  York  is  PEACHES.    The  season  has  gotten  under  way  with  a  quick  start  and 
the  movement  will  do  doubt:  continue  active  for  the  next  two  weeks  at  any  rate. 
Last  week  the  daily  shipments  ranged  from  one  to  seven  cars  tuntil  over  the 
week-end,  when  the  loadings  jumped  to  73  cars..    The  movement  yesterday 
(Monday)  was  8l  cars  with  probably  all  loadings  exceeding  lO'O  today.  The 
f.o.b.  sales  started  off  last  week  at  $2.25  per  bushel  for  U.  S.  No.  1  Elber- 
tas,  2-ineh  minimum,  weakening  on  Saturday  to  $1 . 75~&2.,  and  at  the  beginning 
of  the  week,  sales  ranged  #1. 65-31.85  ?er  bushel  for  carlot  quantities.  The 
movement  from  other  eastern  States  continues  light  .and  if  the  western  New  York 
crop  does  not  move  too  quickly  the  f.o.b.  market  should  be  fairly  well  main- 
tained.'   The  Elberta  is  the  only  variety  of  commercial  importance  in  this 
section.    The  crop  is  heavy,  being  forecast  at  nearly  2,000,000  bushels, 
compared  with  approximately  1,500,000  bushels  last  year.    The  quality  is  re- 
ported good,  with  the  fruit  coloring  normally. 

5b.     MICHIGAN  CROP  NOTES  . 

■R.  E.  Keller,  at  ^enton  Harbor,  in  his  letter  of  September  4?  wrote 
in  part  as  follows: 

"The  onion  fields  are  in  fine  shape  and  indications  now  point  to  a 
bumper  crop.     The  dry  weather  which  has  been  detrimental  to  other  farm  crops 
seems  to  have  aided  the- onion  fields  which  are  all  situated  in  pockets  and 
muck  hammocks 'where  the. drought  wasn't  so  severe.    The  first  fields  cut  and

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3c.     IDAHO  FRUIT  CROP  NOTES 

L.  G.  Schultz  sent  the-  following  report  in  his  letter  of  September 
Septenber  §: 

"The  Idaho  prune  movement  is  rapidly  getting 'Under  way,  and  by  the 
latter  part  of  next  week  will  be  near  the  peak  of  the  movement. 

"We  are  having  considerable  difficulty  with  sunburn,  especially  '•■ 
in  some  orchards  where  the  foliage  was  thin.     I  do  not  believe  there  will 
be  very  many  cars  df 'Fancy  Grade  prunes  shipped,  chiefly  on  account  of  the 
large  amount  of  sunburn  present  this  year.    We  would  have  no  difficulty 
as  far  as  color  is  concerned,  or  from" other  grade  defects.    The  fruit  is 
generally  of  good  size,  and  apparently  of  high  sugar  content.    The  total 
movement  is  expected  to  be  somewhere  from  1,200  to  1,400  cars. 

*We  have  a  fairly  good  apjale  crop,  being  something  like  85^  of 
normal,  but  we  will  have  considerable  difficulty  in  grading  our  Jonathans. 
There  is  a  condition  which  is  generally  attributed  to  winter  injury,  which 
has  caused  a  badljr  wrinkled  or  misshapen  condition  at  the  blossom  end. 
In  many  orchards  at  least  it  is  doubtful  whether  a  combination  grade  can 
be  made,   :n  account  of  the  higher  percentage  of  *C*  grade  apples.     In  such 
cases  the  packers  expect  to  grade  a  combination  'Fancy*  and  fC,  which  per- 
mits up  to  50$  of  all  grade  fruits. 

M0ur  peach  shipments  this  year  have  been  negligible';  due  to  the 
winter  injury  the  early  crop  of  Russets  and  Rurals  have  'been  moving  quite 
freely,  but  it  will  be  another  ten  days  or  two  weeks  before  the  movement 
of  this  crop  becomes  heavy."

The  annual  report  covering  the  enforcement  of  the  Produce  Agency  Act 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  contains  some  very  interesting  statistics. 

The  report  shows  that  during  the  last  fiscal  year  394  complaints 
v;ere  received  as  compared  with  22  <3  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  2b2 
complaints  were  personally  investigated  as  compared  with  134  complaints 
during  the  preceding  year;  8  convictions  were  obtained  in  Federal  Courts  as 
compared  with  one  prior  conviction,  and  §1*] *jl  were  paid  :>y  commission 
merchant .3  to  their  consignors  as  a  result  of  the  investigations,  as  compared 
with  #4,bpo.20  paid  during  the  previous  two  fiscal  years. 

The  complaints  received  during  the  three  years  that  the  law  has  been 
in  effect  have  related  to  7£  different  commodities,  the  10  appearing  most 
frequently  in  the  complaints  being  as  follows:

"Conditions  o  ^  vineyards  in  Chautauqua  district  make  it  difficult 
to  estimate  the  crop.     Some  look  good,  '.bile  others,  which  bore  four  tons 
per  acre  last  season,  appear  to  have  not  more  than  two  or  two  and  a  half 
tons  per  acre. 

"Shippers  do  not  lool:  favorably  on  an # early  crop,  inasmuch  as  their 
experience  shows  them  that  grapes  do  not  sell' well  in  city  markets  until 
the  advent  of  -old  weather.  .  •' 

"A  re ady  market  was  found  for  fresh  juice  last  season  in  Canada, 
which  was  shipped  in  tank  cars  by  the  various  co-operative  .associations .to 
Canadian  Wineries.    The  increase  of  grape  .-plantings  over  the  border  will 
eventually  eliminate  -this  market,  but  it  is,  expected  to  continue  for  at  least 
three  years,  in  spite  of  the  recent  application  of  a  duty.. 

"Between  the  increased  tonnage  expected  to  be  taken  by  juice  plants, 
and  that  trucked  to  city  markets,  shippers  incline  to  the  belief  that  car-lot 
shipments  this  season  will  hardly  exceed  2,200  to  2,500  cars. 

"Dealers  are  reluctant  to -discuss  the  probable  opening  prices  until 
after  the  pre- season  meeting,  but  there  is,  however,  a  general  air  of  optimism 
among  the  shippers  v  ith.  regard  to  the  prices  at  the  opening." 

2b .     C0L0RAP0  CROP  NQTPS 

In  a -letter  of  September  12,  Bryce  Morris  at  Denver  wrote  in  part,  as 
follows: 

"Our  onion  reports  will  start  next  week,  the  present  movement  having 
been  too  erratic  to  secure  regular  reports.     The  Arkansas  Valley  crop  will 
be  considerably  less  than  last  year  if  acreage  figures  can  be  taken  as  a 
true  basis..  Whereas,  approximately  A, 000  acres  were  planted  in  1^3  in  the 
Valley,  only  7,0^0  are  reported  this  season.    Tne  September  condition  estimate 
gives  21b  bushels  as  a  probable  yield  per  acre.     In  general,  with  all  crops 
and  sections,  there  is  a  wide  range  in  quality  and  condition  but  most  fields 
apparently  will  produce  onions, of  fairly  large  size.    Although  the  stand  was 
not  as  good  as  could  be  wished  on  some  acreage,  the  size  has  made  up  con- 
siderably of  this  deficiency.    We  have  made  arrangements  with  Mr.  Drogc, 
County  Agent,  to  ".ire  him  daily  the  carlot  shipment  and  principal  eastern 
market  information,  which  he  will  disseminate  through  the  local  onion  organi- 
zation called  the  Arkansas  Valley  Onion  Growers  Association.    This  will,  for 
the  present  at  least,  b:  purely  a  service  bureau  to  give  the  growers  up-to-the- 
minute  information  on  onion  conditions.     Conservative  local  estimates  place 

the  production  at  around  1,700  to  1,800  errs,  although  some  very  r v. liable 
factors  expect  that  as  many  onions  will  be  shipped  this  season  as  the  2,560 
cars  moved  last  season.    We  are  inclined  to  doubt  that  this  season's  movement 
will  be  that  large,  but  on  the  other  hand  many  growers  learned  a  Severe 
lesson  last  year  concerning  storage  and  will  attempt  to  move  their  small  stock 
early  and  avoid  as  much  loss  as  possible.     Storage  facilities  have  been  greatly 
increased  and  operators  believe  there  will  be  a  sufficient  room  to  house  all 
the  harvested  onions  after  the  normal  shipments  have  been  made  during  the 
digging  season. 

"The  wear  crop  on  the  Western  Slope  was  very  short  compared  ~  ith  last 
year,  and  only  124  cars  have  move-7,  oh  is  season  to  Thursday  night,  September 
11,  compared  with  approximately  /\P.G  at  this  time  last  season.    The  peach  crop 
was  about  what  our  early  estimates  forecast,  and  1,260  cars  have  roiled  to 
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date,  with  the  movement  from  the:  Paonia-Delta  district  just  getting  under 
way.    Total  shipments  will  probably  bo  between  1,^00  and  1,35°  cars. 

"The  lettuce  movement  has  been  erratic  and  hard  to  figure  out  this 
season.    The  Iloffat  District  has  already  shipped  as  much  as  was  shipped  al- 
together last  season  -and  they  nay  reach  the  GOO  car  nark.     In  the  San  Luis 
Valley  the  opposite  condition  exists.    Last  year  960  cars  had  been  noved  to 
this  date  out  of  a  total  of  1,200  cars,  but  so  far  this  year  only  473  cars 
have  noved.     It  is  quite  probable  that  shipments  fron  that  district  will. not 
exceed  half  those  of  last  year,  although  if  favorable  weather  conditions  con- 
tinue and  the  narket  remains  at  its  present  level,  nany  cars  will  be  cut  and 
loaded  which  otherwise  would  have  renaincd  in  the  field.    The  f.o.b.  situation 
has  reversed  in  that  Colorado  shippers  are  now  receiving  nore  noney  than  the 
California  shippers.    Host  usual-terns  sales  nade  this  week  have  been  at 
•>2.2R-' »2»50  per  crate.    The  general  quality  has  improved  with  the  advent  of 
cooler  weather,  but  increasing  prices  have  tended  to  offset  this  advantage 
by  growers  cutting  and  shippers  ^acking  considerable  stock  that  really  should 
not  be  shipped. 

"Cauliflower  shipments  fron  this  State  have  been  unusually  heavy,  in- 
duced by  warn  weather  and  rains  in  the  ^an  Luis  Valley  which  natured  the  crop 
faster  than  anticipated.    The  San  Luis  Valley  has  shipped  practically  all 
cars  to  date  with  tae  Colorado  total  at  G08  cars',  conpared  v  ith  475  a*  this 
tine  last  year  and  a  season  total  of  1,508.     Loading  in  the  Arkansas  Valley, 
near  Pueblo,  is  under  way  now  and  shipments    ill  probably  not  decrease  materia 
ly  for  a  considerable  tine.    Buyers  were  paying  ^0?-$l  Por  crate  for  crrluts 
cash  track  this  week. 

"The  mixed-car  novenent  fron  Colorado  has  been  quite  good,  with  the 
total  cars  loaded  practically  the  same  as  that  for  last  year,  but  with  a  con- 
siderable shift  in  loading-point  novenent.    The  Upper  Arkansas  Valley  this 
season  has  shipped  double  the  amount  noved  last  season  to  date,  while  the 
Denver  and  Northern  Colorado  area  has  dropped  over  200  cars  behind  last  year's 
movement.    The  mountain  districts  are  around  75  ^°  $0  cars  behind  last  year 
with  only  354  cars  shipped  to  date.    The  total.  Colorado  novenent  of  all  nixed 
vegetables  was  2, £71  cars  to  Thursday  night." 


3b.     0HSGQIT  CAULIFLT  ZR  CPO?  NgTS 

The  following  information  was  induced  in  a  wire  dated  September  2, 
from  P.  L.  Ringer,  Portland,  Oregon: 

The  harvest  of  the  main  cauliflower  crop  in  Oregon  will  be  about  a 
nonth  late,  so  carlot  shipnents  -ill  not  be  sizeable  until  latter  part  of 
October.    Last  year  growers  practically  lost  their  early  crop  because    of  the 
dry  summer,  and  poor  prices  were  receive:!  for  the  stock  that  did  survive. 
So  this  year  to  avoid  drought  and  glut  of  September  and  October  markets, 
planting  wis  late.    Because  of  dry  weather  considerable  replanting  was  neces- 
sary, which  makes  crop  still  later.    V  am  rains  Lave  fallen  for  three  days 
this  week  giving  most  favorable  CJnditions.    Prospects  now  are  for  larger 
crop  fron  slightly  smaller  acreage  than  last  year,  which  should  run  heavy  to 
large  sizes  and  furnish  shipnents  until  Cnristnas  unless  severe  weather  cuts 
it  dean."

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4b .     NEW  YORK  CROP  NOTES 

On  September  ibth,  Mr.  Sutton  of  the  Rochester  office  wrote  in  part 
as  follows: 

"The  activity^ in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry  in  western  Now  York 
during  the  past  seven  days  has  been  dominated  by  the  movement  of  peaches. 
Besides  the  heavy  movement  by  rail,  a  large  volume  was  moved  by  truck.  The 
warm  spell  of  last  week  caused  the  peaches  to  ripen  and  color  rapidly,  thus 
forcing  the  picking  and  shipping.    The  movement  to  date  exceeds  1 , POO  cars, 
as. compared  with  less  than  1^0  to  the  same  time  last  year.    The  season's  out- 
turn will  probably  approximate  1,800  cars,  compared  with         during  the  entire 
season  of  1*329.    Peak  movement  for  this  season  was  probably  reached  over  the 
past1  week-end.    Prices  have  declined,  and  car lot  sales  at  the  beginning  of 
this  week  were  mostly  ftl.^j-^l*  5^  for  U.  S.  No,  1,  2  inch  minimum  Elbertas. 
Demand  has  improved  and  the   distribution  has  been  widespread.    Shipments  have 
extended  to  Florida,  and  to  Missouri  and  Minnesota  on  the  West.  Chicago, 
Detroit,  Pittsburgh, '  and  Cleveland  have  taken  the  largest  amounts.    A  wide 
outlet  has  also  been  found  throughout  the  States  of  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania. 

"There  has  been  twice  the  volume  of  apples  moved  to  date  in  carloads 
as  compared  with  last  year,     flight  improvement  in  trading  has  been  noted 
recently.'   Wealthys  continue  to  be  the  principal  variety  loaded,  but  G-reenings 
will  soon  attain  an  important  position.     Recent  sales  on  various  varieties 
have  been  mostly  $1.10-$1.25  per  bushel  for  IT.  S.  No.  1,  2rg  inches  and  up. 
Pears  are  now  moving  exclusively  from  cold  storage.     To  date  1,013"  cars  Lave 
been  shipped  compared  with  only  547  cars  total  from  last  year's  entire  crop. 
The  local  demand  has  been  limited,  with  f.o.b.  carlot  sales  mostly  £1.15- 
■^1.25  Per  bushel  for  U.  S.  No.  1  Bartletts,  2  inch  minimum. 

"Dullness  and  inactivity  have  continued  to  feature  the  marketing  of 
the  vegetable  crops  of  western  New  York.    C-ibbage,  celery,  onions,  and  carrots 
have  all  been  very  much  depressed.    Cabbage  has  been  meeting  with  a  slow  de- 
mand.    Recent  carlot  sales  of  medium  sized  Domestic  have  been  at  §8-oll  bulk 
per  ton.     The  Danish  crop  is  ncaring  maturity,  a  few  cars  of  this  type  having 
already  moved.    Acreage  of  both  Domestic  and  Danish  in  up-State  New  York 
shows  an  increase  this  season. 

"F.o.b.  sales  on  onions  have  held  mostly  within  a  range  of  Ol-$l . IS 
per  hundred  pounds  of  U.  S.  No.  1  Yellows,  75$  2  inch  and  higher.  The  crop 
is  estimated  at  8,000  acres,  or  approximately  POO  more  than  were  planted  in 
l^P^,  but  yield  is  lighter  this  year. 

"The  celery  market  continues  weok,  with  f.o.b.  sales  hard  to  consum- 
mate.    The  general  prices  during  the  present  week  have  ranged  mostly  ^tf-fyl 
per  2/3  crate  of  early  varieties,  4~5  &ozen  size.    The  early  or  close-culture 
celery  is  showing  a  good  yield  and  the  acreage  in  V.'ayne  and  Oswego  counties 
has  been  materially  increased,  but  disappointing  prices  are  causing  consider- 
able to  go  into  storage.    So  far  this  season  648  cars  have  moved,  compared 
with  417  to  date  last  year  out  of  a  total  for  the  season  of  3>$47  cara. 

"Carrots  hove  been  practically  at  r  standstill  since  the  opening  of 
this  office.    Pric.:s  are  very  lov  and  sales  few  and  far  between.     Rough  carrots 
in  bushels  have  sold  around  45^  ^n  carlot ss  while  the  washed  product  has 
brought  as  high  as  bO^.    Shipments  will  probably  be  hold  back  as  much  as  pos- 
sible during  the  present  dull  period."

5b .    WISCONSIN  POT  V^O  CPA^ 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft,  writing  from  Waupaca,  September  15,  gave  the 
following  report: 

"The  future  of  this  year's  potato  crop  in  V'isconsin,  especially  in 
the  central  region,  remains  a  problem  in  the  minds  of  most  growers. and  ship- 
pers.   Weather  conditions  between  now  and  the  first ■ killing  frosts  wi 11  large- 
ly decide  whether  the  crop  through  the  central  section  will  assume  a  fair 
proportion  of  «  normal  crop  or  be  almost  a  failure.    Most  of  the  fields 
through  this  section  of  the  State  are  still  green  and  in  good  growing  con- 
dition although  the  ground  is  so  dry  that,  growth  of  the  tubers  is  .almost  at 
a  stand-still.     This  is  especially  true  of  those  fields  that  are  on  sandy  or 
hilly  land.    Low  land  and  heavier  soils  have  held  moisture  better  than  the 
lighter  lands  and  the  potatoes  have  fared  better  on  this  type  of  soil.  Most 
of  the  fields  show  a  large  number  of  tubers  to  the  hill,  and  a  good  rain  rath 
a  few  weeks  of  growing  weather  will  make  a  fair  proportion  of  No.  1  potatoes. 
But,  if  the  rains  fail  to  show  up,  the  proportion  of  No.  2s  \dll  be  very  great 
throughout  the  central  section. 

"The  Gobbler  crop  in  the  -"-ntigo  and  northern  Wisconsin  section  has  been 
largely  dug.    The  quality  is  very  good  although  the  proportion  of  No.  2  stock 
is  slightly  heavier  than  normal  and  the  general  run  of  the  No.  1  stock  is 
only  medium  size.    There  is  practically  no  disease.    Most  growers  who  have 
dug  their  crop  estimate  the  yield  at  from  70  to  00  per  cent  of  normal.  A 
somewhat  larger  acreage  through  the  northern  portion  of  the  State  will  make 
a  crop  that  will  assume  car-lot  .proportions  comparable  to  last  year,  in  the 
opinion  of  several  shippers.    Practically  none  of  the  Rural  crop  in  the  north- 
ern section  has  been. dug  although  digging  in  this  section  will  begin  shortly. 
In  the  vicinity  of  Antigo  the  Rural  or  Round  White  crop  will  comprise  only 

15-20  per  cent  of  the  total,  but • throughout  the  o ther  northern  producing 
sections  it  will  range  from  50  per  cent  of  the  total  to  almost  the  entire 
crop  in,  some  regions.    .Car-lot  shipments  for  the  State  are  only  about  150 
behind  the  total'  for  this  date  last  year,  although  the  season  in  general  is 
slightly  later.    Many  groaers  in  the  Cobbler  producing  sections  have  hastened 
their  harvest  to  get  in  on  the  early  season  high  prices. 

"The  early  season  market  has  been  good  with  prices  reaching  a  top  of 
;?°.20--??,25  l^st  week  to  growers  and  02. ^5-^2.40  on  earlots  for  No.  1  Cobblers. 
However,  late  last  v.eek  the  market  slumped  and  dealers  are  now  offering  only 
■?1. 75-Jl. <30  to  growers  and  are  almost  unable  to  get  an  offer  of  any  kind  on 
earlots.     This  slump  in  the  market  has  served  to  shut  off  farmers'  delivery 
somewhat.    Apparently  they  have  set  their  mark  at  about  the  same  price  as  last 
year  and  do  not  feel  inclined  to  sell  for  less  than  0-2  per  hundred." 

ob.     YANIIA  7'.LI^Y  POTATO  NEWS  . 

T.  H.  Hall,  sent  the  following  information  in  his  letter  of  September 
September  12:  .. 

"Ordinarily  the  closing  day  of  the  Washington  State  Fair  in  Yakima 
marks  the  active  opening  of  the  potato  harvest  in  the  lower  Yakima  Valley, 
so  if  precedence  is  to  be  followed,  potato  digging  in  this  district  will 
become  quite  general  beginning  September  15.    However,  reports  coming  to 
this  office  are  that  the  vines  throughout  the  Yakima  Valley  and  even  around 
Ellensburg  are  rank  and  green,  and  growers  are  anxious  to  see  their  further 
growth  retarded.    £hey  fear  the  development  of  considerable  holloa  heart  if 
growth  continued  much  longer,

"The  territory  around  lellcnsburg  is  gaining  in  importance  as  a  potato 
section.     Reports  are  that  about  °,000  acres  are  planted  this' year.  Har- 
vesting in  this  vicinity  begins  about  one  week  to  ten  days  earlier  than  down 
the  valley,  but  loc  j.l  dealers  are  discouraging  the  practice  this  season,  for 
the  stock  is  still  somewhat  green  and  immature.    On  ranches  where  proper  seed 
stock  was  planted,  quality  pronises  to  be  excellent,  but  some  growers  made 
the  mistake 'of  using  native  Russets  for  planting  last  spring  and  nust  pan- 
tile penalty  in  poor  to  fair  quality  stock. 

"The  September  1  estimates  for  potatoes  are  being  construed  by  oper- 
ators very  bullishly  and  :?"^0  per  ton  for  Combination  75  per  cent-  or  better 
Russyts  is  being  asked  in  Yakina.     This  figure  is  about  vlO  under  the  October 
1  price  of  cue  year  ago,  but  considering  the  general  depressed  condition  of 
business,  growers  are  apparently  satisfied  and  nany  are  looking  for  the  price 
to  advance  as  the  season  progresses." 


7°  •     I---INS  POTATO  CROP  NOTES 

In  his  letter  September  12,  H.  E.  Rutland,  at  Presque  Isle,  sent  the 
following  report: 

•••    "It  has  become  apparent  since  the  beginning  of  harvesting  that  serious 
damage  is  being  done  to  the  potato  crop  by  rot,  following  blight.    This  rot 
is  distributed  irregularly  over  the  district.     In  the  heaviest  producing  area 
in  the  State,    (Presque  Isle,  Caribou  and  Ft.  Fairfield),  the  damage  is  serious. 
Most  fields  are  affected.     In  some  cases  the  damage  is  negligible  but  in  other^ 
the  loss  will  run  as  high  as  bO  to  75  Per  cent.    Yesterday  I  was  digging  a 
few  hills  in  a  field  in  the  Presque  Isle  area  that  last  year  produced  1^4 
barrels   (423s  bushels)  per  acre.    I  estimated  that  the  entire  crop  this  season 
in  the  field  would  have  been  about  100  barrels  (265  bushels)  per  acre,  but 
of  this  production  fully  bO  per  cent  were  decayed.    This  field  is  doubtless  an 
extreme  case  but  there  are  others  like  it.    No  estimates  of  the  average  per- 
centage of  damage  have  been  made. 

"It  seems  that  the  northern  portion  of  the  area,  excepting  Limestone, 
is  not  affected,  at  least  not  seriously,  and  that  the  extreme  western  edge  is 
not  affected.     Only  a  few  reports  of  damage  have  come  from  the  southern  of 
the  nroostook  area,  and  apparently  there  is  no  damage  in  sections  outside  of 
^roostook  county.     I  believe  ^roostook  county  has  about  80  to  85  per  cent  of 
the  acreage  in  the  State.    Probably,  one-third  of  this  acreage  is  in  the  af- 
fected arc  ,  and  possibly  half  is  more  or  less  affected. 

"Most  )f  the  decay  reported  is  in  the  Green  Mountains.    Cobblers  are 
apparently  much  less  affectej.    However,  acreage  planted  to  Cobblers  this 
year  is  smaller  than  usual  and  the  bulk  of  the  storage  crop  is  Green  mountains, 

"It  is  impossible  to  tell  yet  what  th._  outcome  will  be  and  whether  decay 
will  develop  further  in  storage.    At  any  rate  the  Maine  crop  is  in  trouble  and 
there  will,  probably  be  further  reductions  in  the  production  available  for 
shipment." 
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8b.     CALIFORNIA  GRAPE  NFA:S 

The  following  letter  was  received  from  YJ.  D.  Googe,  at  Fresno,. 
September  14*. 

"The  California  grape  deal  continues  to  be  dull,  and  shippers 
seem  to  feel  that  this  season's  crop  will  move  largely  on  consignment. 
Sales  to  cash-track  buyers  are  reported  to  be  decreasing  daily.  The 
best  sales  in  the  eastern  auctions  have  Shawn  onlj7-  a  small  margin  of 
profit,  while  the  average  prices  have  meant  losses  to'  shippers.  There 
is  a  fairly  active  demand  for  Zinfandels,  since  cars  that  will  make 
U.  S.  No.  1  grade  are  said  to  be  rather  scarce.    All  other  varieties, 
including  both  table  and  juice-  stock,  are  moving  slowly'  where  cash 
buyers  are  concerned. 

The  chief  interest  centers  around  the  California  Grape  Control 
Board,  which  has  practically  completed  the  purchase  of  "75,000  tons  of 
raisin  varieties  which  are  to  be  left  unharvested.     So  far  this  has 
not  served  to  stimulate,  prices,  but  -  there  are  some  who  predict  that  ' 
within  another  two  weeks  the  market  for  juice  Muscats  will  show  an  ad- 
vance.   Despite  unsatisf ac'tory  returns,  shipments  continue  to  increase 
and  to  date  this  season  the  carl3t  movement  is  about  2,000  cars  in  ' 
excess  of  the  number  of  cars  shipped  to  the  same  date  last  season.  The 
Control  Board  has  issued  an  urgent  plea  to  cut  down  shipments  during  the 
coming  week.    However,  the  railroads  report  a  survey  of  car  needs  in- 
dicates some  five  or' six  thousand  cars  will  be  loaded  during  the  coming 
week  or  an  average  of  700  or  80O  daily.

lc .     ADVISE  SHIPPERS  TO  EXERCISE  CAUTION  REGARDING  SHIPMENTS 
OE  APPLES  FOR  EXPORT  TO  ORE  IT _ BRITAIN 
The  arrival  of  a  car  of  apples  in  Great  Britain  containing  a 
few  packages  of  a  lower  grade  than  is  permitted  entry  into  the  country 
under  the  recent  enbargo  threatens  serious  consequences.    All  shippers  and 
exporters  should  be  v.arned  of  the  grave  results  which  may  follow  contin- 
uance of  this  practice.    The  containers  must  be  marked  correctly  as  to 
grade,  otherwise,  the  special  form  certificate  cannot  be  issued  at  port 
of  export.    Containers  which  are  narked  MU.  S.  Commercial"  and  the  apples 
grade  "U.  S.  No.  1"  must  be  remarked  accordingly.    The  mistake  of  marking 
a  lower  grade  on  the  containers  is  just  as  serious  as  narking  a  higher 
grade  than  the  apples  deserve. 


2c.     INSPECTIONS  REQUESTED  UNDER  P.  A.  C.  ACT  SHOULD  BE  GIVEN  PREFERENCE 
Applicants  may  request  inspections,  or  reinspections  on  account  of 
proceedings  being  threatened  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities 
Act.     Such  requests  should  be  given  the  preference  over  the  regular  work 
and  it  may  be  difficult  to  handle  all  such  requests  promptly,  especially 
in  one-nan  markets,     when  travel  to  outside  points  is  involved.    The  work 
in  the  home  3ffj.ce  should  not  be  neglected  and  should  be  taken  care  of 
first  whenever  possible,  but  a  request  under  the  P.A.C.  Act  in  an  outside 
market  should  be  given  the  preference  over  an  ordinary  request.    V.'hen  the 
work  in  any  market  becomes  so  heavy  that  it  cannot  be  handled  by  the  present 
force  the  v,a;.hington  office  or  the  district  office  should  be  communicated 
with  so  that  arrangements  may  be  made  to  relieve  the  situation  by  sending 
inspectors  from  other  markets  whenever  possible  to  do  so. 


3c,     ATTENTION  SHIPPING -PCIiET  SUPERVISING  INSPECTORS 

It  occasionally  happens  that  a  car,  ^hich  is  certified  belOT  grade, 
is  regarded  after  certificate  has  been  issued.    Another  inspection  may  be 
requested,  which  1  ill  show  a  higher  grade,  and  the  issuance  of  tv.o  certifi- 
cates may  cause  confusion  in  the  receiving  markets.    This  can  be  avoided  by 
sending  a  wire  to  the  Washington  office,  stating  that  the  first  certificate 
should  be  disregarded  and  another  certificate  showing  a  different  grade  v ill 
be  issued.    By  taking  this  action  immediately  after  the  second  inspection  is 
made,  the  wire  should  be  received  in  time  to  keep  the  first  inspection  of 
the  car  off  the  lists.     Supervising  inspectors  should  call  this  matter  to 
the  immediate  attention  of  all  inspectors  working  under  their  supervision 
and  insist  that  this  office  be  advised  immediately  by  wire,  when  a  case  of 
this  kind  occurs.    Such  wires  may  be  sent  "Gov't.  Rate  Collect."    For  ex- 
ample:    "Disregard  certificate  1128l  second  inspection  covered  by  113Tj7»."

la.    TOLL,  FERRY,  STORAGE  AND  TOWAGE  .CHARGES  ON  PE RS 0 NALLY- OWNED 
AUTOMOBILES,  USED  FOR  OFFICIAL  WORK 
In  view  of  the  closing  proviso  in  the  section  entitled,  "Mileage 
Rates  for  Motor  Vehicles,"  in  the  Agricultural .Appropriation  Act  for 
1931>  viz?  "Provided  further,  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may 
J  authorize  the  payment  of  toll  and, ferry  charges,  storage  and  towage  for 
such  motorcycles  and  automobiles,  in  addition  to  the  mileage  allowance," 
all  employees  of  the  Department  authorized  to  operate  their  personally- 
owned  automobiles  on  the  mileage  basis  will,  in  addition  to  such  mileage, 
be  allowed  charges  for  tolls  and  ferriage,  storage  and  towage  incurred 
in  connection  with  the  authorized  use  for  official  travel  of  such  per- 
sonally-owned automobiles  or  motorcycles* 

2a.    A  PACKAGE  WITH  WELL-FILLED  APPEARANCE 

The  Unity  Orchard  Company,  of  which  H.  R.  Hamilton,  formerly 
Okanogan  County  Inspector,  is  manager,  is  trying  an  experiment  this  year 
which  is  of  some  Interest.     In  addition  to    insisting  on  a  very  high  crown 
pack,  the  company  has  had  its  shook  cut  with  the  bottom  boards  1/32  of  an 
inch  thicker  than  the  tops,  the  latter  being  cut  with  the  usual  thickness 
for  tops  and  bottoms.    The  thought  behind  this  is  to  throw  the  surplus 
bulge  to  the  top  of  the  box  and  in  addition,  when  the  top  is  removed  for 
display  in  the  markets,  the  heavier  bottom  will  tend  to  still  more  in- 
crease the  top  bulge,  impressing  the  buyer  with  the  good  bulge  and  that 
the  package  is  well  filled. 

The  idea  was  obtained  in  California  where  it  is  understood  some 
firms  have  practiced  it  for  some  .time.    When  the  packing  house  of  this 
company  was  visited  recently,  a  packed  box,  illustrating  the  ideal  pack 
which  the  management  hopes  to  get  in  every  package,  was  set  on  an  elevated 
platform  above  the  grading  machine,  where  all  packers  could  see  it,  and 
was  placarded  with  a  statement  that  it  was  the  kind  of  package  desired,

lb.     POTOMAC -YARD  PASSINGS  DECREASED  SLIGHTLY  THE  PAST  SEASON 

£or  the  benefit  of  field  offices  and  some  of  the  city  markets, 
Mr.  Crosthwait  visited  Potomac  Yard  daily  during  the  past  season  and  se- 
cured a  record  of  the  passings  during  each  24  hours »    The  following  figures 
are  presented  to  show  the  great  volume  of  the  movement. 

A  total  of  85,104  cars  of  all  commodities  passed  Potomac  Yard  from 
Cctober  3,  1929,  through  August  l6,  1930.    This  was  7,466  cars  less  than 
passed  the  Yard  from  November  1,  1928  through  August  31,  1929*  Orange 
passings  were  approximately  5»°00  less  than  the  previous  season,  while 
peaches  increased  some  1,400  cars.    Total  passings  of  potatoes,  watermelons, 
apples,  beans,  cucumbers  and  celery  increased,  while  a  decrease  was  noted 
in  a  number  of  the  lesser  commodities.    Figures  are  available  for  the  total 
daily  passings  and  destinations,  and  also  the  total  number  of  cars  of  each 
commodity.

2b.    APPLE  SITUATION  IN  POTOMAC  VALLEY  AREA  • 

Writing  from  Martinsburg,  W.  Va. ,  on  September  29,  V.  H.  Nicholson 
advised  that  the  apple  crop  in  that  district  is  estimated  at  /\Ofo  to  50$ 
of  last  year's  production.    Considering  the  small  size  of  the  fruit  and 
the  quantity  that  will  have  to  be  culled  out,  because  of  late  worm  injury, 
it  is  likely  that  the  carlot  shipments  will  not  be  much  over  half  those 
of  last  season.    Only  1,320  cars  had  been  moved  by  September  20. 

The  drought  was  broken  on  the  afternoon  and  night  of  the  l6th,  with 
a  rainfall  measuring  1.3  inches.    This  was  the  heaviest  rainfall  within 
the  same  length  of  time  during  the  last  three  months.    Wind  accompanying 
the  rain  blew  some  of  the  fruit  off  the  trees.    Yorks,  Ben  Davis  and  ' 
Ganos  are  expected  to  be  improved  in  size  and  color.    Some  of  the  Staymans 
may  show  growth-cracks. 

The  lack  of  rainfall  has  been  at  least  partially  responsible  for  a 
heavy  coating  of  spray  residue  on  most  fruit  this  year.    Very  few  packing 
houses  have  equipment  for  washing  the  apples,  and  this  problem  has  been 
rather  serious.    A  few  houses  are  installing  washing-ec uipmunt  to  take

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care  of  this  matter,  but  most  are  depending  upon  their  Y/iping  equipment 

to  remove  the  spray  residue.    Movement  of  Grimes  and  Jonathans,  particularly 

to  British  markets,  has  been  hindered  on  account  of  the  residue  problem. 

Domestic  demand  lately  has  been  rather  slow,  but  export  markets  have  shown 

a  moderate  demand.    No  future  sales  of  Yorks  had  yet  been  reported,  but 

some  shippers  believed  that  Yorks  should  bring  around  $4  Per  barrel  of 

U.  S.  No.  1  fruit,  2-g-  inches  up. 

3b .     RECENT  NEW.S  ON  WESTERN  NEW  YORK  CROPS 

A  letter  of  September  23  from  R.  L.  Sutton,  of  the  Rochester 
office,  contained  much  information  of  interest,  which  had  to  be  eliminated 
from  the  D.L.  because  of  lack  of  space.    The  main  facts  in  his  letter 
are  published  below: 

"The  principal  shipping  period  of  PEACHES  is  past.    Peak  movement 
was  reached  about  10  days  ago.    The  outturn  this  year  will  probably  be 
slightly  in  excess  of  2,000  cars.    Distribution  has  been  maintained  on  the 
fairly  wide  scale.    The  fruit  has  shown  good  color  and  the  sizes  have  been 
satisfactory  in  most  instances.  ..  . 

"APPLES  continue  to  move  on  a  rather  dull  market,  many  of  the  bill- 
ings being  consigned  or  handled  on  a  joint-account  basis. 

"The  movement  of  GR^JSS  has  just  gotten  under  way  during  the  past 
.  few  days,  there,  being  more  activity  in  the  Chautauqua-Erie  belt  than  in 
the  Finger  Lakes  region.    Daily  loadings- are  averaging  light  so  far  and 
the  demand  has  not  reached  expectations..    However,  this  condition  is  ex- 
pected to  improve •with  the  approaching  of  colder  weather.     The  quality  of 
the  crop  is  reported  to. be  good. 

•    "The  f.o.b.  values  for  vegetables  have  shown  no  improvement  since 
the  last  report.     In  the  case  of  one  or  two  of  these  commodities,  dealers 
claim  that  record  low  prices  are  now  being  received. 

.  "CABBAGE  is  meeting  with  light  demand  and  the  market  has  held  rather 
dull.    The  quality  of  the  domestic  crop  left  in  the  fields  is  rapidly  de- 
teriorating.   The  late  crop  of  Danish  cabbage  has  not  started  to  move  in 
any  volume;  yet  a  few  sales  of  this  type  have  been  made  at  $17  per  ton, 
•packed  in  ^0-pound  sacks. 

"ONIONS  have  sold  on  an  f.o.b.  basis  at  85?- ^  for  U.  S.  No.  1 
Yellows  in  100-pound  sacks,  75?b  2  inches  and  larger.     It  has  been  many 
years  since  prices  have  gone  to  such  low  levels.    The  wire  inquiry  continues 
to  be  fairly  active,  but  buyers  are  seeking  lower  prices. 

"CELERY  has  reached  what  is  claimed  to  be  record  low  prices.  Y/ire- 
order  sales  for  carlots  of  the  -Early  Varieties  in  2/3  crates,  mostly  4~5 
dozen,  have  held  at  85c*- 950.     It  is  understood  that  the  farmers  are  letting 
some  of  the  crop  go  for  as  low  as  oOc'  per  crate. 

."CARROTS  have  shown  such  limited  activity  that  there  remains  very 
little  to  report.    F.o.b.  sales  have  been  rare  and  daily  loadings  have 
been  light.    Washed  carrots  in  bushels  have  brought  around  while 
rought  stock  in  100-pound  sacks  has  recently  been  sold  f.o.b.  at  65^." 


THREE  CARS  0E  STRAWBERRIES  were  reported  a  few  days  ago  by  a  railroad 
reporter  whose  territory  extends  through  parts  of  northern  and  central 
California.    Berries  would  not  seem  out  of  season  in  Washington,  D..C.,  at 
present,  where  temperatures  have  again  been  close  to  the  100  mark. 
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4b»    WISCONSIN  POTATO  SITUATION 

C.  D. "  Schoolcraft ,  writing  from  Waupaca  on  September         said  that 
the  potato  situation  in  Wisconsin,  particularly  in  the  central  part  of 
the  State,  looks  rather  discouraging.    The  f ieldsarc  continually  growing 
drier  and  there  was  no  immediate  prospect  of  rain.    Little  improvement  can 
be  expected,  even  from  future  rains.    As  digging  began  in  the  central 
part  of  the  State,  low  yields  were  being  reported  and  a  low  percentage  of 
No.  lfs.    Many  of  the  potatoes  which  are  large  enough  to  make  No.  1  grade 
are  misshapen.    Some  of  this  central  Wisconsin  stock  may  have  to  sell  at 
a  discount,  according  to  the  opinion  of  some  dealers. 

This  condition  does  not  hold  for  the  northern  part  of  the  State. 
Rain  has  been  more  abundant  in  the' northern  sections,  and  quality  is 
generally  good.    Digging  of  the  Cobbler  crop  in  the  Antigo  section  is 
about  completed.    Prices  were  good  and  growers  who  sold  on  the  early  market 
made  some  money.    Recently,  the  price  trend  has  been  sharply  downward. 
However,  some  improvement  was  soon  expected  by  most  of  the  local  factors. 

5b.     FEATURES  0?  THE  YAKII.1A  VALLEY  POTATO  SEASON 

On  September  20,  T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  wrote  as  follows 
regarding  the  potato  situation  in  the  Yakima  Valley: 

"In  the  opinion  of  local  operators,  two  factors  have  been  respon- 
sible for  the  decline  and  lack  of  interest  in  the  Yakima  potato  f.o.b. 
market  during  the  past  week.    Largely  as  a  result  of  the  Go vernmeht  fore- 
cast of  light  production,  buyers  began  actively  to  look  for  contracts  for 
early  deliveries,  while  producers  either  showed  a  tendency  to  hold  or  in- 
dicated little  interest.    Rumors  were  that  buyers  were  on  the  ground  from 
Kansas  City  and  Texas  points,  to  bid  on  several  blocks  for  future  delivery. 
One  report  was  that  several  carloads  had  been  contracted  for  October  de- 
livery at  $38  per  ton,  but  specified  U.  S.  No,  1  quality.     Such  conditions 
led  to  considerable  speculating  and  something  of  a  boom-market.  Washington 
combination- grade  stock  was  being  sold  at  the  opening  of  this  week  at 
§33*"§35  Per  ton,  but    has  since  declined  to  around  §^>0,  with  few  buyers. 

"However,  in  a  few  days  the  forecast  figures  were  being  more  care- 
fully analyzed.    Dealers  now  think  the  prospects  are  good  for  another 
profitable  year  for  the  Washington  potato  growers,  but  are  not  inclined  to 
get  excited  over  the  situation.    This  leads  up  to  the  second  factor,  i.e., 
that  the  stock  is  not  yet  roady  to  harvest  for  storage  purposes.    It  con- 
tinues warm  in  the  Valley  and  the  potato  vines  are  green,  according  to 
reports.     This,  coupled  with  the  lack  of  interest  and  very  little  demand, 
is  resulting  in  rather  light  loadings.    The  potato  growers  are  also  giving 
attention  to  other  crops.    Buying  is  for  immediate  requirements  and  the 
speculators  now  are  looking  forward  to  the  October  forecast,  it  being  in 
the  minds  of  some  of  them  that  there  will  be  a  slight  increase,  particularly 
with  growing  conditions  favorable  throughout  the  month  of  September  in  the 
Middle  West."

1 c .     CALYX  SCALD  OF  APPLES  A  FACTOR  OF  CONDITION 

The  term  "calyx  scald*'  should  be  used  to  describe  the  injury  of 
apples  caused  by  arsenical  spray.    The  terms  "calyx  burn"  and  "acid 
burn'*  should  not  be  used  either  on  the  inspection  certificate  or  in 
correspondence.    Calyx  scald  may  develop  on  apples  which  did  not  show 
it  at  time  of  packing,  and  it  will  therefore  be  treated  as  a. factor  of 
condition  in  receiving  markets.     In  reporting  this  defect  the  degree  of 
the  injury  should  be  stated,  -  that  is,  whether  "slight"  or  "bad." 

2c.    VALUABLE  INFORMATION  FOR  APPLE  INSPECTORS 

The  following  is  reprinted  from  D.L. .for  December  7,  1928:- 

D.  F.  Fisher  has.  prepared  the  following  two  articles,  one  on  arse- 
nical injury,  the  other  on  hydrochloric  acid  injury.  These  are  carefully 
prepared  and  will  be  of  value  for  reference  to  all  apple  inspectors; 

"ARSENICAL  INJURY.     The  injury  which  has  heretofore  been  called 
'calyx  scald5 or  'water  scald'  is  more  properly  designated  as  arsenical  in- 
jury.    It  is  exhibited  as  depressed  black  or  brownish  spots  in  the  calyx 
cavity  arid  often  encircling  the  calyx  itself,  or  occasionally  in  the  stem 
basin.    Sometimes  these  injuries  extend  %  inch  or  more  into  the  flesh  and 
open  the  way  for  rot  invasions. 

"This  arsenical  injury  may  be  produced  in  several  ways.     It  may  re- 
sult from  heavily  sprayed  apples  becoming  or  remaining  wet  for  a  period 
of  several  hours  before  spray  residue  is  removed..    In  this  case  it  is  due 
to  soluble  arsenic  in  the  spray  residue  and  may  occur  on  the  trees  before 
picking.     It  may  be  due  to  the  prolonged  use  of  the  same  washing  solutions 
in  which  dissolved  arsenic  has  accumulated  in  toxic  amounts.     It  may  also 
be  due  to  faulty  rinsing  facilities  which  pe.rmit  .some  of  the  solvent  to 
remain  in  the  calyx  region,  there  to  continue  solvent  action  on  arsenical 
spray  residue  not  removed,  in  the  washing  treatment.    This  injury  may  ap- 
pear with'in  a  week  or  two  after  washing  but  usually  requires  several  weeks 
to  develop  on  all  of  the  apples  that  may  become  affected  in  any  given  lot." 

;    "HYDROCHLORIC  ACID  INJURY.    Apple  injury  due  to  hydrochloric  acid 
used  in  washing  treatments  is  typically  exhibited  as  a  bleaching  of  the 
skin.     It  usually  appears  within  a  day  or  two  aft.er  washing.    At  first 
the  color  appears  to  merely  fade  into  the  flesh  and  the  skin  softens/but 
later  the  skin  may  crack  through  the  center  of  the  spots  and  become  dry 
and  papery.     The  spots  become  depressed  with  age  and  sometimes  the  pre- 
sence of  dissolved  arsenic  in  the  acid  solution  causes  them  to  turn  black. 
The  appearance  and  severity  varies  somewhat  with  different  varieties  and 
sometimes  the  presence  of  a  few  tiny  black  freckles  found  at  lenticels  on 
storage  fruit,  especially  Winesap  and  Arkansas  Black,  may  be  the  only  indi- 
cation of  acid  injury.     Such  spots  might  easily  be  mistaken  for  Jonathan 
Spot.  > 

"Acid  injury  is  sometimes  localized  in  the  stem  or  calyx  regions  or 
points  at  which  the  apple  remained  in  contact  with  other  objects,  but 
usually  the  injured  areas  are  scattered  irregularly  over  the  apple,  marking 
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places  where  drops  of  acid  evaporated.    Where  drops  of  the  washing  solu- 
tion concentrate  to  an  injurious  strength  through  evaporation,  the  outline 
of  the  affected  area  is  usually  circular, "but,  where  acid  accumulates  be- 
tween an  apple  and  some  other  object  in  contact  with  it,  the  outline  may 
be  quite  irregular.    This  injury  bears  a  close  resemblance  to  that  some- 
,-times  found  when  SO2  escapes  from  refrigerating  systems.     In  the  latter, 
however,  the  apples  are  usually  more  generally  Speckled'  at  lenticels 
and  the  margins  of  the  bleached  areas  become  black  with  age,  while  the 
spot. itself  may  become  faintly  zoned  in  appearance." 

3c    -  NEWS  FROM  IDAHO  AND  MONTANA 

In  a  letter  of  September  20,  from  Boise,  L.  G.  Schultz,  Supervising 
Inspector,  told  of  a  field  trip  he  planned  to  make  during  the  present  week. 
He  expected  to  visit  important  shipping  points  in  Idaho  and  Montana,  in 
the  interest  of  the  inspection  work  and  also  to  assist  Mr.  Sherman  and 
Mr.  Mercker,  who  are  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  and  v/ho  plan  to  be  with 
Mr.  Schultz  in  the  Idaho  potato  districts  early  next  week. 

In  commenting  on  crops,  Mr.  Schultz  stated  that  the  Idaho  prune 
movement  was  about  finished.    Total  shipments  will  be  around  1,&00  cars, 
.which  is  much  in  excess  of  the  earlier  estimates. 

Apple  shipments  were  getting  under  way  but  will  not  be  heavy  until 
about  October  10.    Quality  is  very  good,  the  fruit  being  exceptionally 
free  from  worms.    The  only  real  difficulty  seems  to  be  with  misshapen 
fruit,  due  to  winter  injury.    Mr.  Schultz  was  endeavoring  to  arrive  at 
a  uniform  policy  among  all  the  local  inspectors  in  regard  to  this  defect.

le.    PRODUCE  DEALER  FINED  : UNDER  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT 

On  September  22,  R,  R.  Easter,  proprietor  of  the  North  Alabama 
Brokerage  Company,  Decatur,  Alabama,  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  to  viola- 
tion of  the  Produce  Agency  Act,  whereupon  the  court  in  session  at  Hunts- 
ville,  Alabama,  imposed  the  minimum  fine  of  ,$100. 

The  complaint  involved  a  carload  of  Irish  potatoes  shipped  on 
consignment,  for  which  the  consignee  failed  to  make  any  returns  what- 
ever.   The  investigator  found  that' the  gross  sales  were  substantially  in 
excess  of  freight  and  other  charges.

The  building  has  adequate  floor  space  for  the  contents 
of  90  cars.    One  large  auction  sales-room  has  a  seating  capacity  for  200 
persons.     There  is  also  a  special  platform  for  private  sales,  and  a  large 
team  track  delivery-yard.    A  special  S-page  folder  was  published,  telling 
all  about  this  new  produce  terminal  in  Baltimore. "

To.    RECENT  COLORADO  CHOP  HEWS 

Bryce  Morris  wrote  as  follows  from  Denver  on  September  27 '- 

"Our  early  estimates  on  the  peach  shipments  from  Colorado,  placed 
around  1,35^  cars,  were  very  close  to  the  right  figure,  with  1,3^0  cars 
shipped  to  date  and  only  one  car  moved  yesterday.    Trie  pear  movement  from 
the  Western  Slope  has  increased  slightly  but- consists  chiefly  of  Kieffers, 
with  a  few  D'Anjous  and  other  late  varieties.     To  date,  Colorado  has  ship- 
ped 177  cars  of  pears,  compared  to  a  final  movement  last  year  cf  1,0S2  and 
a  tc-date  movement  in.  1929  of  559  cars. 

"Onion  movement  from  ^he  Arkansas  Valley  is  ahead  of  that  to  this 
time  last  season,'  in  accordance  with  opinions  expressed  early  in  the  season 
that  growers  would  sell  small  sizes  early,  as  well  as  slightly  off-grade 
stock.    The  sizes  generally  are  satisfactory  but  prices  are  very  low, 
growers  receiving  mainly  ^5^-50^  per  100  pounds,  field-run,  delivered  at 
the  warehouse,  with  a  few  fields  running  to  large  sizes  as  high  as  60^. 

"Potato  shipments  from  the  San  Luis  Valley  were  slightly  late  get- 
ting into  heavy  volume  but  are  now  moving  heavily,  from  133  *°  187  cars 
per  day  for  the  most  of  this  week.    Prices  to  growers  have  been  advancing 
faster  than  outside  point sf  and  Thursday  we  had  grower  prices  quoted  as 
high  as  the  low  range  of  carlot  sales,  namely  $1.25  Per  c-wt.    ^n  Friday 
cf  this  week  the  grower  prices  advanced  generally  to  $1.30  per  cwt.  We 
still  believe  that  Colorado  will  ship  more  potatoes  than  last  season, 
with  the  San  Luis  Valley  at  least  equal  to  last  year's  shipment  figures. 

"Lettuce  shipments  have  been  unexpectedly  heavier  recently,  with 
the  Moffat  district  practically  through  now.     The  San  Luis  Valley  is 
still  far  behind  last  season,  but  shipments  have  increased  lately.  Total 
movement  to  date  from  the  Valley  is  64  3  cars,  compared  with  1,218  last 
season.    The  lettuce  market  has  remained  steady  to  firm. 

"The  mixed-car  movement  is  slightly  lighter,  and  shipments  may 
continue  for  another  three  weeks."

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2h.     SEVERE  WIUDSTOBM  IN  SQUTH7JESTEH?T  MICHIGAN 

Writing  from  Benton  Ear"bor  on  September  J>G,  E»  S.  Keller  sent 
the  following  information  regarding  Michigan  crops :- 

"A  severe  windstorm,  lasting  from  late  Friday  evening  until  Sunday 
morning,  played  havoc  with  the  apple  and  pear  crops,    A  lot  of  the  fruit 
was  blown  to  the  ground,  and  many  trees,  where  the  set  of  fruit  was  heavy, 
were  split  and  broken.    Field  men  and  farmers,  who  covered  the  fruit-belt , 
estimate  that  of  the  apples,  approximately  25$  to  ^O'fo  cf  the  crop  in 
Berrien,  Allegan,  and  Van  Buren  counties  and  10$  in  Kent  County  was  blown 
to  the  ground.    Latest  advice  from  Grand    'Traverse  County  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  State  indicates  only  a  small  loss  in  that  section.    Thus  the 
loss  was  most  severe  in  the  important  fruit  counties.     Strangely,  windfalls 
were  heaviest  in  the  winter  varieties  (Baldwins,  Rhode  Island  Greenings, 
and  Northern  Spys),  and  lighter  in  the  fall  varieties.    The  winter  apples 
were  set  mostly  on  the  outer  twigs  and  "branches,  where  the  full  force  of 
the  wind  struck  and  whipped  the  fruit  to  the  ground,  while  in  the  other 
varieties  the  load  was  more  evenly  spread,  so  the  loss  was  less.    The  late 
pears,  mostly  Kieffers,   suffered  severe  losses.    In  many  orchards,  almost 
all  the  fruit  was  on  the  ground,  while  in  others,  where  the  fruit  was  a 
little  more-firmly  set,  about  half  the  crop  was  on  the  ground.  Farmers 
are  picking  up  the  windfall  fruit,  both  pears  and  apples;  so  some  of  the 
loss  will  be  salvaged,  but  the  windfalls  are  sure  to  lead  to  later  grief, 
especially  in  the  winter  apples. 

"The  apple  market  has  been  dull  and  slow.     The  Michigan  crop  is 
short,  and  farmers  are  holding  hack  with  their  stock,  waiting  for  prices 
approaching  those  received  last  year,  while  other  fruit  districts,  com- 
peting with  Michigan,  are  selling  their  apples  and  moving  their  fru.it 
into  consumption.    Michigan  stock  will  likely  move  quite  freely,  while 
the  windfalls  are  salvaged. 

"Kieffer  pee.rs  are  moving  in  carlo ts,  with  the  f .o.b.  market  for 
2f  inch  minimum  fruit  ruling  $1  per  bushel  and  $1.25  Per  c,'Tt*  in  "bulk* 
Canners  are  paying  $20  per  ton  for  Kieffers. 

"The  grape  market  has  been  very  slow,   the  large  volume  depressing 
the  market.    Most  farmers  have  been  holding  hack  on  their  harvesting, 
waiting  for  higher  prices  and  better  consumption  weather;  so  the  major 
portion  of  the  grape  crop  is  yet  to  be  moved. 

"To  date,  practically  no  shipments  of  Michigan  potatoes  have  been 
made.     In  most  fields,  the  crop  is  still  in  the  process  of  making,  but 
frosts,  reported  last  night  in  the  potato  sections,  will  likely  stop  any 
further  chance  of  late  development." 

3^.     CALIE0H1IIA  GRAPE  SITUAT'C" 

In  a  letter  of  September  21,  from  Fresno,  W.  D.  C-coge  advised  that 
very  few  cash  sales  of  grapes  were  being  made  at  California  shipping 
points.     Some  factors  estimate  that  fully  S^fc  of  the  shipments  are  rolling 
for  delivered  sales,  and  possibly  a  larger  percentage  of  Malagas  and  juice 
varieties.     Of  the  juice  stock,  only  Zinfanaels  seem  to  meet  with  a  fair 
demand  for  good  quality  stock.    Zinfandels  in  the  Fresno  territory  are 
about  cleaned  up,  and  stock  from  sections  farther  north  is  reported  to  he 
damaged  by  mildew  and  mold,  as  a  result  of  rains  and  cloudy  weather.  The 
leading  Muscat  sections,  which  are  Fresno  County  and  counties  just  south

of  this,  are  said  to  have  one  of  the  finest  crops  ever.    However,  a  large 
portion  of  the  Unseats  has  "been  sold  to  the  Grape  Control  Board  and  to  the 
Eaisin  Pool,  without  any  noticeable  effect  on  the  prices  for  Juice  ship- 
ments. .  . 

Peak  of  the  grape  season  is  usually  reached  during  the  last  week  of 
September,   but  low  prices  and  restricted  loading  Day  throw  the  peak  this 
season  into  the  first  half  of  October. 

*•  In  a  later  letter,  dated  September  2S,  Mr*  Googe  advised  as  follows :~ 
"Daring  the  past  week,   some  activity  developed  in  the  local  cash 
market  for  white  juice  grapes.    Other  varieties  continue  dull,  with  prices 
little  changed.    Very  little  demand  is  found  for  Alicantes,  while  good 
quality  Zinfandels  are  getting  scarce.     Occasional  ca.sh  sales  of  Alicantes 
and  Carignanes  are  reported  all  the  way'  from  $3^  to  $U0  per  ton,  out 
probably  90?:  of  these  varieties  are  rolled  for  the  ITew  York  and  Jersey  City 
auctions • 

"Dae  to  activities  of  the  Grape  Control  Board  and  the  Eaisin  Pool, 
shipments  of  Muscats  had  been  rather  light  until    Iriday,  the  2oth.  Sharp 
advances  in  the  auction  prices  for  this  variety  result  3d  in  an  active  de- 
mand, and  the  movement  from  the  central  district  increased  from  lh$  car- 
loads on  Thursday  to  293  carloads  on  Friday*    Estimated  car  requirements  for 
the  coming  week  indicate  about  S,000  cars  will  be  shipped  from  the  State, 
or  an  average  of  more  than  1,100  cars  a  day.    This  is  expected  to  be  the 
peak  of  the  season."

V;  H.  Nicholson,  writing  from  Martinsburg,        Va.,  on  September 
27,  sent  the  following  information  on  apples 

"Shipments  of  apples  from  the  O^mberland-Shenandoah-Pctomac  district 
have  been  rather  light  during  the  past  week,  daily  movement  ranging  from 
around  75  to  I9O  carlots,  compared  with  daily  shipments  cf  275  to  over 
500  cars  last  season.     Shipments  for  the  district  to  date  total  only  1,398 
cars,  compared  with  a  total  of  6,$+l  to  the  same  time  last  year.  The 
largest  decrea.se  is  noted  in  the  Virginia  shipments,  which  total  only  SUl 
this  season,  as  o.gainst  U,3S^  to  the  same  date  last  year. 

"There  are  very  few  Jonathans  or  Grimes  remaining  in  the  district. 
Beginning  around  October  1,  the  later  varieties  will  dominate  the  market. 
A  few  cars  of  Ben  Davis  and  Ga.no s  have  been  shipped  for  export  during  last 
few  da.ys.     Some  growers  have  started  to  harvest  their  Yorks,  but  as  yet 
the  fruit  is  lacking  .color.    Both  growers  and  shippers  fear  that,  unless 
the  weather  turns  cooler,  there  will  be  very  few  Yorks  which  will  meet  the 
color  requirements  for  U.  S.  ITo .  1.    A  good  rain,  followed  by  cooler  weather, 
is  needed  to  bring  about  the  development  cf  color  on  a.ll  the  later  varie- 
ties, especially  the  Yorks. 

"The  demand  has  been  rather  slow  all  week  and  the  volume  of  trading 
rather  small.    However,  a  few  of  the  shippers  feel  that  there  may  be  an 
upward  swing  to  prices,  when  the  weather  becomes  cooler.    They  base  their 
reasoning  on  the  short  crop  in  this  district  and  the  short  Baldwin  crop  in 
New  York.     They  feel  that  there  will  be  a  certain  demand  for  cooking  apples, 
that  will  not  be  met  by  the  northwestern  stock  and  that  the  supply  of 

varieties  suited  for  this  purpose  will  be  rather  short.    Some  are  expecting 
Yorks  to  brir:g  about  $U  for  U.  S.  No.  1,  2g-  inches-up  stock.    They  brought 
mostly  around  $U.50  last  season." 
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On  October  1,  Mr.  Nicholson  added  the  following  to  his  report :~ 
M Because  of  the  cooler  weather  in  the  district,  apple  growers  and 
shippers  have  "began  to  feel  a  little  more  optimistic  than  a  few  days  ago. 
A  few  growers  have  reported  that  the  effects  of  the  weather  are  already 
noticeable  in  some  of  the  orchards.    Shippers  also  hope  that  the  lower 
temperatures  will  improve  the  demand  in  terminal  markets.  Considerable 
uneasiness  is  felt  by  a  few  shippers  who  sold  U.  S.  No .  1  Yorks  for  export 
early  in  the  season;  it  is  thought  that  there  will  be  few  U.  S.  No.  1 
Yorks  this  year," 


5b.    HBSAVY  CROP  OF  POTATOES  IN  IDAHO 

In  a  letter  dated  September  2^4,  from  Idaho  Falls,   the  following 
information  was  submitted  by  L.  C.  Tate:- 

"Both  potato  sections  of  Idaho  were  visited  by  frost  Tuesday  night, 
September  23»  for  the  first  time  this  season.     In  the  upper  Snake  River 
Valley,  or  Idaho  Falls  section,  the  frost  was  quite  heavy,  but  that  at 
Barley,  Twin  Falls  and  Buhl  was  rather  light.    Threatening  weather  followed 
the  freeze,  but  precipitation  held  off  in  most  localities,  so  that  no  re- 
vival of  life  could  take  place  in  the  potato-vines.    Harvesting  should  go 
ahead  rapidly,  starting  next  week. 

"Yields  are  tremendous  this  season.    Many  instances  have  come  to 
my  attention  where  yields  of  both  Rural s  and  Russets  have  gone  over  200 
full  sacks  to  the  acre.    One  grower  harvested  six  carloads  of  Rural s, 
packed  as  commercials  (mixed  l!s  and  2's)  from  seven  acres.    Many  farmers 
around  Shelley  and  Rigby  have  dug  over  200  sacks  of  marketable  potatoes 
per  acre,  while  others  report  150  to  175  sacks,  field-run.    This  ranges 
far  above  the  estimated  yield  given  out  by  the  Division  of  Crop  Estimates, 
and  all  local  factors  anticipate  a  decided  raise  in  the  next  Idaho  estimate. 

"Last  week  I  dug  a  good  many  hills  of  potatoes  in  various  fields 
near  Idaho  Falls,  and,  while  the  set  was  rather  light  and  many  of  the  pota- 
toes rough,  they  show  promise  of  yielding  150  sacks,  field-run.    In  the 
upper  altitudes,  where  the  dryland  seed  crop  is  grown,  they  appear  to  have 
a  tremendous  crop.    One  of  the  largest  growers  of  the  Ashton  district  told 
me  his  seed  crop  wou.ld  ran  well  over  100  sacks  to  the  acre.    They  usually 
get  50  sacks,  or  slightly  better. 

"Most  of  the  trade  are  of  the  opinion  that  we  have  30,000  cars  for 
market  this  season.    Cellars  in  the  upper  valley,  that  were  only  half-filled 
with  last  year's  crop,  are  expected  to  run  short  of  space  on  the  193°  crop. 
This  indicates  one  and  one-half  to  two  times  as  much  tonnage  for  the  Idaho 
Falls  section  as  was  harvested  last  season.    Some  of  the  farmers, who  have 
not  yet  started  digging,  have  been  in  town  to  sell  a~car  or  two,  feeling 
sure  they  will  have  that  much  excess  at  digging- time. 

"So  far,  there  has  been  but  a  poor  market-call  for  Russets  because 
of  their  immaturity,  but  Rural s  have  moved  freely  and  were  strengthening 
this  week  after  a  decline  of  35^  following  the  spurt  caused  by  the  September 
estimate.    The  market  position  of  these  Rurals  depends  to  a  great  extent  on 
the  competition  given  by  Colorado  Brown  Beautys,   so  that  any  "bullishness  in 
that  State  has  a  tendency  to  strengthen  the  market  for  Idaho  Rurals. 

"The  Idaho  farmers  are  generally  inclined  to  hold  for  later  markets. 
Dealers  are  now  offering  $1.25  bulk  for  No.  1  Russets,  and,  compared  with  the 
low  point  of  $1.50-$1. 65  at  digging-time  last  season,  it  is  not  much  of  an 
incentive  to  rush  the  season-" 
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T.  P..  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  wrote  as  fellows  in  a.  letter 
dated  September  27  i- 

"Cessation  of  digging  and  loading  of  potatoes  early  in  the  week  from 
Yakima  Valley  points  was  the  growers1  answer  to  the  attempt  of  "buyers  to 
"break  through  the  $30  per  ton  price  for  Washington  c on binat ion- grade  Rus- 
sets.   On  'Tuesday,  September  23,  only  nine  cars  were  loaded  in  this  State. 
The  growers  apparently  have  a  firn  hand  on  the  situation. 

"There  have  "been  frosts  reported  throughout  the  Valley  "but,  ac- 
cording to  the  reports,  only  a  few  isolated  spots  have  been  sufficiently 
hard  hit  to  kill  potato-vines.    Much  of  the  Ellensburg  tonnage  has  been 
contracted- for,  cr  dealers  have  advanced  funds  to  growers  for  the  production 
of  the  crop,  and  many  shipments  fron  this  territory  are  being  billed  at 
this  time  in  accordance  with  contract  requirements. 

"Generally,  growers  selling  on  a  cash-track  basis  have  shown  little 
interest  in  any  offers  under  $30  per  ton.    Buyers  were  finding  they  were 
going  to  have  to  pay  $32  to  $5+,  which  is  the  closing  range  this  week; 
branded  U.  S.  Ho.  1  potatoes  can  be  secured  for  $35~$3°  per  ton.  There 
has  been  such  a  wide  range  in  the  quality  of  branded  U".  S.  ITo.  2  stock 
that  it  is  difficult  to  quote  a  market  for  this  grade. 

"The  Valencia  cnion  situation  has  proved  exceedingly  discouraging 
to  all  concerned.    Quality  is  excellent  and  production  heavy,  but.  about  all 
growers  are  being  offered  is  around  $10  per  ton,  and  there  is  no  real  de- 
mand  at  this  figure.    Sone  snail  operators  are  inclined  to  do  a  little 
speculating,  but  requirements  of  this  class  of  traders  are  limited. 

"The  light  frosts  reported  have  practically  ended  the  Concord  grape 
movement,  as  well  a.s  that  of  tomatoe_s,  cucumbers  and  similar  truck  crops. 
In  western  Washington,  celery  and  cab  care  requirements  are  being  met  by 
locally-produced  stock.    Locally— grown  tomatoes  will  be  ample  to  supply 
the  needs  of  our  city  markets,  but  the  production  is  not  so  grea.t  as  was 
the  case  last  fall." 


7b.   potato  '.tots  J?.::.:  TTTThTih::  ::v::3 

In  a  letter  of  September  30,  from  Presque  Isle,  Maine,  the  following 
report  was  submitted  by  H.  3.  Eutland:- 

"This  potato  deal  has  been  going  along  rather  quietly  for  the  past 
two  weeks.    Most  haulings  are  still  going  into  storage-    'Hie  storage  situa- 
tion is  a  fairly  good  indication  of  the  crop  this  year.    There  is  still 
plenty  of  storage  spa.ee  and  nobody  anticipates  that  it  will  all  be  filled. 
Last  year  at  this  tine,  storage  wa.s  at  a  premium  and  there  was  practically 
none  that  could  be  rented. 

"Shipments  are  continuing  around  225  to  275  cars  per  day,  averaging 
nearly  100  errs  a  day  below  the  peak  of  last  season.    The  distribution  at 
present  is  certainly  an  eye-opener.    Usually  shipments  at  this  time  are 
going  almost  entirely  to  Atlantic  Coast  markets  and  to  smaller  cities  as 
far  west  as  Pittsburgh,  with  an  occasional  car  to  Cleveland.    How,  except 
for  Boston,  Detroit  has  frequently  been  the  largest  receiver.    La.st  year, 
loaine  set  what  was  believed  a  record  by  shipping  255  cars  to  Detroit  between 
September  2  and  April  27 •    Since  September  11,  there  have  been  204  cars 
billed  direct  to  Detroit  from  Maine,  a.nd  diversions  have  probably  totaled 
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75  cars.     Shipments  to  that  point  have  averaged  about  25  cars  per  day 
for  the  last  week.    Other  Michigan  points,  including  Grand  Rapids,  are 
receiving  shipments  almost  daily.    Probably  over  one-fourth  of  last 
week's  shipments  went  to  points  west  of  a  line  between  Pittsburgh,  and 
Cleveland. 

"Shippers  are  still  expecting  a  rather  sharp  advance  in  local  prices 
as  soon  as  digging  is  over.    Digging  is  probably  a  little  over  half  done 
now.    Rains  have  hindered  operations  lately.    Our  mailing-list  totals 
3,3^1  names  today,  and  is  increasing  about  20  names  per  day."

lc.    ACTIONAL  INSTRUCTIONS  REGARDING-  ISSUANCE  OF  SPECIAL  QUARAITTIIXS 
CERTIFICATES 

The  original  British  Apple  Order  required  certificates  on  exports 
to  England,  Scotland  and  Wales  between  July  7  November  15*  The  same 
regulations  now  apply  on  exports  to  Ireland  for  the  same  period.  When  it 
is  definitely  known  that  a  lot  of  apples,  on  which  a  special  certificate 
is  requested  at  port  of  export,  is  going  to  Ireland,  the  word"' Ireland" 
should  be  typed  just  after  (and  below)  the  word  "Wales"  in  the  statement 
printed  at  bottom  of  the  certificate. 


2c.    APPLE  INSPECTION  NOTES  FROM  VIRGINIA 

P.  S.  Kinsey,  Supervising  Inspector,  wrote  as  follows  from 
Staunton,  Va.,  on  September  26:- 

"Tlie  prospect  for  a  pack-out  of  IT.  S.  No.  1  Yorks  is  very  dis-  " 
c  our  aging.    These  hot  days  are  spoiling  what  color  Yorks  had  taken  on. 
Also  reports  from  everywhere  tell  of  very  many  worms.    The  Albemarle 
Pippin  crop  was  greatly  cut,  on  account  of  worms,   some  crops  going  more 
than. 50$  worms.    Practically  all  the  Pippins,  which  were  packed  as  un- 
classified in  the  Charlottesville-Crozet  section,  contain  too  many  worms 
for  export.    At  one  of  the  packing-houses  in  Crozet,  where  they  are  washing 
the  fruit  and  where  the  neighborhood  is  having  its  packing  done,  the  run- 
ners are  picking  all  apples  from  the  bins  and  putting  them  in  the  barrels 
one  at  a  time,  in  order  to  take  out  the  worms  that  the  regular  sorters 
have  missed." 

3c    GRAPE  INSPECTIONS  IN  CALIFORNIA 

The  California  "Inspectors'  Notes,"  dated  September  2d,  included 
the  following  item  of  special  interest :- 

"As  most  of  the  grape  shipments  are  being  sold  on  consignment  and  the 
quality  is  very  poor  in  many  districts,  inspections  have  not  been  as  high 
as  was  anticipated.     In  the  Santa  Rosa,  Ukiah,  Napa  and  Woodland  districts 
most  of  the  Zinfandel  and  Alicante  Bouschet  grapes  are  unclassified  on  ac- 
count of  splitting  at  the  capstems.    This  condition  is  not  prevalent  in 
the  other  districts.    Inspections  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  districts  have 
been  slow  but  are  increasing." 
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ko.     SPECIAL  SITUATION  REGARDING  WASH mTQII  PEARS 

Writing  from  Yakima,  Wash.,. on  September  27  >  E.  E.  Bailey,  Super- 
vising Inspector,  made  the  following  important  comments :~ 

"During  the  past  two  or  three  weeks  the  Inspection  Service  in  this 
State  has  had  considerable  difficulty  with  growers  and  shippers  picking 
Winter  Nelis  pears  in  what  inspectors  and  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  investi- 
gators here  consider  an  immature  condition. *  In  some  cases  stock  has  been 
refused  a  certificate  here,  although  not  condemned  for  immature.  Slippers 
have  told  us  that  they  would  roll  these  cars  East  and  there  secure  the 
necessary  certificate  for  exportation." 

Inspectors  in  receiving  markets  should  be  on  the  lookout  for  this 
class  of  northwestern  pears  and  should  advise  the  Washington,  D.  C,  office 
of  any  lots  inspected,  which  show  questionable  maturity,  so  that  the  case 
may  be  reported  to  Mr.  Bailey. 

5c.    FIELD  1IQTES  jjffiOM  FLORIDA. 

In  a  letter  of  September  2^  from  0.  G.  Strauss,  Supervising  In- 
spector in  Florida,  he  stated  that  inspection  work,  under  the  Green  Fruit 
Law,  is  rushing.    He  has  60  inspectors  now  at  work,  which  is  about  half 
the  force  that  will  be  needed  in  November. 

Grade  inspections  may  be  considerably  heavier  than  last  year. 
Seven  citrus  houses  have  already  made  requests  for  this,  and  other  houses 
are  likely  to  follow; 

Vegetable  inspections  will  undoubtedly  be  heavier  than  last  season, 
according  to  Mr.  Strauss'  letter.  It  now  locks  like  at  least  10,000  cars. 
If  the  State-wide  vegetable  cooperative  organization  is  accomplished,  they 
alone  will  have  6,000  to  8,000  cars.  The  Sanf ord-Ovieda  Truck  Growers 
Association  has  not  taken  inspection  since  1S2^»  but  this  year  they  have 
already  requested  it  and  may  have  2,000  cars.  This  means  that  most  of  the 
celery  from  the  Sanford  section  of  Florida  will  be  inspected.

5d,    PECAN  grades  approved 

J.  ¥.  Park  attended  the  annual  convention  of  the  National  Pecan 
Association,  at  Jackson,  Miss.,  on  September  23~25»  and  read  a  paper  on 
standardization  of  pecans.    About  15O  persons  attended  the  meetings.  'The 
convention  voted  to  adept  the  proposed  grades  for  improved  varieties  of 
pecans,  as  prepared  by  our  Bureau,  and  requested  that  the  grades  be  issued 
as  official  standards.    It  was  recommended  that  further  investigational 
work  be  done  this  season  on  grades  for  seedling  pecans,  which  are  used  for 
shelling  purposes.    The  National  Pecan  Marketing  Assn.,  sponsored  by  the 
Farm  Board,  will  have  headquarters  in  Jackson,  Miss.

Among  visitors  to  the  Washington  office  this  week  was  J.  P«  Klein, 
representative  of  the  Porto  Ricaii  fruit  Improvement  Committee.    Mr.  Klein 
was  formerly  in  charge  of  our  Rochester  office  and  had  previously  been  in 
the  Market  News  Service  at  various  points.

la.    FLORIDA  CITRUS  FRUIT  ABLTOAFi  THIS  YEAR 

H«  F.  Will son  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  October  h  from 
Winter  Haven,  Florida: 

"The  most  common  expression  regarding  Florida1  s  1930-31  citrus 
crop  is  that  there  is  tplenty.1     The  heavy  bloom  of  last  spring  was  follow- 
ed by  favorable  growing  conditions  and  resulted  in  one  of  the  largest 
crops  in  the  history  of  the  industry.    Practically  all  comparisons  as  to 
shipments  are  being  made  with  the  1928-29  crop,  when  over  22,000,000  boxes 
were  moved.    Preliminary  estimates  generally  range  from  20,000,000  to 
22,000,000  boxes  to  be  shipped,  although  some  believe  that  the  figure  will 
exceed  22,000,000.     In  addition,  it  is  the  opinion  that  the  canning  indus- 
try alone  will  use  from  2,000,000  to  3,000,000  boxes." 

2a.    WASHINGTON  OFFICES  SOMEWHAT  "UPSET"  , 

Sully  one-third  of  the  Washington  staff  of  the  Fruit  and-  Vegetable 
Division  has  had  to  move  out  of  its  usual  quarters  this  week,  because  of 
remodeling  operations  in  several  of  the  offices.    A  lot  of  the  smaller 
offices  are  being  combined  into  larger  rooms,  so  as  to  conserve  space.

On  October  6,  Walter  Kingsbury,  of  the  Los  Angeles  office,  put  out 
a  special  mimeographed  release  on  the  subject:    "Pear  Market  Situation  in 
Los  Angeles,"     It  gives  detailed  figures  on  cold-storage  holdings  week  by 
week,  and  a  table  of  jobbing  prices .    Comparative  figures  are  given  for 
192S  and  192S»    Production  and  carlct  shipment  data  also  are  included.  A 
very  interesting  chart,  on  reverse  side  of  the  sheet,  shows  the  storage 
holdings  and  the  prices  graphically  for  -three  seasons.     In  his  letter  of 
transmittal,  Mr.  Kingsbury  gave  the  following  additional  cbiaments':- 

"The  quantity  of  pears  in  cold  storage  in  Los  Angeles  has  reached 
such  an  enormous  volume  as  to  create  a  serious  market  situation.  There 
are  75/^  more  pears  in  cold  storage"  here  than  at  this  time  last  year,  and 
more  than  at  any  time  as  far  back  as  our  records  go.    About  ^23,520  lugs 
were  on  hand  October  1. 

"The  canneries  took  a  limited  quantity  of  pears  this  season,  which 
thre^  a  large  quantity  of  fruit  on  the  market  that  would  normally  have 
been  used  for  canning.     Since  canning  pears  are  all  Bartletts,  it  is  prob- 
able that  the  excess  of  Bartletts  in  storage  over  last  year  runs  considerably 
above  75$»    -^le  cold-storage  houses  are  becoming  apprehensive  that  some  of 
the  pears  they  now  hold  will  not  bring  storage  charges." 

2b.     IITTSH35T1IIG-  CHOP  ITOISS  ZROh  hi  OH  I  GAIT 

On  October  7»'H-  3.  Keller  wrote  as  follows  from  Benton  Harbor, 
Michigan:  .  • 

"The  activity  in  the  f.o.b.  apple  market  has  been  quite  limited, 
as  shippers  are  holding  their  good  stock,  waiting  for  higher  prices. 
Several  large  blocks  of  fall  and  early  winter  apples,  such  as  Mcintosh 
and  Eubbardstons,  have  been  put  into  storage,  because  the  dealers  couldn't 
get  the  price  they  expected.    Furthermore:, :  very  little  advance  trading  has 
been  consummated  for  the  later  varieties.    There  has  been  an  active  demand 
for  cheap  p.pples,  and  most  of  the  recent  sales  have  been  on  windfalls  and 

grade  stock.     The  market  on  a  'carloads  f.o.b.  usual  terms1  basis  during 
the  past  week  has  ranged  $1.50-$  1.7 5  Per  bushel  basket  of  'A'  grade  fruit. 

"The  Michigan  gra~oe  harvest  is  in  full  swing,  with  approximately 
half  of  the  crop  moved.    Prices  have  remained  about  steady,  strengthening 
a  little  over  the  level  of  a  week  ago. 

"The  onion  situation  has  continued  weak  and  dull.    Other  sections 
reported  a  brighter  turn  in  f.o.b.  prices  during  the  past  week,  but  Michigan 
stock  has  been  moving  slowly  at  the  sane -low  level.     She  most  noticeable 
feature  of  the  Michigan  onion  leal  has  been  the  big  increase  in  this  year's 
shipments  over  last,  1,055  cars  being  moved  this  season,  while  only  U05  cars 
were  shipped  to  date  a  year  a,go.    Low  prices  and  correspondingly  heavy  eon- 
sumption  give  hope  for  a  better  clean-up." 

THE  POTATO  CHOP  RgPQRT  for  October  indicates  352,000,000  bushels,  or 
13,000,000  more  than  the  very  low  roport  of  September.    This,  however,  is 
still  less  than  last  year  and  11$  below  the  five-year  average  figure.

Writing  from  Presno  on  October  5,  ^*  D«  £ooge  told  about  the  im- 
provement in  the  grape  market  situationr- 

"The  old  saying  about  the  long  lane  still  holds  good.    After  weeks 
of  the  sickest  grape  market  known  in  years,  the  demand  for  juice  grapes 
has  been  fair  to  active  during  the  past  week.    IT. 0.0.  prices  for  Muscats 
advanced  more  than  $10  a  ton  during  that  period.    Black  juice  grapes  moving 
at  present  are  mostly  Alicantes  and  Carignanes,  and  they  have  gone  up  $6 
or  $7  a  ton.    Zinfandels  are  getting  scarce,  good  U.  S.  No.  1  stock,  if 
available,  going  at  $U0  to  $42.50  on  a  cash-track  basis.    Table  stock  con- 
tinues very  dull,  with  very  little  trading  here.    The  tremendous  volume  of 
Tokays  is  probably  the  weakening  factor,  the  number  of  cars  of  this  variety 
to  date  this  season  being  nearly  a  thousand  greater  than  to  the  same  date 
last  season.    A  few  Emperors  in  lugs  and  kegs  have  been  moving,  but  hardly 
enough  to  establish  a  market  price.    A  few  cars  of  lugs  have  been  reported 
as  high  as  $1  cash  here. 

"With  reference  to  the  juice  grapes,  low  prices,  together  with 
recommendations  of  the  G-rape  Control  Board  and  other  agencies,  had  kept 
shipments  at  a  minimum.    A  week  ago  light-  to  heavy  rains  in  many  sections 
prevented  loading.    The  number  of  cars  of  white  juice  grapes  on  wheels 
last  week  was  about  half  that  of  a  year  ago.    Cooler  weather  in  eastern 
terminals  brought  a  better  demand,  with  light  supplies  in  sight.  Cash 
buyers  were  instructed  to  get  a  few  cars  of  Muscats,  and  they  scrambled 
to  find  them.    Large  acreages  of  this  variety  had  been  bought  up  by  the 
Control  Board  and  the  Eaisin  Pool.    The  demand  for  white  juice  grapes  has 
helped  the  demand  for  black  juice.    Loadings  have  increased  under  this  in- 
fluence, and  some  factors  estimate  that  shipments  for  this  season  reached 
the  peak  yesterday,  October  4." 

4b.    HEAVY  CHOP  OP  TOfaVTOES  III  CALIPQ3IIIA 

In  a  letter  of  September  J>G,  from  Los  Angeles,  Walter  Kingsbury 
sent  the  following  comments  on  the  California  tomato  situation :- 

"The  tomato  deal  in  southern  California  is  getting  away  to  a  slow 
start,  with  f .o.b.  cash  prices  about  80^-^0^  a  lug,   or  25^-30^  below  last 
year  at  this  time.    Only  a  few  cash  buyers  have  shown  up  as  yet,  and  shippers 
report  a  very  limited  wire-inquiry  from  the  East,  where  homegrown  stock  is 
reported  to  be  in  plentiful  supply. 

"All  sections  of  the  State  have  a  heavy  crop  this  year,  due  to  the 
combination  of  large  acreage  and  unusually  heavy  yield  per  acre.    The  quality 
in  this  part  of  the  State  is  the  best  in  years,  the  stock  being  exceptionally 
smooth  and  free  from  growth-cracks.    No  trace  of  blight  has  been  reported 
as  yet. 

"Shippers  here  are    hoping  for  an  early  frost  to  cut  off  the  supply 
from  eastern  producing  sections  but,   even  if  this  occurred,  the  large  crop 
in  California  will  probably  cause  prices  to  hold  at  a  low  level  through- 
out most  of  the  season." 

ST7EET-P0TAT0  CPcOP  PEPQPlT  was  increased  about  4,600,000  bushels  over 
the  September  forecast  and  is  now  placed  at  67,700,000  bushels.  This  is 
one-fifth  less  than  the  crop  of  1925. 
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5°.    DIGGIITG  0?  UMM  POTATOES  ABOUT  FIHI^D 

The  following  telegram  wa.s  received  from  H.  E.  Brat  land,  at  Pros  que 
Isle,  Maine,  under  date  of  October  G:- 

•'Digging  practically  over.    Will  be  but  few  potatoes  dug  after 
this  week,    Haulings  dropping  off  somewhat,  as  growers  finish  digging. 
Weather  cool,   clear,  all  past  week".    Market  has  been  dull  and  local  prices 
declined  slightly  on  account  heavy  haulings  and  slow  outside  demand.  Mar- 
ket firm  today,  with  slight  advances  on  outside  sales.    Prices  cash-to- 
growers  today  $1.35~$2  (editor's  note,;  presumably  per  barrel-measure), 
with  a.  few  lower.    This  a  very  slight  advance  over  yesterday.  Distribu- 
tion still  tending- heavily  westward,  with  Ohio,  Michigan  and  western 
Pennsylvania  still  receiving  liberal  shipments." 

6b .    LATEST  APPI2  HE1S  JRO'd  THE  P0T01/AC  VALLEY  . 

V.  H.  ITicholson  wrote  as  follows  from.  Mart insburg,  W.  Va.,  on 
October  3:~ 

"There  has  been  a  slight • improvement  in  the  demand  for  export  sizes 
of  nearly  all  varieties  of  apples  during  the  last  two  or  three  days.  Ship- 
pers report  that  the  inquiry  for  Grimes  for  the  domestic  trade  is  somewhat 
more  active,  but  as  yet  very  few  cars  have  been  taken  out  of  storage.  The 
demand  for  Yorks  for  export  has  been  only  fair,  and  shippers  are  still  re- 
luctant to  sell  until  they  see  how  the  fruit  will  grade.     Then,  too,  there 
have  been  few  sales  of  the  U.  S.  ITo .  1,  2§--inches-up  stock  in  this  vicinity, 
and  shippers  are  waiting  to  see  what  the  market  will  be.    While  the  demand 
has  improved,  prices  have  remained  at  practically  the  sane  levels.    A  few 
sales  of  U.  S.  He.  1,  3~inches-up  Yorks  have  been  reported  at  $U«75,  and 
a  very  few  cars  of  2^-inches-up  stock  have  been  sold  around 

"The  cooler  weather  has  improved  the  quality  of  the  later  varieties 
in  some  localities,  but  the  quality  of  most  fruit  is  expected  to  be  rather 
ordinary.     Growers  and  shippers  alike  fear  that  a  rain  followed  by  wind 
will  cause  a  rather  heavy  drop  of  Yorks  f  but  they  are  delaying  picking  a.s 
long  as  possible,  with  the  hope  of  securing  more  color.    This  delay  in  the 
development  of  color  has  made  the  season  for  Yorks  about  10  days  later  than 
last  year.    The  York  crop  is  much  lighter  than  last  season,  and  it  may  not 
require  more  than  two  weeks  to  complete  the  harvesting  of  Yorks  in  many 
localities." 


7b .     STUTLILTS  USING  ^QCI^STLTl  P-SPOB-IS 

H.  L.  Sutton,  in  charge  of  the  Rochester  office  of  the  Market  Hews 
Service,  has  advised  that  he  is  receiving  quite  a  number  of  requests  for 
the  daily  mimeographed  market  reports  from  students  at  Cornell  University, 
Ithaca,  IT.  Y.    On  one  occasion,  ^0  such  requests  were  received.     Some'  of 
the  students  are  taking  graduate  work,  and  some  are  foreigners  who  are 
pursuing  courses  of  study  at  Cornell.    Letters  from  the  foreign  students 
are  sometimes  worded  and  phrased  in  a  most  unusual  way;  a  few  interesting 
samples  were  submitted  by  Mir.  Sutton  to  the  Washington  office. 


COI^hCIAL  APPI3  CHOP  FQPJSCAST  is  now  31,900,000  barrels,  a  gain  of 
about  a  million  barrels  over  the  September  figure.    Best  prospects  are  in 
the  Pacific  Coast  States. 
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8b.    ADDITIONAL  CP.OP  hCD'OS  jgOM  CQL02AD0 

Bryce  Morris,  of  the  Denver  office,   sent  this  additional  information 
in  a  letter  dated  October  U:- 

11  Potato  shipments  for  the  past  week  have  been  quite  heavy  from 
Colorado.     San  Luis  Valley  shipments  were  running  about  5'0  cars  under  last 
season's  movement,  with  approximately  2,700  cars  out  cat  the  close  of  this 
week.     If  present  shipments  continue  to  the  end  of  the  harvest  period,  the 
Valley  will  nave  shipped  over  l+,000  cars  by  the  time  the  last  potatoes  are 
stored.     It  is  quite  probable  that  they  will  have  6,000  cars  in  storage, 
so  that  all  indications  point  to  a  shipment  of  around  10,000  cars  this 
season,   if  weather  conditions  remain  favorable  and-  prices  stay  at  the  present 
level. 

"Shipments  are  comparatively  light  from  northern  Colorado,  with 
farmers  busy  harvesting  beets.    Friday  afternoon,  October  3»  heavy  rains 
were  general  throughout  the  Greeley  district,  with  considerable  hail  ac- 
companying the  storm.     Shippers  report  conditions  very  good  up  to  the  pre- 
sent,  with  crop  production  exceeding  first  estimates  in  many  cases.  Local 
shippers  estimate  around  ^4,500  cars  from  this  area,  although  some  now  say 
that  5>000         be  shipped,   with  all  conditions  favorable  to  the  close  of 
the  shipping  season. 

"Onion  shipments  have  been  moderate  from  the  Arkansas  Valley.  Move- 
ment has  been  retarded  recently  on  account  of  wet  fields.    Prices  have  been 
steady  the  past  week,  with  demand  slow  except  for  the  larger  sizes.  Grow- 
ers received  from  h^fi  to  60^  per  cwt.  for  field-run  onions,  delivered  at 
the  warehouses,  with  an  occasional  lot  of  exceptionally  good  size  selling 
higher.     Some  shippers  have  reported  a  yield  -slightly  lower  than  expected 
and  are  predicting  not  over  1,600  cars  from  the  Valley,  although  this  seems 
slightly  too  conservative  at  present. 

"Cauliflower  shipments  from  around  Pueblo,  continue  moderate.  It 
seems  quite  probable  that  this  year's  shipments  will  be  several  hundred  cars 
under  those  shipped  last  season,  when  1,50S  cars  were  shipped  from  the  State. 
The  price  has  been  declining  recently,  with  most  sales  made  the  latter  part 
of  this  week  at  $1  per  pony  crate,  f  .o.b.  usual  terms. 

11  Cabbage  shipments  have  been  fairly  .heavy.    The  bulk  of  the  mixed- 
car  movement  is  shipped  from  Denver,  being  trucked  in  from  nearby  points. 
In  this  regard,   it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1929  Denver  shipped  2,577 
cars  of  mixed  vegetables,  out  of  a  State  total  of  H,079  cars,  and  Denver's 
total  shipments  of  all  vegetables  of  which  we  hove  record  were  2,992  cars. 
Supplies  of  all  fresh  vegetables  are  still  plentiful,  and  prices  quite  low 
as  yet.: 

"The  lettuce  shipments  have  been  very  erratic  the  past  10  days, 
with  the  movement  exceeding  expectations.     Shippers  generally  agreed  that 
movement  was  about  over,  but  on  October  2nd  13  cars  were  shipped  from  Colo- 
rado.   However,  very  few  cars  are  left." 

TH5  LAATS  OHIOH  CPvOP  of  the  United  States  is  now  estimated  to  bo 
over  20,000,000  bushels,   or  nearly  one-third  larger  than  the  average  crop 
of  the  past  five  years.     LATD  CAJSDAGS  may  exceed  last  year's  production 
by  about  5$.

Below  is  a  somewhat  abbreviated  letter  (abbreviated  by  the  editor), 
received  from  R.  L.  Sutton,  at  Rochester,  under  date  of  October  7"- 

"The  supplies  of  New  York  peaches  in'  storage  are  about  exhausted; 
late-crop  celery  has  began  its  in-to— storage  movement,  and  the  commercial 
movement  of  potptoes  is  just  getting  under  way. 

u CABBAGE  is  being  shipped  in  greater  volume  than  any  other  commodity 
at  this  time.    Most  of  the  stock  is  of  the  late  Danish  crop,   the  domestic 
type  having  practically  all  been  harvested.    Dealers  report  the  cash-price 
being  paid  to  growers  at  $9-^10  per  ton  in  wagonload  lots.     The  distribu- 
tion of  shipments  is  extending  in  daily  single  carlots  to  many  snail  towns, 
loca„ted  in  a  wide  territory. 

"The  shipments  of  CELERY  have  shown  a  decided  increase,  there 
being  over  100  cars  loaded  over  the  week-end.    The  market  for  celery  has 
shown  very  little  improvement  since  the  last  report.    The  stock  is  showing 
a  wide  range  in  quality  and  condition.     Considerable  of  the  offerings  are 
rather  inferior,  showing  pithiness  and  in  some  cases  a  small  amount  of  rot. 
Harvesting  of  the  late  Golden  Self -Blanching  crop  is  just  beginning.  Most 
of  these  cuttings  will  be  placed  in  storage,  to  be  moved  out  during  the 
season  as  market  conditions  warrant. 

"Oil  I  PITS  also  have  shown  a  decided,  increase  in  shipments.  F.o.b. 
values  have  increased  slightly,  this  probahly  accounting  to  some  extent 
for  the  heavier  loadings.    The  stock  shipped  from  the  Castas tota  section  is 
loaded  mostly  in  burlap  bags,  whereas  the  sections  around  Elba  and  in  TTayne 
County  use  the  open-mesh  bag  extensively.    The  latter  makes  p.  more  attrac- 
tive package,  but  costs  more  than  the  burlap  bag. 

"POTATOES  are  moving  in  light  volume,  and  the  shippers  in  the  im- 
portant Steuben  County  district  are  just  beginning  operations.    "Vines  are 
still  showing  a  degree  of  greenness  in  that  district,  although  some  frosts 
have  already  been  experienced.    Digging  wiil.  go  forward  now  in  a  major  way, 
with  the  potatoes  going  into  storage  rapidly.    Price  paid  to 'growers  is 
reported  at  S0^-S5^  per  bushel. 

"CARROTS  continue  to  be  in  very  light  demand,  with  hardly  enough 
f.o.b.  sales  to  establish  the  market.    A  few  carloads  in  100-pound  sacks 
have  been  sold  f.o.b. 'at  65^* 

"APPLES  have  shown  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cars  forwarded  to 
market,  hut  a  big  volume  of  the  shipments  is  being  consigned  or  handled  on 
joint-account  basis.    A  better  demand  has  been  noted  for  certain  varieties 
of  apples  for  export.    Ben  Davis,  for  South  American  trade,  have  been  well 
taken-up.    Prices  for  this  variety  which  is  usually  considered  a  low-value 
apple,  have      exceeded  those  of  such  superior  types  as  Greenings  and  other 
varieties.    Ben  Davis,  for  export,  have  brought  $3»5C-$3«75  Per  barrel, 
with  some  dealers  holding  for  Baldwins  have  not  yet  started  to  move 

and  the  crop  is  expected  to  be  light • 

"GRAPES  this  season  have  been'^e£reat  deal  more  extensively  by  the 
juice  plants  than  by  the  market  trade.    Reports  from  the  Chautauqua-Erie 
district  indicate  that  haulings  to  the  juice  plants  have  been  from  1,000 
to  2,000  tons  drily.    The  carlot  movement  this  season  to  date  of  737  errs 
does  not  give  a  very  good  picture  of  the  outturn,  since  such  heavy  volumes 
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have  moved  by  truck  direct  to  juice  plants.    The  operators  of  the  plants 
in  the  Ciiaut auqua-Br i e  district  aided  in  preventing  a  further  depression 
of  the  market  recently  by  guaranteeing  to  the  growers  $U0  per  ton  for 
U.  S.  ilo.  1  juice  stock, 

"PEARS  are  decreasing  in  daily  loadings.     This  season  to  date 
1,7^-6  carloads  have  been  shipped  from  the  State,   compared  with  only 
to  the  same  time  last  year.     Storage  movement  will  he  gradually  diminishing, 
and  may  wind-up  within  a  few  weeks." 

1  Oh .    DIVSLOFMaiTTS  IF  TKg  WISCOITSIIT  POTATO  SITUATION 

C .  D«  Schoolcraft  wrote  as  follows  from  Waupaca,  Wis.,  in  a  letter 
of  October  2: 

"Heavy  frosts  in  practically  all  parts  of  the  State  on  the  nights 
of  September  23,  29  and  3°  have  killed  the  potato  vines,  and  the  crop  re- 
mains only  to  be  dug  to  see  the  final  outcome  as  to  yield.    Digging  began 
in  an  active  way  throughout  central  Wisconsin  early  this  week,  but  heavy 
rain  last  night  and  today  will  hold  up  operations  somewhat  for  a  day  or 
two.    However,  digging  of  the  State ls  crop  should  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  next  week,  or  by  the  15th  at  the  latest.    Yields  throughout  this  section 
will  range  from  practically  nothing  in  some  fields  to  possibly  150  or  175 
bushels  in  better  fields,  but  the  average  will  surely  be  considerably  under 
100  bushels  to  the  acre,  which  is  considered  average  yield  for  this  section. 
In  the  northern  sections  of  the  State,  where  the  digging  is  somewhat  more 
advanced,  yields  in  general  are  better  than  in  the  central  sections.     It  is 
almost  certain  that  this  month1 s  crop  forecast  will  show  a  considerable 
decrease  in  production,  insofar  as  Wisconsin  is  concerned.  , 

"Quality  of  the  crop  in  the  central  section  is  generally  ordinary, 
with  considerable  of  the  stock  misshapen.,  and  practically  all  of  it  only 
small  to  medium  size.    There  was  some  .talk  of  adopting  a  'partly-graded1 
or  similar  standard  for  this  year,  so  that  a  larger  proportion  of  this  off- 
quality  stock  could  be  shipped,  but  at  a  meeting  of  representative  potato 
shippers  of  the  State,  held  at  Stevens  Point  Tuesday  evening,  it  was  decided 
that  stock  would  be  shipped  as  strictly  IT.  S.  ITo.  1  or  No.  2,  and  all  stock 
which  would  not'  meet  these  standards  would  be  shipped  as  lungraded1  and 
marked  accordingly. 

"A  factor  of  considerable  importance  in  the  movement  of  this  year*s 
crop  so  far  has  been  the  larger  number  of  truckers  who  have  come  into  the 
territory.    From  the  standpoint  of  the  trade,  these  truckers  have  produced 
two  unfavorable  conditions:    First,  in  that  they  will  pay  as  much  for  good 
field-run  potatoes  as  the  dealers  can  afford  to  pay  the  farmers  for  U.  S. 
No.  1  stock,  and,   secondly,  they  have  filled  many  of  the  nearby  markets 
with  ungraded  or  poorly-graded  potatoes,  which  has  resulted  in  a  consider- 
able loss  of  local  business  to  the  regular  carlot  potato  shippers.  As 
Wisconsin  has  no  laws  whatsoever  controlling  the  activities  of  produce 
trackers,  it  seems  that  this  condition  must  simply  take  care  of  itself  for 
this  year  at  least.    There  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  have  a  regulatory  law 
passed  at'  the  next  legislature,  placing  some  restrictions  on  this  t melting 
business." 
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lib.     IDAHO  POTATO  MAPJ05T  JUTHZH  DULL 

L.  C.  Tate  wrote  as  follows  from  Idaho  Palls  in  a  letter  of 
October  2:- 

"The  market  for  Idaho  x->otatoes  has  b.oen  unusually  dull  and  weak, 
with  only  occasional  sales  being  made  for  prompt  shipment.    Part  of  the 
depression  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many  contracts  are  now  being  filled. 
Some  new  contracts  have  been  made  this  week,  with  loaded  Assets  for 
November  delivery  at  $1.75  and  for  January  delivery  at  $2. 

"Although  most  sections  of  the  State  had  frost  last  week,  rain  set 
in  just  at  the  time  digging  was  getting  heavy f  so  that  the  potatoes  con- 
tinued to  skin  and  feather.    There  will  probably  be  a  peak  of  digging  next 
week,  if  weather  -permits,  as  much  of  the  work  has  been  delayed  by  the  rain 
and  the  Eastern  Idaho  Pair.    There  appears  to  be  a  decided  opinion  among 
the  trade  that  the  next  crop  estimate  will  be  considerably  higher,  mid  they 
are  mostly  holding  back  for  a  showdown."

lc.     INSPECTION  OP  LETTUCE 

Enclosed  with  last  week*s  D.L.  was  a  copy  of  a  Score  Sheet  for 
Inspection  of  Lettuce,   showing  how  to  determine  the  percentage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  quality  under  the  new  grades.     This  method  of  calculating  the  per- 
centage of  U.  S.  No.  1  quality  refers  especially  to.  shipping-point  work, 
and  will  have  to  be  modified  for  receiving-point  wORk.  Since  decay  is  treated 
as  a  factor  of  condition  in  receiving  market s> the  percentages  of  hard, 
firm,  fairly-firm  and  soft  heads  (free  from  defects)   should  be  based  on 
the  total  number  of  heads  examined,   including  those  which  show  decay.  The 
percentage  of  decay  for  the  lot  should  be  determined  separately  and  reported 
under  "Condition."    The  following  forms  of  grade  statements  are  good  ex- 
amples to  follow  in  such  cases:- 

(1)  "Lot  grades  U.  S.  No.  1,  decay  being  a  factor  of  condition." 

(2)  "S0#  of  stock  is  of  U.  S.  No.  1  quality,  decay  being  a  factor 

of  condition."

J.  A.  Marks,  Supervising  Inspector  of  grapes  at  Brocton,  N.Y., 
sent  the  following  report  in  a  letter  of  October  6:- 

"Hiis  grape  deal  is  sort  of  a  puzzle.    'The  earlv-season  prediction 
oi  many  of  the  shippers,  that  the  juice  plants  would  take  three-fourths 
of  the  tonnage,  does  not  seen  to  be  borne  out  by  our  figures.  Until 
Saturday  night  we  had  inspected  about  500  cars  on  the  New  York  side  of 
the  line,  and  had  inspected  only  about  500  cars  at  the  juice  plants.  The 
actual  figures  show  that  we  have  inspected  at  the  juice  plants  6,633  tons 
through  October  k.    This  compares  with  13, kk$  tons  total  for  the  season 
last  year.     If  the  season  is  about  half  over,  as  the  shippers  seen  to  think, 
the  juice  plants  will  take  about  the  same. total  tonnage  as  last  year,  and 
our  early  estimate  of  1,000  to  1,200  cars  for  certification  apparently  will 
run  very  close  to  the  actual  figures.    The  total  crop,  in  our  opinion,  will 
not  run  much  over  two-thirds  of  last  year's  crop.    T'he  trucks  to  date  have 
not  handled  nearly  the  tonnage  they  did  last  year,  principally  because  of 
a  poor  market  in  nearby  cities, 

"Cash  prices  to  growers  have  ranged  $30-$U0  per  ton.    Yesterday  the 
growers  were  receiving  $3S  per  ton,  and  the  market  appears  to  be  easier 
today. 

"As  I  reported  in  my  letter  of  September  lb,  the  quality  is  unusually 
good.    While  there  are  more  straggly  bunches  than  last  year,  there  has  been 
little  to  contend  with  in  the  way  of  defects,  except  split  and  crushed 
grapes.    Some  viney^?5.Siv  show  slight  damage  from  berry-moth,  but  there  is 
practically  no  mildew.    The  stock  is  all  well-colored  and  unusually  sweet 
for  this  section.     I  understand  the  juice  plants  are  finding  the  average 
sugar  content  at  this  time  around  22$  to  23$.    At,  the  start  of  the  season 
last  year,  it  was  between  13$  and  while  this  year  the  first  cuttings 

showed  17$  or  better.  .' 

"Tie  have  had  an  unusual  amount  of  trouble  with  split  and  crushed 
grapes.    In  fact,  most  of  the  stock,  that  has  gone  ungraded,  has  gone  so 
because  of  this  defect.    There  has  been  a  little  cracking  on  the  vines,  which 
occurred  after  the  first  heavy  rains,  and  these  grapes  are  flow  showing 
shrivelling.    All  in  all,  however,  the  quality  of  the  stock  is  unusually 
good  for  juice  purposes."

The  Washington  office 
will  caJ.1  for  this  information  "by  wire  in  case  of  appeal  inspection  at 
regular  inspection  points.    This  cannot  he -done  without  great  delay  on  out- 
of-town  inspections,  for  the  inspector  frequently  leaves  the  inspection 
point  a  few  minutes  after  the  work  has  "been  done,  and  it  is  impossible  for 
the  Washington  office  to  reach  him  "by  telegraph  until  he  arrives  at  his 
headquarters.

2a.    APPhl  COLD-STORAGE  HOLDIITG-S  PIT  OCTOBER  1 

The  first  cold-storage  report  on  apples  for  this  season  was  re- 
'leased  on  Tuesday,   and  reveals  very  light  supplies  in  barrels  but  excep- 
tionally heavy  holdings  in  boxes.     The  figures  are  given  below?

Total  holdings  are  equivalent  to  1,748,000  barrels,  which  is  7$ 
more  than  last  year  at  this  time  and  26$  above  the  five-year  average.

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lb.     WISCONSIN  POTATO  OPERATORS  DISCOURAGED 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft  told  in  a  letter  of  October  13,  from  Waupaca, 
of  the  rather  disheartening  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Wisconsin  potato 
market.     His  letter  reads  as  follows: 

"The  October  estimate  of  tie  potato  crop  gave  Wisconsin  a  reduction 
of  2,706,000  bushels,  which  was  the  one  outstanding  cut  in  production  for 
any  of  the  late  States  and  a  f igure  fairly-well  in  line  with  the  opinions 
of  most  of  the  local  dealers.     There  are  a  few  who  maintain  that  the -reduc- 
tion was  not  great  enough,  and  one  or  two  who  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
figure  will  be  raised  again  during  the  next  month.     The  new  figure  of 
18,20^,000  bushels  gives  the  State  a  yield  of  about  ~[k  bushels  per  acre  and 
the  shortest  crop  since  1916.     However,  in  that  year,  the  crop  was  almost  a 
total  failure,  with  the  yield  estimated  at  U7  bushels.     Only  four  times  since 
the  State  acreage  reached  the  200,000  mark  in  1901  has  the  crop  been  esti- 
mated at  less  than  20,000,000  bushels. 

"However,  this  short  crop  has  not  proved  much  encouragement  to  the 
dealers,  as  they  feel  that  the  distribution  area  for  Wisconsin  stock  this 
year  will  be  so  limited  that  it  will  be  no  factor  in  setting  the  prices. 
In  Chicago,  where  much  of  the  time  in  other  years  Wisconsin  potatoes  estab- 
lished the  market,  there  have  been  days  when  there  were  too  few  sales  of 
Wisconsin  potatoes  to  quote  this  season.     Shipments  have  been  very 

light,  and  there  is  little    indication  that  they  will  increase  much,  as 
farmers  are  absolutely  unwilling  to  sell  any  more  than  necessary  at  present 
prices,  which  dropped  to  $1  per  bushel  at  most  points  Saturday,  with  some 
points,  where  the  quality  is  such  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  make  U.  S. 
No.  1,  as  low  as  80^.    Carlot  prices  have  ranged  $1.50-$1.65  during  the 
past  week,  with  a  gradual  daily  decline." 

2b.     GRAPEFRUIT  SITUATION  IN  FLORIDA 

H.  F.  Willson  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  October  13  from  Winter 
Haven,  Fla.: 

"Every  effort  is  being  made  to  keep  the  shipments  of  Florida  grape- 
fruit down  to  around  kOO  cars  for  this  current  week.     The  Florida  Citrus 
Growers'  Clearing  House  Association  allotted  300  cars  to  their  members  and 
assumed  that  there  would  be  approximately  100  cars  shipped  by  non— members. 
The  problem  is  to  keep  the  shipments  within  the  allotment. 

"According  to  data  compiled  by  the  Clearing  House,   the  average  price 
of  Florida  grapefruit  on  nine  leading  auction-markets  for  the  week  ending 
October  10  was  $3 . 60  for  180  cars.     For  the  previous  week,  187  cars  were 
sold  on  the  same  markets  for  an  average  of  $3  - 35 • " 

2j"b .    T7EATHER  TOO  WARM  IN  MICHIGAN 

"Warm  weather  of  the  past  week  has  been  the  most  important  factor  in 
the  marketing  of  Michigan  grapes,  apples  and  onions.    All  three  of  these 
commodities  need  cool,  brisk  weather  to  create  an  active  demand;  so  the 
f  .o.b.  market  for  the  past  week  has  been  dull  and  draggy.    The  warm  spell 
has  been  particularly  hard  on  the  grapes;  the  demand  has  lessened  and  prices 
have  eased  down,  causing  farmers  to  hold-up  picking  when  actually  the  fruit 
should  be  moved.    Quality  also  has  been  deteriorating,  as  the  grapes  are 
getting  ripe  and  occasional  showers  have  softened  them." 
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3b  .  '  COLORADO  CHOP  CONDITIONS  REPORTED  BY  DENVER  OFFICE 

A  letter  of  October  13 ,  by  Bryce  Ferris  cf  the  Denver  office,  con- 
tained the  following  news  regarding  Colorado  crops; 

" Potato  shipments  the  past  week  from  Colorado  Have  been  lighter 
than  in  the  preceding  week.     The  harvest  in  San  Luis  Valley  area  is  30fo 
or  more  completed,  and  all  potatoes  will  be  in  storage  by  the  end  of  this 
week.     Prices  dropoed  about  10^  per  cwt .  following  the  release  of  the  Govern- 
ment estimate  on  Friday.     Northern  Colorado  shipments  have  been  of  fair  vol- 
ume but  scarcely  enough  to  quote  a  carlot  market  as  yet.     The  beet  harvest 
will  be  completed  in  about  two  weeks  more,  after  which  time  farmers  will  be 
more  at  leisure  to  haul  potatoes,  and  it  is  probable  that  we'  can  then  begin 
a  northern  Colorado  f.o.b.  report.     Shipments  for  the  entire  State  are  run- 
ning about  500  cars  above  those  at  this  time  last  year,  and  it  would  seem 
that  the  State  total  will  easily  exceed  16,000  cars  and  may  run  between 
17,000  and  18,000  cars.     The  quality  of  northern  Colorado  potatoes  is  report- 
ed as  better  than  usual,  and  the  yields  are  higher  than  anticipated  early  in 
the  season. 

" Onion  reports  continue  to  be  scarce  from  the  Arkansas  Valley,  and 
it  is  indeed  difficult  to  quote  an  f.o.b.  market  on  the  information  avail- 
able.    Practically  all  the  onions  have  been  pulled  and  the  greater  part 
are  now  in  storage  warehouses.     Since  growers  do  not  wish  to  remove  stock 
from  storage,   shipments  probably  will  be  light,  until  such  time  as  the 
growers  and  warehouse  men  decide  to  unload  a  portion  of  the  crop.     As  a 
general  thing,  growers  expect  20^  to  25^  per  cwt.  more  for  onions  coming 
from  storage  than  the  price  prevailing  at  harvest  time,  but  this  anticipa- 
tion was  not  realized  last  year.     However,  the  growers  are  still  hopeful 
that  prices  will  advance  in  the  next  30  or  60  days. 

"Cars  of  consigned  onions  from  California,   Iowa  and  Minnesota  are 
furnishing  very  keen  competition  in  the  Vie  stern  Slope's  natural  territory 
and  Danvers  there  are  of  slow  sale.     It  is  hoped  the  situation  will  clear 
itself  up  shortly,  and  onions  may  begin  moving  from  Western  Slope  storages 
in  two  cr  three  weeks.     The  onions  now  being  purchased  from  that  district 
are  bought  on  the  basis  of  Uo^  per  cwt.,  bulk  to  the  grower,  and  are  selling 
around  70<£  per  cwt.  f.o.b.  usual  terms,  in  open-mesh,  even-weight,  10O-pcund 
sacks.     Weather  conditions  had  been  very  good  in  that  district  until  the 
first  week  of  October,  when  showers  were  prevalent.     The  oniens  are  new  all 
topped  and  in  sacks  and  have  been  stored  since  drying— out.     As  soon  as  de- 
mand permits,  we  will  begin  quoting  a  Western  Slope  onion  f.o.b.,  but  at 
present  that  is  impossible. 

" Cauliflower  movement  from  Colorado  has  continued  at  a  moderate  rate. 
If  price  conditions  permit,  it  is  probable  that  shipments  will  continue  for 
the  balance  of  this  week  and  next,  but  on  Saturday  the  American  Fruit  Grow- 
ers reported  the  market  as  demoralized,  with  no  demand. 

"Cabbage  shipments  have  averaged  higher  than  those  at  this  time  last 
season.     Practically  all  the  cabbage  within  20  miles  cf  Denver  has  been 
harvested  and  hauled  to  the  mixed-vegetable  platforms  in  this  territory. 
Mixed-vegetable  shippers  have  been  reporting  increased  difficulties  in  se- 
curing sufficient  cabbage  for  their  cars.    However,  from  north  of  Brighton 
to  Greeley  and  surrounding  sections,  there  is  plenty  of  cabbage  left  and 
the  reports  are  that  this  district  has  harvested  about  one-half  of  its  crop. 
It  would  seem  now  that  Colorado's  1S30  cabbage  crop  will  exceed  1,000  cars, 
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compared  with  a  total  movement  last  season  of  810  cars.     The  weather  gener- 
ally over  the  State  has  heen  cool  the  past  few  days,  with  temperatures  in 
the  San  Luis  Valley  reported  as  low  as  20°      Saturday  night,  following  the 
rain  Friday  night.     The  weather  is  clear  here  early  this  week  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  harvesting  of  the  remainder  of  the  crops  will  go  forward 
rapidly,   in  order  tc  avoid  severe  weather  which  may  strike  this  country 
most  any  time  now." 

k*.     AROOSTOOK  COUNTY  POTATO  MARKET  DULL 

H.  E.  Rutland  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  October  Ik  from 
Presque  Isle,  Sflaine: 

"Last  week  was  a  very  quiet  period  in  the  potato  market  here.  Trading 
was  slowed-up  considerably  the  first  of  the  week,  on  account  of  shippers 
being  rather  reluctant  to  sell  before  learning  the  October  potato-estimate 
figures.     The  last  of  the  week  they  were  generally  willing'  to  sell  but  the 
demand  was  very  slew.     Offers  at  sharply-reduced  prices  were  not  being  con- 
firmed until  today. 

"Yesterday  sales  were  too  few  to  quote.     Shipments  were  233  cars  ^ut 
practically  all  were  either  shipments  on  sales  late  last    week,  shipments 
tc  themselves  by  representatives  of  outside  firms,  joint-account  cars,  or 
consignments.     The  few  sales  I  found  were  materially  lower  than  last  quota- 
tions,  $1.20-$1.25  per  cwt . ,   sacked  for  Green  Mountains.     It  does  not  seem 
as  if  very  many  sales  will  be  made  at  these  fig-ores,  if  dealers  do  not  change 
their  minds.     Most  of  present  sales  are  of  loaded  cars,   some  of  which  were 
on  demurrage.    All  the  shippers  I  talked  with  last  night  said  that  they  did 
not  intend  to  load  anything  from  storage  at  present  prices,  and  that,  unless 
farmers  hauled  more  freely,  they  would  step  selling  altogether. 

"Haulings  yesterday  were  about  the  lightest  I  ever  remember  seeing 
up  here.     While  probably  none  of  the  farmers  intended  observing  a  holiday, 
it  was  one  tc  all  practical  purposes.    Dealers  mostly  had  lowered  the  cash— 
tc-growers  price  to  $1.75  Per  barrel  of  G-reon  Mountains,  and  receipts  at  this 
figure  were  not  sufficient  tc  really  establish  a  market.     Digging  is  prac- 
tically over.     Farmers  are  now  plowing  and  are  not  paying  much  attention 
to  hauling  potatoes. 

"The  weather  since  Saturday  has  been  very  warm.    Last  Friday  the 
temperature  was  around  70°.     Five  years  ago  last  Friday,  we  had  about  eight 
inches  of  snow  in  the  afternoon  and  evening.     This  past  Sunday  we  had  82  , 
and  yesterday  and  today  are  about  the  same.     This  weather  is  bad  on  potatoes 
in  storage  and,  if  it  lasts  much  linger,  we  may  hear  from  it  in  the  markets.' 


5b.     POTATO,  ONI  PIT  AM)  SQUASh  IIE.;S  FROk  YAXIM  VALLEY 

A  letter  dated  October  12  at  Seattle,  by  T.  R.  Hall,  contained  the 
following  report  on  Yakima  Valley  crops: 

"Release  of  the  potato  crop  report  has  had  practically  nc  effect  on 
the  attitude  of  the  Yakima  Valley  growers,  even  though  the  U.  S.  figures 
are  nearly  13,000,000  bushels  higher  than  those  given  for  September  and  the 
Idaho  estimate  is  raised  1 , 755 , 000  bushels.     Prior  to  the  release  of  the 
October  estimate,  the  opinion  seemed  tc  be  that  there  would  net  be  a  k,CCQ,0Ci 
bushel  change,  either  up  or  down. 
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"Harvesting  continues  general  in  the  Ellensburg  district  and  most  ... 
shipments  are  going  from  this  territory,  Storage  facilities  are  inadequate 
for  the  crop.  This  is  a  district  that  has  expanded  rapidly  during  the  last 
few  years  as  a  potato  country,  and  provisions  for  storing  have  not  kept  pace 
with  the  expansion.  The  cultivated  area  of  Kittitas  County  has  for  a  great 
many  years,  "been  devoted  to  dairying  and  haying. 

"Following  the  decline  in  the  irarket  early  in  October,  lower  Yakima 
Valley  growers  again  ceased  digging  and  turned  their  attention  to  other 
work.     Killing  frcsts,  however,   occurred  generally  throughout  the  Valley 
during  the  last  week,  and  digging  will  begin  in  earnest  about  October  13. 
Growers  will  store  heavily,   in  the  opinion  of  many  in  close  touch  with  the 
situation.     One  common-storage  operator  in  Toppenish  said  over  long-distance 
telephone  Saturday  that  he  had  had  an  unusually  large  demand  for  storage 
by  growers  who  have  elected  to  hold  for  a  higher  market, 

"The  market  for  the  week  ending  October  12  closed  at  a  range  of 
$25~$27.50  for  7/ashington  combination-grade,     Most  lower  Valley  growers  are 
reluctant  to  sell  for  less  than  $1.25  per  cwt .  and  are  going  to  storage, 
except  in  cases  of  distress  where  they  are  selling  for  funds  to  harvest  the 
crop  and  carry  it.     Last  year,   the  market  for  the  same  period  was  near  $U0 
per  ton.  •  • 

"The  Yakima    onion  market  shows  slight  improvement,  and  the  larger 
sizes  are  well  absorbed,     Most  present  offerings  are  around  k0<£  per  cwt., 

and  sizes  are  somewhat  under  those  available  two  weeks  ago.    'The  general 
tone  of  the  squash  market  is  quiet,  growers  receiving  around  1^  for  Marble- 
head  and  Hubbard  squash." 

6b.     RECENT  NEWS  ON  TEE  IDAHO  POTATO  SITUATION 

.L.  C.  Tate  wrote  as  follows  from  Idaho  Falls  in  a  letter  of 
October  10:-  .  ' 

"Storage  space  is  at  a  premium  all  through  the  upper  valley,  and  a 
liberal  movement  will  probably  continue  during  the  digging  season.  Three 
years  ago,  Idaho  had  a  large  crop  and  managed  to  get  along  without  dumping 
an  excess  of  offerings  on. the  market  at  digging  time,  but  there  are  some 
variations  between  this  season  and  1927  that  make  the  deal  different.  The 
1927  crop  was  harvested  in  dry  weather  and  much' of  the  surplus  stored  in 
field  pits.     Bulk  prices  ranged  b0^-70<£  in  October giving  the  farmers  bare- 
ly cost  for  their  crop,  and  this  influenced  them  to  seek  temporary  storage. 
This  season  the  weather  has  been  unusually  damp,  and  storage  in  field-pits 
is  dangerous  to  the  condition  of  the  potatoes,  as  it  would  invite  serious 
rot.     So  far,  bulk  prices  have  stayed  above  $1  on  No.  l's,   showing  the 
farmers  a  good  margin  £f  profit,  and  they  have  been  free  traders. 

"Conditions  are  much  the  same  in  the  lower  valley,  around  Burley 
and  Buhl,  although  net  so  acute  as  they  are  here.     The  lower  valley  is 
not  as  likely  to  have  a  heavy  freeze  this  month  as  is  the  upper  valley;  ^ 
so  there  nas  not  been  as  active  a  deal  in  that  section.     Where  digging  is 
concerned,  hardly  a  scratch  has  yet  been  made. 

"The  longer  I  look  at  the  fields  and  the  more  that  is  said  about 
yields,  the  more  I  am  inclined  to  believed  we  have  over  30,000  cars  in ^ the 
State  this  year.     In  the  1927  season  over  28,000  cars  were  shipped,  and 
many  dumped  durin-:  the  late  spring.     Shrinkage  was  heavy  that  season,  becaus 
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the  bulk  of  the  crop  did  net  move  until  after  January  1  and  much  cf  it  was 
held  a  long  time  in  unsuitable  temporary  storage,  where  ventilation  was 
poor.     I  know  of  several  instances  where  field  pits'-;  full  of  potatoes,  were 
plowed  over  and  planted  in  the  spring  cf  1S2S,  leaving  the  potatoes  buried 
under  the  fields.     This  year  we  have  as  large  a  crop,   or  larger,  and  it  is 
likely  that  better  care  will  be  given  the  potatoes  than  they  got  in  1321, 
saving  a  good  tonnage  from  waste  and  natural  shrinkage." 


7b.     IITT5Il3STI1T&.'CH0P  ITQIBS  PROM  TOSSTILRII  IlSff  YOEX 

In  a  letter  cf  October  Ik  from  Rochester,  the  following  information 
was  furnished  by  R.  L.  Sutton: 

"Apples  have  been  moving  out  in  an  important  way,  with  a  good  pro- 
portion of  the  stock  going  into  storage.    The  expert  demand  for  Ben  Davis 
apples  and  Kieffer  pears  has-been  well  maintained.    Most  of  the  available 
supplies  of  Ben  Davis  have -been  taken  up  at  prices  in  some  instances  as 
high  as  §U.25*for  barrels  of  U.  S.  Ho.  1,   2§~inches  up.    The  general  price 
range  for  this  variety  for  export  trade  has  been  $3  •75"$1+  •    A  l?-r&e  quantity 
of  Kieffer  pears  is  being  shipped  as  U.  3.  Kb.  1  stock  in  bulk  this  season. 
The  sales  cf  this  class  of  goods  have  held  within  S5(M>1  VeT  cwt. 

"The  grape  season  in  the  Chautauqua-Erie  section  is  rapidly  drawing 
to  a  clcse.    Reports  indicate  that  the  juice  plants  will  take  little  more 
juice  stock.    .The"  season  in  the  Finger  Lakes  district  may  be  prolonged  a 
little.    Volume  of  movement  from  the  linger  Lakes  district  has  been  much 
lighter  than  that  from  the  mere  important  section  in  the  southwestern  part 
of  the  State. 

"Cabbage  loadings  have  been  heavy.    Market  has  weakened  somewhat 
under  slower  demand. 

"Celery  continues  to  be  shipped  on  a  dull  market,  with  low  prices 
prevailing.     'The  first  report  cf  holdings  of  celery  in  cold-storage  houses 
in  western  Hew  York  has  just  been  released  from  this  office.    This  report 
shows  that  by  October  10  about  18^,000  crates  of  celery  were  in  the  various 
storages  in  western  Hew  York.     The  first  report  last  season  was  obtained 
October  IS,  when  13&, S00  crates  were  in  storage.     The  majority  cf  all  the 
celery  now  in  storage  is  of  the  early  varieties.    Movement  of  the  late  types 
is  just  getting  under  way. 

"Potatoes  are  increasing  in  daily  leadings,  but  the  demand  continues 
rather  inactive.    Dealers  in  the  important  producing  sections  are  quite 
generally  buying  from  the  growers  at  75^  per  bushel.    At  this  time  last  year, 
the  growers  were  receiving  $1.15~$1.20  for  their  potatoes,  but  year  before 
last  the  price  was  holding  at  the  low  level  of  30^-35^  per  bushel.  Produc- 
tion in  western  iTew  York  is  estimated  to  be  not  much  different  from  that  of 
last  season,  but  on  Long  Island  this  season's  crop  will  be  about  double 
that  of  last  year. 

"Onions  have  weakened  slightly  since  our  last  letter.    Dealers  have 
reported  a  limited  demand,  with  prices  hard  to  maintain.    Production  for 
this  State  is  forecast  at  3,6US,000  bushels,  compared  with  3,202,000  last 
season.    Hew  York  leads  all  ether  States  in  the  late  grcup,  although  Indiana 
is  credited  with  having  1,U00  more  acres  than  this  State.     'The  yield  per 
acre    in  ITew  York  is  indicated  at  ^56  bushels,  the  heaviest  yield  cf  any 
State  in  the  late  group."

1  c .    APPEAL  r.'SPZCTIQITS  IIICREASL'G 

The  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  has  already  begun  to 
affect  the  inspection  service  on  fruits  and  vegetables.     Many  requests  have 
been  received  from  territory  in  which  there  has  seemingly  been  little  or 
nc  interest  in  inspection  heretofore,  and  the  number  of  requests  for  appeal 
inspections  on  carlots  certified  at  shipping-point  has  shown  an  appreciable 
increase  during  July,  August  and  September  over  the  same  months  last  year. 
This  increase  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  receivers  desired  to  protect 
themselves  on  purchases,  where  there  was  a  possibility  cf  disagreement  be- 
tween buyer  and  seller  as  to  quality  or  condition.     Some  firms  of  the  better 
class  are  running  nc  risk  of  jeopardizing  their  standing  under  the  new  Act 
and  are  making  it  a  point  to  call  for  an  appeal  inspection,  whenever  there 
is  a  possibility  that  a  complaint  may  be    filed  against  them  under  the  Act. 

We  can  expect  an  increasing  number  cf  appeal  inspections  to  be  made 
in  receiving  markets  of  shipments  which  have  been  certified  as  to  grade  at 
point  cf  origin.    There  will  not  only  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  appeals, 
but  the  number  of  reversals  will  incres.se  if  the  work  at  shipping-point  is 
not  conducted  in  such  a  dependable  manner  that  certified  cars  will  stand  the 
test  of  appeal  inspection.     The  number  of  reversals  has  already  increased 
for  the  first  three  months  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  now  is  the  time  fcr  ship- 
ping-point supervisors  tc  look  into  the  situation  with  the  view  cf  ironing- 
out  any  difficulties  which  may  have  been  encountered. 

Luring  the  next  year  inspection,  receiving-point  as  well  as  shipping- 
point,  will  undergo  a  real  test  of  its  value,  and  it  should  stand  the  test 
if  every  inspector  will  do  his  part  and  see  that  his  work  is  of  such  high- 
quality  that  it  will  stand  close  analysis.    He  should  know  the  grade  inter- 
pretation for  all  products  which  he  certifies,  and  should  never  certify  a 
lot  up  to  grade  without  making  a  thorough  inspection,  leaving  no  doubt  in 
his  mind  that  the  grp.de  certification  is  correct. 

Some  reversals  can  be  attributed  to  inspectors  working  at  high  speed, 
attempting  to  inspect  more  cars  in  one  day  than  can  be  properly  handled. 
It  is  better  tc  miss    an  occasional  car,  and  the  quality  of  work  should  ^  never 
be  sacrificed  tc  increase  quantity.    -The  inspection  service  can  always  de- 
fend criticism  against  failure  to  'inspect  on  account  cf  lack  cf  time  much 
more  easily  than  criticism  which  arises  against  incorrect  certification. 
Supervising  Inspectors  should  therefore  check-up  carefully  on  the  work  c. 
all  men  under  their  supervision,  and  impress  upon  them  the  fact  that  the 
need  for  careful  and  thorough  inspections  has  reached  the  point  where  mis- 
takes can  no  longer  be  tolerated.    Wtien  a  mistake  is  made,  we  may  wonder 
whether  it  was  due  to  variation  in  Cjuality  and  irregularity  of  loading,  which 
prevented  obtaining  representative  samples,  or  whether  to  blame  the  inspector 
fcr  lack  of  attention  to  instructions  given  by  his  supervisor,  but  shippers 
and  receivers  are  not  likely  to  accept  either  cf  these  excuses. 

2c.    ACID  IITJTJRY  01  APPLES  A  FACTOR  OF  COITDITIO'iT 

The  term  "calyx  scald"  is  used  to  describe  the  injury  of  apples  caused 
by  arsenical  spray,  and  the  term  "acid  injury"  should  be  used  in  reporting 
injury  due  to  the  acid  used  in  washing- treatments  to  remove  spray  residue. 
Both  of  these  injuries  affect  the  condition  of  apples  in  receiving  markets 
and  not  the  grade.

B.  Jones,  of 
Richmond,  against  whom  complaint  was  filed  with  the  Bureau  "by  the  Ellis- 
Chase  Company,  Lakeland,  Florida,  alleging  failure  truly  and  correctly  to 
account  for  a  car  of  bulk  oranges,   shipped  in  December,  1927*     The  Bureau.!  s 
investigation,  made  by  0,  IT.  Harsha,  showed  that,.,  whereas  James  had  re- 
turned net  proceeds  in  the  sun  cf  $250,   the  net  proceeds  actually  amounted 
ta  $675*.    J?mes  pleaded  "not  guilty,"  hut  after  a- hotly-contested  trial 
was  found  guilty  by  the  jury.    Judge  C-roner  thereupon  imposed  a  fine  of 
$250  and  also  directed  that  Janes  pay  the  Ellis-Chase  Company  $U63,  the 
additional  sun  due  then  plus  interest,  a  total -amount  cf  $713 •     ^-le  court 
further  stipulated  that  'the  fine  and  additional  amount  due  be  paid  by 
November  4  or  proper  jail  sentence  would  be  inposed.

W.  A.  Sherman  and  A.  E.  Mercker  returned  to  duty  in  Washington  cn 
Monday,  after  completing  five  weeks'  travel  in  the  West  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  the  work  of  the  recently-organized  Pacific  Hcrthwest  Potato  Com- 
mittee,    This  committee  is  sponsored  by  the  extension  services  of  the  States 
cf  Idaho,  Washington  and  Montana  in  conjunction  with  the  Office  of  Coopera.- 
tive  Extension  Work  of  this  Department  and  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Scone  - 
mics.     It  was  organized  with  the  view  cf  evolving  a  regional  plan  for  teach- 
ing pot-to  growers  and  dealers  how  to  use  properly  the  economic  information 
furnished  "by  this.  Bureau.    Messrs.  Sherman  and  Mercker  spent  considerable 
time  with  H.  E.  Drobish,  who  has  been  made  Secretary  of  the  new  committee, 
and  acquainted  him  with  the  work  of  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee 
as  it  is  conducted  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  United  States. 

To  further  the  work  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  the  group  arranged 
meetings  with  the  extension  officials  of  the  States  of  Washington,  Oregon, 
Montana  and  Idaho  and  with  growers,  dealers,  and  bankers  in  Washington  and 
Idaho.

l"b.     UTTERESTIIIG-  hEWS  PIT  CALIFORNIA  GRAPES 

The  following  interesting  information  regarding  California  grapes 
was  received  from  17,  L.  Googe,  at  Fresno,   in  a  letter  of  October  1S:- 

."  During  the  last  two  weeks  shipments  of  grapes  from  California  have 
probably  "broken  the  record  when  compared  with  a  similar  period  in  previous 
years.    On  October  oth,  1,833  cars  were  loaded,  and  on  the  l6th,  1,770  cars* 
In  1S29  the  peak  day  was  September  27  when  1,5^1  cars  were  shipped,  while  in 
1928  the  peak  was  reached  on  September  26,  when  1,753  cars  were  moved. 

"Light  to  fairly  heavy  rains  fell  over  most  of  the  grape  producing 
sections  north  of  Fresno  on  the  night  of  October  11  and  the  following  morning. 
Since  a  Sunday  intervened,   shipments .were  halted  but  little,  following  almost 
ideal  weather  for  drying  out  the  vineyards.     On  account  of  the  unusually  heavy 
volume  moved  during  the  few  days  preceding,  all  proposed  programs  for  load- 
ing called  for  light  haulings,  and  most  shippers  were  fearful  of  what  would 
happen  to  prices  when  arrivals  became  heavy  in  eastern  cities.    As  if  defying 
any  efforts  to  control  the  situation,  the  growers  and  shippers  seemed  deter- 
mined to  move  as  many  grapes  as  possible.     Threatening  weather  was  no  doubt 
partly  responsible.    Contrary  to  predictions,  prices  in  Jersey  City  and  other 
terminals  have  held  up  remarkably  well.     Cars  offered  for  sale  in  the  auctions 
have  been  rather  light,  compared  with  the  shipments,  and  it  is  frankly  ad- 
mitted that  thousands  of  cars  are  being  1  loafed  en  route.' 

"The  market  for  table  stock  has  been  rather  dull*  most  of  the  activity 
being  centered  in  the  juice  varieties.    During  the  last  few  days,  Emperors 
have  begun  to  move  more  freely,  and  the  table-  market  has  shown  a  firmer  tone. 
Tokays,  Thompsons  and  Malagas  are  becoming  scarce,  many  of  the  latter  two 
varieties  being  shipped  as  juice  stock. 

"In  general,  prices  have  not  been  so  high  as  those  received  last  year, 
but  they  have  been  better  than  anticipated  at  the  beginning  cf  the  season. 
Perhaps  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  season  has  been  the  excellent  prices 
received  for  grapes  of  superior  quality  and  superior  pack." 

2b.    RECE1.I  l^vTS  PIT  FLORIDA  ORAIIGES  AJD  GRAPEFRUIT 

H.  P.  Willson  wrote  as.  follows  from  Winter  Haven,  Pla.,  on  October  20:- 
"There  were  increasing  supplies  of  Florida  grapefruit  on  the  auction 
markets  this  past  week  and  prices  declined  to  an  average  of  $3»20  for  2oH 
cars.    A  week  ago  ISO  cars  sold  at  an  average  of  $3-60.    The  demand  continued] 
slow.    Advice  from  the  northern  markets  stated  that  melons  and  grapes  were 
in  liberal  supply,  with  prices  relatively  low,  resulting  in  keen  competition 
for  grapefrw.it . 

"Florida  orange  shipments  increased  to  around  5^  cars  per  day. 
California  was  shipping  about  the  same  quantity,  which  is  a  considerable  de- 
crease from  10  days  ago.    Prices  received  cn  the  markets  were  very  satis- 
factory, the  average  for  53  cars  of  Florida  oranges  being  $5*^5»  a  slight 
increase  over  last  week  when  six  cars  sold  on  the  auctions  for  an  average 
of  $5,140."

Writing  from  Idaho  Falls  on  October  IS,  L.  C.  Tate  tells  of  the 
possible  damage  to  the  Idaho  ;  potato  crop  from  the  recent  freeze: 

"The  potato  market  has  been  excited  here  during  the  last  three  days, 
due  to  a  hard  freeze  that  damaged  the  crop  in  some  localities  and  made  it 
almost  impossible  to  sort  and  load  from  the  fields.    Care  either  loaded  cr 
in  warehouses  previous  to  the  freeze  have  sold  about  25^  higher  late  this 
week,  while  trading  on  potatoes  dug  since  the  freeze  has  come  almost  to  a 
standstill. 

"The  freeze  occurred  Wednesday  night,  October  15s  an(i  extended  from 
Firth  to  Ashton,  covering  most  of  the  upper  Snake  River  "Valley  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  State*    Other  parts  of  the  State  were  not  touched.    While  the  ■ 
market  has  been  bullish  in  the  local  section,  the  Twin  Falls  area  ho.s  follow- 
ed the  advance  of  prices  only  part  way.     Much  of  the  excitement  here  is  due 
to  local  operators  speculating  on  the  safe  potatoes,  those  dug  before  the 
freeze.  Outside  inquiry  for  storage  potatoes  was  go^d  immediately  afterfreeze. 

"Various  hasty  reports  have  been  sent  out  by  the  trade  as  to the  prob- 
able damage.     In  some  spots,  farmers  claim  their  crop  has  been  damaged  ^Ofo, 
but  these  reports,  even  though  they  be  fact,  are  misleading  "because  ther- 
eover only  a'  small  area.    Looking  over  the  whole  State,   the  prospects  are 
for  a  loss  of  perhaps  1,000  cars  of  field-run  potatoes,  but  this  includes 
considerable  stock  which  would  be  culled  out  anyway,  because  of  sunburn,  etc. 
Frost  being  a  treacherous  thing  to  deal  with,   it  is  still  a  bit  early  to  say 
definitely  what  the  full  damage  is,  but,  all  things  considered,  there  will 
be  very  little  cut  in  the  commercial  crop. 

"In  the  area  where  frost  visited  the  valley,  there  are  somewhere 
between  6,000  and  S,000  carloads  being  grown  this  year.    Damage  to  field- run 
potatoes  varies  in  different  localities,  but  the  average  seems  to  be  around 
15$  in  the  affected  area..    About  10$  of  this  loss  is  of  *  green  heads,  '  which 
are  culls.     Seme  further  damage  may  develop  in  time,  but,  of  the  lots  that 
have  been  hciuled  to  various  warehouses  for  inspection  and  subjected  to  heat 
for  three  days,  these  figures  hold  good.    Taking  the  figures  at  their  face 
value,   it  would  appear  that  about  U00  cars  of  marketable  potatoes  have  been 
lost.    Figuring  all  unseen  damage  and  giving  it  the  benefit  of  a  liberal 
estimate,  there  is  little  likelihood  of  the  crop  being  cut  over  1,000  cars, 
out  of  our  potential  crop  of  30,000  cars. 

"The  lands  on  Sgin  bench,  north  of  Idaho  Falls,  were  hardest  hit  by 
the  freeze,  but  in  that  section  the  crop  was  about  6^a>  harvested.  Locally 
the  temperature  dropped  to  21°,  enough  to  get  all  the  1  green  heads1  and  an 
occasional  potato  that  lay  near  the  surface  of  the  ground.     The  fact  that 
the  big  potatoes  are  near  the  surface    this  year,  due  to  heavy  production, 
may  be  a  joker  in  these  estimates,  giving  the  damage  more  weight  than     .is  at 
first  apparent.     Many  farmers  are  storing  their  damaged  crop  in  field  pits, 
in  order  not  to  mix  the  injured  potatoes  with  others. 

"The  uncertain  condition  of  the  potatoes  still  to  be  dug  is  an  in- 
centive to  farmers  to  sell  freely  from  the  fields,  even  though  their  storage 
space  is  not  yet  filled,  but  dealers  are  reluctant  to  buy  under  the  present 
conditions  and  we  have  only  a  nominal  market.    Bulk  prices  for  JSTo «  1  Russets 
are  being  quoted  at  75£-$l»    Those  potatoes  stored  on  the  farm  before  the 
freeze  are  not  for  sale;  so  it  looks  as  if  we  will  have  a  week  cr  so  of  light 
shipments  before  the  dealers  have  confidence  to  resume  leading  from  the 
fields."

J.  D.  Hamilton  -wrote  the  following  interesting  letter  from  Portland, 
Oregon,  on  October  18:- 

"Pall  gauJL if lower  was  on  the  verge  of  extensive  movement  a  week  ago; 
but  prolonged  cool  weather  intervened,  delaying- maturity  a  week  or  so,  A 
few  days  .of  warm  weather  now  would  result  in  liberal  loadings.  Growing 
conditions  have  been  ideal  nearly  all  summer  and  fall,  with  alternating  sum 
shine  and  light  rainfall,    Quality  of  cauliflower  is  excellent.     This  year 
growers  attempted  to  time  their  shipping-dates,  to  occur  between  the  Sep- 
tember low-price  period,  when  Colorado  is  shipping,  and  the  first  Califor- 
nia movement  of  November.    Earring  possibility  of  early  frost,  the  Oregon 
•flower  promises  to  move    almost  as  scheduled,  with  a  much  shorter  and  mere 
active  season  than  usual.    First  car lots  were  destined  to  Chicago,  New  Yorld 
and  Tennessee. 

"Celery  loadings  have  been  delayed  as  long  as  possible,   in  hopes  of 
an  early  winter  in  the  East  or  other  conditions  that  will  be  conducive  to 
mere-profitable  distribution.    About  $1.50  per  crate  of  H-6  dozen,  in  the 
rough,  f.o.b.  usual  terms,   seems  to  be  the  absolute  limit,  below  which 
Oregon  celery  cannot  be  loaded.    However,  a  few  rollers  new  threaten  to  net 
less  than  this  amount. 

"The  western  Oregon  onion  crop  is  practically  all  harvested.  Yields 
?/ere  heavy,  and  quality  is  fine,  with  an  unusually  large  Pe§f.^^f«§e  c^  ~lT* 
Ho.  I's.    Prices  have  reached  almost  unprecedented  low  levels, /^realizing 
only  H0^-60^  per  cwt.,  f.o.b.  cash  track.    C-ood,  ungraded  Yakima  yellows, 
in  old  bags,  have  sold  at  $6-$  8  per  ton. 

"Hood  River  appl e  growers  expect  to  make  a  little  money  this  season, 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years.    Production  was  very  heavy,  with  first 
estimates  of  J>,000  cars  later  being  increased  to  3>500;  and  new  H,  000  cars 
are  in  prospect.    Preponderance  of  ITewtowns  and  Ortleys,  both  of  which  have 
sold  in  large  volume  at  top  prices  (compared  with  other  varieties),  should 
give  this  district  considerable  margin  over  operating  expenses. 

"The  Bartlett  pear  movement  was  tragic  in  its  termination.  Pinal 
shipments  from  northwestern  primary-storages  during  early  October  often 
failed  to  bring  freight  charges,  due  largely  to  advanced  maturity  cf  the 
fru.it.    Cannery  sales  7/ere  effected  from  storage  at  $7«5CM>15  Per  ton»  as 
compared  with  opening  prices  of  $30— $35  Per  tcn  °^         1  canner  Bartletts 
this  year,  and  $80-$90  last  year. 

"The  Willamette  and  Yakima  Valley  potato  crops  are  now  sitting  high 
and  dry,   so  far  as  immediate  outlet  is  concerned,    "with  southern  Idaho  and 
Klamath  Falls  in  southern  Oregon  quoting  lower  f.o.b.  prices,  and  with 
lower  freight  rates  to  California,  those  districts  have  deprived  the  far 
ITorthwest  cf  its  main  outlet,  for  the  present."

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6b.  crop  itotjds  from  mgmm  jaw  york 

A  letter  of  October  21  from  R.  L.  Sutton,  of  the  Rochester  office, 
gives  the  following  news  on  western  Hew  York  crops :- 

,rTlie  approach  of  winter  has  been  felt  in  all  shipping  sections  of 
western  New  York.    Especially  heavy  snowfall  occurred  over  all  the  terri- 
tory adjacent  to  Lake  3rie,  causing  considerable  damage  to  trees  and  much- 
inconvenience  to  motorists.     In  the . Chautauqua-Erie  grape  belt,  almost  two 
feet  of  snow  fell.    Loadings-  of  fruits  and  vegetables  were  light  on  Monday, 
on  account  of  the  weather.     The  wintry  weather  caused  a  better  feeling  in 
the  f . o . b .  market • 

"Cabbage  met- with  a  better  demand  at  somewhat  improved  prices.  The 
price  paid  to  growers  still  holds  around  $8  per  ton  for  wagonload  lots. 
Growers  will  naturally  receive  more,  as  the  f.o.b.  prices  advance.  The 
distribution  of  the  crop  continues  to  be  wide-spread,  carlots  going  into 
Florida  cities,  as  well  as  to.  other  points  south  of  the  Mason  and  Dixon 
line.     It  has  been  noted  that  many  cities  and  towns  in  West  Virginia,  have 
taken  numerous  cars  of  practically  all  commodities  shipped  from  this  terri- 
tory, 

"The  digging  of  potatoes  is  at  least  75/*  completed,  with  the  balance 
of  the  crop  expected  tto.  be  harvested  within  a  few  days.    Freezing  tempera- 
tures have  occurred  in  most  of  the  important  potato  sections,  but  not 
enough  to  cause  any  damage  to  the  tubers  in  soil.    Growers  recently  have 
been  receiving  mostly  ~J0fi  per  bushel  in  bulk.    Shipments  have  lagged  con- 
siderably behind  those  of  last  season. 

"The  situation  on  celery  is  beginning  to  be  a  little  brighter. 
Storage  holdings  are  heavy.     The  report  for  October  17  shows  335>c21  crates 
in  the  various  storages  in  western  Mew  York.     This  compares  with  196,200 
crates  at  the  same  time  last  season,     ^he  interest  now  is  centering  on 
the  late  crop  .of  Golden  Self-Blanching  type.    Sales  of  this  kind  are  being 
made  at  wide  range,  of  prices.    More  stock  is  going  to  storage  than  is  moving 
to  market. 

"Onion  prices  have  shown  little  improvement.     This  commodity  also 
is  being  stored  to  a  considerable  extent. 

"Apples  are  going  into ■  cold-storage  heavily  at  this  time.    Many  of 
the  dealers  report  that  practically  all  of  their  business  now  concerns 
into-storage  movement.    The  srles  for  domestic  consumption  have  been  con- 
fined largely  to  bushel  baskets  or  bulk  shipments.     There  has  been  con- 
siderable business  in  apples  in  bulk,  as  orchard-run  with  the  culls  taken 
out.    Such  varieties  as  Baldwin  and  Greening  have  been  realizing  $1.25- 
?1.30  per  cwt.  for  this  type  of  shipments. 

"Xieffer  pears  are  the  only "commercial  variety  of  importance  re- 
ceiving attention  now.    Bartletts  have  practically  all  been  taken  cut  of 
storage,  with  the-  occasional  shipments  that  are  being  made  bringing  mostly 
around  $1*30  per  bushel  for  U.  S.  1,  2-inch  minimum  fruit.    Bulk  shipments 
of  ICieffers  have  been  fairly  active,  ranging  SO^l  per  cwt.    The  quality 
is  good  and  it  is'  reported  that  most  of  the  fruit  being  shipped  in  bulk 
will  grade  U.  S.  ITo.  1. 

"The  grape  season  is  drawing  to  a  close.    The  severe  weather  ex- 
perienced in  the  Chautauqua-Hrie  section  -will  probably  curtail  shipments 
of  the  limited  quantity  left  in  that  district.    Dealers  in  the  Finger-Lakes 
section  report  the  supply  of  Concords  to  be  almost  exhausted.    A  stronger 
market  was  experienced  in  that  section  at  the  beginning  of  the  week."

A  letter  of  October  18  "by  R.  H»  Lamb,  of  the  Spokane  office,  gives 
some  important  information  regarding  the  apple  crop  in  Washington:—' 

"The  October  i  estimate  of  the  commercial  production  of  "apples  in 
the  State  of  Washington  was  31,392,000  bushels,  compared  with  2^,900,000 
bushels  as  the  final  production  of  1929,  and  30, 000, 000  bushels  in  192S. 
On  the  basis  of  the  192S  crop,  an  apple  movement ' from  Washington  of  over 
U0,000  cars  may  be  expected,  perhaps  the  largest  tonnage  ever  shipped  by 
any  of  the  States, 

"Local  estimates  of  the  probable  movement  from  the  two  principal 
shipping  districts,  namely,  the  Yakima  Valley  and  the  TJenatchee- Okanogan 
district,  were  placed  at  3^,000  cars  early  in  the  season,  but  the  sizes 
of  the  apples  now  being  harvested  run  so  much  larger  than  was  then  antici- 
pated that  the  final  total  nay  exceed  this  figure  by  2,000  to  U,000  cars. 
Five—tier  apples  of  all  varieties  are  scarce,  and,  due  to  the  fact  that 
many  shippers  over-sold  on  175's  r'n^  smaller,  most  sales  of  these -sizes, 
particularly  of  Jonathans,  are  on  a  par  with  sales  of  l63,s  and'- larger. 
With  a  brisk  export  demand  and  the  shortage  of  small  sizes,  shippers  are 
working  in  larger  sizes  wherever    possible,  and  many  of  the  present  sales 
now  being  confirmed  contain^;1  at  least  10$  lS3,s.    Pack-out  reports  from 
various  districts  in  the  State  indicate  an  unusually  small  collage.,  in 
some  cases  as  low  as  5$  sod  averaging  around  5-10$  for  entire  crops  in 
many  cases.    Average  color  is  reported  as  good  in  all  districts,  running 
much  better  than  a  year  ago,  with  only  an  occasional  complaint  of  lack 
of  color  in  failure  to  make  grade. 

"According  to  sales  reported  to  the  Spokane  office  through  October 
10,  about  33$  of  the  total  -  estimated  production  cf  apples  in  the  Yakima 
Valley  and  Wenatchee- Okanogan  district  has  been  sold  on  an  f.c.b.  basis, 
as  against  32$  in  1929  and-2S$  to  the  same  date  in  192S.  The  heaviest 
volume  of  selling  this  season  has  token  place  with  Jonathans,  sales  to 
the  10th  representing  75$  °^  ^ae  estimated  production,  compared  with  63$ 
in  1929  and  52$  in  I92S.  Sales  ©f  Homes  are  falling  behind  the  percentages 
of  the  past  two  seasons,  and  this  lack  of  demand  is  causing  considerable 
uneasiness  among  Washington  shippers.  Wine saps  and  Staymans  are  meeting 
with  about  a  normal  demand  to  date.  Sellers  of  lelieious  are  finding 
considerable  sales-resistance  from  the  domestic  trade,  and,  although,  the 
sales  to  October  10  are  slightly  in  excess  of  the  totals  to  the  same  date 
in  1929  and  192S,  a  gradual  reduction  in  prices  has  been  found  necessary 
to  -stimulate  the  demand* 

"She  "bright  spot  on  the  apple  horizon  continues  to  be  the  export 
market.    Domestic  speculation,  except  in  export  sizes,  seems  to  be  nearly 
absent  this  season,  and  orders  for  future  shipment  accompanied  by  car- 
deposits  are  rare.    The  aggressive  sales  policy  of  Washington  shippers  and 
their  willingness  to  move  their  entire  crop  at  prices  satisfactory  to  the 
buyers,  rather  than  hold  for  higher  prices  with  the  possibility  of  having 
to  dump  a  portion  of  the  tonnage,  may  produce  returns  comparable  with  other 
seasons  in  gross  amounts.    The  low  prices  and  excellent  quality  of  this 
season' s  crop  may  open  new  market  outlets  in  domestic  and  foreign  fields, 
thereby  insuring  more  profitable  seasons  in  the  future. 
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"According  to  the  Weather  Bureau,  at  Yak;inia,  there  were  heavy  frosts 
in  the  Takima  Valley  during  the  mornings  of  October    3  and  1%  doing  some 
damage  to  tender  vines.    The  first  hilling  frost  of  the  season  was  reported 
on  the  morning  of  the  15th,  with  minimum  temperature  of  2H0,  which  indicates 
temperatures  of  1S°  to  eh°  in  orchards.,  depending  on  their  location,  air 
drainage,   etc.     The  official  Weather  Bureau  observer  reports  that  it • was 
below  freezing  for  seven  hours  on  this  date,  but  F«  3.  Bailey.,  Supervisor 
of  Federal— Sta.te  Inspection  Service  for  Washington,  believes  that  the  dam- 
ago    to  the  unharvested  apple  crop  will  be  slight,  consisting  of  an  increased 
drop  of  fruit  during  the  next  few  days  and  some  hastening  in  the  rate  of 
maturity.    Another  killing  frost  was  reported  in  that  district  the  morning 
of  the  lGth,  with  an  official  minimum  of  26°  and  a  reported  minimum  of  20° 
in  some  orchards;  below  freezing  a  total  of  hours. 

"The  local  Weather  Bureau  reports  that  the  first  killing  frost  in 
the  Spokane  Valley  occurred  on  October  11,  with  a  minimum  temperature  of 
2^-°  for  the  City  of  Spokane  and .  somewhat  lower  temperatures  for  other  points 
in  the  Valley.    The  lowest  temperature    for  Wenatchee  was  reported  on 
October  15,  with  a  minimum  of  2S°." 


3b.     LAP-TIITSBURG  APPLE  aARIST  RATER  DULL 

Condition  of  the  apple  market  in  the  Potomac-Skenandoah  Valley  area 
is  reported  in  the  following  letter  of  October  22  from  V.  H.  Nicholson, 
at  Hartinshurgs— 

"There  was  a  light  wind  in  this  district  last  Friday  night  and 
another  on  Sunday f  but  there  was  no  serious  damage  reported.-  A  few  of  the 
remaining  Staymans  and  a  few  Yorks  were  blown--  down,  but  there  are  no  re- 
ports of  serious  damage.    These  winds  accompanied  by  the  cooler  weather  will 
probably  hasten  the  picking  operations,  and  very  little  fru.it  will  remain 
on  the  trees  after  the  end  of  this  week. 

"The  movement  to  storage  is  very  light  this  year  and  several  shippers 
have  estimated  that  storage  holdings  in  this  vicinity  will  not  exceed  one- 
fourth  the  holdings  of  last  season.    Winchester  has  storage  space  for  over 
750, 000'  "barrels,  but  it  is  reported  that  only  a  small  fraction  of  that  space 
has  been  taken.    However,   the  storages,  around  Biglerville  and  Chamber sburg 
in    Pennsylvania  are  reported  to  be  filled  or  the  space  contracted.  The 
larger  part  of  the  Stayman  crop  in  that  section  has  been  stored. 

"The  holdings  in  Winchester  are  mainly  U.  S.  Commercial  and  Unclassi- 
fied fru.it,  and  it  is  thought  that  most  of  this  will  be  exported  if  and  when 
the  British  embargo'  is'  lifted.    The  canneries  have  also  reserved  some  space 
in  the  Winchester  storages,  but  I  am  not  able  to  say  to  what  extent.  How- 
ever, the  storage  holdings  in  Pennsylvania,  are  practically  the  entire  crop, 
with  a  part  of  it  packed  in  bushels  for  the  domestic  market • 

"The  export  demand  1ms  been  the  only  factor  keeping  any  life  in  the 
situation  in  this  section.    During  the  last  few  days,  very  few  sales  of 
fruit  in  bushel  tubs  have  been  reported.    A  few  cars  of  table  culls  have 
been  shipped  in  bulk,  to  some  of  the  cities  in  the  Ohio  Valley  and  the  South, 
but  other  than  that  there  has  been  little  activity  in  the  domestic  market . 
A  very  few  sales  of  2-J-inch  Staymans  have  been  made  around  31.35~?>1«^0. 
However,  prices  on  barreled  stock  have  been  fairly  good.    The  2-^-inches-up 
Ganos  and  Ben  Davis  have  ranged  $3. 50-$ 3. 75,  with  a  few  sales  as  high  as 
33.S5.    Yorks  have  moved  in  a  limited  way  at  $U.25  for  2^~inckes-up. »

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9°.    YAKIMA  VALLEY  POTATO  SITUATION  OUTLINE  BY  MR.  HALL  j 

In  an  Amy  radio  message;  of  .  October  22,        R«  Eall,  of  the  Seattle 
office,  gave  the  following  report  on  Yakima  Valley  potatoes 

"Digging  of  potatoes  in  Yakima  Valley  probably  at  its  height  this 
week,  with  heavy  - movement  into  storage,   since  farmers  continue  reluctant 
to  sell  at  current  price  levels.    Market  holding  firm  at  slightly  advanced 
prices,  with  buyers  actively  scouting  for  shipments  to  fill  orders.  Such 
sales  as  are  being  consummated  are  of  a  distress-nature  by  producers  who 
need  cash  for  carrying  charges,  or  in  some  instances  due  to  inadequate 
storage  facilities.     There  seems  to  be  a  growing  hesitancy  on  the  part  of 
producers  from  year  to  year  toward  using  pit-storage,  which  was  universally 
used  several  years  ago  for  winter  storage.     Some  stock  is  showing  freezing- 
injury,  particularly  at  Ullenshurg  and  other  Kittitas '  County  shipping 
points.    For  Valley  as  a  whole,  probably  not  over  one-third  of  crop  remains 
undug.    Washington  combination-grade  Russet  Burbanks  are  ruling  $23-$ 25 
sacked  per  ton  on  cars,  and  a  few  IT.  S.  ITo.  lls  are  being  bought  this  week 
at  32b-,b27.50,  with  ITo.  2*s  holding  around  $15.    Reports  indicate  some 
speculative  buying  at  current  levels,  but  the  conservative  operators  are 
inclined  to  buy  only  for  immediate  reeds  and  are  merchandising  stocks  on

10b.    HARVEST  FOR  MI  CHI  GAIT  G-RAPSS  AITD  APPLES  ABOUT  FfflSjD 

R.  E.  Keller  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  October  20  from  Benton 

Harbor 

"The  Michigan  harvest  for  both  apples  and  grapes  is  drawing  to  a 
close.    Apples  are  practically  all  picked.    However,  a  considerable  portion' 
of  the  crop  is  in  packing-houses  and  storages,  yet  to  be  moved.  Carlot 
shipments  are.  lagging  considerably  behind  those  of  last  year. 

"Farmers  with  vineyards  were  hoping  to  hold-off  picking  their  grapes 
until  cooler  weather  set  in  and  stimulated  the  demand,  but  the  warm  period 
during  the  first  half  of  October  was  too  long,  ripening  the  berries  so  that 
they    were  splitting  and  shattering  badly  and  had  to  be  picked.  Those 
farmers  who  could  delay  their  picking  until  now  are  realizing  a  fancy  price 
for  their  stock.    ,J-he  latest  estimate  by  shippers  is  that  there  are  approxi- 
mately 100  cars  of  grapes  yet  to  move.    The  movement,  however,  will  go 
mostly  in  trucks  instead  of  by  rail,  as  the  nearby  trucking  centers  are  now 
offering  the  best  markets."

In  some  recent  cases,  appeal  inspections  were  requested  on  account 
of  slack  pack.    The  net  weight  of  fruits  and.  vegetables  packed  in  "boxes, 
"baskets  and  crates  does  not  always  bear  a  relation  to  the  condition  of 
pack,  but  in  most  instances  the  net  weight  is  the  deciding  .factor,    JL  car 
cf  boxed  apples  which  was  in  controversy  over  condition  &f  pack  showed  the 
average  net  weight  to  be  38  pounds.     The  report  of  slack  pack  accompanied 
by  a  statement  of  net  weight  gave  valuable  information  regarding  the  amount 
of  slackness,  in  view  of  the  markings  on  boxes  which  showed  the  net  weight 
to  oe  h0  pounds.    Some  inspections  of  peaches  which  were  reported  as  showing 
slack  pack  clearly  demonstrated  the  advisability  of  weighing  a  few  baskets. 
Baskets  with  slack  pack  weighed  UU  or  1+5  pounds,  whereas  the  gross  weight 
of  tight  packs  ranged  from  52  to  54  pounds.    This  information  gave  con- 
vincing evidence  of  slackness,  and  the  net  weights  should  be  accurately 
taken  when  appeal,  inspection  is  requested  on  account  o*f  slack  pack,  especi* 
ally  when  net  weights  are  marked  on  containers.     In  reporting  inspections 
of  this  kind  to  Washington,   the  wire  should  include  a  statement  of  range 
in  weights,  together  with  the  average.    This  applies  to  cases  where  a  good 
many  packages  show  slack  pack;  it  is  net  necessary  to  take  airy  weights, 
when  only  an  occasional  package  is  slack  and  the  remainder  are  tight.

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kc.     SUPERVISOR  BAILEY  SEEDS  GOOD  REPORT  OE  WASHIHGTOH  APPLE'S 

Hie  following  interesting  report  was  received  under  date  of 
October  17  from  P.  E.  Bailey,  of  the  Yakima  office :- 

"You  may  be  interested  in  a  few  comments  on  the  apple  situation 
in  this  State.    The  cold  spell  of  this  week  brought  snow  into  some  of  the 
orchards  in  districts  well  back  in  the  Cascades,  such  as  the  Tietcn  sec- 
tion of  the  YakLma  Valley.     It  also  brought  a  heavy  hail-storm  in  the 
Dayton  section  in  eastern  Washington  near  the  Idaho  line,  where  as  much 
as  one  inch  of  hail  was  reported  to  have  fallen  in  some  localities.  Hew- 
ever,  the  damage  from  the  hail  to  the  fruit  was  reported  to  be  slight. 
Neither  did  the  low  temperatures  do  any  appreciable  damage  to  the  apples 
in  other  sections^    aJ.  though  it  is  to  be  expected  that  fru.it  may  begin 
dropping  sooner  than  it  otherwise  would,  because  of  this  cold. 

"Winter- injury  has  been  quite  a  factor  in  the  grade  of  both  apples 
and  pears  in  many  sections  of  the  State,  and  has  been  especially  bad  in 
a  strip  across  the  southern  part  of  the  State  extending  through  Walla  Walla 
County  and  up  the  lower  Yakima  Valley  to  about  Zillah.    This  winter-injury 
to  the  dormant  fruit  buds  a  year  ago  resulted  in  much  ribbed  and  furrowed 
fruit,  also  in  folding-in  and  other  distortion  at  the  blossom  end.     In  a 
few  localities,  spring  frost  came  to  further  injure  and  deform  fruit  already 
injured  by  the  winter;  so  that  apples  are  found  ribbed  like  an  inferior- 
grade  tomato  as  a  result  of  the  winter  and  decidedly  f lattened-out  by  the 
action  of  the  spring  f-nost,   ^creating  fruit  which  is  practically  worthless. 

"With  the  red  varieties,  color  has  been  quite  a  problem  in  many 
localities.    Of  course,  many  districts  of  the  State  do  not  now  attempt  to 
pack  Extra  Fancy  Jonathans,  because  of  the'  difficulty  in  obtaining  coltr. 
In  other  varieties,  the  Extra  Fancy  grade  is  packed  and  there  is  considerable 
disappointment  over  the  small  percentage  of  Extras  being  obtained  from  many 
crops  in  Yakima,  and  I  believe  the  same  is  true  in  the  poorer  color  sections 
of  the  Wenatchee  district.     Of  course,   the  later  pickings  of  Wine saps  may 
be  expected  to  show  more  finished  color  than  the  early  pickings.     In  some 
sections  of  Okanogan,  as  usual  one  finds  excellent  color.    This  part  of  the 
State  usually  has  excellent  color. 

"One  outstanding  feature  of  this  year's  harvest  is  the  generally 
good  size  of  the  fruit.    This  year  dealers  are  having  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing sufficient  lfive  tier'  sizes  to  fill  export  orders,  which  specify  small 
sizes.    This  is  quite  the  reverse  of  the  situation  in  many  seasons,  when 
the  small-sized  fru.it  is  available  in  such  quantity  that  the  poor  prices 
offered  for  it  have  a  depressing  influence  on  stock  of  better  sizes.  Along 
with  this  general  good  size,  one  hears  talk  of  individual  orchards,  as  well 
as  districts,  over-running  tree  harvest  crop-estimates.    It  is  too  early 
to  obtain  any  detailed  data  on  this,  but  the  comments  are  interesting 
nevertheless."

In  order  that  shipping-point  supervisors  may  be  promptly  informed 
of  reversals  on  shipments  originating  in  their  territory,  -  in  addition  to 
being  advised  by  wire,  copies  of  the  appeal  inspection  certificates  should 
be  sent  promptly  to  the  supervisors.     Some  men  in  terminal  markets  have 
failed  to  do  this,  and  it  is  highly  important  that  our  supervising  inspec- 
tors keep  a  complete  record  of  all  such  reversals.

3a.    FiFjIT  JUICE  IlIDUSTPiY 

An  editorial  in  the  Florida  Times-Union  for  October  IS  says: 
"Developed  from  the  desire  to  utilize  all  of  the  great  production  cf  citrus 
fruits  in  Florida,  the  idea  of  freezing  the  juices  and  shipping  them  all 
over  the  country  in  the  frozen  state  has  reached  the  point  where  a  new  in- 
dustry appears  in  view.    Pteports  coming  out  of  Trmpa  a  few  days  ago  told  of 
contracts  made  with  Tom  Huston  (who  is  nationally  known  as  a  distributor 
of  peanuts  and  nut  products)  and  the  Florida  Citrus  Exchange,  by  which  the 
latter  is  proposing  to  furnish  millions  of  boxes  of  Florida  fruit,  from 
which  the  juices  will  be  extracted  and  frozen,  for  selling  through  more 
than  30,000  retail  outlets  that  i£r.  Huston  has  developed  in  the  merchan- 
dising of  his  peanut  products  during  the  past  five  years.    According  to  a 
statement  issued  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Exchange,  .  the  company,  which  is  known 
as  Tom  Huston  Frozen  Foods,  Inc.,   is  expected  to  start  upon  the  frozen-juice 
project  at  once  and  has  indicated  C.  C.  Street  as  Florida  manager."

2,  except 
that  no  dry  rot  shall  be  permitted,  aside  from  the  tolerance.    The  usual' 
provisions  for  tolerance  are  made,  except  that  there  is  no  tolerance  isro^ 
vided  in  the  80$  meeting  requirements  of  U.  S.  Ho.  1,  and  the  entire  tol- 
erance shall  be  included  in  the  20^  of  the  lot. 

2b.     HEST5RIT  1^7,  YORK  CROP  ilQTDS 

In  a  letter  of  October  2S,  P..  L.  Sutton,   0f  the  Bochester  office, 
sent  the  following  report  on  Hew  York  crops :- 

'•The  marketing  of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  western  Hew  York  has 
been  progressing  in  an  orderly  manner  during  the  past  seven  days.  Oat- 
standing  among  the  commodities  is  the  heavy  movement  of  cabbage,  celery, 
and  apples • 

"More  cars  of  cabbage  are  being  loaded  than  of  any  other  product. 
The  f .o.b.  market  has  held  fairly  steady,  in  view  of  the  heavy  shipments. 
Carlot  sales  at  shipping  point  for  medium  to  small  Danish  in  bulk  have 
ranged  $11~$15,  mostly  $12-$ 13,  with  closing  prices  yesterday  mostly  $12. 
Growers  have  been  receiving  $S-$5  until  recently,  when  some  of  the  stock 
going  into  storage  brought  as  much  as  $10  per  ton  to  the  farmers. 

"The  outlook  for  the  marketing  of  the  late-crop  Golden  Self-Blanch- 
ing celery  seems  to  be  a  little  more  promising  at  this  time.    Carlot  sales 
yesterday  reached  the  top  price  of  the  season  when  a  few  went  as  high  as 
$1.25«     Storage  holdings  .are  heavy.    The  latest  report  for  the  quantity  on 
hand  .in  storage  houses  in  western  Hew  York  through  October  2^  shows  U37»SlU 
crates,  compared  with  3°S,  5+3  a  year  ago. 

"Digging  of  potatoes  has  been  practically  completed.    The  growers, 
however,  are  not  hauling  much,  on  account  of  the  low  price  prevailing. 
Dealers  have  been  paying  cash  to  growers  mostly  75^  Per  "bushel  in  bulk. 

"Onions  heave  shown  considerable  dullness  recently.    The  shipments 
have  been  fairly  light,  but  any  active  demand  has  been  lacking.  Consider- 
able stock  is  going  into  storage. 

"Apples  have  been  showing  liberal  daily  outturns  in  cars,  even  though 
much  of  the  harvest  is  being  trucked  directly  from  orchards  to  cold-storage. 
It  should  be  understood  that  many  of  the  carlot  shipments  are  rolling  for 
storage.     The  export  movement  continues  active,  billings  for  the  past  week- 
end alone  showing  55  cars  for  Weehawken,  all  of  which  are  for  export.  At 
that  tine  there  were  lk  for  Hew  York  City,  some  of  which  may  be  sent  abroad. 
There  has  been  very  little  business  done  in  carrel  apples  for  domestic  use» 
Ben  Davis,  for  export,  were  realizing  $3»5^-$^»  depending  on  size. 

"The  gra.je  harvest  has  been  just  about  completed  in  both  the  Chau- 
tauqua-Sric  and  Pinger  Lakes  districts.     Toward  the  close  of  the  deal,  the 
market  became  strong,  with  the  situation  clearly  in  the  sellers'  hands."

W.  D.  G-ooge  sent  the  following  report  from  Fresno  on  October  26:- 
"G-rape  shipments  from  California  during  the  past  week  have  exceeded 
all  predictions,  and  for 'the  last  three  weeks  have  probably  been  heavier 
than  for  the  s~me  period  of  any  previous  season.    The  grapes  were  here, 
and  frirly  good  prices  have  caused  shippers  to  disregard  all  recommendations 
of  the  G-rrpe  Control  Board  as  to  volume.    The  result  has  been  a  car-shortage 
of  a  few  days'  duration.     It  is  estimated  that  between  17,000  and  20,000 
carloads  of  Calif ornia  grapes  are  rolling  to,  or  are  on  track    in9the  various 
markets  of  the  country.    Although  prices  have  held  up  better  than  anticipated, 
most  operators  are  apprehensive  of  what  will  happen  during  the  coming  week. 
In  previous  years,  under  similar  conditions,  the  drop  in  prices  has  meant 
heavy  losses. 

"Thompsons  and  Muscats  are  rapidly  cleaning  up.     white  juice  ship- 
ments consist  mostly  of  Malagas,  the  f  .o.b.  price  of  which  weakened  at  the 
end  of  the  past  week.     The  volume  of  Emperors  is  increasing,  as  growers 
view  the  coming  of  light  frosts,  which  do  considerable  damage  each  season 
to  this  variety.     In  making  quotations  on  Emperors,  sizes  of  lugs  and  grade 
of  the  fru.it  are  taken  into  consideration,  for  these  factors  vary  greatly 
with  numerous  packers.     Some  lugs  carry  22  pounds  net,  while  other  weights 
are  as  high  as  32  pounds  net.     I  am  advised  these  variations  are  found  in 
sawdust  packs  of  chests  and  lugs.     It  has  been  observed  that  the  quality 
of  practically  all  ■■varieties  of  grapes  now  moving  is  unusually  good." 

Hb.    FREEZE  AFFECTS  SOL'S!  T7ISCGI7SI1T  POTATOES 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft  wrote  as  follows  from  Waupaca,  Wis.,  in  a  letter 
of  October  21.     It  came  too  late  for  the  last  D.L. :- 

"Freezing  temperatures  the  past  four  nights  (October  17-20),  with 
the  thermometer  dropping  to  21°  Saturday  night,  have  caused  some  field- frost 
in  the  potatoes  still  undug  and  also  possibly  slight  injury  to  some  of  the 
stock  in  temporary  field-pits  or  on  barn-floors.    However,  the  loss  from 
this  free zing- in jury  will  be  a  very  small  portion  of  the  crop,  as  ^ -digging 
is  completed  in  the  northern  sections  and  probably  not  to  exceed  8$  or  IO70 
of  the  crop  of  the         central  section  is  still  in  the  ground.    Much  of  the 
stock  that  was  dug  around  here  yesterday,  after  the  heavy  freeze  of  Satur- 
day night,  showed  no  apparent  injury,  although  it  may  show  up  to  a  greater 
degree  later.     To  guard  against  taking  in  any  frozen  stock,  the  dealers 
have  closed  practically  all  their  warehouses  through  this  section  for  a. 
few  days. 

"Movement  has  been  very  light  from  the  Sta.te  and  the  tota.l  ship- 
ments are  falling  farther  behind  those  of  last  year,  with  only  ~$9100  cars 
shipped  to  date,  as  against  U,G00  last  season.    Storage  is  still  pretty 
much  in  the  hands  of  the  farmers,  with  the  dealers  reluctant  to  do  a&y 
heavy  buying  for  speculation.    The  market  was  generally  dull  all  last  week, 
but  toward  the  end  of  the  week  a  stronger  feeling  developed,  ancL,  while  there 
have  been  practically  no  f .o.b,  spies  made  in  Wisconsin  during  the    past  few 
daysj  the  market  appears  to  be  15^-20^  higher  than  at  the    middle  of  the 
week,  when  sales  were  being  made  at  £l  .35~$1.4;>"

ments were  held  within  the  allotment.    The  average  price. on  the  large 
terminal  markets  was •  the  same  as  a  week  ago,  .namely  $3*20.    Many  .thought 
there  would  "be  on  increase-  in  price.    Although  there  has  been  no  change, 
the  general  situation  is  much  more  favorable.    The  Clearing  House  members 
show  only  Hi  cars  rolling  unsold  and  ]42  cars  rolling  to  auction,  compared 
with  ISH  unsold  and  Slj  to  auction  a  week  ago.    Their  allotment  for  this  week 
is  375  cars,  with  probably  a  total  movement  of  around  5OC.  ;: 

"Florida  0 range s  on  the  auction  increased  four-fold . over  the  preceding 
week,  or  212  cars,  compare:!  with  53 •    Prices  held  up  very  . well,  the  average 
being  $5.15  as  against  o5»&5  for  the  previous  week.  •  California  shipments 
have  been  very  light,  ;only  a  trifle  over  100  cars,  compared  with  approxi- 
mately 1,C00  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago.    According  to  commercial 
sources,  the'  shipments  from  California  this  week  will  probably  be  less  than 
100  cars.    This  situation  places  Florida  in  a  very  favorable  position, on 
oranges."  ..  ..

Writing  from  Salt  Lake.  City  on  Cctoher  25,  L»  S.  F.enn  gave  the  -fol-

"Late  potatoes  are  moving  in  considerable  volume  from  Utah  points, 
especially  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State  from  Cedar  City  and  Milford  in 
Iron  and  Beaver  counties  and  from  Bichf ield  and  Marysvale  in  Sevier  and 
Piute  counties..    These  counties  are  a  new.  producing  section  for  potatoes  in 
Utah,  but  promise  to  be  the  large  producing  areas  of  Bussets  in  the  State. 
Shipments;  will  be  about  70C  cars  this  year,  and  intentions  to  plant  for  next 
year  indicate  an  acreage  three  times  as  large. 

".The  potatoes  are  being  grown  on  light  ash  soil,  and  the  quality  is 
exceptionally  good.    Yields  have  been  around  175  ^°  225  bags  per  acre,  and 
some  growers1  fields  have  run  as  high  as  90^  of  ITo.  1  potatoes.    "The  stock 
came  out  of  the  ground  very  clean  and  generally  of  a  light  color..  Prac- 
tically all  of  this  stock  is  being  graded  over  ma  chine-graders,  similar  to 
those  used  in  Idaho,  and  the  stock  is  graded  as  ITo.  l's  and  ITo.  2's  respec- 
tively.   The  bags  are  branded  as  'Utah  Selected  U.  S.  ITo.  1  Potatoes1  and 
as  'U.  S.  ITo.  2  Utah  Potatoes. ' 

"The  Milford  and. Cedar  City  section  is  located  on  the  Los  Angeles 
and  Salt  Lake  Hailroad,  and  practically  all  shipments  are  going  to  Califor- 
nia.   The  Marysvale  and  Bichf ield  section  potatoes  are  mostly  being  ship- 
ped East."  .

J.  A.  Marks  has  advised  "by  wire  from  Rochester  that  nany  Roxbury 
and  Golden  Russet  apples,  grown  in  western  New  York,  show  very  little 
russeting  this  season,  and  in  some  lots  a  majority  of  peoples  are  absolutely 
smooth.    ?he  appearance  of  such  stock  is  very  similar  to  that  of  Greenings, 
and  there  is    likelihood  that  the  variety  may  be  questioned  in  the  receiving 
markets.    Shipping-point  inspectors  in  New  York  have  adopted  the  plan  of 
including  a  statement  of  russeting,  following  color,  as  shown  by  this 
example:-    "Many  apples  show  light  russeting,  characteristic  of  the  variety* 
Most  apples  show  no  russeting* 11 

Receiving-point  inspectors  should  follow  the  sane  plan  in  certifying 
Roxoury  and  Golden  kussets,   when  the  applicant  makes  specific  complaint 
about  the  color  of  lots  showing  little  or  no  russeting. 

2c.    FjHTLSR  :T,7S  ABOUT  T'EL  PR5EZ3  ih  uortztsst 

3P.  E.  Bailey,  of  the  Yakima  office,   sent  this  additional  report  in 
a  letter  of  October  21:- 

" Several  clays:  have  now  elaxosed  since  the  cold  spell  in  the  Northwest 
and  it  seems  apparent  that  no  serious  damage  was  done  to  the  fruit  crop. 
However,  growers  now  feel  winter  is  just  around  the  corner  and  they  must 
hasten  to  get  their  crops  under  cover.     It  is  further  believed  that  an  in- 
creased dropping  will  soon  be  noted  in  the  Uinesaps,  which  is  the  chief 
variety  remaining  on  the  trees.    This  is    another  reason  for  hastening  pick- 
ing operations  in  the  later  districts. 

"Some  damage  was  caused  by  the  cold  to  the  Yakima  Valley  potato  crop, 
and  occasionally  frozen  potatoes  are  showing-up  on  the  grading  tables,  -.--lso, 
one  car  was  reported  to  hr.ve  arrived  in  Seattle  showing  about  10£  freezing- 
injury. 

"Reports  are  still  coming  in  of  apple  crops  overrunning  the  pre-sea- 
son  estimates,   some  as  much  as  25^  to  33>>.    Two  factors  definitely  contribu- 
ting to  this  are  the  unusually  good  size  of  the  fruit  and  the  freedom  from 
worm-damage  in  many  crops.    As  reported  in  a  letter  last  week,  color  is  quite 
a  factor  in  the  grading  of  many  crops,  especially  in  the  districts  which 
usually  average  poor  color.    Of  course,  there  are  large  areas  where  the 
color  is  excellent." 


3c.     CALIIjRITIA  GRJ.P3  IlTSPLCiIOlIS  COIJTIITUg  I-ISAVY 

Grape  inspections  during  the  first  ten-day  period  in  October  were 
heavier  than  during  the  corresponding  period  last  year,  and  have  been  heavy 
up  to  the  present  time,  with  indications  that  there  will  be  only  a  slight 
let-up  next  week  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  districts.     Inspections  in  the 
Lodi  district  have  been  running  consistent  and  high  all  season,  and  the  total 
to  date  is  more  than  last  season' s  total.    Most  of  the  other  districts  are 
below  last  season,  but  are  gaining  rapidly,  though  it  is  doubtful  if  the 
season's  total  for  the  State  will  be  as  large  as  that  of  last  year.

Apples  treated  by  the  Brogdex  method  are  cleaned  by  an  alkaline 
solution,   instead  of  the  hydrochloric  acid  solution  as  is  common  with  other 
methods  of  washing.    The  alkaline  solution  some  tines  leaves  a  ."brown  residue 
in  the  blossom  cavities.    This  can  usually  be  rubbed  off  without  difficulty 
and  is  not  serious.     Inspectors  should  he  very  careful  not  to  confuse  this 
with  burning  around  the  blossom  cavity.    This  "brown  residue  can  easily  be 
distinguished  from  burning  by  the  ease  with  which  the  residue  can  be  scraped 
off.    Unless  it  is  very  conspicuous,  .it  should  not  be  mentioned  on  receiving- 
point  certificates,  for  it  is  of  no  commercial  importance.

The  uncollected  balance  should  be  actually  checked  with  the  unpaid 
fee-bills  in  the  files    every  month  before  the  monthly  statement  is  sent  in.

The  following  letter  of  October  25,  from  T.  P..  Hall,  at  Seattle, 
was  received  too  late  for  inclusion  under  the  heading  of  Market  News 
Service.     It  is  of  interest  to  all  members  of  the  Division:^ 

"Mature  sometimes  seems  contrary,   if  any  credit  can  be  given  to  some 
of  the  reports  coming  from  apple  exporters  and  local  dealers.    The  C^grade 
apple  has  always  been  a  problem  for  the  Northwest,  but  this  season  it  pre- 
sents an  unusual  problem.    For  instance,  -  the  percentage  of  apples  of  C 
grade  is  relatively  small,  and  shippers  report  an  unusually  heavy  demand  from 
our  domestic  markets,  especially  in  the  Middle  YJest  and  Hocky  Mountain  States* 
This  demand  is  attributed  to  the  depressed  business  conditions  and  is  fur- 
ther stimulated  by  high  prices  for  California  oranges. 

"The  size  being  attained  by  eastern  Washington  apples  also  is  a  source 
of  annoyance  to  factors  connected  with  the  export  business.    Difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  filling  orders  for  small  sizes,  almost  universally  de- 
manded in  foreign  markets.     In  some  instances,  buyers  are  reported  as  having 
to  scout  for  the  sizes  to  fill  contracts  of    fall  varieties  with  exporters 
and  paying  a  premium,  with  the  result  that  their  operations  to  date  have 
been  handled  at  a  loss.    Prom  one  prominent  Seattle  exporter,  I  have  learned 
that  buyers  are  refusing  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  late  varieties  un- 
til they  can  determine  how  Wine saps  and  similar  varieties  will  size.  It 
is  a  very  general  opinion  among  the  trade  here  that  such  sizes  as  150fs 
and  13&!s  in  Wine saps  will  have  to  be  accepted  in  3uropean  markets. 
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"The  universal  opinion  among  local  exporters  seems  to  favor  the 
special  British- quarantine  regulations,  and  many  would  like  to  see  the 
period  extended  beyond  November  15«    This  season  it  is  working  out  very 
nicely,  with  no  special  hardships  on  the  producers  and  strengthening  the 
confidence  of  our  foreign  buyers  in  the  quality  of  the  fruit  for  distribu- 
tion in  the  United  Kingdom.."

Because  of  its  value  as  a  curiosity,  it  was  insured  for  $500  while 
it  was  growing  in  a  hothouse  near  Brussels.    The  grapes  are  a  large  muscatel 
variety.

2b.    H3AVY  MOVELBIJI-OP  IIAHO  POTATOES 

The  following  interesting  letter  was  received  iron  L.  C.  Tate,  at 
Idaho  Palls,  under  date  of  October  3^:- 

" Idaho  potato  shipments  were  heavy  during  the  last  half  of  October, 
ranging  1^3  to  229  cars  daily,  generally  around  170  to  190  cars.  Total 
movement  to  date  has  gained  about  1,000  cars  over  last  year's  brisk  fall 
movement.    Total  shipments  are  heavier  than  those  of  any  past  season  except 
192b.    The  crop  was  held  back  this  season  "by  wet  weather;  otherwise  a  new 
record  would  have  "been  established, 

"Just  now  the  Twin  Palls  section  is  the  center  of  interest,  rigging 
is  from  JG  to  9^  finished  in  various  localities.    A  frost  settled  over  the 
larger  portion  of  that  territory  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  nights  of  this 
week,  injuring  the  crop  to  a  snail  extent.    However,  farm  storages  and 
dealers'  warehouses  were  filled  beyond  normal  capacity  at  the  time;  so  that 
movement  continued  brisk,  even  though  nobody  is  buying  the  frozen  stocks. 

"The  upper  valley  is  still  having  trouble  over  the  frost  of  October 
lo.    Yesterday  I  heard  of  the  first  rejection  on  this  account.    Prices  of 
"bulk  potatoes  show  a  very -wide  range  of  _5Cjf  to  $1.10  cash  for  No,  l's,  while 
the  carlot  market  today  is  around  $1-$1.05  sacked  and  loaded.    This  wide 
range  in  bulk  prices  is  due  to  the  frosted  condition  of  stock.     Several  far- 
mers have  more  potatoes  than  their  cellars  will  hold,  and  some  are  already 
taking  their  surplus  out  of  field-pits  to  move  them  to  market  before  the 
weather  clamps  down  and  freezes  the  ground.    Some  of  these  distress  stocks 
have  been  consigned  to  warehousemen  who  are  reluctant  to  buy  at  any  price, 
and  an  advance  of  50^  Is  made  to  the  farmer  on  account.    w"hen  these  potatoes 
(usually  those  suffering  the  most  from  frost)  are  finally  loaded-out,  the 
warehouse  has  run-up  a  very  high  cost  of  packing  by  sorting  three  or  four 
times.    The  cost  of  sorting  appears  to  ran  10$J  per  bag;  so  that  four  sort- 
ings amount  to  UC^,  which,  together  with  the  50^  advance,  the  cost  of  bags 
and  commission,  brings  them  beyond  the  nominal  Darke t  price.    Of  the  better 
lots,  dealers  are  buying  reservedly  at  JC^-JOtf  "bulk, 

"Heports  from  the  Twin  Palls  area  are  to  the  effect  that  they  have 
the  largest  crop  in  history.    Judging  by  the  yields  obtained  from  average 
fields    in  the  Idaho  Falls  district,   the  same  holds  trae  here.     It  is  likely 
that  Idaho  will  set  a  new  shipment  record  this  season,  even  though  some  of 
the  crop  has  been  damaged  by  the  freezes  this  month.     I  have  noticed  that 
jelly_end  has  already  started  to  develop  in  the  potatoes  around  Rupert  and 
Burley.    This  is  probably  caused  by  the  overdevelopment  of  the  tubers.  Some 
of  the  spuds  harvested  around  there  this  year  are,  in  size,  like  cord  wood. 11 
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Jo .     C5LERY  HOLDS  S1R0JGDR  POSITION  AMONG  NEW  YORK  CROPS 

The  following  letter  of  November  4,  fro;;.  R.  L.  Sutton,  at  Rochester, 
tells  of  the  improvement  in  the  celery  market,  compared  with  other  crops:- 

"After  having  gone  through  a  very  unsatisfactory  early  celery  season, 
marketing  conditions  at  this  time  are  showing  more  promise  and,  with  the 
holiday  trade  coming  shortly,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  celery  prices  will 
be  maintained  at  higher  levels,  at  least  until  after  Thanksgiving.  'The 
f,o,b.  demaud  has  shown  improvement  recently,  latest  sales  ranging  mostly 
$1.25~$1»35  f°r  carload  lots  of  Golden  Self-Blanching  in  two-thirds  crates, 
sizes  4-6  dozen.    Cold-storage  holdings  are  heavy,  their  being  5^»000  crates 
in  western  New  York  storages,  through  October  31*  compared  with  387}000 
crates  at  the  same  time  last  year.    There  are    500  more  carloads  in  storage 
at  this  time  than  at  the  same  date  in  13'29»    The  carlo t  shipments  of  celery 
from  the  State  this  season  to  date  are  2,39^»    tfith  2,100  cars  in  storage, 
it  can  be  seen  that  there  is  at  least  a  5»100-car  crop,  and  possibly  greater, 
although  there  will  be  considerable  loss  (according  to  usual  experience)  cn 
the  stock  held  until  late  winter.    The  outturn  this  sea.son  will  be  greater 
than  any  since  the  1927  crop,  which  totaled  5,893  cars. 

"The  loadings  of  cabbage  have  continued  heavy,  with  price  levels 
somewhat  lower  than  they  had  been.    F.o.b.  sales  of  bulk  Danish,  small  to 
medium  size,  ranged  mostly  $10-$11  per  ton,  with  those  packed  in  sacks  rea- 
lizing about  $3  Per  ton  more.    Considerable  stock  is  going  into  storage o 
Prices  to  growers  have  held  generally  at  $7~*2>  Per  ton.    Most  of  the  termi- 
nal markets  show  liberal  to  heavy  track-holdings .    Low  prices  are  likely  to 
prevail  until  some  of  the  surplus  has  been  cleaned  up. 

"The  demand  and  trading  in  onions  has  been  slow  and  the  market  dull. 
Prices  are  low.    Stock  packed  in  second-hand  bags  has  netted  even  lower 
prices  than  onions  in  new  bags. 

"The  digging  of  potatoes  has  been  practically  completed.    Growers  were 
reluctant  to  haul  at  prevailing  prices.     Shipments  have  been  light  through- 
out the  sea.son  but,  as  a.  whole,  sufficient  for  the  dema.nd.    Outside  of  Long 
Island  only  7^6  cars  have  been  loaded  this  season  to  date.    There  has  been 
considerable  stock  moved  by  truck,  of  which  we  have  no  record. 

"Ho  improvement  has  been  shown    in  the  marketing  of  the  carrot  crop. 
Occasional  .sales  of  100-pound  sacks  in  carloads  brought  mostly  around  65^. 
A  few  cars  of  washed  carrots  in  bu"  lels  sold  recently  at  55^  Per  bushel. 

"The  domestic  demand  for  apples  has  been  rather  limited,  but  moderate 
export  business  has  tended  to  stabilize  the  market.    Barreled  Ben  Davis,  for 
export,  ranged  *3«25~$^,  depending  on  size.    Bushel  Baldwins,  U.  S.  Ho.  1, 
2y~inch.es  up,  for  domestic  tra.de  sold  mostly  at  $1.35  Per  bushel.  Quantities 
assuming  major  importance  have  been  shipped  in  bulk.     This  fruit  goes  cut 
as  orchard-run,  hand-picked,  culls  out,  2-^-inches  up,  and  has  been  realizing 
$1.15-$1»U0  per  cwt.,  according  to  varieties.    Baldwins  of  this  class  ranged 
mostly  $1.30~$l/40.     Into— storage  movement  continues  to  occupy  an  important 
place."

The  market— news  field  station  at  Martinsburg,  !•  Ya.,  closed  on 
Saturday,  November  1.    The  following-,  letter  was  written  by  V.  H.  ITicholson 
from  that  station  on  October  29 

"Apple  shipments  from  the  (>oniberland-Shenaiidoah-Potomac  district 
are  still  holding  close  to-  200  cars  daily  for  the  States  of  Virginia,  West 
Virginia,  Pennsylvania  and  other  l.iaryland. .   With  the  exception  of  a  few 
orchards,  most  of  the  fruit  has  been  harvested.    However,  there  is  enough 
fruit  to  keep  several  packing-houses  running  for  a  week  or  10  days  longer. 
It  is  expected  that  movement  will  decrease  materially  after  this  week.. 

.  "Shipments  from  Virginia  to  date  total  3>55&  cars  or  about  one-third 
the. 10, SOU  cars  moved  to  the  sane  time  last  season.    West  Virginia  shipments 
to  date  total  .  2, 230  cars  or  .  about  hofo  of  the  5>  33o  cars  shipped  to  date  last 
. season.    However,  there  has  been  a  quite  heavy  movement  to  the  canneries, 
which  serves  to  bring  production  much  above  the  carlot  shipments.    The  market 
has  been  rather  dull  during  the  last  few  days  and  very  few  sales  have  been 
reported."

T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  wrote  the  following  letter  on 
October  30:~ 

"The  following  crop  notes  from  the  Paget  Sound  area  may  be  of  in- 
terest: 

"Heavy  frosts  occurred  in  the  vicinity  of  Bellinghan  on  Tuesday  night 
(October  28),  but  practically  all  commodities  that  would  be  affected  by 
freezing  were  under  cover  and  the  loss  is  negligible. 

"In  the  trucking  territory  around  Seattle,  celery  harvest  is  in  pro- 
gress and,  .barring  unforeseen  weather  conditions,  will  continue  two  or  three 
weeks  longer.    Quality  is  almost  traditional,  but  the  growers  here  have  a 
real  market  problem,  with  supplies  available  from  areas  closer  to  the  mid- 
western  consuming  centers.    A  large  portion  of  the  celery  crop  produced 
here  goes  into  storage,  and  this  stock  will  supply  the  local  demand  until 
after  the  Christmas  holidays.    There,  is  a  limited  demand  for  celery  hearts 
.in  Chicago  and  other  markets  of  the  Middle  West,    This  stock  is  being  packed 
in  lettuce  crates,  usually  containing  about  10-dozen  stalks.    Some  celery  in 
the  rough  is  moving  in  mixed  cars,  crates  containing  h-§  and  5  dozen,  raid  is 
being  sold  on  the  basis  of  $1.75  f«o.b.  Seattle.    A  very  limited  demand 
exists  for  bunched  celery,  which  is  moving  in  mixed  cars  on  the  basis  of  ~J0$ 
per  dozen. 

"Heather  has  been  excellent  for  the  growth  and  production  of  cauli- 
flower, with  the  result  that  the  quality  is  entirely  satisfactory.  This 
commodity  is  moving  in  mixed  cars  and  selling  on  the  basis  of  $1.05  Per  crate, 
f.o.b.  Seattle.    Some  inquiry  is  reported  from  Chicago,  -which  indicates  that 
the  Colorado  crop  is  pretty  well  cleaned-up.     I  understand  that  one. straight 
car  moved  Bast  early  this  week. 

"Banched  carrots  are  in  abundant  supply.    Some  difficulty  is  being 
experienced  in  finding  an  outlet  for  them,  although  the  quality  is  excellent 
The  prevailing  price  is  $1.50  per  crate,  f.o.b,  Seattle.     Some  cabbage  is 
being  shipped,  mostly  in  mixed  Cars,  crate!  at  £l»25  per  cwt#"

In  this  connection,  the  following  letter  of  ITov  ember  1,  from  Bryce 
morris,  of  the  Denver  office  is  of  interest :- 

"It  is  now  becoming  clearly  apparent  that  Colorado  potato  shipments 
will  reach  or  exceed  the  first  conservative  estimates  of  around  17,000 
cars.     It  seems  certain  that  this  State  will  ship  at  least  18,000  cars  or 
perhaps  more.    Buyers  and  shippers  in  the  Coloraco  producing  sections  esti- 
mate final  shipments  approximately  as  follows:    San  Luis  Valley,  10,000 
cars,  northern  Colorado  5,000,  Carbondale  1,S00,  Montrose  1,500,  and  others 
500  cars,  which  totals  1S,S00  cars  on  that  basis.    Movement  for  the  1929-30 
sea,son  was  15,365  cars.     The  San  Luis  Valley  had  shipped  approximately 
4,600  cars  "by  November  1,  which  is  roughly  500  cars  more  than  were  moved  to 
the  same  date  last  season,  and  shipments  have  been  averaging  considerably 
above  the  corresponding  days  of  last  year* 

"In  the  Greeley  section,   shipments  have  been  very  light,  on  account 
of  the  best  harvest,  but  most  shippers    here  are  agreed  that  loadings  will 
increase  materially  the  first  week  in  ITovember,  with  some  predicting  as 
high  as  25  cars  daily  the  latter  part  of  next  week.    Present  shipments  of 
around  1,^50  cars  from  northern  Colorado  are  mostly  early  stock,  with  the 
late  potatoes  practically  all  in  storage  as  yet.    Carbondale  probably  will 
ship  more  heavily  next  week,  and  it  is  expected  that  their  total  movement 
will  be  in  excess  of  last  year's  1,500  cars. 

"Growers  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  have  been  receiving  a  rather  wide 
range  of  prices,  due  to  quality  and  condition  of  the  stock  offered  at  the 
present  time.    According  to  the  records  of  the  Inspection  Service,  from  60 
to  GSfo  of  the  movement  the  past  10  days  lias  been  Colorado  Grade  Standard. 
For  the  past  two  weeks,  a  heavy  portion  of  the  San  Luis  Valley  shipments 
was  coming  from  the  southern  end  of  the  valley  around  La  Jara  and  Alamosa, 
since  that  district  is  not  equipped  with  sufficient  permanent  storage  to 
hold  this  year's  crop.     Most  of  the  potatoes  in  that  section  are  Red 
McClures  and,  on  account  of  the  liberal  offerings,  McClures  are  selling 
at  the  sane  price  as  Brown  Beautys,  with  some  quotations  even  lower. 

"Onion  shipments  recently  have  been  very  light  from  Colorado,  with 
the  total  movement  to  date  around  5^0  cars,  compared  with  about  1,1S0  cars 
last  year.    Arkansas  Valley  shipments  have  ranged  from  one  to  nine  cars  per 
day,  with  no  f.o.b.  sales  reported  and  a  very  slow  demand  in  evidence. 

(continued  over) 
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Movement  from  the  Arkansas  Valley  Inst  .season  had  exceeded  200  cars  at  this 
tine.     On  the  Western  Slope,  conditions  are  very  discouraging  to  growers 
nnd  shippers,  and  only  S6  cars  have  been  leaded  and  rolled  to  November  1, 
compared  with  331  last  season.    Growers  were  receiving  J>0^  per  cwt.  for 
field-run  Yellow  Danvers",  and  carlot  sales  were  Dade  around  50^~55^  Per 
100-pound  open-mesh  "bag,  cash—  track  at  loading  points. 

"The  c ah  "page  season  in  Colorado  has  apparently  closed,  with  shipments 
dropping  off  rapidly.    Heavy  shipments,  -ranging  around  35^  cars  per  day  for 
the  United  States,  depressed  the  market,  and  demand  for  western  cabbage 
stopped  very  suddenly.    A  few  late  sales  were  reported  at  old  per  ton,  and 
shippers  seemed  reluctant  to  sell  at  less  than  this  price*    It  is  possible 
that  l,100"~cars  nay  .be  the  .  season  total-,  although  higher  prices  may  produce 
a  few  more.    Growers  in  the  G-reoley  district  were  receiving  35^  Per  cwt. 
for  Danish-type  cabbage.   

"Cauliflower  shipments  total  1,226  cars  to  date,  with  the  season 
practically  ended  except  for  a  few  scattering  late  cars.  On  account  of 
light  shipments  recently,  no  f.o.b.  prices  have  been  obtained  the  past  week." 

7b.    LARGS  CHOP.  OF  01TI0ITS  III  I.1ICHIG-A1! 

Contrast  between  the  heavy  crop  of  onions  and  the  light  crops  of 
.apples  and  potatoes  is  drawn  by  S.  35 «  Keller,  in  the  following  letter  of 
Uovenber  1  from  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.  :- 

"Michigan* s  apple  season  for  the  193^  crop  is  rapidly  drawing  to  a 
close.    Shippers  estimate  that  there  are  less  than  100  cars  of  good  stock 
remaining  in  the  State'.    The  late  varieties  have  been  exceptionally  light. 
In  fact,  the  Duchess,  a  summer  apple,  was  the  only  variety  to  have  anywhere 
near  a  normal  crop.    Last  year  Michigan1  s  crop  cf  ^-,051  cars  was  rather 
short,  but  this  seasons  movement  will  likely  be  less  than  half  of  the  1525- 
30  figure. 

"Michigan  onion  shipments  are  the  most  active  at  present  of  any  of 
the  fruits  or  vegetables,  the  daily  onion  movement  running  between  20  and 
50  cars.    ITormal  storage  space  in  the  Gunn  Swamp  is  filled  to  overflowing* 
In  addition,  farmers  are  putting  their  onions  in  garages,  cellars  of  their 
houses,  and  in  any  place  they  can  find,  to  get  their  stock  out  of  the  weather 
Digging  is  practically  completed.    Farmers  and  shippers  estimate  that  there 
are  well  over  1,500  cars  in  storage,  with  an  additional  800  to  1,000  cars 
in  cribs,  field-crates  and  packing-hor.se s,  that  will  have  to  be  moved  or 
shipped  to  terminal  storages.    The  frost,  which  damaged  the  adjacent  swamp 
celery  acreage  about  12  days  ago,  did  little  damage  to  onions,  other  than 
that  the  scare  hurried  the  growers  into  getting  their  stock  out  of  the  fiel 
The  onion  market  has  eased  off  a  bit  from  last  week.    Trading  is  very  dull 
and  listless.    Prices  to  farmers  run  H0^-50^  bulk  per  cwt.  for  field-run 
yellows. 

"Potatoes  are  even  lighter  in  production  than  Michigan  apples.  Ther 
is  a  wide  range  of  estimates  among  the  different  shippers,  with  the  highest 
being  very  low,  compared  with  those  in  previous  years.    Estimates  on  the 
potato  crop  range  from  3,500  to  6,500  cars.    The  farmers  in  the  northern 
potato  sections  delayed  digging  their  stock,  waiting  for  late  growth,  and 
hesitated  so  long  that  the  early  frosts  caught  sons  of  the  fields.  Potatoe 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  State  node  material  growth  during  the  first  pa 
of  October,  Vat  some  of  the  increase  will  be  cut  down,  when  the  frosted  stocl 
is  sorted  out."

As  the  California  grape  season  draws  to  a  close,  the  following 
letter  fron  IT.  r.  G-ooge,  at  Fresno,  will  be  read  with  special  interest. 
It  is  dated  October  31-5-  ..  . 

"This  week  has  been  featured  by  lower  prices  on  all-  varieties  of 
California  grapes,  particularly  the  "black  juice  varieties.    Efforts  to  con- 
trol shipments  in  previous  weeks  had  "been  unsuccessful,  and  heavy  arrivals 
at  eastern  terminals  caused  a  rapid  decline  in  auction  prices.    Fairly  good 
prices  up  until  the  latter  part  of  last  week  brought  a  lot  of  'grapes  that 
were  of  poor  quality,  but  every  one  now  admits  there  were  too  many  cars  for 
the  demand.    Cash  buyers  here  quit  buying  almost  overnight •    Practically  all 
grapes  now  being  shipped  are  rolled  unsold  or  are  moved  under  contracts  made 
early  in  the  season. 

"Muscats    have  held  up  fairly  well,  but  a  flood  of  juice  Malagas 
brought  down  prices  for  both  the  white  juice  varieties.     The  latter  are  now 
scarcely  worth  harvesting,  while  Muscat s  are  about  cleaned  up.    A  never- 
ceasing  supply  of  Tokays,   some  of  poor  quality,  has  ma.de  them  the  cheapest 
of  table  grapes,  and  some  claim  that  this  has  ruined  the  outlook  for  Emperors. 

"The  general  opinion  among  local  dealers  is  that  the  grape  deal  is 
wrecked,   so  far  as  the  balance  of  this  season  is  concerned,  but  there  are  some 
who  hope  that  the  demand  in  the  East  will,  bring  prices  back  to  a  reasonable 
basis  about  ITovenber  S  or  10.    Many  feel  that  it  is  up  to  them  now    to  sal- 
•saga  what  they  can  fron  the  -soiling  coxs,  and  ihej  hBfce  little  interest  in 
the  thousands  of  cars  yet  to  go.    Perhaps  not  so  many  more  will  be  shipped, 
if  market  conditions  do  not  show  improvement.     The  carlo t  shipments  to'  date 
this  season  (about  59jOOO).are  almost  equal  to  the  final  total  of  last  season, 
with  the  bulk  of  the  Emperor  crop  not  yet  harvested  and  thousands  of  acres  of 
Alicantes  which  have  not  been  touched." 


9b .    SETS  OF  M I  ME  0  GgAPTOD  REPORTS  SE1TT  AS  SAMPLES 

Under  separate  cover,  there  is  being  nailed  to  each  field  office  and 
market  station  a  set  of  the  market  news  reports,  which  were  issued  by  our 
offices  early  in  October.    We  believe  that  such  material  will  be  of  interest 
in  showing  the  work  of  the  various  offices,  and  it  is  suggested  that  reports 
be  looked  over  rather  carefully. 

It  has  never  been  the  policy  of  the  Hews  Service  to  insist'  on  a 
definite  form  for  the  daily  reports,  and  a  wide  variation  has  developed. 
A  certain  amount  of  this  is,  of  course,   to  be  expected,  as  reflecting  local 
conditions  and  needs,  but  there  doubtless  could  be  somewhat  more  uniformity 
than  at  present  without  sacrificing  the.  individuality  of  the  various  sheets. 
Many  offices  also  have  developed  certain  valuable  features,  either  in  the 
way  of  additional  information  or  in  the  way  of  special  arrangement  of  material 
which  places  it  in  a  clearer  or  more-convenient  form  for  the  reader.  A 
study  of  these  current  reports  may  indicate  some  of  these  desirable  features, 
which  could  well  be  adopted  by  other  offices. 


"MOST  of  the  central  Michigan  potato  acreage  around  Greenville  is  al- 
most a  complete  failure.     Shipments  from  the  State  have  been  light,  running 
from  S  to  15  cars  daily,  with  only  233  cars  shipped  to  ITov.  1.    Farmers  have 
ample  storage  space  and  are  holding  for  higher  prices.     The  cold  spell  also 
caused  shippers  to  stop  loading  until  the  field-frost  has  shown  up  and  can 
be  sorted  out."

10b.    WISCOUSIIT  POTATO  HARVEST  COIiPLSTZDD 

C.  Z.  Schoolcraft  wrote  as  follows  from  Waupaca,  Wis.,  in  a  letter 
of  October  31 !- 

"The  Wisconsin  pote.to  market  has  been,  dull  and  draggy  during  the 
past  10  days,  with  a  rather  weak  feeling  prevailing.    Carlot  prices  have 
ranged  $l.H5-$l»o0  .during  this  time,  with  the  bulk  of  shipments  being 
loaded  out  of  warehouses  from  stock  that  was  dug  and  delivered  prior  to 
the  freeze  of  October  17-20.    The  major  part  of  the  movement  has  been  from 
the  northern  districts  cf  the  State,  with  very  light  movement  out  of  the 
central  section. 

"Practically  all  the  warehouses  throughout  the  central  district  and 
'Rice  Lake  district  have  been  closed  since  October  20.    An  occasional  load 
cf  frost-free  stock  has  been  taken  in  at  many  cf  the  stations  during  the 
past  few  days,  with  prices  on  such  stock  around  $1^1.10,  fancy  stock  being 
slightly  higher.    Complaints  of  frozen  potatoes  from  the  terminal  markets 
have  been  scarce,  in  so  far  as  Wisconsin  is  concerned,  and  can  be  attribu- 
ted largely  to  this  refusal  of  warehouses  to  take  in  potatoes  before  the 
damage  begins  to  show.     It  seems  probable  that  around  50$  of  the  stock  in 
the  ground  on  October  IS  will  be  a  loss,  with  the  possibility  than  an  even 
higher  percentage  will  show  up  with  darkened  tissues  later  in  the  season. 
However,  not  more  than  6  or  8$  of  the  potato  acreage  cf  the  State  was  un~ 
harvested  at  time  cf  the  freeze;-  so  that  the  loss  will  not  be  great  for 
the  State  o„s  a  whole.    Digging  is  practically  completed  now."

lib.     SPECIAL  REPORT  OP  DISTRIBUTION  OF  FLORID.,  CITRUS 

On  October  lG,  H.  3f.  Willseh,  of  the  Winter  Haven  office,  published 
a  U-paged  mimeographed  report,  entitled  "Special  Release  Ho.  1."     It  is 
designed  to  show  the  relation  cf  carlot  unloads  cf  citrus  fruit  in  the 
1922-29  season  (when  Florida  had  a  heavy  crop  like  the  present  crop)  and 
the  distribution  reports  for  the  current  period,    Phe  cities  for  which  re- 
ports are  published  are  grouped  under  the  general  headings  cf  "East," 
"West11  and  "South."    For  each  city,   the  actual  unloads  cf  grapefruit  are 
shown  by  States  cf  origin  during  October,  1928,  and  then  the  Florida  dis- 
tribution is  shown  to  the  same  cities  during  first  half  of  October,  193^» 
Warning  is  given  that  the  current  distribution  does  not  correspond  exactly 
with  unloads  of  prior  period,  but  it  is  a  general  index  of  the  movement  of 
the  fruit .     On  the  back  of  this  report  the  actual  unloads  of  grapefruit  are  ^ 
shown  for  September  in  1923  and  1930.    Although  production  in  Florida  is 
expected  to  be  about  the  srme  as  for  the  1928  season,  shipments  this  year 
have  been  running  considerably  ahead  of  the  corresponding  records  for  1928. 

On  his  first  special  report,  Mr.  Willscn  advised  recipients  that 
similar  reports  would  be  issued  in  the  future,  only  if  there  were  sufficient 
interest  and  demand.    He  received  quite  a  number  of  enthusiastic  letters, 
requesting  a  continuance  of  this  special  release  on  current  distribution 
of  shipments,

12b.    URGENT  OF  ADVERTISING  P.A.C.  ACT  REQcIREMEITTS  (important) 

Applications  for  licenses  under  the  Perishable  Agri cultural  Com- 
modities Act  are  being  received  very  slowly;  so  slowly,  in  fact,  that,  if 
all  who  will  be  required  to  take  out  licenses  under  this  Act  apply  before 
the  expiration  of  the  time-limit,  there  will  be  considerable  congestion  in 
filling  out  Mid  mailing  the  necessary  licenses.    It  is  essential  that  all 
possible  publicity    be  given  to  the  need  for  sending-  in  applications  prompt- 
ly, with  a  view  to  at  least  having  them  on  file  here  before  December  10  and 
as  much  in  advance  of  that  date  as  possible. 

In  order  to  call  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  trade,  it  is 
requested  that  all  market  and  field  stations  carry  a  notice  daily  on  each 
complete  report,  from  the  date  this  Division  Letter  is  received  until 
December  9«    Ey  complete  report  is  meant  the  miscellaneous  report  or  any 
special  commodity  report  which  is  mailed  out  to  a  different  list.

1  c .    HOKE  DATA  Oil  TPIE  LACK  OF  RUSSETI1IG  ON  NElT  YORK" RUSSET  APPLES 

In  a  letter  of  October  305  J*  A«  Marks,  Federal  Supervisor  at 
Rochester,  gave  the  following  additional  comments  on  Russet  apples  in 
the  western  part  of  Hew  York  State: 

"I  have  never  seen  Russets  showing  as  little  russeting  as  they  do 
this  year.    'To  give  you  an  idea  of  the  way  some  of  the  stock  is  running, 
one  of  the  inspectors  reports  that  at  an  East  Bethany  packing-house,  when 
they  started  running  a  batch  of  Russets,  he  found  the  packers  throwing 
out  the  apples  showing  much  russeting,   thinking  the  'stock  was  Greenings 
and  that  the  russeting  was  a  defect.     I  saw  a  car  yesterday  that,  without 
close  examination,  I  would  have  pronounced  Greenings.    To  date  we  have  had 
no  complaints  from  the  receivers  that  I  know  of,  hut  it  is  hard  to  picture 
receivers  tricing  some  of  these  lots  as  Russets  without  complaint,  particu- 
larly on  a  declining  market.     I  feel  that  =our  market,  inspectors  should  be 
.advised  of  this  condition  and  should  be  very  careful  not  to  certify  the 
stock  as  some  other  variety,  unless  they  are  very  positive  of  the  fact. 
There  is  a  possibility  that,   if  the  Russets-  sell  better  than  the  Greenings, 
some  shippers  may  take  advantage  of  the  fact  to 'mark  some  Greenings  as 
Russets,  but  I  doubt  if  there  is  any  great  danger  of  this. 

"The  quality  of  the  fruit  otherwise  is  good  and,  from  what  I  have 
■seen  of  the  pack,   I  would  say  the  gracing  is-  the  best  that  has  ever-  been 
done  in  western  Hew  York.    Very  little  stock  is  going  out  without  inspec- 
tion,  except  for  some  of  the  domestic  trade,  and  the  packing~hous.es  are 
taking  more  pains  than  usual  to  pack  the  stock  up  to-  grade. 

"I  feel  that  the  work  is  going  very  satisfactorily  and,  as  an  evidence 
of  this,   I  an  enclosing  copy  of  a  letter  from  a  large  exporting  firm.  This 
firm  is  handling  the  bulk  of  the  stock  going  to  South  America.    They  have 
been  inspecting  all  the  stock  in  Hew  York  before  shipment    and  have  been 
pleased  with  the  service  there,  as  well  as  with  the  quality  of  the  fruit. 
In  a  letter  dated  October  21,  Simons  &  French  Co.  have  this  to  say  regarding 
the  service:     'First  of  all,  let  us  mention  our  appreciation  to  you  of  the 
prompt  and  efficient  manner  in  which  certificates  are  coming  forward  to  us 
from'your  office.    Tie  could  not  ask  for  more,  and'  thank  you  very,  -  very  much.' 

"It  may  also  interest  you  go  know  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the  apple 
shippers  from  this  district,  held  in  Rochester  on  October  2S  and  attended 
by  representatives  of  57  dealers,  I.ir.  Phillips.,  of  the  International  Apple 
Association,  reported  a  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted,  commending  the 
work  of  the  Federal  Department  and  the  Rochester  office  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  Markets  for  the  service."  ' 

lie.    JUICE  GRAPES  TO  NE"f  YORK 

The  Hew  York  Times'  of  November  6  stated  that  more  than  7»000  carloads 
of  juice  grapes  from  California  have  been  received  at  the  Manhattan  Produce 
Terminal,  near  Jersey  City,  over  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  since  the  season 
started  on  September  1.    The  report  says:     "This  is  the  greatest  volume  of 
juice  gra-pe.s  ever  handled  in  a  like  period,  exceeding  that  of  last  year  by 
500  carloads.     In  a  single  day,  October  22,  about  3^2  cars  were  received  at 
the  terminal,  and  it  is  expected  that,  by  the  close  of  the  season  in  mid- 
December,   the  total  will  have  risen  to  11,000  carloads.     On  busy  days,  car- 
loads of  grapes  are  auctioned  at  the  terminal  at  the  rate  of  two  a  minute."

"Florida  Orange  Week,  December  1  to  7>   is  being  sponsored  by  the 
affiliated  Exchange  Clubs  of  Florida.    The  purpose  is  to  increase  home 
and  tourist  consumption  of  oranges  and  orange  juice.    The  health  value 
will  be  emphasized  in  a  State-wide  educational  campaign.    Trade  organiza- 
tions and  individuals  are  cooperating  with  the  Exchange  Clubs  throughout 
the  State  in  advertising,  providing  speakers,  and  general  promotion  of 
the  campaign.     It  is  hoped  to  make  it  an  annual  affair  and,  if  successful 
in  Florida,  to  establish  a  National  Orange  Week,  similar  in  scope  to  the 
National  Apple  Week." 


2a .     INTERESTING  REPORT  FROM  LSXICAN  WEST  COAST 

In  view  of  the  greatly-increased  tariff  on  tomatoes,  the  report 
published  below  is  of  special  interest  this  season.  -  It  was  wired  to  all 
market-news  offices  on  Wednesday. 

'The  following  report  on  West  Coast  of  Mexico  was  received  from 
C.  II.  Schiller,  truck  crop  estimator  for  California,  who  has  just  returned 
from  a  trip  to  that  section:-    "Mexican  West  Coast  tomato  acreage  esti- 
mated about  sane  as  last  year.    About  60^  planted.    Early  plantings  making 
good  growth  and  fields  generally  in  healthy  condition.    Will  be  some  stock 
available  for  shipment  in  late  November  and  early  December."    Bulk  of  move- 
ment after  January.    Peas  50  to  60^  of  last  year*s  acreage.    Planting  de- 
layed account  lack  of  rain,  but  about  50^  completed.     Small  acreage  planted 
before  rain  will  probably  make  light  yields,  due  to  retarded  early  growth, 
^ate  plantings  seem  assured  crop.    Acreage  of  peppers  indicates  IOO^j  in- 
crease.   All  planted  and  in  healthy  condition.    Rains  on  October  26  insured 
sufficient  irrigation  water  in  rivers.    However,  acreage  is  no  indication 
of  volume  of  movement  of  any  crop.    Shippers  and  growers  anticipate  heavy 
culling,  as  they  believe  markets  will  not  handle  inferior  tomatoes.  State 
they  will  not  load  unless  market  warrants,  account  large  cash  investment 
required  to  cross  cars  into  States."

M.  C1.  Longino,   of  the  Sari  Antonio  office,  sent  the  following  inter- 
esting report  under  date  of  November  S:- 

,fThe  most  striking  thing  I  noticed  on  my  recent  trip  through  the 
"Jinter  Garden  and  Laredo  sections  was  the  many  different  winter  and  fall 
vegetables  "being  grown.    Llixed  cars  of  cucumbers,  eggplant,  and  peppers 
are  moving.    All  are  of  unusual  quality  for  fail  commodities.    One  prominent 
shipper,    is  wrapping  cucumbers  and  packing  them  in  California  lugs.  Another" 
is  placing  his  in  cold-storage,  trying  to  hold  them  until- the  price  improves. 
Tomato  vines  are  in  excellent  condition,  but  the  setting  of  fruit  is  light. 
Straight  cars. are  expected  to  start  moving  next  week.    Broccoli  is  an  im- 
portant commodity  in  each  area  this  season,  one  grower  having  260  acres, 
i.lost  of  the  broccoli  is  contracted  and  rolled  to  connections.    The  quality 
is  only  fair  at  this  time.     String  -beans  are  being  sold  to  trucksters  at 
present,  but  the  volume  is  increasing  and  carlots  will  be  loaded  soon. 

"  The  spinach  situation  is  again  going  to  be  an  overproduction  prob- 
lem.   With  an  acreage  increase  of  about  12$  and  a  plentiful  supply  of  water 
for  irrigation,  the  shippers  are  beginning  to  worry  over  the  marketing  of 
the  crop.    Early  plantings  were  damaged  by  insects,  and  the  warn  weather 
caused  poor  germination  in  many  instances.    Some  fields  have  been  abandoned 
entirely  because  weeds  grew  faster  than  the  spinach.    TTith  the  coming  of 
cool  weather,  later  plantings  are  progressing  nicely.    The  leaves  that  were 
injured  by  insects  are  falling  off,  leaving  a  fair-quality  plant.  • 

"I  saw  the  first  three  cars  of  spinach  in  the  process  of  loading  at 
Crystal  City  on  iTovember  5»    They  were  trial  cars,  loaded  and  consigned  to 
the  larger  markets,  to  see  if  the  price  would  justify  further  loadings  of 
the  same  ordinary- quality  stock.     It  is  thought  that  shipments  will  start 
regularly  about  ITovember  15.    Growers  and  shipper's  estimate  that  150  to  200 
cars  of  spinach  could  be  shipped  prior  to  December  1.    This  depends  entirely 
on  the  market  prices  and  weather  conditions. 

"Onion  plants  are  growing  rapidly  in  the  seed-beds.     The  growers  are 
fast  cleaning  out  the  weeds,   that  threatened  to  choke  the  young  plants  during 
the  past  warm  weather.    Many  fields  are  being  prepared  to  receive  the  young 
plants  rfter  iTovember  15.    Farm  labor  is  plentiful  over  the  entire  area."

The  following  items  of  news  were  contained  in  a  letter  of  "November  8 
from  T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office !~ 

"The  f .o.b.  market  on  Paget  Sound  cabbage  continues  very  weak; 
bunched  carrots  are  available  in  liberal  quantities  but  the  market  is  dull; 
crulif lower  movement  continues  moderate  with  a  fairly  satisfactory  harvest- 
ing period,  and  the  celery  market  is  slightly  firmer  than  reported  last  week. 
Digging  of  potatoes  in  the  Yakima  Valley  is  practically  over,  except  for  a 
few  scattered  fields.     The  eastern  Washington  onion  situation  is  discourag- 
ing.   Lettuce  from  Pasco  and  Y/alla  T7alla  will  continue  to  practically  supply 
the  Paget  Sound  requirements,  until  heavier  frosts  than  have  occurred  so  far 
end  the  cutting.    However  these  supplies  are  being  augmented  on  this  market 
by  a  few  cars  from  California.     Spinach  continues  to  roll  from  the  Ualla  WaLl  C 
district,  though  local  spinach  is  partially  supplying  the  demand  in  Scrttleaji 
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"The  Paget  Sound  area  has  not  had  a  normal  rainfall  for  the  first 
week  in  November,  hut  heavy  fogs  have  settled  down  nearly. every  night. 
This  condition  seems  to  he  beneficial  for  the  prolonged  harvesting  period 
for  cauliflower.     The  movement  is  practically  all  in    nixed  carlots  and  the 
f.o.b.  price  holds  around  $1.10.    The  holiday  demand  from  Alaska  is  helping 
the  celery  situation.    Movement  in  mixed  cars  into  the  Rocky  Mountain  region 
is  only  fair,  but  the  f.o.b.  price  in  mixed  cars  is  around  $1.75* 

11  It  is  reported  that  a  few  cars  of  potatoes  are  being  loaded  each 
day  to  move  under  heater-service  into  the  Middle  West-    The  destination  is 
commonly  supposed  to  be  Minneapolis,  though  the  cars  are  subject  to  diver- 
sion orders.    With  Oregon  (Klamath  Falls  district)  still  shipping  10  to  20 
errs  daily,  the  demand  from  northern  Calif ornia  for  Yakima  potatoes  is  no- 
ticeably curtailed.    The  market  has  been  very  quiet  in  the  Yakima  Valley 
during  the  week,  with  a  lower  tendency,  and  many  dealers  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  bottom  has  not  yet  been  reached.    The  prevailing  price  for  Washing- 
ton" combination-grpde  Russets,  sacked,  ranges  $lS-$20  per  ton,  while  U.  S. 
No.  2ls  are  in  good  demand  at  prices  ranging  J^-Sl^*1' 

3b.    TOTAL  GRAPE-  LET1SR  FROM  gggSNO  ,  . 

Just  before  closing  the  Fresno  office  of  the  Market  News  Service, 
W.  D.  Googe  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  November  7s~ 

"Shipments  ,of  California  grapes  this  week  have  averaged  about  a  third 
of  what  was  shipped  last  week,  and  about  a  hundred  cars  daily  less  than 
shipments  of  the  same  week  in  1929*     The  season  is  getting  near  the  end, 
except  for  Emperors  which  will  probo.blyj.iqve  during  the  balance  of  this 
month  and  part  of  December.    Despite  the  large  volume  of  grapes  for  sale, 
prices  for  good  quality  in  desirable,  packages  have  continued  to  be  fairly 
profitable.    Perhaps  the  greatest  losses  have  come  to  shippers  of  Tokays, 
the  quality  of  which  has  been  irregular  for  two  weeks  or  more.    At  this 
time  they  are  the  cheapest  of  all  the  table  varieties,  and  are  considered 
the  greatest  hindrance  to  the  Emperor  deal. 

"There  is  very  little  trading  in  any  varieties  except  Emperors. 
Some  of  the  late-season  operators  are  now  getting  into  the  deal,  with  hopes 
of  getting  out  a  few  cars  now  and  then  which  will  yield  a  handsome  iDrofit. 
There  are  a  few  who  specialize  in  getting  out  late  cars,  for  sale  in  the 
smaller  markets  after  grapes  have  become  comparatively  scarce.    The  fruit 
may  be  obtained  here  for  very  low  prices.    There  is  a  better  undertone  to 
the  juice  Malaga  market,  since  it  is  now  admitted  that  Muscats  are  about  all 
sold,  but  what .cars  are  moved  are  mostly  .on  joint-account  or  on  consignment. 
Results  have  been  about  what  was  predicted  at  the  beginning  of  the  season, 
that  grapes  this  year  would  bring  low  prices  and  would  yield  growers  and 
shippers  little  or  no  profit."

The  cir- 
cular contains  a  good  description  of  the  market  news  service  and  an  explana- 
tion of  the  market  reports,  showing  how  best  to  use  them.

E.  E.  Lamb  sent  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  Hovenber 
7  iron  Spokane:- 

"Local  estimates  .of.  the  probable  harvested,  apple  crop  of  Washington 
continue  to  increase.    Latest  advices  place  the  expected  tonnage  from -the 
Yalcina  Valley  and  the- Wehatchee-Ckanogan  districts  at  37,000  cars,  a  7$ 
increase  over  the  pre-harvest  estimates.    Scattering  pack-out  reports  indi- 
cate an  over-run  of  25^  to  35^  above  pre-harvest  expectations  in  the  case  of 
Jonathans  and  Winesaps,  and  afford  considerable  justification  for  a  few 
high  estimates  of  U0,000  cars  for  the  two  districts,  or  l6,000  cars  for  the 
Yakima  Valley  and  2?4,000  for  the  Wenatchee-Okanogan  district. 

"There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  Winesaps  will  size  much  larger  than 
usual.    Several  shippers  have  expressed  their  opinion  that  this  season1 s 
crop  will  run  75/^  150' s  and  larger,  as  against  the  usual  size  run  of  25/£ 
to  3-0$  5~tier  (I75!s  and  smaller) .    Consequently,  Washington  shippers  are 
reluctant  to  confirm  sales  on  5-tier  Winesaps,  until  packing  is  finished 
and  the  exact  quantity  is  determined.'   Exporters  report  an  abundance  of  un- 
filled orders  on  hand. 

.."The  volume  of  f.o.b.  selling  at  northwestern  shipping  -ooints  con- 
tinues to  surpass  all  previous  records.    To  November  1,  total  apple  sales 
amounted  to  18,3l6  cars  and  pear  sales  to  2,50^-  cars,  not  including  sales 
from  eastern  storage  and  consignments  to  auction.    Last  season  to  January 
10,  f.o.b.  sales  of  northwestern  apples  totaled  20,91^'-  cars  and  pears  1,709* 
Sales  of  stock  from  the_  Yakina  Valley  and  Wenatchee-Okanogan  districts  of 
Washington  to  llovember  1  amount  to  around  h^o  of  the  current  estimate  of 
37,000  cars,  compared  with  hOp  in  1929  and  36$  in  192S. 

"It  is  generally  conceded  that.  Washington  Jonathans  are  nearly  all 
out  of  shippers*  hands.    Spokane- off ice  records  show  approximately  90^  oi 
this  variety  moved  through  f.o.b.  channels.    Jonathan  sales  on  an  f.o.b. 
usual-terms  basis  are  ranging  10^-15^  higher  on  the  Extra  Fancy  grade  than 
two  weeks  ago.    The  sales  volume  on  Jonathans  and  Winesaps  compares  favorably 
with  that  of  the  two  previous  seasons,  but  Stayman  sales  are  about  half  of 
last  season's  record  to  date,  and  sales  of  Homes  are  running  10£~15£  less." 

5b.     LATEST  -liEWS  PIT  MI  CHI  GAIT  CHOPS 

R.  E.  Keller,  of  the  Grand  Hapids  office,  reported  as  follows  in  a 
letter  of  llovember  S:- 

" Michigan's  apple  shipments  have  f alien-off  sharply  the  past  week. 
In  fact,  the  apple  deal  is  practically  over,  shipments  having  averaged  only 
10  cars  a  day  for  this  week  and  a  good  share  of  th'ese  have  been  to  cider- 
factories.    There  is  very  little  stock  remaining  in  the  State.    In  view  of 
this,  we  issued  our  last  apple* report  on  Friday •    To  date,  Michigan  has 
shipped  only  1,763  cars  of  apples,  as  against  3»lSS  a  year  ago. 

"This  week's  onion  situation  has  been  featured  by  a  very  slow  demand, 
with  prices  a  little  easier,  especially  on  the  50-pound  sacks.    The  western 
Michigan  f.o.b.  market  has  ruled  35^-i;0^  on  the  50-pound  sacks  of  yellows, 
a  nickel  lower  than  the  range  for  the  previous  week.    Most  of  the  100-pound 
sacks  have  sold  for  70^,  with  a  few  at  75^.    The  onion  shipments  in  Michigan 
and  Indiana  have  eased  off,  during  the  past  week,  as  most  of  the  'distress 
stock1  has  been  moved.    For  a  while,   shippers  and  growers  were  frantically 
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loading  the  onions  for  which  they  could,  not  find  storage-space,  in  order  to 
keep  their  stock  fron  freezing.    Shipments  for  the  entire  country  have  de- 
creased, track  holdings  have  become  lighter,  and  dealers  are  expecting  a 
brighter  tone  to  the  market  for  the  ensuing  week*    The  latest  warehouse- check 
by  dealers  and  shippers  of  the  onions  remaining  in  Michigan  shows  approxi- 
mately 3i  5^0  cars  in  storage.    T'o  date  2,098  cars  have  been  shipped;  so  indi- 
cations now  point  to  a  5» 5^0-car  onion  deal,  unless  some  of  the  stock  is 
neglected  on  account  of  low  prices.    Last  season,  a  little  less  than  3S0C0 
cars  were  shipped, 

"As  yet,  very  little  activity  1ms  been  shown    in  Michigan  potatoes . 
What  little  stock  the  farmers  have,  they  are  holding  for  more  advantageous 
prices,  while  Maine,  Idaho  0216.  other  States  continue  to  supply  markets  nor- 
mally fed  "by  Michigan.    Shipments  have  "been  so  light  that  it  is  hardly  possi- 
ble to  establish  a  f.o.b.  market." 

6b.    GOOD  IDAHO  POTATOES  ABE  III  STROITC-  EA1DS 

L.  C.  Tate  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  November  6  fron  the  Idaho 
Falls  field-station: 

"The  Idaho  potato  market  has  been  very  quiet  this  week,  with  prices 
declining  under  a  poor  demand.    Frost  conditions  have  not  been  fully  adjusted 
yet,  and  many  buyers  continued  to  hold  out  of  the  market  because  of  the  doubt- 
ful carrying-quality  of  the  potatoes. 

"Shipments  have  until  today  continued  heavy,  with  most  farmers  anxious 
to  move  Qui  their  surplus  stocks,  especially  those  which  have  been  damaged 
by  frost.    There  is  a  wide  range  in  market  prices  here,  depending  on  whether 
the  potatoes  were  dug  before  or  after,  the  October  freeze,  stock  free  of  this 
damage  being  held  at  15c;  above  the  regular  market. 

"Banks  have  played  a  hands-off  policy    since  the  freeze,  so  that  many 
farmers  have  been  forced  to  sell  a  small  portion  of  their  crop  to  meet  labor 
costs  of  harvesting.     It  appears  doubtful  if  the  farmers  will  get  their  usual 
support  from  the  banks  until  after  the  first  of  the  year,  when  frost-damage 
has  been  cleared  up. 

"All  the  buyers  who  moved  over  into  the  Burley-Twin  Jails  country, 
after  the  freeze  up  here,  are  now  back  home.    Although  the  freeze  that  came 
down  over  the  lower  country  was  just  as  severe  as  that  experienced  here,  there 
were  fewer  fields  undug  and  the  damage  is  therefore  lighter.    However,  the 
fact  that  the  farmers  do  most  of  the  sorting  and  loading  in  the  lower  valley 
has  led  the  buyers  back  to  the  warehouse-pack,  as  a  safety  measure. 

"Well-posted  men  here  are  of  the  opinion  that  Idaho  has  storage  space 
for  a  little  more  than  20,000  cars.    Tie  have  shipped  7>300  cars  through 
November  5.    TThile  it  is  impossible  to  say  just  how  many  potatoes  are  being 
held  in  field-pits  and  other  temporary  stora.ge,  the  total  probably  runs  1,000 
or  2,000  carloads,  giving  us  a  possible   output  of  30,000  cars.    Some  of  the 
field-pit  holdings  have  been  damaged  by  low  tempero.tures,  and,  together  with 
the  spotted  frost-damage  that  has  visited  many  sections  of  the  State  during 
the  last  three  weeks,  we  are  probably  going  to  lose  1,500  to  2,000  carloads. 

"'The  shipping  season  is  far  advanced,  compared  with  last  year.  About 
7,000  cars  had  moved  before  lloveriber  3>  compared  with  the  same  amount  by 
November  30  last  season  and  a  like  amount  by  January  10  two  years  ago. 
Judging  by  the  estimated  volume  yet  to  be  moved,  it  appears  that  the  27  days 
gained  in  moving  this  yearns  crop  will  work  to  good  advantage  during  the 
spring  months.  (continued  over) 
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"G-rowers  are  holding  for  "better  prices  in  many  quarters,  although 
we  continue  to  ship  heavily.    These  loadings  are  mostly  on  previous  sales 
or  are  stock  caught  by  the  freeze.    Best  stock  is  now  in  strong  hands." 

7 "o .    SOLS  H5AVY  YI5IDS  OF  POTATOES  III  COLOHAPO 

A  letter  of  November  S  from  Bryce  Morris,  of  the  Denver  office, 
tells  of  some  exceptionally  large  yields  of  potatoes  in  southern  Colorado :~ 

"According  to  releases  by  the  Colorado  Agricultural  College,  two 
growers  at  Mesita  and  San  Accacio  have" produced  more  than  600  bushels  of 
potatoes  per  acre.    This  district  is  in  the  new  potato-producing  section  of 
the  San  Luis  Valley,  in  the  extreme  southeastern  part.     One  yield  was  Q4O 
bushels,  produced  by  a  nan  having  a  total  of  195  ftcres.    The  other  heavy 
crop  was  604  bushels  per  acre  by  a  grower  having       acres.    This  production 
was  made  by  Red  MeClure  potatoes. 

"Potato  shipments  from  Colorado  have  been- consistently  heavier  than 
for  the  sane  week  last  year.    Most  of  the  increased  shipments  have  been  from 
the  San  Luis  Valley.    It  now  appears  certain  that  the  San  Luis  Valley  move- 
ment will  be  more  than  1,000  cars  greater  than  for  the  1929  season,  and  some 
are  predicting  10,500  cars  by  the  end  of  this  season.    Prices  have  declined 
c-lightly  this  week.    The  percentage  of  Ho.  1  cars  is  still  light,  and  the 
differential  between  best  Colorado  Grade  Standard  and  U.  S.  Ho.  1" potatoes 
has  narrowed  appreciably. 

"Shipments  from  the  Carbondale  section  have  continued  light,  ranging 
from  two  to  six  cars  per  day  during  the  past  week.    Farmers  in  the  C-reeley 
district  of  northern  Colorado  are  now  sorting  potatoes  to  be  sold  and  shipped 
next  week,  but  the  increased  movement  in  that  district  late  this  week  was 
not  as  great  as  expected.    Dealers  are  offering  the  growers  $1  per  cwt.  for 
white  potatoes  on  the  basis  of  U.  S.  Ho.  1  grade,  but,  since  very "few  cars 
have  this  quality,  most "farmers  are  receiving  from  S0^  to  °,0£  cwt.    The  in- 
clination among  growers  at  present  is  to  hold  "for  $ljrand  an  occasional  car 
of  extra-good  quality  is  returning  that  price. 

"Onion  shipments  were  slightly  heavier  late  this  week.    Prices  have 
remained  about  stationary  on  the  Western  Slope,  where  growers  wore  receiving 
30^  per  cwt.  for  Yellow  Danvers,  and  carlot  sales  were  made  at  around  55^~£^ 
for  100-pound  sacks,  with  50-pound  bags  5^-10^  per  cwt.  higher.     In  the 
Arkansas  Valley  a  few  sales  were  reported  on  Valencias,  three  inches  and 
larger,  at  $1.10  per  cwt.  f.o.b.  usual  terms.    Stock  measuring  two  inches  and 
larger  sold  at  S5^  per  100-pound  bag.    In  this  regard,  it  seems  the  general 
practice  has  changed  somewhat  from  that  prevailing  during  1929»  and  most 
sales    to  date  have  been  screened  three  inches  and  larger  or  two  inches  and 
larger,  instead  of  three  inches  and  two  and  a  quarter  inches,  respectively, 
last  year. 

"Carlot  shipments  of  mixed  vegetables  from  this  State  now  total  3>925 
cars  and  will  probably  equal  last  season's  movement  of  U,079  cars. 

"The  ajygle  movement  from  Colorado  has  been  moderate  the  last  week, 
ranging  from  g  to  gjj  cars  per  day.    Very  little  interest  seems  to  be  shown 
in  the  crop  movement  this  year,  since  prices  are  low  and  supplies  of  western 
apples  generally  heavy  at  the  present  time.    Very  little  change  lias  been 
noticed  on  the  Denver  market  for  Colorado  apples." 
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8b.    THADIITG  RA.THSR  SLUGGISH  I  IT  VSSTSRII  ICT  YORK 

R.  L.  Sutton,  in  a  letter  of  November  12  fro:.:  Rochester,  gave  the 
following  additional  inf ormation  on  Hew  York  crops:- 

"Trading  in  fruits  and  vegetables  at  western  ITew  York  shipping  points 
has  been  rather  draggy  during  the  past  seven  days.    Loadings  of  cabbage  were 
liberal,  with  the  market  showing  sone  weakness.    Most  commodities  sold 
slowly  yesterday  (Tuesday),  partly  on  account  of  the  holiday-spirit  prevail- 
ing.   The  quality  of  Danish  cabbage  from  the  large  western  ITew  York  terri- 
tory is  showing  considerable  variation.    Some  trouble  has  been  experienced 
with  an  abundance  of  extra-small  stock,  while  a  few  dealers  sold  unusually- 
large  size  Danish  at  prices  received  for  domestic  cabbage  for  kraut  pur- 
poses.   Becent  cold  snaps  were  thought  to  have  done  some  damage  to  cabbage 
remaining  in  the  field,  but,  since  the  low  temperatures  were  not  prolonged, 
it  is  generally  agreed  that  little  loss  actually  resulted.    Growers  have 
been  receiving  $6-$  9  per  ton,  on  a  cash  basis,  for  cabbage  hauled  to  the 
loading  stations. 

"All  f.o.b.  business  on  celery  is  now  being  transacted  on  an  * out-of- 
storage1  basis.    Demand  and  trading  showed  considerable  improvement,  car- 
lots  of  storage  stock  being  sold  freely  at  $1*75  Per  crate,  with  a  few  in- 
stances of  slightly-higher  prices.     Sales  for  speculation  were  made  at 
higher  prices  than  those  reported,  an  instance  being  known  where  a  buyer 
took  on  several  thousand  crates  at  $1.50  plus  storage  charges,  which  would 
make  the  celery  cost  him  $2.05  per  crate.    This  stock  will  naturally  not  be 
moved  to  market  until  a  later  date.     Some  uneasiness  is  being  felt  about 
the  keeping- quality  of  the  storage  celery.    A  few  complaints  have  already 
been  heard  about  some  of  the  early  celery  that  is  now  being  taken  from 
storage.     Storage  holdings  reached  the  peak  last  week,  with  approximately 
53^- » 000  crates  on    hand,     about  10,000  more  than  the  previous  week  and 
150,000  more  than  at  the  corresponding  time  last  season. 

"The  potato  market  has  been  rather  inactive.    The  volume  of  movement 
was  light  and  f.o.b.  sales  scarce.    The  ITovember  estimate,  which  increased 
the  ITew  York  State  forecast  by  approximately  two  and  one-third  million 
bushels,  will  probably  have  a  depressing  effect  upon  the  market.     This  con- 
dition nay  be  further  aggravated  by  the  increase  of  16,000,000  bushels, 
shown  for  the  total  United  States  production.    Growers  are  holding  back, 
not  being  anxious  to  sell  at  the  prevailing  price  of  70#~75r  per. bushel. 

"Onions  were  very  inactive.     The  demand  is  light  and  the  dullness 
has  prevailed  for  a  week  or  more. 

"The  heavy  movement  of  apples  to  foreign  markets  has  been  the  domi- 
nant feature  in  the  marketing  of  this  crop.    There  'have  been  daily  billings 
of  30  carloads  or  more  of  apples  to  Weehcwken,  IT.  J.,  for  export.  Ben 
Davis  for  export  sold  f.o.b.  at  $3»50-$U.25  per  barrel,     depending  on  size, 
with  Roxbury  Russets  commanding  a  price  range  of  $U-$U»50.    Domestic  trade 
has  been  supplied  largely  with  bushel  Baldwins  and  bulk  shipments.  These 
bulk  shipments  are  mostly  orchard-run,  2^-inches  up.    Mention  of  orchard- run, 
bulk  shipments  last  week  should  have  read  ! 2^-inches  up1  instead  of  *2j- 
inches  up.1     So  far  this  season,  6,67s  cars  of  apples  have  been  started  to 
market,  compared  wife  3,5lH  to  the  same  time  last  year.    The  November  esti- 
mate places  ITew  York1  s  commercial  production  at  5,375>°00  barrels,  a  half- 
million  increase  over  the  October  estimate." 
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9b.    MOST  POTATOES  III  HELD  BY  OlbOTCRS- 

H.  23.  Rutland  wrote  the  following  letter  from  Presque  Isle,  Maine, 
on  November  11:-  ;  .  . 

"The  potrto  r.iarket  situation  here  has  been  very  ^uiet  for  the  past 
three  weeks.    Pew  changes  have  taken  place,  and  none  of  importance  until 
the  middle  of  last  week,  when  a  slight  decline  in  prices  occurred.  Growers 
have  "been  generally  unwilling  to  sell  at  current  street  prices.    Most  haul- 
iiigs  have -been  frcn  common  or  cold-storage,  with  very  little  movement  from 
the  permanent  winter  storages.     Some  growers  need  a  little  more  money,  and 
selling  from  winter  storage  has  begun  in  a  limited  way.    At  the  first  indi- 
cations of  such  selling,  there  was  a  decline  of  about  10$5  per  barrel  in  the 
prices  to  growers.    .The .price  yesterday  of  mostly  $1.65  P6*1  barrel,  cash  to 
growers,  for  U.  S.  ITo.-l  Gr e'en. Mountains'  was  largely  nominal. 

^Dealers  have  also  been  reluctant  to  remove  potatoes  from  permanent 
storage.     Shipments  for  the  past  several  weeks  have  been  determined  almost 
entirely  by  haulings  of" growers.    As  nearly  all  supplies  in  common- storage 
are  now  exhausted,  we  will  probably  see  both  growers  and  dealers  loading 
from  permanent  storage  after  this  week,    ^rices'  on  outside  sales  have  been 
fairly  constant  at  $1.25-$ 1.30  Per  cwt.,  f.o.b.,  until  last  Thursday.  Since 
then,  prices  have  ruled  lower  and  yesterday* s  sales  'were  mostly  around  J  1.20 
per  cwt.,  sacked. 

"The  November  crop-estimate  total  was  a  considerable  surprise  to 
operators  here.    Nearly  all  were  looking  for  some  increase,  but  apparently 
no  one  was  expecting  such  a  large  increase  ss  iG, 000, 300  bushels  for  the 
U.S.    We  have  not  yet  received  the  figures  by  States,  but  inquiries  show  that 
they  will  be  received  .with  great  interest.    The  dealers  I  have  talked  with, 
since  the  release  of  the  total  figure,  .say  that  they  do  not  expect  any  great 
reaction  on  account  of  the  increased  total.    Some  3ay  that  there  will  likely 
bo  more  er  less  decline  in  prices,  but  believe  it  will  be  only  temporary. 
I  think  a  lot  depends  on  the  growers.    They  hold  a  greater 'proportion  of 
Maine  stocks  than  I  remember  having  seen  before,  and,  if  they  continue  to 
hold  as  they  have  for  the  past  three  weeks,  there  won't  be  much  decline, 
hi  the  other  hand,  'if  they  should  get  panicky  and  rush  to  sell,  there  would 
be-  a  bad  break.    I  believe  most  of  them  will  tend  to  ignore  the  report  and 
"market  their  potatoes  as  they  feel  the  need  of  money.11 

13b«     ThHi  1S50  TTJhlmlY  CHOP 

The  turkey,  crop  of  133^  for  the  country  as  a  -.-.-hole  is  about  3fc  smaller 
than  that  of  I929  but  larger  than  either  the  I92S  or  1$27  crops,  according 
to  the  turkey  report  issued  October  '20.     The  decrease  in  the  States  from  the 
Dakotas  to  Texas  and  westwarc1    was  considerably  greater  than  3a>»  amounting 
for  the  whole  area  to  about  10£>.    The  increases  v.hich  tended  to  offset  the 
decreases  in  the'  commercial  area  were  mostly  in  the  71a  st  Central  States, 
being  largely  in  the  States  'whore  the  drought  of  last  spring  and  summer  was 
most  severe. 

In  general,  the  dry,  hot  weather  of  the  past  season  was  exceptionally 
: favorable*  for  raising  young  turkeys  and  the  proportion  of  turkeys  raised  to 
poults  hatched  was  larger  than  usual.     Tims  had  the  effect  of  offsetting  to 
considerable  extent  the  decrease  in  hatchings,   due  to  the  relatively  un- 
favorable prices  received  last  year.

Outlook  meetings  for  growers  and  other  interested  parties  have  been 
arranged  at  Norfolk  on  ITovember  2H,  at  Eastville  on-  the  25th,  and  at  Accomac 
on  the  2oth.    Wells  A.  Sherman  is  on  the  program  at  these  several  meetings, 
to  discuss  the  work  which  is  being  done  in  other  districts,  particularly  the 
llorthwest,  in  hebalf  of  potato  growers  and  shippers  through  special  potato 
committees.    L.  H.  Bean  will  talk  on  the  influences  causing  potato-acreage 
fluctuations,  the  outlook  as  to  yield,  and  prospects  as  to  prices  of  Virginia 
potatoes  in  1931*    Mr*  Mercker  will  attend  all  of  these  meetings  in  Virginia.

A  special  17-page  mimeographed  report  has  been  issued  on  the  subject:

There  are  many  points  cf  interest  in  the  following  letter  from 
L.  C.  Tate,  at  Idaho  Falls,  written  under  date  of  November  13 •    Idaho,  with 
a  crop  of  25>033,C00  "bushels  of  potatoes,  ranks  next  only  to  Maine  and  ITew 
York.    The  entire  letter  should  he  read,   tc  catch  the  important  features :- 

"Potato  shipments  from  Idaho  continued  liberal  this  week,  following 
the  release  of  the  November  crop  estimate »    Growers  and  dealers  are  looking 
toward  a  merchandising  deal,  rather  than  to  high  prices  and  a  fluctuating 
market.     Offerings  from'. the  farms  are  quite  heavy,  and  as  yet  the  bulk  cf 
shipments  are  being  made  from  stock  touched  with  frost «    Best— quality  Rus- 
sets will  hardly  reach  the  market  "before  the  first  cf  the  year,  except  fcr 
a  light  movement  originating  around  Buhl  and  Castlefcrd,  in  the  extreme 
western  part  of  the  Twin  Falls  section,  or  lower  Snake  River  Valley* 

"Last  week,   Idaho  shipped  464  cars  from  the  upper  valley,  4b0  from 
the  lower  valley,  and  14  from  other  sections,  or  a  total.,  of  93^  ca.rs.  Dis- 
tribution of  these  shipments  has  ."been  rather  poor  to  date,  as  is  evidenced 
"by  the  Chicago  market.    Arrivals  at  Chicago  last  week  totaled  57^  caxs  cf 
potatoes,   including  5^2  from  Idaho.     These  Idaho  receipts  at  that  terminal 
are  the  heaviest  on  record,  amounting  to  nearly  100  cars  a,  day,  except  for 
Sunday.    Movement  of  Russets  has  otherwise -been  very  limited.    In  southern 
California,  the  trade  ha.s  been  well  supplied  with  a  regular  movement  of  high- 
quality  Russets  from  Utah.    The  .crop  in  southern  Utah  was  very  light  this 
year  and  is  now  showing  signs  of  cleaning-up,  so  that  Idaho  should  find  a 
better  outlet  in  southern  California  during  the  balance  of  the  winter. 

"Such  markets  as  Detroit,  Pittsburgh,  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Louis- 
•    ville,  Kansas  City,  Port  Worth  and  St.  Louis  have  taken  only  a  light .to 
moderate  quantity  of  Russets,  so  far  this  season,  in  spite  of  the.  generally 
low  price-level  and  heavy  movement.    Texas  points  appea.r  to  prefer  Colora.do 
Brown  Beautys  and  Idaho  Rural s,  even  though  the  price  of  Russets  at  shipping- 
point  is  now  only  about  10^  above  that  of  Rurals  and  Beautys.    At  Port  Worth, 
Beautys  have  recently  been  bringing  a  slight  premium  over  Idaho  Rurals,  while 
Russets  have  fa.iled  to  establish  a  market  at  that  point. 

"At  JCansas.  City  this'  week  Russets  have  been  draggy,  and  Red  River 
Ohios  have  brought  about  the  same  price  as  the  Idaho  product.     In  Chicago 
the  Colora.de  Red  McGlures  and  Broun  Beautys  appear  to.  be  selling  at  equal 
prices  with  Idaho  Russets.    Altogether,  Russets  have  been  forced  into  price- 
competition  with  these  other  pota.toes  for  market  preference,  due  probably 
to  the  heavy  production  in  the  West  this  season. 

"Shipping-point  action  in  Idaho  has  been  somewhat  adjusted  during  the 
last  few  weeks.  The  cash-track  market  has  become  a  favored  outlet  for  geed- 
quality  stocks,  while  many  of  the  inferior  potatoes,  especially  those  that 
were  sorted  from  ba.dly-frozen  fields  and  pits,  are  being  consigned  or  rolled 
for  delivered  sales.  In  pa.st  years,  the  cash— track  market  was  a  final  re- 
sort of  any  dealer  who  wished  to  sell  out,  but  this  season  the  buyers  appear 
to  have  their  choice  of  daily  offerings  and  are  foregoing  a  price-inducement 
of  trading  in  questionable  cars. 

The  same  holds  true  of  the  bulk  market.    Farmers,  who  have  potatoes 
in  good  con iit ion  or  free  of  frost,  have  a  well-defined  cash  cutlet  at  most 
points  at  75f*-90#  on  Ho.  l's  and  35^-40^  on  No.  2Ts.    At  some  points,  es- 
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pecially  in  New  Sweden,  prices  have  often  equalled  loaded-car  prices.  'These 
sales  were  on  f ine-quali ty  potatoes  for  loading  into  small  bags  and  cartons. 
Along    Sgin  Bench  and  territory  lying,  north  of  Ucon,   the  "bulk  price  is  hardly 
established,  most  dealers  taking  the  potatoes  on  C3iisignment,  with  the  price 
to  he  established  according  to  the  Carlot=-sale  price,  less  all  sorting,  sack- 
ing and  loading  charges.     Sorting-charges  have,   in  some  cases,  amounted  to 
35^-^-0^  because  of  rehandling  for  the  elimination  of  freezing-injury.  Settle- 
ments have  been  made  as  low  as  50^  on  No.  1-s. 

"The  local  market  situation  is  much  different  from  that  of  last  season. 
At  that  time,  sales  ranging  upward  of  25  cars -.daily  brought  a  firm  to  advan- 
cing market.     This  year,   it  takes  50  to  100-car  sales  a  day  to  maintain  a 
steady  price.    Yesterday  there  were  10U  sales  reported  to  us  at  upper  valley 
points  and  6l    carlot  sales  at  lower  valley  points,  prices  barely  holding 
steady,  as  compared  with  Monday1 s  range.     In  addition  to  these  sales,  approxi- 
mately 120  carloads  of  bulk  potatoes  were  reported  sold.    Judging  by  the  lack 
of  price-change  indicated  in  these  spies,  this  was  only  a  normal  day's  busi- 
ness* 

"One  thing  noticeable  this  season  is  the  increase  in  small  bag  business. 
Several  concerns  are  making  a  specialty  of  packing  15  and  25-pound  bags  on 
order.    Practically  all  of  these  odd-sized  containers  so  far  have  been  placed 
on  wire  orders,  usual  terms,  but  before  the  winter  is  over  there  should  be  a 
fairly  well  defined  cash-market  for  such  packages.    With  current  prices  hold- 
ing around  $1  f.o.b.  cash-track  for  No.  1  Russets,   several  of  the  largest 
dealers  in  the  State  have  taken  the  opportunity  of  establishing  a  regular 
trade  in  small  bags.    The  15  and  25-pound  bags  of  Ho.  1  Russets  are  now  sell- 
ing on  a  100-pound  basis  around  $1.25-$1.)40  f.o.b.  usual  terms,  quite  in  line 
with  carlot  prices  on  100-pound  bags  at  Lake  States  shipping-points;  so  that 
they  are  at  present  in  a  favorable  marketing  position. 

"Washed  potatoes  have  been  introduced  to  the  Idaho  Falls  trade  this 
season.    Two  machines  are  now  working  regularly,  turning  out  3  to  g  cars 
daily,  according  to  demand.    One  of  these  machines  is  a  regular  apple-washer, 
equipped  with  air  blowers  for  drying  the  potatoes  before  they  reach  the  sort- 
ing-table.   A  little  of  this  work  was  done  at  Pocatello  last  season,  but 
local  traders  were  not  acquainted  with  washed  stocks  as  a  market  commodity, 
because  all  such  cars  were  at  that  tine  applied  to  V  special  wire  orders. 
This  year,  however,  there  have  been  a  few  cars  sold  on  track,  and  the  trade 
appears  to  regard  them  in  the  same  light  as  small  bags,  or  something  of  a 
special  pack.    Washed  Russets  have  found  a  fine  outlet  in  eastern  markets, 
notably  New  York  City,  Cleveland  and  a  few  other  points.     Some  of  the  ware- 
housemen are  inclined  to  think  washing  will  develop  into  a  stabilized  line 
of  work  within  the  next  year  or  two  and  are  preparing  to  equip  their  ware- 
houses with  the  necessary  machines.    Small  bags  show  up  the  washed  potatoes 
very  nicely,  especially  the  open-mesh  bags,  which  are  popular  here.  Washed 
potatoes  have  been  bringing  around  10^  premium  over  other  packs  of  Russets, 
except  where  small  bags  are  concerned.     Small  bags  of  washed  potatoes  bring 
10^-15^  premium,  generally  15^. 

"All  of  the  small-bag  and  washed-potato  business  is  helping  Idaho  in 
getting  an  outlet  for  its  crop  this  season,  and  probably  is  establishing  a 
regular  line  of  trade  for  future  years.    The  price  situation  is  naturally 
becoming  more  wide-spread  and  varied." 

-  THERE  WILL  BE  NO  riVISION  LETTER  NEXT  WEEK.  - 
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2b.     LAS  PWS  REGARDING  COLORADO  CROPS 

'The  following  letter  of" November  15  was  received  from  Bryce  Morris, 
o"f  the  Denver  offices** 

"The  past  week  has  seen  continued  liberal  shipments  of  -potatoes  fron 
the  San  Luis  Valley.    According  to  our  statistics,  their  movement  now  ex- 
ceeds 5» 200  cars,  and,   if  the  sane  ratio  continues  for  the  rest  of  the  sea- 
son as  was  the  case  in  1$29,  the  valley  crop  should  make  10,500  cars.  Prices 
to  growers  on  Brown  Beaut ys  and  McClures  have  weakened  slightly  the  past 
few  days,  with  most  sales  ranging  $1— $1.05  on  lb.  1  Beautys,  and  Colorado 
Grade  Standard  from  95^  "to  $1.    McClures  were  generally  about  5^  Pcr 
higher  than  the  Brown  Beauty  market. 

"The  potato  movement  from  northern  Colorado  has  increased.    With  the 
advent  of  colder  weather,  growers  are  now  sorting  potatoes  in  their  ware- 
houses, and  the  shipments  will  no  doubt  increase  slightly  above  present 
figures  in  the  near  future.    Until  the  middle  of  this  week,  practically  all 
purchases  had  been  made  on  the  "oasis  of  $1  per  cwt.,  U.  S.  No.  1  grade,  which 
means  that  the  dealers  were  paying  the  farmers  80^-90^  for  Colorado  Grade 
Standard,  ranging  from  %Ofo  to  90$  U.  S.  No.  1.    Most  shippers  think  the  sea- 
sons shipments  from  northern  Colorado  will  exceed  ^>90Q0  cars. 

"Growers  in  the  Carbondale  district  are  slow  in  accepting  present 
prices  offered,  and  the  movement  from  that  area  is  still  light.  Red-soil 
Russets  from  the  Western  Slope  are  "being  held  firmly  and  the  growers  are  re- 
fusing to  sell  under  $1.50  per  cwt.,  some  receiving  $1.60,  "but  the  movement 
is  negligible  on  account  of  the  higher  prices. 

"Onion  shipments  from  the  Arkansas  Valley  ranged  from  j  to  f  cars 
daily  the  past  week,  with  the  total  movement  now  U92  cars,  compared  to  882 
at  this  time  last  season.    Dealers  and  shippers  estimate  that  approximately 
1,300  cars  remain  in  storage  in  the  Arkansas  Valley,  but  it  is  not  probable 
that  this  many  will  be  shipped  on  account  of  normal  shrinkage.  Practically 
all  the  recent  movement  was  loaded  from  dealers*  warehouses,  since  the  far- 
mers do  not  seem  inclined  to  sell  at  present  prices  of  kOfi-^Oi?  per  cwt.  0n 
the  Western  Slope,  shipments  are  still  light  and  only  lUO  cars  had  been  moved 
Friday  night,  compared  to  h00  cars  at  the  same  time  last  season.     It  is  esti- 
mated that  not -over  JOG  cars  remain  in  storage  on  the  Western  Slope  at  this 
time,  so  that  the  season's  movement  from  this  district  will  probably  range 
between  800  and  900  cars,  compeared  to  1,295  cars  in  1929.    The  northern  Colo- 
rado onion  shipments  are  running  far  behind  last  season1  s  record.    Most  of 
the  onions  from  northern  Colorado  are  shipped  in  mixed  cars,  which  accounts 
for  the  small  number  of  straight  cars  reported  from  this  district. 

"The  c-bbage  shipments  from  Colorado  have  dropped  to  a  range  of  2  to 
U  cars  per  day.    Although  75  or  80  cars  may  possibly  yet  be  shipped,  it  is 
probable  that  the  movement  will  not  exceed  1,150  cars.    Uo  sales  were  re- 
ported but. offers  have  been  received  as  low  as  $6  per  ton,  which  indicates 
the  dull,  weak  condition  of  the  market. 

"Supplies  of  aynles  on  the  Denver  market  have  been  reduced  materially 
lately,  and  Saturday  morning  only  15  cars  were  on  track.    But  prices  have 
remained  steady,  although  the  poorer-quality  Jonathans  have  been  fairly  well 
cleaned-up.    The  first  car  of  fall-crop  green  peas  from  Arizona  was  offered 
on  the  market  here  Saturday  morning  at  $4.95  per  H 5-pound  crate.    The  quality 
was  good  and  apparently  was  better  than  offerings  of  California  stock,  which 
were  selling  at  $4.40~$4.50  per  1+0-pound  crate." 
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3b.    WESTERN  HEW  YORK  VEGETABLES  PURCHASED  POP.  UNEMPLOYED  IIT  N.Y.  CITY 

A  letter    of  November  19)  from  R.  L.  Sutton,  of  the  Rocliester 
office,  contains  some  items  ox  considerable  interest.     The  letter  follows :- 

"An  event  of  interest  occurred  yesterday  (November  IS),  when  it 
was  learned  that  about  15  carloads  of  Hew  York  vegetables  were  bought  by 
a  New  York  City  political  organization,   to  be  distributed  emong  the  unem- 
ployed of  that  city.    'The  commodities  purchased  included  cabbage,  onions 
and  carrots. 

"Western  New  York  vegetables  have  not  met  with  the  demand  during 
recent  days  that  was  anticipated  prior  to  Thanksgiving.     The  trading  in 
celery  last  week  was  fairly  good,  but  so  far  this  week  business  has  been 
rather  light,  with  indications  that  the  bulk  of  the  holiday  demand  has  been 
satisfied.     It  is  generally  conceded  that  at  least  half  of  the  storage 
holdings  are  of  the  early  varieties.    The  latest  report  of  the  quantities 
of  celery  in  storage  on  November  lh  shows  U 93, 323  crates  in  western  New  York, 
compared  with  1^2, U6S  at  the  same  time  a  year  ago. 

1TThe  unseasonably  warm" weather  recently  has  reduced  the  demand  for 
cabbage.    Field  stock  has  been  largely  cleaned  up.    The  future  loadings  will 
be  mostly  from  temporary  or  permanent  storage. 

"Potatoes  are  meeting  with  a  slow  demand  and  a  dull  market.  The 
shipments  are  light  but  the  interest  shown  for  western  New  York  potatoes 
seems  to  be  subnormal.    ?ery  little  stock  is  being  hauled  by  the  growers, 
the  prevailing  price  of  65^  per  bushel  being  not  enough  to  stimulate  inter- 
est • 

"Active  export  movement  has  featured  the  marketing  of  the  appl e  crop. 
More  cars  have  been  loaded  for  foreign  markets  than  in  any  recent  years. 
From  the  western  Hew  York  territory  alone,  over  1,100  cars  so  far  this  sea- 
son have  been  billed  to  Weehawken  for  export.    This  number  is  increased, 
when  the  cars  shipped  to  Montreal  for  European  ports  and  other  miscellaneous 
cars  that  are  sent  abroad  are  taken  into  consideration.     The  foreign  demand 
for  such  varieties  as  Ben  Davis  has  exceeded  the  supply,  resulting  in  prac- 
tically all  available  supplies  of  this  variety  being  taken  up.    The  impor- 
tant Baldwin  variety  so  far  this  season  has  entered  very  little  into  bar- 
reled offerings,     Usually  by  this  time  quite  a  volume  of  Baldwins  has  been 
shipped  in  barrels,  but  this  season  the  loadings  have  been  confined  almost 
entirely  to  either  bushel  baskets  or  bulk  shipments.     Some  dealers  think 
the  barrel  movement  will  be  light,   in  that  the  bushel  packages  are  becoming 
more  popular  and  Baldwins  less  plentiful.    Sales  for  export  "are  holding 
around  $U.25-$UJ+0  for  Ben  Davis,  U.  S.  No.  1,  2j-inches  up.  Roxbury 
Russets  of  similar  grade  and  size  are  bringing  $U.^0  per  barrel.    The  bulk 
shipments  have  dropped  off  noticeably  since  our  last  letter.    Apple  ship- 
ments to  date  have  filled  7>353  cars,  almost  double  those  of  last  season." 

^b.    MICHIGAN  ONION  AND  POTATO  MARKS T  DULL 

The  following  report  was  made  by  R.  E.  Keller,  of  the  Grand  Rapids 
office,  on  November  152— 

"The  Michigan  onion  market  has  ruled  at  very  low  levels,  with  the 
demand  continuing  very  light.    The  total  movement  for  the  country  was  some- 
what lighter  this  week  than  last,  and  Michigan,  shared  in  this  decrese; 
however  for war dings  continued  fairly  heavy,  with  the  total  movement  from 
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the  State  to  date  nmning  more  than  twice  that  of  a  year  age. 

"The  potato  situation  has  been  marked  "by  quietness  and  inactivity. 
Growers  are  holding  their  stock  for  higher  prices,  and  the  shippers  that 
do    have  stock  cannot  sell  to  the  trade  readily,  as  the  meager  volume  of 
potatoes  that  has  moved  from  Michigan  recently  has  arrived  showing  field- 
frost.    All  the  Michigan  potato  districts  were  hit  in  varying  degrees  hy 
the  frosts  in  late  October,  and  many  of  the  farmers  are  just  new  realizing 
the  severity  and  extent  of  the  injury." 

5b.    THUCK  CHOPS  III  SOUTHERI!  TEXAS  KAKHTG  GOOD  PP0G3ESS 

G.  D.  Clark,  formerly  a  member  of  our  S1.  &  V.  market-news  staff  but 
now  with  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  in  Texas,  sent  the 
following  report  by  wire  on  November  19:- 

"Soil  and  moisture  conditions  ore  good  in  Wilson,  Bee,   San  Patricio 
and  ITueces  counties,  and  practically  all  planted  track  crops  are  up  to  a 
good  stand  and  making  excellent  progress.     Cabbage  is  about  all  out  and 
first  cars  will  start  in  January,  with  bulk  of  the  crop  moving  from  Pebruary 
15  to  April  1.     Spinach  will  start  in  a  light  way  during  December,  becoming 
active  in  January  or  later-.    A  large- percentage  of  onions  is  planted  and  up, 
with  an  exceptionally  good  stand  and  raking  good  growth..    Bali  she  s  are  now 
moving  from  the  Winter  Garden  area  and  ITueees  and  San  Patricio  counties,  and 
plantings  will  be  made  so  that  there  will  be  continuous  movement  through  the 
winter,  if  weather  is  favorable.    The  crop  now  is  in  good  condition.  The 
first  planting  of  spinach  in  Kleberg  County  was  lost,  due  to  insects,  but 
the  replanted  will  start  in  carlo ts  in  January.    Green  sprouting  broccoli 
is  now  moving  in  carlo  ts  and  will  continue  through  the  winter.    There  is  a 
large  acreage  in  the  Lower  Valley,  Webb  County  and  the  Winter  Garden  area." 

A  copy  of  this  report  was  sent  to  all  offices  on  the  leased-wire 
on  Wednesday. 

6b.     COLL  WAVE  EiflDS  TEE  PUGET  SOUIID  SEIPPIITG-SEASOI\f 

A  letter  dated  November  lU,  from  T,  R.  Hall  of  the  Seattle  office, 
describes  the  cold  spell  which  was  experienced  in  that  section  last  week:- 

"'Boy,  it  was  cold  this  morning1.1  was  the  commonest  salutation  yes- 
terday morning  (1hursda2^) ,  for  the  Puget  Soujid  territory  experienced  its 
first  real  touch  of  football  weather  this  season.    Heavy  frosts  were  dis- 
cernible until  after  the  sun  was  quite  high,  and  reports  from  eastern 
Washington  indicated  that  a  heavy  freeze  occurred  throughout  the  Yakima 
Valley. 

"Potato  digging  has  been  completed  and  stocks  are  practically  all 
under  cover.    With  the  potatoes  in  storage,  farmers  are  reluctant  to  sell 
any  quantity  at  the  prices  offered.    Most  buyers  are  trying  to  fill  orders 
for  around  $lg  and  sacks,  while  growers  are  holding  $20  ideas  for  combination- 
grade.    As  a  result,  shipments  have  decreased  quite  consistently  since  the 
first  of  the  month,  and  such  shipments  as  are  going  forward  consist  largely 
of  contracted  potatoes. 

"Reliable  inf ormaticn  from  the  Kittitas  area  indicates  a  rather  hep.vy 
loss  in  regrading  storage  holdings,  on  account  of  field-frcst  and  storage- 
shrinkage.    Kep.vy  frosts  occurred  in  this  sector  of  the  Yakima  Valley  earlier 
than  usual  and  digging  was  later  than  common.    Perhaps  the  loss  will  amount 
to  J)00  carloads. 
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"There  is  an  active  demand  for  the  cheaper  grades  of  potatoes.  Since 
field  sorting  has  been  discontinued,  U.  S.  ITo.  2ls  are' hard  to  obtain,  and 
buyers  are  paying  $12-$15  per  ton.     It  new  appears  that  stock  grading  60$ 
U.  S.  !\Fo.  1,  commonly  referred  to  as  Washington  Gommercialj  will  meet  a 
ready  demand  when  warehouse-sorting  begins. 

"The  freezing  weather  of  the  past  two  'mornings  probably  sounds  the 
death  knell  for  vegetable  shipments  from  western  Washington.    Shippers  do 
not  care  to  ran  risks  with. caul if lower ,  which  has  constituted  an  important 
item  in  the  mixed-vegetable  shipments.    Quantities  of  celery  yet  remain  un- 
cut, but  the  storages  are  full  and  stock  remaining  in  the  field  after  the 
frosts  has  a' tendency  to  develop  pithiness  in  storage.    Carrot  tops  turn 
yellow  and  reach  their  destination  in  an  unattractive  condition,  when  ship- 
ped following  a  cold  spell.    With  a  local  demand  for  these  three  items  suf- 
ficient to  absorb  most  of  the  supplies  of  merchantable  quality,  the  Fuget 
Sound  shipping-season  can  be  considered  practically  ended. 

"Likewise  the  lettuce: movement  from  the  Pasco  and  Walla  Walla  dis- 
tricts is  fast  drawing  to  a  close.    A  light  snow  was  reported  in  Yakima, 
Pasco,  and  Walla#Walla  on  Thursday  night  and  served  as  a  protection  to  the 
uncut  lettuce,  but  this  snow  is  reported  melting  today  and  a  heavy  freeze 
is  predicted.     It  is  about  a  year  ago  that  killing  frosts  ended  the  har- 
vesting of  the  1925  crop." 

7b.    KM  POTATOES  LARG-5LY  SUPPLYING  THE  CEICA&3  MA3KET 

W.  H.  Hall,  of  the  .Chicago  market-news  office,  sent' the  following 
interesting  report  in  a  letter  dated  November  18:- 

"It  is  rather  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  1,885  ears  of  potatoes 
unloaded  in  Chicago  during  the  month  of  October,  Idaho  contributed  657  P-ncL 
Colorado  HH9  cars,  -  about  60$  of  the  total.     Idaho  U.  S.  JJoi  2  Russets 
have  very  largely  taken  the  place  of  Wisconsin  Hurals,  more  commonly  known 
as  Hound  Whites,    ^he  principal  reason  for  this  change  in  preference  is  the 
poorer  quality  this  season  of  most  northern  stock.    Colorado  Brown  Beautys  ; 
and  McClures  are  supplying  a  large  part  of  the  trade  demanding  something 
better  than  U.  S.  2  Russets.    Chicago  has  become  a  truly  *we'stern!  market. 
During  a  single  day  early  this  month,  50  cars  of  U.  S.  2  Bassets. were  sold 
on  this  market  and  at  a  price  slightly  below  that  paid  for  best  W'isconsins. 
Practically  all  classes  of  grocery  and  vegetable  stores  are  handling  this 
stock.    The  Chicago  trade  no  longer  regards  all  ITo.  2  stock  as  small  stock 
and  as  having  a.  very  limited.,  demand.     Idaho  U.  S.  2*s  ran  nearly  the  same  in 
size  as  the  U.  S.  l's9  about  the  only  difference  being  clipped  ends  and  mis- 
shapen stock,  neither  of  which  seems  to  be  particularly  objectionable  to 
the  average  housewife." 

"Shippers  in  surplus  producing  areas,  who  may  be  looking  to  Chicago 
as  a  probable  outlet  for  round  or  long  white  varieties,   should  not  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  Idaho  stock  will  be  a  strong  competitor  during  the' 
remainder  of  the  season."

1  c .    LARGE  CHOP  0?  ONIONS  IN  INDIANA 

Writing  from  Warsaw,   Indiana,  on  Nov ember  13,  J»  S«  Dickerson  gave 
the  following  report  on  crop  and  market  conditions  in  that  district.  It 
will  "be  remembered  that  the  latest  estimate  of  the  Indiana  onion  crop  is 
3>393>000  "bushels,  compared  with  2,^3^,000  last  year.    This  State  ranks 
second  only  to  New  York,  which  has  a  slightly  larger  crop.    Mr.  Dickerson 
says?-  .    .  ... 

"If  the  shippers  can  find  a  market,  it  looks  new  as  if  Indiana  would 
ship  around  6,200  cars  of  onions  this  season.    Every  available  commercial 
storage  is  practically  full,  and  a  considerably  larger  tonnage  than  usual  is 
stored  in  old  barns,  basements,  abandoned  schoolhouses,  etc. 

"Demand  and  trading  in  onions  has  been  especially  slow  for  the  past 
two  weeks,  partly  due,  I  believe,  to  the  fact  that  growers  are  trying  to  sell 
their  poorest  stock  first,  most  of  which  we  have  found  off-grade  on  account 
of  freezing-injury. 

"Prices  continue  at  U0^~50^  per  10u  pounds  to  the  grower  for  U.  S. 
No.  1  yellows.    However,  prices  for  good  whites  in  a  few  instances  have  jumped 
as  high  as  $2  per  100  pounds  during  the  past  week.     Inspections  are  consider- 
ably heavier  than  usual,  approximately  2,000  cars  having  been  inspected  to 
November  13 •" 

2c.    LARGE ,  FINE-QUALITY  CAULIFLOWER  IN  OREGON 

R.  L.  Ringer  sent  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  November 
15  from  the  Portland  office:- 

"Oregon  has  been  justly  famous  in  past  years  for  its  fine  cauli- 
flower, but  it  is  breaking  all  records  this  season.     Ideal  growing  conditions 
from  August  to  date  have  given  the  finest  crop  ever  produced  here.     In  pre- 
vious ser.sons,  sizes  ran  9,s  to  lU*s,  with  constant  trouble  to  keep  away 
from  too  many  13*  s  and  lU!s.     I  do  not  believe  there  has  been  a  single  crate 
marked  this  year  smaller  than  12ls,  and  many  cars  have  gone  out  heavy  to  9's 
and  10*  s.    For  local  consumption,  I  see  them  peddling  even  6!s  and  7*s«  £he 
1  flowers'  are  white  and  solid,  and  in  one  load  that  we  weighed  yesterday  the 
crates,  mostly  packed  12!s,  averaged  H8-|  pounds,  gross.     The  billing  weight 
is  h2  pounds. 

"Quality  has  been  excellent.    Very  few  fields  have  averaged  more  than 
5$  No.  2!s,  and  some  have  cut  as  high  as  9S$  No.  l's»«    Last  year  it  was  not 
infrequent  to  cull  JOfa,    The  market  price  has  varied  from  $1.10  to  60^  to 
the  growers,  but  the  large  sizes  and  the  large  percentage  of  No.  l!s  have 
enabled  some  growers  to  cut  as  high  as  h00  crates  of  No.  1  stock  per  acre. 
So  their  returns  have  been  attractive,  thus  far. 

"The  shipments  have  probably  passed  their  peak*    With  colder  weather 
expected,  they  will  be  lighter  and  will  probably  drag  out  until  Christmas, 
unless  a  heavy  freeze  intervenes."

Appeal  inspection  certificates  should  be  indicated  as  such.    In  some 
cases,  certificates  covering  appeal  inspections  have  been  issued  without 
any  marks  to  show  that  the  inspection  was  made  on  appeal.    All  such  cer- 
tificates should  "be  designated  as  "Appeal  Inspection  Certificates, ^  and 
this  can  be  done  by  typing  the  word  "APPEAL"  in  capital  letters  immediately 
preceding  the  words  "BTSHSCTION  CERTIFICATE-'1  in  the  heading. 

kc.    DUTY  OF  APPLICANT  TO  MAKE  LOAD  ACCESSIBLE. 

,J-he  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Inspection  Service  provide  that  the 
applicant  shall  cause  the  product  for  which  inspection  is  requested  to  be 
made  accessible  for  inspection  and  to  be  so  placed  as.  to  disclose  its  quality 
and  condition.    Attempts  have  been  made  to  inspect  cars  which  were  difficult 
for  the  inspector  to  enter  on  account  of  heavy  load.    In  such  cases,  the 
inspector  should  inform  the  applicant  of  the  advisability  of  sending  a  truck 
to  the  car  and  removing  a  sufficient  number  of  packages  from  the  doorway  to 
make  the  lop.d  accessible  for  a  thorough  inspection.     In  no  case  should  a 
certificate  be  issued,  covering  an  inspection  of  only  those  packages  which 
the  inspector  can  examine  from  the  doorway  on  one  side  of  the  car.  Such 
inspections  are  of  little  cr  no  value,  and  when  the  upper  layer  or  two  cf 
packages  cr  all  those  between  doors  are  not  accessible,  the  application  for 
inspection  should  be  declined. 

5c.     NESTTPM  APPLES  IN  BN3NEL  BASKETS  O0ING  TO  ENPOPE 

F.  E.  Bailey  wrote  as  fellows  from  Yakima,  TJash.,  in  a  letter  of 
11  ov  ember  12:- 

"Ycu  may  be  interested  in  a  new  development  in  the  apple  situation 
on  the  Pacific  Coast.'  A  local  shipper,  who  operates  extensively  in  Idaho, 
was  just  in  the  office  and  advised  that  he  is  this  year  exporting  Idaho 
bushel-basket  apples  to  Europe.    Pie  advises  that"  he  has  already  delivered 
one  carload  and  is  frowarding  others  to  Hamburg. 

"He  admitted  that  this  is  a  practice  which  he  would  not  follow  in 
an  ordinary  season,  hat  the  shortage  of  small  size,  boxed  stock. in  Oregon, 
Washington  and  the  panhandle  of  Idaho  makes  it  practical  to  expert  the 
basket  stock  from  southern  Idaho,  to  fill  a  portion  of  the  demand  for  small 
sizes.    I  presume  this  practice  appeals  to  Idaho  people  as  being  just  as 
novel  and  interesting  as  it  does  to  the  State  of  Washington."

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gc .    FUSASIUM  TUSm  ROT  -  WET  OR  DRY? 

The  question  has  arisen  as  to  when  Fusarium  Tuber  Rot  of  potatoes 
shall  he  considered  a  wet  or  soft  rot  and  when  a  dry  rot.     Soft  rot  as 
defined  in  the  U.  S.  potato  grades  includes  wet  Fusarium  and  it  is  neces- 
sary for  the  inspector  to  differentiate  between  the  two  types  of  this  rot, 
"because  there  are  different  tolerances  for  each  type. 

Some  inspectors  seem  to  have  adopted  the  policy  of  treating  a,  moist 
condition  of  the  decayed  tissues  as  wet  Fusarium,  which  is  not  correct. 
Soft  rot  or  wet  rot  is  more  objectionable  than  dry  rot  because  it  affects 
adjacent  potatoes  and  often  spots  the  sacks.     In  order  to  promote  uni- 
formity in  the  inspection  work,  it  has  been  decided  that  Fusarium  is  not 
to  be  classed  as  a  wet  rot,  unless  it  is  wet  enough  to  spot  the  sacks  or 
esu.de  enough  moisture  to  wet  adjacent  potatoes.    Moist  Fusarium  which  does 
not  spot  the  sacks  or  wet  adjacent  potatoes  shall  be  classed  as  a  dry  rot.

Generally  only  one  side 
of  the  story,  or  only  such  parts  of  the  story  as  the  interested  parties  may 
choose  to  disclose,  will  be  told    you.     In  the  enforcement  of  this  Act,  the 
Washington  office  may  frequently  find  it  necessary  to  look  to  field  men  as 
channels  of  information,  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  receive  from  you  any  news 
or  statements  of  a  general  or  specific  character  concerning  transactions  in 
controversy,  of  which  you  have  any  personal  knowledge.    But,  since  it  is 
almost  certain  that  only  one  side  of  the  case  will  be  told  you,  you  are 
hereby  particularly  cautioned  not  to  take  sides  nor  to  express  opinions  as 
to  the  merits  of  the  contentions  in  these  cases.    To  do  so  is  almost  sure  to 
result  in  embarrassment  to  you  or  to  the  Department. 

Always  remember  that,  no  matter  how  unsatisfactory  a  delivery  may 
have  been  and  no  matter  how  unjustified  a  rejection  may  appear,  the  question 
so  far  as  this  Department  is  concerned  may  hinge  entirely  upon  the  exact 
wording  of  the  first  telegrams  exchanged  between  the  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy and  not  at  all  upon  the  character  of  the  goods  tendered  or  rejected. 

Cases  have  already  arisen  in  which  there  is  a  dispute  over  the  quali- 
ty of  the  goods,  which  dispute  we  could  determine  to  our  own  satisfaction 
from  the  evidence;  but  the  facts  concerning  the  goods  were  found  to  be  ir- 
relevant, because  the  original  exchange  of  communicant  ions  did  not  constitute 
an  enforceable  contract.     It  is  permissible  to  express  your  willingness  to 
assist  the  complainant  in  amy  legitimate  way  in  the  preparation  or  presen- 
tation of  his  case,  but  always  with  the  understanding  that  you  must  act  with 
the  impartiality  of  a  judge  and  not  with  the  enthusiasm  and  bias  of  an  at- 
torney.   Always  remember  that,  in  the  end,  the  functions  of  the  market-news 
men  and  inspectors  are  those  of  SERVICE,  and  the  responsibility  for  regula- 
tion rests  elsewhere. 

The  Solicitor's  Office  tells  us  that  the  Supreme  Court  has  ruled  that, 
in  cases  where  an  administrative  agency  like  ourselves  pa.sses  upon  contro- 
versies between  citizens  which  involve  money  or  property,  the  agency  "must 
maintain  an  attitude  of  cold  neutrality  between  the  parties."    You  will  see 
at  once  the  embarrassment  likely  to  be  caused  by  any  expressions  of  sympathy 
and  comfort  or  of  opinions  as  to  the  merits  of  a  controversy  until  both  sides 
have  been  fully  presented.

lb .     HEWS  R5C-AHDI1JG-  BEAatS  A£D  TOioATCES  II!  SOUTESRN  FLORIDA 

Having  inaugurated  the  news  service  on  beans  at  Miami,  Florida, 
V.  H.  Nicholson  sent  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  Hoveraber  22:- 

ltOn  Saturday,  November  15,  I  made  a  trip  to  the  Lake  Okeechobee 
section  with  Mr.  Mounts,  County  Agent  of  Pain  Beach  County.    The  acreage 
of  beans  between  Canal  Point  and  Belle  Glade  appears  to  be  roach  heavier  than 
last  year  and  good  yields  are  expected.    Growers  in  that  section  expect 
yields  to  average  around  125  to  1^0  hampers  to  the  acre,  with  many  fields 
running  much  higher.    Quality  is  net  so  good  as  last  fall,  and  prices  are 
already  showing  a  fairly  wide  range. 

"The  central  and  northern  parts  of  Florida  have  been  shipping  during 
the  past  week,  and  that  has  brought  the  total  movement  from  the  State  to 
a  volume  that  compared  favorably  with  the  peak  movement  of  last  December. 
The  SI  cars  shipped  from  Florida  on  Tuesday  were  the  heaviest  day's  ship- 
ments of  which  I  have  record.     Shipments  from  the  State  already  total  1,000 
cars,  eight  times  the  movement  to  this  time  last  season. 

"It  is  probable  that  the  shipments  iron  central  Florida  will  decrease 
materially  within  the  next  few  days  and  leave  the  Lake  and  East  Coast  sec- 
tions the  only  ones  shipping  carlo ts  of  snap  beans.    Acreage  around  the  Lake 
is  heavy  enough  to  produce  enough  beans  to  over-supply  the  markets,  pro- 
viding favorable • weather  prevails  from  now  on.    The  section  around  Pompa.no 
appears  to  have  an  acreage  slightly  in  excess  of  last  season,,  but  movement 
from  that  section  will  not  become  heavy  until  the  middle  of  December. 

"A  few  cars  of  tomatoes  are  moving  from  the  Sast  Coast,  but  the 
quality  is  variable.    Prices  have  been  rather  low,  with  the  best  stock  in 
lugs,  packed  G  x  6  and  larger,  bringing  around  $1.25  011  an  f-o.b.  basis, 
and  six-basket  crates  about  $2.    The  shipments  of  fall  tomatoes  from  Florida 
are  expected  to  exceed  those  of  last  year,  but  the  movement  is  not  likely 
to  be  very  heavy  until  about  the  middle  of  December." 

A  supplementary  report  was  sent  from  Miami,  under  date  of  November 
23 j  and  tells  of  the  frost -damage  in  that  district :- 

"With  the  decrease  in  shipments' and  predictions  of  frost  during  the 
last  few  days,  f.o.b.  prices  for  Florida  beans  have  strengthened  considerably. 
Shipments  from  the  central  part  of  the  State  heave  decreased,  and  now  the 
region  around  Lake  Okeechobee  is  supplying  nearly  JOfo  of  the  movement  of 
Florida  beans. 

."Warnings  of  possible  frost  were  issued  for  three  successive  nights, 
Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  this  week,  but  the  only  injury  to  the 
beans  in  south  Florida,  was  some  wind-burn  from  the  cold  winds  on  Thursday 
night.    While  reports  do  not  agree  as  to  the  extent  of  the  damage,  the  more 
reliable  ones  point  to  the  conclusion  that  damage  was  limited  to  the  young 
beans  and  the  blossoms.    As  a  result,   the  yield  during  the  next  10  days  or 
two  weeks  may  be  cut  20$  or  25^.    The  damage  was  spotted,  but  the  worst  was 
around  Canal  Point  and  Paliokee,  with  little  damage  reported  from  Belle  Glade. 
There  was  no  damage  to  Dade  County  tomatoes  or  to  the  winter  plantings  of 
beans,  peppers  or  eggplant  around  Pompano .

B  .  Division  Letter,  December       19 30. 


"Shipments  of  beans  will  probably  increr.se  within  a  week  or  ten  days. 
The  first  car  of  East  Coast  beans  was  shipped  from  Boynton  yesterday.  Move- 
ment from  that  section  will  probably  "be  rather  light  until  December  10  or 
15 •    The  acreage  in  that  section  compares  favorably  with  last  season. 

"Quality  of  the  shipments  has  "been  variable  and  there  is  not'  much 
likelihood  that  the  quality  will  improve  materially  in  the  next  few  days. 
Some  of  the  beans  were  scarred  pretty  "badly  "by  the  winds,  and  a  few  appear 
very  much  as  if  they  had  "been  frosted,  according  to  the  shippers  around 
Canal  Point.    However,  there  was  no  frost  reported  in  any  of  the  Lake  or 
lower  East  Coast  sections." 

In  addition  to  the -Tegular  mimeographed  market  reports,  Mr.  ITicholscn 
has  been  able  to  arrange  an  extensive  radio  program  through  Station  WQAM, 
which  is  on  the  15th  floor  of  the  Realty  Board  Building,  in  which  his  office 
is  located.    He  is  given  a  five-minute  period  at  11  A.M.;  a  ten-minim  3 
period  at  12:^5  P*M«  and  another  five-minute  period  at  6:55  P»M#,  so  that 
he  is  able  to  broadcast  nearly  all  of  the  information  usually  published  in 
the  mimeographed-  reports. 

2b .    YAZII&  VALLEY  POTATO  M0VD:3DT  SLOW 

In  a  letter  of  November  28,  from  Seattle,  Wash.?  T.  R.  Eall  gave 
the  following  information  on  potatoes :- 

"In  general,   the  conditions  by  this  time  in'  'the  Yakima  Valley  potato 
1.0.0.  market  are  somewhat  more  pronounced  than  they  were  earlier  in  the 
month.    While  growers  continue  to  held  earlier  hopes,  it  appears  that  the 
situation  is  decidedly  less  favorable  than  it  wa.s  a.  month  a.go.    The  biggest 
hope  is  for  a  satisfactory  market  late  in  the . season,  a.fter  the  situation 
in  Oregon,  which  is  a.  troublesome  competitor,  clears  up. 

"Since  the  ITovember  estimate  ha.s  been  related,   some  interesting 
comparisons  can  be  made  in  connection  with  the  movement  for  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington.   [Pais  State,  credited  with  an  output  of  8,1^9  cars  during  the  1929- 
1930  season,  had  moved  52^  of  the  crop  by  December  1,  1929*    Assuming  there 
are  8,50C  cars  to  market  this  season,  which  represents  a.  very  conservative 
estimate,  and  with  about  3»  5&5  cars  shipped  until  Lecember  1,  only  k2$  will 
have  been  marketed  by  the  first  of  the  month.    Oregon-,  with  a  movement  of 
1,560  cars  during  the  192$~1$30  season,  had  Shipped  50£  by  December  1,  I929. 
Oregon  probably  has  2,50°  cars  of  marketable  potatoes  this  year  and  the 
estimated  shipments  until  December  1  are  around  1,050  cars,  or  1+2$,  the  same 
as  for  Washington. 

"Both  States  have  more  potatoes  to  dispose  of  during  the  remainder 
of  this  season  than  they  had  for  shipment  after  December  1  last  year.  This 
is  a  factor  that  has  had  a  bearish  influence  on  the  Yakima,  f.o.b.  inarket, 
and  buyers  are  able  to  obta.in  all  the  Washington  comb ina.t ion-grade  potatoes 
they  need  for  $17.50  per  ton,  including  sacks,  while  $20  is  a  nominal  market 
for  Ui  S.  llo.  1  stock.    At  the  present  rate  of  movement,  Washington  will 
have  shipped  about  65O  cars  during  ITovember,  1930,  while  last  year  during 
the  same  month  586  cars  were  moved."

Writing  from  Idaho  Falls  on  November  20,  Li  C.  Tate  made  the  follow- 
ing report  regarding  Idaho  potato  prices  :- 

"Carlot  prices  dropped  to  a  "bottom  of  90^~55^  cash-track  on  No.  1 
Russets  this  week.    Buyers  were  generally  forced  out  cf  the  market,  "because 
of  inability  to  fill  cheap  orders,  and  warehouses  were  closed  at  many  points 
because  bulk  stocks  could  not  be  bought  at  prices  comparative  to  track 
business.    Most  of  the  forced  business  that  has  taken  place  this  week  has 
:left  warehousemen  in  the  clear,  and  movement  will  probably  continue  some- 
what restricted  until  the  middle  cf  December." 

A  week  later,  on  November  28,  Mr.  Tate  added  the  following  interest- 
ing information:- 

"Idaho  potato  shipments  have  set  a  nevr  record  this  fall.  Total 
State  shipments  through  November  27  are  $,U69»  compared  with  7»1^7  last 
season  and  the  previous  high  mark  of  S,275,   se^  ^n  192c.    At  the  present 
time  movement  is  somewhat  limited,  averaging  around  100  cars  a  day,  but  this 
is  largely  due  to  lew  temperatures  which  have  restricted  hauling  to  about 
throe  hours  daily.    Warmer  weather  would  likely  bring  on  an  increase  of 
leadings • 

"The  market  has  been  very  unsettled  the  past  week,  changing  almost 
daily  from  firm  to  weak  and  back  again.    Shippers  have  been  slow  to  stock- 
up  on  the  present  market,  feeling  that  a  little  change  in  the  weather  would 
bring  out  supplies  of  fresh  stock  which  would  undermine  the  market  and  per- 
haps cause  a  decline  of  prices. 

"Generally  the  shippers  are  expecting  little  change  in  the  market 
until  the  first  of  the  year,  and  many  are  skeptical  on  that  point.  Weather 
conditions  will  have  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  situation  during  the  next 
30  or  h0  days,  but  in  January  there  is  usually  a  warm  spell  which  allows 
growers  to  haul  as  freely  as  they  please.    There  are  many  dealers  here  who 
believe  that  January  offerings  from  the  farms  will  be  more  than  suff icient 
to  cover  the  demand,  and  they  anticipate  practically  no  change  of  prices 
at  the  season1 s  half-way  mark. 

"Other  things,  such  as  contracts,  are  bound  to  have  seme  influence 
on  the  market  around  the  first  of  the  year.     One  concern  has  contracted  100 
cars  to  come  out  about  the  middle  of  December  at  $1.75  ?er  CTr^*    another  has 
contracted  50  cars  of  No.  lJs  at  $2  with  optional  loading  between  December 
15  and  January  3°.     Several  others  have  smaller  contracts,  and  a  few  dealers 
are  still  holding  potatoes  in  storage  that  were  contracted  around  $1-$1.25 
field— run  at  digging  time.    Altogether,  this  condition  indicates  that  there 
may  be  a  concentrated  effort  on  the  port  of  eight  to  twelve  large  dealers 
to  bull  the  market,  and  from  my  experience  here  last  season  I  know  these 
persons  have  considerable  influence  in  such  things. 

"Just  now  the  county  taxes  are  coming  due.    This  forces  many  farmers 
to  move  a  few  potatoes  to  cover  the  expense,  and  severrl  of  the  dealers, 
especially  those  who  have  no  motive  behind  their  statements,  are  of  the 
belief  that  this  condition  will  tend  to  weaken  the  market  between  now  and 
December  10. 

"Enclosed  rre  sore  clippings,  arranged  in  order,  from  r  local  news- 
paper, concerning  a  little  agitation  that  is  now  being  stirred-up  here,  to 
g^in  back  the  1  commercial  grade1  for  Russets."

Complete  sets  of  all  station  reports  were  recently  sent  to  each  cf 
the  market-news  offices.    'One  result  of  this  action,  which  has  come  to  our 
attention,  has  "been  the  adoption  by  L.  C.  Tate,  at  Idaho  Falls,  of  certain 
features  on  his  daily  potato  report,  which  he  advises  have  been  very  favor- 
ably received: 

At  the  head  of  each  f.c.b.  report  and  each  city  market  report,  the 
name  of  the  shipping  section  or  market  is  set  at  the  left-hand  margin.  Fol- 
lowing this  name,  on  the  same  line  and  uniformly  indented  down  the  page,  are 
the  single  words  or  phrases  indicating  the  market  condition,  -  as  "firm, 11 
"steady,"  "dull,"  etc.    "Nothing  else  is  printed  on  this  first  line,   so  that 
these  terms  stand-out  very  clearly.    The  result  is  that  a  single  glance  down 
the  sheet  gives  the  reader  quite  a  definite  idea  of  the  general  condition 
of  the  market  over  the  entire  country,  without  digging-out  the  details. 

Mr.  Tate  has  also  divided  his  f.o.b.  page  into  two  columns,  as  is 
done  in  several  of  the  market  stations.    This  makes  the  report  much  more 
readable  than  when  each  item  is  carried  across  the  entire  page,  particularly 
where  there  are  -repetitions  cf  quotations  for. several  States,  varieties,  and 
grades.    This  double  column  arrangement  may  take  slightly  mere  space,  but 
it  undoubtedly  makes  the  report  easier  to  read  and  understand. 

Comments  which  have  been  received  from  several  offices  indicate  that 
ether  improvements  in  the  form  of  the  reports  have  been  adopted,   such  as 
a  tabular  arrangement  cf  shipments  or  of  arrivals,  unloads,  and  cars  on 
track.    One  of  our  men  recently  made  the  statement  that,  in  his  opinion,  we 
are  presenting  too  much  undigested  material  in  our  Market  Uews  Service. 
Pages  of  close-spaced,  solid  lines  of  market  conditions  and  prices,  out  of 
which  it  is  difficult  to  pick  the  salient  facts,  doubtless  come  under  this 
label  of  "undigested."     It  is,  of  course,  the  purpose  of  the  Market  Hews 
Service  to  present  the  facts,  and  leave  to  the  reader  the  drawing  of  his 
own  conclusions.    But  there  are  many  ways  of  presenting  the  facts,  some  of 
which  are  much  more  effective  thru  others. 

One  of  the  best  illustrations  of  this  is  the  daily  table  cf  auction 
averages,  as  carried  on  the  Fresno  grape  report  by  W.  D.  G-ooge.  Shippers 
had  often  complained  that  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  go  through  the  daily 
reports  and  rearrange  the  material  before  they  could  get  a.  clear  mental  pic- 
ture of  each  day's  situation  in  the  markets.    A  table  was  therefore  devised, 
showing  by  varieties  the  prices  in  all  markets,  and  this  resulted  in  very 
prompt  expressions  of  appreciation.    This  was  a-  specialized  case  applying 
to  one  situation,  but  similar  improvements  applying  to  ether  situations  can 
often  be  wo  rke  d- out . 

It  will  be  appreciated,  if  other  offices  will  call  our  attention  to 
changes  or  improvements  which  they  have  adopted,  that  add  to  the  value  cf 
the  reports    or  that  make  them  more  easily  read  and  understood.

Price  to  the  venders  has  gone  up  from  $1.75  t0  $2.25 
as  a  natural  market  course,  law  of  supply  and  demand  forcing  up  the  price. 
Next  week  the  apple  peddling  movement  for  the  unemployed  will  be  extended 
to  other  large  cities.

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6b.    RECE}^  REPORT  ON  COLORADO,  CHOPS  .... 

A  letter  of  November  .29,  from  Bryce  Morris  at  Denver,  gives  the 
following  news-,  on  Colorado  crops:- 

"Potato  shipments  have  been  moderate  in  the  San  Luis.  Vrlley  the  past 
week  and  the  demand  very  light  on  account  of  the  Thanksgiving  holiday.  Grow- 
ers seem  inclined  to  sell  at  present  prices,  but  a  weaker  tendency  has  de- 
veloped since  Thanksgiving*    The  farmers  were  receiving  95$M>1  cn  Kb«  1 
Beautys  and  McClures,'  •  with  Colorado  Grade  Standard  mostly  90^»  although  the 
southern  part  of  the  valley  around  La  Jara  reports*  85^~90^  on  Colorado  Grade 
Standard  McClures,    The  snowfall  of  five  or  six  inches  last  week  did  not  in- 
terfere with  loading  in  the  Sen  Liiis  Valley. 

"The  potato  movement  from  northern  Colorado  increased  'somewhat,  reach- 
ing a  peak  to  date  this  season  of  l6  cars  on  November  25*    The'  roads  in 
northern  Colorado  are  still  in  ba,d  shape  from  drifts  and  melting  snow,  so 
that  haulings  from  farmers'  warehouses  have  been  light,  with  the  bulk  of 
cars  loaded  coming  from  dealers'  warehouses.    Growers  have   .been  receiving 
70^-S5^'  per  cwt.  for  Colorado  Grade  Standard,  mostly  75^-80?' >  with  an  oc- 
casional car  of  outstanding  size  and  quality  5^  to  10^  higher.    The  snow  has 
put  a  stop  to  practically  all  other  farm  operations  in  that  district,  so 
that  more  time  will  now  be  sp/ent  on  sorting  potatoes  a/nd  moving  them  to  mar- 
ket.   Therefore  it  is  expected  that  shipments  from  northern  Colorado  will 
increase  shortly,   if  weather  conditions  permit.    Most  dealers  estimate  from 
3,000  to  3 1 600  cars  still  remaining  in  the  northern  Colorado  section. 

"Growers  in  the  CarbondaJe  area  are  still  holding  tight  for  higher 
prices,  and  shipments  have  been  very  light  recently.     In  the. Montrose  area, 
the  movement    has  been  a,bout  normal.    The  total  Colorado  movement  now  is  ap- 
proximately 8,500  cars,  compared  with  around  7*700  at  this  time  last  season. 

"The  onion  situation  continues  dull  and  inactive,  with  shipments 
ranging  from  one  to  six  cars  doily  this  week  from  the  Arkansa.s  Valley.  Very 
few  sales  were  reported,  but  the  quotations  were  slightly  stronger  on  three- 
inch  Vrlencias  from  some  dealers,  while  others  reported  no  change.    The  West- 
ern Slope  shipped  15  cars  this  week  from  Monday  to  Friday,  inclusive.  Prices 
to  growers  have  been  reduced  to  25^  per  100-pounds,  'field  run,  bulk  per  cwt. 
Dealers  are  grading,  sacking  and  loading  these  Yellow  Danvers  and  quoting 
50^-60^  per  cwt.,  but  the  demand  has  been  very  slow.    No  straight  cars  of 
onions  ha.ve  been  shipped  from  northern  Colorado  the  past  weekf  although  oc- 
casional lots  of  mixed  cars  are  moving  to  southern  markets. 

"No  cabbage  has  been  shipped  from  Colorado  since  November  19,  when 
the  movement  to  date  totaled  l,llU  cars. "  The  apple  output  so  far  has  been 
light,  arid  only  SS9  cars  had  been  shipped  by  Friday  from  the  Western  Slope. 
The  1929  movement  of  apples  at  this  time  was  1,9^0  cars. 

"There  have  been  very  few  happenings  of  interest  on  the  Denver  market, 
but  the  first  spinach  of  the  1930  winter  season  has  been  received  from  Texas 
and  was  jobbing  at  75^-$l  according  to  quality,  with  most  of  the  better  stock 
at  90^  per  bushel.    A  car  of  mixed  vegetables  from  Texa,s  was  rlso  received 
and  was  rpparently  meeting  a  fair  demand,  although  beans  were  slightly  weaker, 
•with  the  Texas  green'  and  wax  running  mostly  ordinary' quality  and  selling  at 
$l-$2  per  hamper.    A  few  hampers  of  Florida.  Black  Valentines  were  selling 
here  at  $3.50~$U  per  hamper." 
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7c.    CCIC  7_Ar_— R  IMPROVES  wSSZSHiI         YORK!  I&RZET 

R.  L.  Sutton  sent  the  following  letter  from  Rochester  on  December  1, 
telling  *f  the  improvement  of  conditions  in  Hew  York  State :- 

"The  setting— in  cf  ccld  weather  in  western  Hew  York  has  had  a 
strengthening  effect  on  the  market  for  cabbage,  onions,  and  potatoes.  Sub- 
freezing  temperatures  prevailed  during  most  cf  last  week,  and  this  condition, 
along  with  the  occurrence  cf  considerable  snow,  tended  toward  the  retarding 
of  shipments. 

"The  demand  for  cabbage  has  been  noticeably  improved,  several  cf 
the  growers  holding  back  with  the  anticipation  of  higher  prices  in  the 
offing.    Closing  sales  cn  Saturday  were  made  mostly  at  $15  per  ten  fcr  bulk 
stock,  with  the  sacked  product  ranging  $17-$ 18  per  ton.    Western  Hew  York 
shipments  of  this  commodity  on  Saturday  filled  5^  cars.     The  growers  aro 
receiving  $10-$12  bulk  per  ton,  with  a  few  instances  of  $13  being  reached. 
At  Rochester,  minimum  temperatures  of  9°  was  registered  toward  the  close 
of  the  week,  with  outlying  districts  showing  even  lower  temperatures. 

"A  degree  of  encouragement  has  been  given  to  the  onion  shippers  with 
the  advent  of  better  inquiry  and  demand.    F.o.b.  sales  were  made  recently 
at  $1  for  carlcts  cf  100-pcund  sacks, U.  S.  Ho.  1  onions.    The  few  sales 
that  were  made  at  this  price  did  not  necessarily  reflect  the  trend  of  the 
market,   since  some  shippers  refused  $1.10  f.o.b,  and  were  holding  fcr  $1.25« 
It  is  the  general  opinion  that  price-levels  will  be  raised  this  week.  The 
U.  S.  No.  1  stock  being  shipped  this  season  is  ranging  generally  from  60$ 
to  75%  two  inches  and  larger. 

"Loadings of  potatoes  continue  light,  the  growers  being  uninterested 
at  prevailing  low  prices  cf  60^-65^  Per  bushel.    A  somewhat  better  demand 
has  developed  during  the  past  few  days,  with  the  market  showing  a  slightly 
stronger  tendency.    Prom  a  carlo t  shipment  standpoint,  western  New  Ycrk 
so  far  this  season  lias  been  rather  unimportant  as  a  source  cf  potato  supplies. 

"The  storage-holdings  cf  celery  are  showing  normal  weekly  reductions. 
At  the  close  of  business  Friday,  November  28,  about  339*939  crates  were  held 
in  ifostwri*. N-  v.    This  is  approximately  66,000  crates  less  than  were  cn  hand 
the  week  previous.    Last  year  cn  November  29  there  were  only  223,000  crates 
in  storage,  while  two  years  age  at  the  same  time  of  the  month  there  were 
3ol,000  crates  on  hand.    Prices  at  this  time  are  holding  mostly  at  $1.75 
for  crates  of  U-5  dozen  stalks,  with  some  smaller  sizes  bringing  10^-1 5 # 
premium.    A  better  demand  prevails  for  the  smaller  sizes,  but  the  quantity 
of  this  stock  is  limited.    Local  factors  feel  that  the  best  marketing  con- 
ditions will  exist  during  the  next  three  weeks.    After  the  Christmas  holi- 
days,  southern  celery  will  begin  to  make  its  appearance,  and  the  condition 
of  the  New  York  celery  remaining  in  storage  will  also  be  deteriorating. 

"The  shipments  cf  apples  have  been  reduced,  and,  although  a  heavy 
percentage  cf  the  outturn  continues  to  be  fcr  expert  trade,  the  demand  frem 
this  source  has  slackened  somewhat.    Sales  of  Ben  Davis  in  barrels,  U.  S. 
No.  1,  2^- inches  up,  reached  $5f  but  at  this  time  the  price  of  $U.75  is 
rarely  exceeded.    Baldwins  in  bushel  tubs,  U.  S.  No.  1,  2|-inches  up,  ranged 
$1.35-$l.UO."

B,  1..  Surry,  at  Phoenix,  lias  advised' that  Arizona  shippers •  are  ex- 
pecting differences  in  the  prices  received  for  lettuce  from  the  Phoenix 
section,   or  Salt  River  Valley,  and  that  from  the  Yuma  district.     If  in  any 
market  the  trade  does  make  price  distinctions  "between  the  lettuce  from 
these  two . districts,  market  reporters  are  requested  to  show  separate  quo- 
tations in  their  wires. 

*A  new  shipping-district  of  some  importance  is  also  developing  in 
the  Casa  Grande  section,  about  60  miles  southeast  of  Phoenix,  with  Eloy 
as  the  principal  shipping  point.    Differences  in  quality,  with  corresponding 
price  differentials,  may  also  develop  in  this  section,  hut  it  is  hardly 
expected- that  there  will  he  a  sufficient  volume  of  movement  to  establish 
separate  quotations  in  the  receiving  markets. 

9"b.    irw  CELERY  PACKAGES  PIT  KANSAS  CITY  MARKET 

R.  E.  Corbin  sent  the  following  information  in  a  letter  of  llovember 
25  from  the  Kansas  City  office :- 

"Considerable  interest  is  being  shown  on  this  market  in  the  new 
departures  noted  this  season  in  celery  packages,  used  by  shippers  in  some 
of  the  western  producing  sections.     Idaho  and  Oregon  celery  has  been  coming 
all  season  in  half-cra.tes,  which  are  just  a  little  wider  and  higher  than 
the  Florida  celery  crates  with  which  the  trade  generally  is  familiar. 
Certain  brands  of  California  celery  also  have  been  arriving  in  half-crates. 
Hie  stock  is  washed  and  precooled,  well-trimmed  and  of  excellent  quality, 
and  is  selling  for  about  two-thirds  the  market  price  of  the  old-style  Cali- 
fornia crates  of  the  same  quality  celery  in  the  rough. 

"Yesterday  another  new  package  appeared.    This  is  the  California 
highball  crate,  packed  by  H.  D.  Rcper'  at  Stockton.    DeMaria  and  Jensen, 
on  this  market,  claim  they  have  received  the  first  car  ever  shipped  from 
California  in  this  package.     I  have  had  no  opportunity  to  measure  these 
crates,  but  In  the  ca.sual  view  they  appear  to  be  like  the  Michigan  highball 
crate  as  to  length  and  width.    Naturally  they  are  higher,   in  order  to  ac- 
ccnnodate  the  longer  stalks,  grown  in  California*    The  celery  is  washed, 
precooled,  and  tightly-packed,  IS  to  20  stalks  to  the  crate.     The  stalks 
are  closely  trimmed,   so  that  nothing  but  the  edible  stems  are  shipped. 

"Kansas  City  has  always  been  distinctly  a.  washed- celery  market. 
Often  in  the  past  it  has  been  difficult  to  obtain  quotations  on  California 
crates,  because  the  dealers  who  received  them  were  washing  and  selling  the 
stock  in  bundles  of  one-dozen  stalks.     It  has  been  practically  impossible 
to  quote  prices  to  retailers  011  this  washed  celery,  because  each  house  ha? 
its  own  line  of  sizes  and  trade  names.     It  is  too  early  to  predict  what 
the  reception  of  the  California,  highball  crate  will  be,  but  the  handlers 
of  this  first  car  are  hoping  that  it  will  eliminate  the  washing-plants  en 
this  market  and  do  away  with  the  practice  of  paying  freight  on  tons  cf  dirt 
and  useless  1  trimmings'  every  season." 

10b.     WISCO'.TSIIT  POTATO  DISTRIDUTIOj-  LIMITED 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter  of  llovember  21  from 
Waupac  a,  W  i  s :  - 

"The  potato  narket  in  Wisconsin  during  the  past  few  weeks  has  been 
very  dull  and  has  shown  a.  slow  but  steady  decline,  despite  the  fact  that 
movement  from  the  State  has  been  light.    With  prices  quoted  at  $1.10  per 


cwt.  on  ear  loads  yesterday,  the  lowest  level  of  the.  season  was  reported. 
But  there  is  a  general  feeling  that  hot  ton  has  been  about  reached,  with 
IT.  S.  shipments  somewhat  lighter  and  track  holdings  in  Chicago  decreasing 
somewhat.    Prices  to  growers  are  ranging  S0^~°,0$*  per  cwt.  hulk,  and.  farmers 
are  not  inclined  to  haul  except  enough  to  meet  immediate  cash  needs. 

"A  glance  at  the  distribution  and  unload  tables  for  Wisconsin  pota- 
toes reveals  some  rather  interesting  features.    A  considerably  larger  por- 
tion of  the  crop  than  usual  is  being  billed  to  Wisconsin  points.    This  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  many  towns,  which  are  normally  supplied  by 
local  stock,. do  not  have  this  nearby  stock  available  and  are  able  to  use  a 
number  of  carloads.    Dealers  are  able  to  get  slightly  more  for  their  potatoes 
in  the  nearby  markets  than  on  the  outside  and  are  playing-up  these  markets 
a  little  more  than  usual.    The  marketing  area  for  Wisconsin  potatoes  this 
year  is  very  limited.    Detroit  and  Cleveland  have  taken  practically  none, 
and  billings  to  points  south  of  Cincinnati  and  Louisville  are  very  rare. 
Wisconsin  unloads  in  Chicago  during  October  were  exceeded  by  those  of  both 
Idaho  and  Colorado.    While  Idaho  unloads  occasionally  exceed  those  of  Wis- 
consin, it  is  doubtful  whether  Colorado  has  ever  before  surpassed  us." 


lib.    MICRIGAj  ONION  PRICES  SHOW  A  SHARP  HISS 

R.  E.  Keller  sent  the  following  letter  from  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  on 
November  25,  relating  to  Michigan  potatoes  and  onions :- 

"The  past  week  has  witnessed  no  new  developments  in  the  potato  market; 
inactivity  continues.    Although  prices  advanced  after  the  Thanksgiving  noli- 
day,  practically  no  stock  has  been  offered.    All  of  the  meagre  forwa.rdings, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  cars  of  seed  stock  going  into  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,  West  Virginia  and  ilew  York,  have  been  destined  to  near-by  Michigan 
points.    Michigan  stock  has  not  only  dwindled  from  a  big  interstate  distri- 
bution enjoyed  in  previous  years,  but  it  also  has  been  a  negligible  factor 
in  supplying  our  own  largest  consuming  center,  Detroit.    Maine  has  been  the 
source  of  the  greater  part-  of  Detroit* s  supplies  so  far  this  season.  Potato 
dealers  look  for  a  better  movement  before  Christmas  but  they  expect  to  see 
the  bulk  of  the  crop  move  during  the  months  of  February,  March  and  April, 
as  was  the  case  last  season.    The  quality  of  Michigan  stock  is  very  ordinary 
this  year.    At  first  many  complaints  were  received  because  of  field-frost, 
and  recently  both  shippers  and  certif ied-seed  growers  have  been  having  dif- 
ficulty with  second-growth  and  misshapen  stock.    The  effects  of  the  severe 
drought,  with  a  final  spurt  in  growth  at  the  very  end  of  the  season,  result- 
ed in  great  irregularity  of  growth. 

"The  onion  market  technically  has  been  in  a  stronger  position  the 
pp.st  two  weeks,  as  shipments  both  for  the  entire  country  and  for  Michigan 
have  been  light;  but  the  market  continued  dull  through  the  Thanksgiving 
holiday,  with  very  little  change  in  prices.    However,  the  expected  strength 
revealed  itself  the  last  two  days  of  this  week.    Prices  have  advanced  12-|^- 
17f$  on  50-pound  bags,  which  sell  now  mostly  at  50^,  with  a  few  low  as  U5^» 
The  100-pound  sacks  advanced  20^-30^,  with  most  sales  now  at  30^-$  1."

(3)     wholesale  or  jobbing  prices  of  California  gropes  in 
9— basket  crates  and  in  13-basket  crates.    Retail  prices  also  are 
very  essential  and  should  "be  secured  if  possible. 

.(H)    What  is  the  present  consensus  of  opinion  among  the 
jobbing  and  retail  trade  as  to  the  relative  merits  of  the  Conover 
^-basket  crate  and  the  13~basket  crate,  and  of  both  as  compared 
with  the  h— basket  crate? 

(5)     Were  grapes  packed  in  either  or  both  of  the  above-mentioned 
containers  more- easily  marketed  or  distributed  than  those  packed 
in  ^-basket  crates  or  than  grapes  received  in  bulk?-4- 

A  discussion  in  some  detail  of  the  last  two    questions  will  be  ap- 
preciated.   As  much  information  on  all  of  the  questions  as  it  is  possible 
to  secure  will  be  of  material  assistance.     It  isbelieved  that  it  would  be 
advisable  to  discuss  the  various  points  at  length  with  the  better- informed 
members  of  the  trade.     It  is  probable  that  an  effort  will  be  made  to 
strengthen  the  Standard  Container  Acts  by  securing  some  amendments  and, 
if  so,  the  data  furnished  in  answer  to  the  above  questions  will  be  most 
useful  • 

1^4-b.    her CH-~R:CK  REPORT  III  Philadelphia 

The  "Market  Growers  Journal"   (Louisville)  for  Bovember  15  carried 
a  one-column  article  relating  to  the  daily  motor-truck  report,   issued:  by 
our  Philadelphia  office.     These  reports  are  tabulated  under  commodity  head- 
ings, followed  by  the  originating  States  and  the  number  of  packages  or 
bunches  arriving  by  wagon  or  truck  from  each  State.     The  writer  of  the 
article,  Amos  Kirby,  of  Mullica  Kill,  IT. J.,   describes  the  reports  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Every  dry  there  is  published  a  report  on  ]40  or  50  different  com- 
modities that  are  offered  and  the  States  from  which  they  originate.  This 
service  has  been  made  possible  through  the  cooperation  of  the  U.  S .  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  with  the  Bureau  of  Markets  of  Hew  Jersey  and  of  Pennsyl- 
vania.   The  report  covers  all  States  and  commodities  that  are  hauled  in  on 
farm—wagons  or  motor-trucks .    Reports  are  available  in  the  afternoon  and 
cover  receipts  for  that  morning.    Out-of-town  shippers  and.  growers  have 
the  reports  on  the  following  morning.    Although  one  day  late,   it  is  the 
.first  time  that  growers  have  ever  been  able  to  learn  or  judge  the  amount 
of  produce  that  was  offered,  on  any  given  day  in  the  season."

The  following  item  appeared  in  the  Inspection  Letter,   issued  at 
Yakima,  Wash.,  on  November  25  J~ 

"George  E.  Harter,  Supervisor  of  Horticulture, recently  gave  an  in- 
terpretation on  the  shape  requirement  in  the  Kail  Sj  ecial  Grade,    He  ruled 
that  all  apples  in  this  grade  must  be  of  such  shape  as  would  be  permitted 
in  the  Washington  Fancy  Grade.    Deformity,  even  though  caused  by  hail,  will 
not  be  permitted  if  more  than  the  usual  slight  misshapen  condition  ordinari- 
ly permitted  in  the  Fancy  Grade. 

"It  may  also  be  stated  that,   in  most  districts  which  have  occasion 
to  use  this  grade,   'Blackeyes'  or  sunburned  hail-marks  and  any  hail-injury 
showing  cracks  are  excluded." 

3c    WASHINGTON  APPLES  IN  WINCHESTER,  VIRGINIA 

F.  S.  Kinsey,  federal  Supervising  Inspector  stationed  at  Winchester, 
Virginia,  wrote  as  follows  on  November  S:- 

" Seems  queer  that  Yakima  apples  should  be  for  sale  in  Winchester 
stores,  when  this  city  contains  the  largest  all-apple  cold  storage  in  the 
United  States,  with  a  capacity  of  ^50,000  barrels,  besides  two  other  storages 
which  make  the  capacity  for  the  city  750, OOP  barrels.     In  one  grocery  store, 
there  were  displayed  Grimes  from  Yakima,  a  box  of  Homes  from  Walla  Walla, 
Jonathans  from  Yakima,  and  Winter  Bananas  from  Eood  *River.    We  inspected  two 
cars  of  barreled  Grimes  here  today,  and  then  must  buy  Yakima  Grimes  in  Win- 
chester stores  to  eat." 

k c  .     SPFT  RPT  OF  POTATOES  INCLUDES  WET  BRBAKPOWN  FOLLOWING  FREE Z DIG-- 1 NJ~ -TRY 
In  some  cases,  potatoes  showing  3$  or        °*  wet  breakdown  following 
freezing-injury  have  been  reported  up  to  grade.     Such  certification  is  not 
correct  because  the  tolerance  for  Soft  Rot  is  ifo.     Slimy  Soft  Rot,  which  de- 
velops in  transit,  affects  condition  and  not  the  grade,  but  the  situation 
is  different  with  free  zing- injury,  which  is  scattered  throughout  the  load  so 
as  to  indicate  that  it  did  not  occur  in  transit.    Firm  dry  potatoes,  with 
the  flesh  discolored  as  a  result  of  free  zing- injury,  should  be  included  in 
the  6$  tolerance  for  grace  defects,  but  wet  breakdown  following  freezing- 
injury  should  be  classed  as  Soft  Rot,  for  which  the  tolerance  is 
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Keretofore,  where  all  products  examined  showed  defects  in  various 
amounts  and  no  one  contained  more  than  double  the  tolerance  for  the  grade, 
it  has  "been  the  policy  of  the  service  to  average  and  report  on  the  lot  as 
a  whole.    The  U.  S.  apple  grades,  however,  provide  that  any  lot  of  apples 
should  "be  considered  as  meeting  the  requirements  of  a  specified  grade,  if 
no  sample  from  the  containers  is  found  to  exceed  the  tolerance  specified 
by  more  than  one-half  the  amount  allowed,  provided  that  the  entire  lot  shall 
average  within  the  tolerances  specified.     It  has  "been  decided  to  adopt  this 
policy  for  all  products  for  which  the  grades  provide  10$  tolerances.  It 
will,  therefore,  he  the  policy  to  permit  no  sample  to  exceed  the  10$  toler- 
ance for  undersize  or  grade  defects  by  more  than  one-half  the  amount  allow- 
ed.   The  rule  of  permitting  double  the  tolerance  for  undersize  or  grade  de- 
fects, when  such  tolerances  are  5$  cr  &$,  will  remain  in  effect,   cut  ether- 
wise  these  instructions  supersede  those  given  in  Paragraph  155>  -art  Two, 
I.H.B. 

cc.    SAVOY  A  TYPE  OF  SPINACH  Air  110"  A  VATIirY 

There  is  no  such  variety  of  spinach  listed  in  .the  seed  catalogues 
as  "Savoy",  although  several  are  classed  a.s  "Savoy  type."    Savoy  type  re- 
fers to  varieties  of  spinach  which  have  crinkled  or  crumpled  leaves,  amcng 
which  the  Bloomsdale  is  the  most  widely  .grown.    'The  Viro flay  and  Broad 
Flanders  are  the  most  important  varieties  of  the  flat— leaf  type.    The  In- 
spection Service  will  make  no  attempt  to  certify  variety  and,  when  the 
question  of  variety  is  in  controversy,  the  inspector  should  inform  interest- 
ed parties  that  he  will  classify  the  lot  as  to  type  only,  i.e.  whether 
Savoy  type  or  flat-leaf  type.    Some  plants,  may  show  the  outer  leaves  less 
crinkled  or  somewhat  flattened,  but  this  is  no  indication  that  such  plants 
are  not  Savoy  type,    No  lot  should  be  classed  as  flat-leaf  type  unless  the 
inner  or  younger  leaves,  as  well  as  the  cuter  leaves,  are  distinctly  flat. 

7 c .    ihsppciiohs  op  spiitach  aiid  oti-3P  chops  hi  tpxas 

E.  T.  Longino,  Supervising  Inspector,  was  at  Crystal  City,  Texas, 
when  he  wrote  the  following  letter  on  November  15:~ 

"You  may  be  interested  .to  know  that  we  have  started  spinach  inspec- 
tion work  in  the  Winter  Garden  district,  with  headquarters  at  Crystal  City. 
Six  inspectors  are  now  working  on  about  20  to  25  cars  da,ily,  and  we  are 
adding  about  two  more  just  as  soon  as  thoy  arrive.     Our  work  has  "been  de- 
layed somewhat  by  foggy  normings  cr  dew,  which  made  it  impossible  fcr  the 
Mexican  cutters  to  go  into  the  fields  until  about  11  o'clock  each  morning. 
It  turned  cold  after  noon  today,  and  the  laborers  were  caught  without  encugh 
clothes  to  keep  warm;  so  they  were  forced  to  come  in.    The  result  is  a  light 
day. 

"This  cold  spell  will  have  a  tendency  to  thicken  the.  spinach,  and 
perhaps  will  stop  the  worms  that  are  working  on  the  buds  of  the  plants.  TCe 
have  had  quite  a  few  fields  where  they  could  not  make'  grade  on  account  cf 
worm-damage  in  the  buds.    The  heavy  rains  ma.de  it  difficult  for  the  trucks 
tc  haul  the  loads  cut  of  the  fields  without  the  use  cf  tractors  until  today. 
The  prospects  are  for  very  heavy  shipments  within  the  next  10  days,  and 
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indications  are  that  we  will  get  about  'oOfo  of  the  shipments  under  inspec- 
tion.  -  Many  acreages  are  financed  through . connections  in  the  markets  and 
will  not  he  certified;  "but  all  stock  sold  cash-track  or  on  the  wire  will 
have  to  he  inspected, 

"There  are  quite  a  few  fall  tomatoes  in  this  section,  'out  the  heavy 
rains  have  done  more  damage  to  the  quality  than  the  growers  are  able  to 
realize  at  this  time.    We  have  several  requests  for  inspection  of  this  com- 
modity, and  it  is  possible  that  we  will  start  tomorrow  on  a. bout  two  nr  three 
cars  at  this  point.     I  am  forwarding    a  small  sample  of  tomatoes  to  ?r. 
Ramsey,  and  will  also  send  you  some  which  show  a  peculiar  iform  of  decay.  It 
is  around  the  stem-end  and  resembles  Phoma  Hot. 

"The  rains  in  the  lower  valley  slowed  the  citrus  work,  due  to  failure 
to  pass  the  test.    We  expect  very  heavy  work  down  there,  when  the  root- 
crops  and  cabbage  start  moving.     It  is  possible  that  they  will  not  have 
very  much  movement  until  January." 

Sc.    PRO  ST  DAMAGE  ILT  IMPERIAL  VALLEY 

On  November  22,  Walter  Kingsbury,   of  the  Los  Angeles  office,  wired 
as  follows  concerning  the  cold  spell  in  Imperial  Valley:— 

"Kirby,  at  Brawley,  advises  frost-damage  to  peas  in  Imperial  Valley 
last  two  nights  will  .probably  amount  to  about  50$         the  valley  as  a 
whole.    Brawley  and  SI  Centro  districts  having. about  half  of  total  acreage 
were  badly  damaged,  probably  over  50$  •     Oalipatria  district  with  balance 
of  acreage  less  severely  damaged,  due  to  higher  altitude;  estimated  about 
20fo  damage  there.    Too  early  yet  to  get  very  accurate  check  on  damage."

RSC-ULATORY  ACTIVITIES 


1  e .    REHT7ALD  BROTHERS  COITVICIED  UT7DER  PRODUCE  AGEITCY  ACT 

Rehwald" -Brothers,  of  Los  Angeles,  California,  were  recently  found 
guilty  by  the  Federal  District  Court  in  Los  Angeles  of  having  violated  the 
Produce  Agency  Act  and  were  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  county  jail. 
The  sentence,  however,  was  suspended  to  give  then  an  opportunity  to  pay  the 
consignors  the  amount  of  $593*67  due  on  the  consignments.     If  full  settle- 
ment 4.S?  not  made- with  the  consignors  within  six  months,  the  jail  sentence 
will  be  enforced.     They  were  also  pla,ced  on  probation  for  one  year. 

This  case  involves  the  handling  of  four  cars  of  cantaloupes  on  con- 
signment for  the  account  of  the  Yuma  Valley  Packing  and  liar  he  ting  Corpora- 
tion,  of  Yuma,  Arizona,  in  July,  1527 •     In  lieu  of  payment,  Rehwald  Brothers 
offered  a  note  of  $6 00,  which  was  refused  by  the  consignors. 

The  cp.se  has  been  pending  in  the  Federal  Court  since  April,  1926, 
and  is  the  first  case  recommended  for  prosecution  under  the  Produce  Agency 
Act.    The  principal  question  involved  in  this  case  was  whether  failure  to 
pay,  after  an  account-sales  was  rendered  to  the  consignors,  constituted  a 
violation  of  this  Act.    Rehwald  Brothers  pleaded  not  guilty.  .  The -ease  was 
submitted  to  the  Court  on  an  agreed  statement  of  facts,   supported  by  briefs 
covering  the  contentions .of  each  side.     The  fact  that  failure  to  pay  does 
constitute  a  violation  of  this  Act  was  determined  by  the  Court  having  found 
Rehwald  Brothers  guilty.     The  sentence  imposed  recognizes  the  justice  of 
requiring  the  offender  to  make  full  settlement  with  the  consignor,  as  well 
as  receiving  punishment  for  having  violated  the  Act. 


2e.    MR.  RQBB  EOLDS  AIT  EFFECTIVE  IJETIffG  III  MILWAUKEE 

On  November  26,  F.  G-.  Robb  addressed  a  meeting  of  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  dealers  in  Milwaukee,  held  at  the  Elks1  Club.     In  addition  to  the 
produce  dealers,   the  local  brokers  as  well  as  a  number  of  dealers  "from  other 
Wisconsin  cities  were  present.    The  subject  of  Mr.  Robb!s  discussion  was  the 
Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act.    Following  his  address,  many  ques- 
tions were  asked  concerning  the  lav/  as  to-  its  effect  on  the  produce  busi- 
ness generally.  •  Mr.  Robb1 s  visit  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  trade,  as 
evidenced  in  a  letter  from  The  Milwaukee  Produce  and  Fruit  Exchange,  received 
by  H.  A-  Arena,   inspector  at  Milwaukee,-  which  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  Milwaukee  Produce  and  Fruit  Exchange  wislfes  to  express  its 
thanks  and  appreciation  for  securing  Mr.  F.  G-.  Robb,  ef  the  United  States 
Department,  of  Agriculture,  as  a  speaker  at  the  noonday  luncheon  meeting  we 
had  last  Wednesday*,  ITov  ember  26,  at  the  Ells'   Club.    Mr.  Robb  certainly  gave 
us  a  clear  and  understanding  knowledge  of  the  new  licensing  bill,  and  the 
questions  and  answers  which  followed  his  talk  touched  upon  many  important 
points.    This  new  Act  will,  no  doubt,  lift  the  entire  perishable  industry 
to  a  .higher  plane."  .      .  .

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Id.    MR.  LEIG-E  REPORTS  01"  HIS  WORK  IIT  PORTO  RICO 

The  following  report  of  Wm.  E,  Leigh1  s  recent  trip  to  Porto  Rico 
will  be  rerd  with  great  interest  "by  nil  employees  of  our  Division:- 

^uring  his  two  months*  stay  in  Porto  Rico,  ivlr  •  Leigh  visited  most 
of  the  grapefruit  packing-houses  and  was  role  to  do  considerable  education?! 
work  along  the  line  of  grading  and  packing.    While  no  definite  agreement 
was  made,  it  is  possible  that,  "beginning  in  April,  1931*  a  large  portion 
of  the  shipments  of  Porto  Rican  grapefruit  will  be  shipping-point  inspected 
on  the  "basis  of  United  States  grades.    This  preliminary  work  was  done  under 
auspices  of  the  Fruit  G-rowers  Improvement  Committee  of  Porto  Rico,  with 
which  J.  P.  Klein,  formerly  of  our  Market  Hews  Service,  is  officially  con- 
nected.    In  addition  to  work  on  grapefruit,  Mr.  Leigh  also  covered  the  cul- 
tivated-orange situation  and  did  a  little  work  with  the  native  or  wild 
oranges. 

Ivlr.  Leigh  reports  that  it  was  quite  a  change  to  come  from  a  tropical 
climate,   such  as  prevails  there,  to  winter  like  we  have  experienced  here 
the  past  week, 

Porto  Rico  is  one  of  the  spall  islands  in  the  Caribbean  Sea,  alleged 
to  have  "been  discovered  by  Columbus  in  1^93»  ?-n(^         "under  Spanish  control 
until  the  Spanish-American  War  in  1898,  when  it  became  a  possession  of  the 
United  States, 

The  island  is  only  about  100  miles  long'  east  and  west,  and  U0  miles 
wide,  but  is  remarkably  rich  in  scenic  beauty.     Several  of  the  towns  on 
the  island  had  passed  the  century  mark  before  Jamestown  was  even  thought  of. 
The  population  of  Porto  Rico  is  about  1,500,000  or  approximately  U00  per 
square  mile. 

Mr.  Leigh  says  that  the  cities  and  villages  were  evidently  all  laid- 
out  before  "Henry"  came  on  the  scene,  as  most  of  the  streets  are  very  narrow 
and  some  of  them  have  no  sidewalks.    The  custom  among  the  natives  is  to  walk 
in  the  street,  usually  the  exact  middle,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  there 
happens  to  be  a  sidewalk.    So,  now  that  there  are  very  many  autos,  driving 
in  Porto  Rico  is  quite  a  fine  art  and,   incidentally,  extremely  wearing  on 
the  driver's  temper,  disposition,  and  the  auto's  horn. 

All  classes  and  nationalities  are  represented  in  Porto  Rico,  with 
Negro  blood  predominating.    Spanish  is  the  common  language* 

On  account  of  the  tropical  climate,   the  housing-problem  can  be  made 
no  problem  at  all,  and  frequently  is  so  made  by  some  of  the  peons  who  live 
in  a  one-room  thatched  hut.    However,  some  of  the  better-class  Americans, 
Spanish  or  other  Europeans  have  quite  palatial  homes  and  country  estates. 

Food  is  more  of  a  problem  for  the  Americrn  in' Porto  Rico  than  it  is 
for  the  native  on  account  of  the  American's  desire  for  variety.    The  average 
native  gets  along  quite  nicely  on  beans  and  rice,  with  the  local  fruits  and 
vegetables  thrown  in.    The  European  or  American  wants  all  this  and  in  ad- 
dition meats,  greens  and  deciduous  fruits,    Mr.  Leigh  says  that,  at  the  time 
he  was  in  Porto  Rico,  apples  and  pears  were  selling  3  for  25^,  lettuce  25^ 
per  head,  cauliflower  60^  to  75^  per  head,  and  grapes  25^  per  i^ound.  Cabbage 
was  said  to  be  the  lowest  in  years  but  was  retailing  at  6^  per  pound.  Op- 
posed to  this  was  the  price  of  local  produce:    bananas  2  for  1^,  oranges  \$ 
each  (peeled  ready  to  suck),  grapefruit  k<£  to       each,  with  avacados,  cocoa- 
nuts,  breadfruit,  y^ms,  etc.  in  proportion. 
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The  weather  in  Porto  Rico  permits  the  wearing  cf  light*-weigat  clothes 
the  year  'round,  the  popular  dress  for  men  being  white  duck  or  linen  suits. 
In  the  rural  districts,  and  tc  a  lesser  extent  in  the  cities,  the  problem 
cf  what  to  wear  is  greatly  simplified  by  the  3  or  U*-year  old  beys  of  the 
poorer  classes,  who  wear  nothing  at  all. 

Mr.  Leigh  says  that,  while  he  was  greatly  impressed  by  the  climate 
and  natural  beauty  of  the  island,   together  with  the  hospitality  of  the 
people,  he  cannot  help  feeling  that  what  the  island  needs  right  now  is  about 
50  Hew  York  City  taxi-drivers,  to  break ' the  natives  of  the  habit  of  walking 
all  over  the  street.

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la.    A  BIG-  RUSE  OF  WORK  I  IT  THE  REC-ULATORY  BRANCH 

December  10  is  now  past.     That  was  the  final  day  for  the  receipt  of 
applications  for  Federal  licenses.

Letters  and  checks  poured  in  to  the  Bureau;  yet 
not  nearly  as  many  as  had  "been  expected  and  hoped  for.    About  11,150  appli- 
cations had  been  received  "by  the  closing  date,  December  10. 

The  force  at  the  Earle  Building,  uptown,  has  been  kept  very  busy, 
Mr.  Sherman,  at  his  desk  in  the  Bieber  Building,   is  handling  scores  of 
letters  in  connection  with  the  P.A.C.  Act.    Everybody  is  working  hard,  tc 
get  out  the  licenses  for  those  who  have  submitted  applications.    A  large 
number  of  handlers  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  who  axe  required  to  have  Fed- 
eral licenses,  failed  to  submit  their  applications  by  December  10,  and  now 
come  within  the  penalty-pro vis ions  of  this  new  law. 

A  pair  of  Teletype  machines  has  been  installed,   to  facilitate  the 
work.    These  machines,  electrically-operated,  look  much  like  large  type- 
writers.    One  is  installed  in  our  offices  at  the  Bieber  Building  and  the 
other  is  installed  at  the  Earle  Building.     The  writing  on  either  machine  is 
recorded  on  both  machines  at  the  same  time,  and  two  carbon  copies  also  are 
made  automatically.    The  Teletype  devices,   installed  under  the  Bell  System 
Service,  are  used  for  communication  between  the  two  buildings,  which  are 
about  eight  blocks  apart.     Their  chief  use  is  in  the  sending  of  telegrams 
back  and  forth,  so  as  to  have  the  message  in  writing.

The  entire  report 
gives  a  very  good  review  of  the  work  of  all  offices  and  divisions  of  our 
Bureau*    Copies  can  be  had  on  request  from  the  Office  of  Economic  Informa- 
tion in  this  Bureau.     The  supply  is  limited. 
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Ua.    FRUIT  Aim  V3G-STA5L3  gllgg  DTVOLVE  LUCE  LABOR 

Can  you  imagine  at  least  3^0,000  separate  reports  or  letters,  to 
be  assorted  and  filed  "by  two  persons  during  each  year?    A  few  days  ago, 
that  part  of  the  Mails  and  Hies  section,  which  handles  the  periodical  re- 
ports rela.ting  to  the  Market  ITews  Service,  was  moved  from  the  6th  floor 
to  the  5th  floor  of  the  Bieber  Bldg.  in  Washington,  -  the  floor  on  which 
most  of  the  offices  of  our  Division  are  located.    The  change  was  made  chief- 
ly to  obtain  more  space  for  these  files  and  to  "bring  this  work  in  closer 
connection  with  all  the  work  of  the  Division.     These  files  are  still  under 
the  general  supervision  of  C.  L.  Snow,  who  is  in  charge  of  Mails  and  Files 
for  the  Bureau. 

For  a  number  of  years,  Mrs.  Martha  B.  G-ray,  in  charge,  and  Mrs.  Leona 
0.  Rider,  assistant,  have  handled  the  fruit  and  vegetable  files.    These  ladies 
were  transferred  to  the  new  space  on  the  ^th.  floor  of  the  Bieber  Bldg.  In 
interviewing  them  recently,  it  was  learned  that  they  have  supervision  of 
a.bout  30  upright,  four-drawer  filing-cabinets.    This  means  a  total  of  about 
36O  drawers,  each  conta„ining  hundreds  of  papers  or  reports.    The  cabinets 
or  filing-cases  occupy  most  of  the  spa.ce  in  three  large-  rooms. 

Mrs.  Gray  and  Mrs.  Rider  eventually  receive  all  of  the  daily  and 
monthly  reports  from  transportation  officials  and  all  correspondence  with 
these  officials  relating  to  the  periodic  market-news  reports.    This  is  true 
not  only  of  the  reports  perta.ining  to  fruits  and  vegetables,  but  also  those 
on  livestock  and  meats  and  on  dairy  products.     'The  filing  of  these  reports 
requires  that  all  the  pa.pers  be  assorted  two  or  three  times  before  they  are 
ready  for  the  files.    This  section    also,  files  all  the  daily  and  other  mimeo- 
graped  market  reports  from  all  branch  offices  and  field  stations  of  the  ITews 
Service,  as  well  as  all  mimeographed  material  issued  in  the  Washington  of- 
fice.   At  least  300»0°0  reports  and  letters  have  to  be  filed  annually. 

5a.    ADMIiTI S TRAT IQIT  OF  PRODUCE  AGSITCY  ACT  C0ir?LIia5:TTSD 

Successful  handling  of  complaints,  filed  by  shippers  for  investiga- 
tion under  the  Produce  Agency  Act,   is  bringing  the  Division  of  Fruits  and 
Vegetables  such  letters  as  the  following: 

"It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  see  that  your  Department  is  as  eager  to 
assist  the  poor  farmer  as  the  large  shipper,  which  makes  the  -Produce  Agency 
Act  of  great  value  to  everyone  concerned.  ***  I  am  not  the  only  one  in  this 

section  ( Mai  0  "bar,  Fla.)  who  shipped  peppers  to   ,  on  the  same  da.te 

and  have  had  no  returns  or  statement  and  were  just  as  anxious  to  see  the 
outcome  of  this  investigation  as  I  was,  as  my  complaint  woiild  probably  an- 
swer theirs  also  and  they  did  not  want  to  put  any  unnecessary  expense  or 
burden  on  your  Department." 

6a.    PE'ihSYLVAITIA  UNLOADS  OF  FRUITS  AKD  TTSC-ST^LES 

D.  M.  James,  of  the  Karrisburg  office  of  the  Inspection  Service, 
compiled  General  Bulletin  Ho.  H53  of  the  Pennsylvania  Dept.  of  Agriculture, 
entitled  "The  Fru.it  and  Vegetable  Supply  for  Fifteen  Cities."    This  covers 
the  unloads  of  important  products  in  15  large  markets  of  Pennsylvania 
during  the  year  1$2S.    The  bulletin  includes       pages,  mostly  statistical 
material . 
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7a.     SPECIAL  PJSPCBT  ON  DRY  BEAITS 

Offices  particularly  interested  in  dry  beans  will  find  a  lot  of 
valuable  information  in  tire  ITovember  2U  issue  of  "foreign  Crops  and  Markets," 
published  in  Washington,  D,C,  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  Division. 
In  addition  to  nine  pa.ges  of  text  and  statistical  tables  on  the  World  Dry 
Bean  Situation,  there  are  two  charts  or  graphs  of  prices  for  the  last  seven 
seasons,  •  ;  ..  .  . 

8a.    PER-CAPITA  COIISul.gTIOIT  OF  FOODSTUFFS 

The  Washington  office  frequently  is  asked  such  questions  as  "How  many 
oranges,  on  an  average,  does  each  person  in  the  United  States  eat  during  a 
year?.1"  Similar  questions  regarding  other  food  products  are  often  raised. 
Although  expressing  the  results  chiefly  in  pounds  instead  of  by  units,  the 
Department  of  Commerce  has  now  published  its  findings  on  this  subject  in 
Bulletin  No.  38  of  its  Domestic  Commerce  Series',  entitled;    "Apparent  Per 
Capita  Consumption  of  Principal  Foodstuffs  in  the  United  States."    The  data 
are  given  for  five  years,  1323  to  1927 }  compared  with  earlier' periods.  De- 
tailed tables  are  given  for  a  very  large  number  of  feed  products,  including 
the  important  fruits  and  vegetables,  fresh,  canned  cr  dried.    Those  who  have 
actual  need  for  this  bulletin,  possibly- can  obtain  a  copy  directly  from  the 
Dept.  of  Commerce,  in  Washington. 

9a.    SPECIAL  REPORT, ON  CUBAII  VEGETA3LE  PROSPECTS 

R.  Roys ton,   of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  recently 
made  b,  survey  of  the  winter  vegetable  -situation  in  Cuba.    Kis  findings  have 
been  published  in  a  two-paged  report  of  the  Foreign' Agricultural  Service 
Division,  dated  December  3  and  designated  as  F.S.jV-95* 

10a.    BIG-  CHOP  OF  BERRIES  EXPECTED  I  IT  FLORIDA 

An  unofficial  report  from  Plant  City,  Fla.,  is  as  follows:-    "We  are 
expecting  the  largest  strawberry  crop  in  our  history  for  the  coming  season. 
The  1 930-31  output  should  reach  approximately  9,000,®00  quarts,   compared  with 
7,227,688  last  season  and  5,893,280  in  the  1528-29  season.    Average  prices 
the  last  two  seasons  were  26^  and  25^  per  quart,  respectively." 
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lb.    MILWAUKEE  GETTING  I.1CH5  POTATOES  BY  RAIL  THAI;  USUAL 

E.  A.  Arenz,'  of  the  Milwaukee  office,   submitted  the  following  in- 
formation in  a  letter  of  December  2:-     •  '•> 

"In  reference  to  the  heavy  increase  of  potato  unloads  in  Milwaukee 
for  October,  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  month  in  15'25>  will  say 
that  this  is  due  very  largely  to  the  light  crop  in  Wisconsin;  also  to  a 
number  of  other  factors  which  have  entered  into  the  deal  as  follows:  The 
Milwaukee  County  Belief  Association  is  distributing  between  five  and  ten 
cars  per  month  to  needy  families  in  this  city.-  An  additional  15  "to  20  cars 
are  beisJg  used  in  the  county  institutions,  al-1  of  this  stock  being  purchased 
locally,  while  heretofore  the  county  institutions  have  usually  drawn  their 
supplies  from  farms  within  a  radius  of  5^  to  75  miles  of  Milwaukee.  Our 
reports  show  that  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Tea  Company  unloaded  1+1  cars, 
and  the  National  Tea  Company  and  Piggly-Wiggly  Stores  have  used  approxi- 
mately the  :same  quantity. 

"A  big  factor  in  this  increase  has  been  the  unusually  heavy  arrivals 
of  Idaho  U.  S.  Ho.  2  stock,   the  greater  proportion  of  which,  or  approximate- 
ly SO  cars,  has  been  handled  by  peddlers,  who  have  scattered  the  stock  all 
over  the  -city.    Heretofore,  these  peddlers  secured  their  supplies  from 
farms  adjacent,  to  Milwaukee,  and,  in  addition  to  the  stock  brought  into  the 
city  by  peddlers,   the  farmers  themselves  were  accustomed  to  send  trucklcads 
into  town,  disposing  of  same  to  the  reeil  grocers  or  on  the  city  markets. 

"Many  of  the  large  potato  dealers  are  of  the  opinion  that  Wisconsin 
has  the  lightest  crop  of  potatoes  in  the  past  3^  years,  and  of  the  crop 
produced  the  quality  is  only  fair.     It  has  been  said  that  we  will  probably 
not  see  another  year,  in  which  carlot  unloads  of  potatoes  will  be  as  heavy 
as  they  are  this  year." 

2b.    KECMT  ICTS  PIT  FJ&ST-S0U1TD  VEGETABLES 

T.  R.  Hall,  of  Seattle,  made  the  following  report  in  a  letter  of 
December  5i~ 

"Pu.get  Sound  cauliflower  has  practically  all  been  marketed,  and  such 
lots  as  are  being  offered  at  present  over  the  local  market  are  of  inferior 
grade.    Local  storages  are  full  of  celery,  and  there  appears  to-  be  no  out- 
let in  view  of  the  fact  that  Oregon  is  offering  this  vegetable  at  a  very 
cheap  price.    Local  growers  cannot  compete.    About  the  only  note  of  optimism 
comes  from  a  few  onion  growers  in  eastern  Washington,  who  have  large-sized 
Valencias  of  excellent  keeping-quality.     There  has  been  an  active  demand  in 
eastern  markets  for  sacked  Valencia  onions,  3~inc^es  and  larger,  which  are 
being  shipped  in  50-pound  saxolin  bags.    The  f .o.b.  market,  cash  to  growers, 
on  this  stock  is  around  $15-$l6  per  ton,  while  small  sizes  are  available  in 
liberal  quantities  around  $7-$S  a  ton.     Shippers  state  that  there  is  a 
scarcity  of  large-sized-  onions  in  the  eastern  producing  sections,  which  is 
reflected  in  the  demand  for  the  large  Yakima  Valencias."

The  potato  page  has  been  revised  to  include  a  number  of  recent  addi- 
tions, and  some  new  terns,  for  containers,   grr.de,  and  pack.     In  order  to 
follow  any  regular  arrangement,   it  has  been  necessary  to  change  most  of  the 
phrases  in  the  first  column,  although,  a  few  of  the  old  stand-bys  have  been 
retained,   such  as  "PAC,  "  "PEG-,"  and  those  for  the  U.  S.  grades.    Only  a  few 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  list  of  varieties,  and  of  these  the  only  one 
of  commercial  importance  to  be  changed  is  Cobblers,  which  has  "been  moved 
up  from  "AR"  to  "AG." 

In  quoting  sweet  potatoes,  it  is  often  difficult  to  distinguish  be- 
tween certain  varieties.     There  are  a  few  principal  varieties  which  can 
usually  be  recognized,  but  beyond  these  it  is  probably  "best  to  indicate 
merely  the  general  type.     Sweet  potatoes  are  segregated "primarily  as  dry- 
flesh  and  moist-flesh  types.    The  dry-flesh  varieties  of  commercial  import- 
ance are  of  the  Jersey  type  and  should  be  so  quoted,  without  attempting  to 
specify  Big-Stem,  Little-Stem,  etc.    All  other  commercially  important  varie- 
ties are  moist- fleshed  (referring  to  the  condition    when  cooked).     If  not 
^ancy  Halls  or  Porto  Bicans,  or  if  they  cannot  be  distinguished  as  such, 
they  are  to  be  quoted  as  Red,"  White  or  Yellow  Yams.    They  should  not  be  quoted 
merely  as  "yellows."    Some  market  reporters  have  quoted  "yellows"  from  Dela- 
ware, which  were  probably  of  the  dry-fleshed  Jersey  type,  and  in  the  same 
wire  quoted  "yellows"  from  Forth  Carolina,  which  nay  have  been  moist-fleshed 
Nancy  Halls. 

The  term  "house-stored"  has  been  substituted  for  "house-cured"  in  the 
old  code,  and  should  also  take  the  place  of  "kiln-cured"  which  is  sometimes 
used.     In  the  producing  sections,   sweet  potatoes  are  stored  either  in  regular 
storage  houses,  or  in  pits  or  "banks."    Artificial  neat  is  usually  supplied 
in  the  storage  houses  to  eliminate  surplus  moisture,  as  well  as  to  maintain 
proper  temperatures.    This  drying  is  referred-to  as  "curing,"  but  the  house 
serves  primarily  for  storage,  with  the  drying  process  incident?!  to  probable 
storage  conditions.     Therefore,   it  is  believed  that  "house-stored"  is  a  more- 
accurate  description. 

As  an  aid  in  using  the  new  "!TU"  code,   it  will  be  noted  that  in  each 
case  the  last  letter  of  the  code  terminal  corresponds  to  the  first  letter 
of  the  variety  or  type. 

Ub .    CALIFORNIA  0RA1TGE  ivIARKET  I1TG 

Ehe  Business  Week  for  December  3  says:    "Calif ornia1 s  output  cf 
oranges  for  the  year  ending  October  51  32$  less  than  the  huge  1$20  crop, 

yet  it  brought  $16,000,000  more  to  the  producer  —  $5,000,000  more,  indeed, 
than  any  previous  crop  in  history*    The  1^20  crop  was  GS,010  cars;  after  re- 
frigeration and  freight  deductions,   it  netted  $llc, S75> 00°;  tllis  7es-T  5S,000 
cars  netted  $135,000,000." 
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5b.    OUTGOES  OP  ABIZOM  LETTUCE  SEAS  PIT  DOU3TPUI 

Aii  early  crop  of  2,034,000  crates  of  lettuce  is  indicated  for 
Arizona  this  winter,  compared  with  1,260,000  crates  last  season.     In  view 
of  this  heavy  crop,  the  following  letter  from  B.  E.  Surry,  at  Phoenix,  is 
of  interest :- 

"Prospects  for  the  winter  crop  of  lettuce  from  the  Salt  reiver  Valley- 
have  teen  none  too  "bright  since  the  first  of  the  week.    Host  of  the  fields 
have  been  gone  over  for  the  first'  time,  and  the  quality  has  "been  anything 
hut  satisfactory.    There  has  been  considerable  ;waste  in  some  of  the  fields, 
due  to  split  or  soft  heads.    Practically  all  of  the  "buyers  have  been  re- 
luctant to  make  any  offers,   on  account  of  the  quality.    The  size  of  the 
heads  will  average  much  larger  than  last  year,  with  a  very  small  percentage 
of  six-dozen.     It  is  expected  that  the  quality  of  next  week*  s  cuttings  will 
be  more  desirable  for  shipment  and  that  normal  movement  will  be  resumed. 

"Shipments  of  Arizona  lettuce  to  date  total  395  cars,  compared  with 
2U  cars  shipped  to  the  same  time  last  year.  The  Casa  Grande  section,  with 
Sloy  as  its  only  shipping  point,  has  moved  227  cars  to  date,  but  shipments 
are  beginning  to  decrease.  Oterc,  Benson  and  Yuma  sections  have  together 
moved  30  cars.  The  first  car  of  lettuce  from  the  State  was  loaded  at  Eloy 
on  November  12.  The  first  car  from  the  Salt  Hiver  Valley  left  Hittenhouse 
on  November  20. 

"There  were  some  cash  sales  mad--,  the  first  part  of  this  week  at 
$2. 50-$ 2. 75  per  crate  of  generally  good  quality.    At  that  time,  it  was  the 
opinion  of  some  of  the  "shippers  that  good  lettuce  might  easily  bring  $3, 
were  they  to  ask  the  price.    Two.  days  later  the  market  had  v/eakened  to  a 
level  of  $2.25,  due  chiefly  to  the  liberal  shipments  and  to  the  condition 
of  the  eastern  markets.    ;i7ith  a.  large  crop  to  be  harvested  and  a  large  early 
crop  expected  in  Imperial  Valley,  many  of  the  shippers  are  rather  dubious 
as  to  the  success  of  the  present  season-.11  . 

6b.    MOgE  THAI!  TEII  THOUSAND  CARS  OP  POTATOES  SKIPPED  PHCI.i  IDAHO  ' 

L.  C.  Tate  sent  the  following  report  from  Idaho  Palls  in  a  letter 
of  December  k 

"Idaho  has  just  passed  the  10, 000-ca.r  mark  on  potato  shipments  for 
the  sea.son  and,  according  to  popular  opinion,   is  now  one-third  cleaned-up. 
At  the  same  time  last  season  3&/J  of  the  crop  had  been  moved,   so  that  the 
State  is  not  far  behind  a  reasonable  schedule. 

"The  market  ha,s  been  very  weak  for  the  last  few  days.    Some  of  the 
banks  are  forcing  the  farmers  to  sell  a  few  of  their  potatoes  now  to  clean- 
up their  debts  before  the  first  of  the  year.    Other  farmers  are  selling 
enough  potatoes  to  cover  their  taxes,  and  some  feel  the  need  of  a  little 
Christmas  money.    Altogether,  this  has  caused  a  siirplus  of  offerings  from 
the  farms,  and,  coupled  with  a  very  sluggish  movement  in  terminal  markets, 
has  brought  the  price  here  at  shipping-point  to  the  lowest  level  of  the 
season. 

"Field-pits  have  suffered  considerable  loss  of  potatoes  during  the 
last  three  weeks.    There  has  not  been  enough  snow  to  give  them  a  protective 
covering.     Some  of  the  dealers  are  using  big  circus-tents  to  spread  over 
these  pits,  while  working  the  potatoes  out.     It  appears  that  Z0fi  of  the  pit- 
ted stock  has  now  been  moved,  and  there  is  only  a  small  percentage  of  the 
potatoes  stored  in  cellars  showing  frost  damage;  00  that  general  appearance 
and  quality  should  shew  an  improvement  around  the  middle  of  January." 
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7b.    WISCOITSIH  POTATOES  ADVANCE  1ST  PR  ICE' 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft  -wrote  as  follows  from  Waupaca  in  a  letter  of 
December  ^1- 

"Prom  the  low  point  of  the  season  of  $1.10  per  cwt»,  reached  about 
two  weeks  ago,  the  Wisconsin  potato  market  has  gradually  crept  back  to  a 
level  of  around  $1.30,  with  some  fine  stock  higher.    However,  at  no  time 
has  there  been  any  heavy  demand  on  the  part  of  buyers.     Shipments  have 
averaged  around  22  cars  a  day,  with  probably  half  of  them  rolling  to  Chicago 
for  sale  on  track  there. 

;  "At  the  present  rate,   shipments  by  the  first  cf  the  year  will  amount 
to  only  about  U,700  cars  for  the  State,   compared  with  7>315  (or  almost  ex- 
actly half  of  last  year!s  crop),   shipped  to  January  1,  193^.    This  would 
indicate  a  movement  for  the  season  of  around  10,000  to  11,000  cars,  with  the 
majority  of  the  shippers  estimating  about  11,000  cars.     This  being  the  case, 
the  Wisconsin  crop  will  be  shorter  from  the  standpoint  of  shipments  than 
for  any  year  since  the  Hews  Service  was  established  at  Waupaca. 

"The  crop  remaining  is  still  largely  in  the  hands  of  growers  and, 
so  far,  the  shippers  have  shown  no  desire  to  increa.se  their  holdings  nor 
have  the  farmers  been  inclined  to  let  go  of  any  more  of  their  crop  than 
enough  to  meet  immediate  cash  needs.        survey  of  the  warehouses  here  in 
Waupaca  shows  only  about  110  ca.rloads  in  storage,  as  aga.inst  ISO  at  this 
time  last  year.    Last  December  it  was  estimated  that  about  oOfo  of  the  stored 
stock  wa.s  in  the  hands  of  the  dealers,  while  this  year  only  about  2ofo  of 
the  stock  now  held  in  public  storage  is  in  the  hands  of  dealers.    The  short 
crop  in  Wisconsin  has  caused  local  growers  to  be  quite  optimistic  ahout  the 
prospects  for  higher  prices  before  the  season  is  ended." 


Sb .     TKS  FLORIDA  EEA1T  MP  TOMATO  SITUATION 

In  a  letter  of  December  9  from  Miami,  V.  H.  Nicholson  sent  the  fol- 
lowing information:— 

"The  movement  of  Florida  beans  has  been  somewhat  lighter  during  the 
last  few  days..  Probably  the  most  important  reason  lias  been  that  the  frost 
killed  most  of  the  plantings  in  central  Florida,  leaving  only  the  Lake  and 
East  Coast  sections  to  supply  the  market*  While  the  beans  in  the  Lake  sec- 
tion were  injured  by  the  cold  winds  recently,"  there  has  been  very  little 
decrease  in"  the  movement  from  that  section.  Quality  has  improved  slightly 
during  the  last  day  or  two. 

"The  first  car  from  Pompano  this  season  wa.s  shipped  about  December  6. 
Ihe  movement  from  that  section,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  ca.r  last  week, 
has  been  limited  to  express  lots.    However,  it  is  expected  that  the  movement 
will  become  heavier  toward  the  end  of  this  week.    Quality  of  the  shipments 
is  expected  to  be  somewhat  better  than  of  those  now  moving  from  the  Lake, 
but  it  is  probable  that  most  stock  will  be  scarred.    The  cold  winds  injured 
the  crop  somewhat  in  that  section. 

"Tonato  movement  is  gaining  a  little,  but  shipments  are  still'  rather 
light.    The  demand  has  been  fairly  good,  with  best  six-basket  crates  selling 
$2.75~?3  and  lugs  packed  6x6  and  larger  mostly  52.15-$ 2.-25  on  an  f.o.b. 
basis  Saturday.    Quality  of  the  shipments  has  been  only  fair;  there  has  been 
a,  tendency  to  puffiness,  because  of  the  lack  of  rain  during  the  last  few 
we  eks  •

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"Most  of  the  tomatoes  'are  now  coming  from  the  East  Coast  sections, 
with  a  few  from  Fort. Myers  cn  the  West  Coast.    Port  Mayaca,  just  north  of 
Ornal  Point  on  Lake  Okeechobee,  has  he en  shipping  a  few  cars  daily.  The 
Homestead  area  is  shipping  most  of  the  remainder  cf  the  rollings.  Ship- 
pers say  that  so  far  this  season  there  have  "been  no  carlots  from  the 
Collier  County  section  on  the  West  Coast."

10b.     FROZEN  GEORGIA  PEACHES  TO  BE  SLRVSi)  rKIS  WINTER 

Marufactuers  Record  for  November  13  says:     "Fresh  tree-ripened 
Georgia  peaches,  picked  last  summer,  will  be  served  this  winter  cn  the  tables 
of  the  discriminating.    The  commercial  success  of  two  quick-freezing  plants 
established  in  Georgia  has  made  this  possible.    And  these  plants,   the  first 
established  anywhere,  should  be  the  forerunners  of  a  large  industry  for  the 
South,  the  freezing  of  fruits  and  vegetables." 
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i lb .     MAINE  POTATO  MARKET  .SEOWS  GREATER  STHEiTG-TH 

In  his  first  official  report  frcin  Presque  Isle,  Maine,  on  December 
2,  J.  5.  Owens,  who.  is  substituting  for  H.  E.  Rutland,  sent  the  following 
information:- 

"The  past  week  saw  the  first  activity  that  has  taken  place  in  the 
Maine  potato  market  for  several  weeks.     The  f.o.b.  market  here  "began  to  show 
a  little  strength  on  last  Tuesday,  (Nov.  25),  due  nc  doubt  to  the  unwilling- 
ness  of  the  growers    to  sell  at  current  pvico 3.  Having  once  made  the  start, 
the  market  advanced  during  the  past  seven  days  from  $1 •10— $1.15  to  $1.35" 
$1.U0  sacked  per  cwt.,  f.c.b.  shipping  point.    During  this  period  of  advance, 
growers  continued  to  be  reluctant,  about  selling,  and  hauling  from  storage 
was  very  light.     The  weather  during  the  past  week  has  been  very  cold,  with 
temperatures  going  as  low  as  zero.    This  cold  weather  also  was  a  factor  in 
holding  down  the  shipments. 

"At  the  first  indications  of  improvement  in  the  carlot  market,  there 
was  a  sharp  advance  in  the  price  per  barrel  to  growers,  but  this  was  short- 
lived and  the  price  settled  back  to  advance  normally  with  the  carlot  market. 
The  cash  price  today  to  growers  for  U.  S.  No.  1  Green,  Mountains  was  mostly 
$r.S5~$l«90  Per  barrel,  with  a  few  selling  as  high  as  $2. 

"The  general  attitude  among  dealers  is  one  of  uncertainty,1  and  the 
opinion  of  some  of  the  better-posted  ones  is  that  prices  will  decline  slight- 
ly after  the  weather  opens-up,  so  that  loading  can  go  cn  normally.  However, 
the  growers  seem  to  be  determined  to  hold  for  higher  prices  at  least  until 
January  1,  at  which  time  many  will  be  forced  to  sell,   to  take  care  cf  their 
.notes  which  are  due  at  that  time." 

The  following    additional  information  came  in  a  letter  dated 
December  S:~ 

"The  Maine  potato  market  is  experiencing  the  anti-climax  cf  last 
week1  s  rather  rapid  advance.    Last  week  the  shippers  and  growers  were  en- 
couraged by  the  firmness  of  "the  consuming  markets  and  each  day  brought  a 
slight  adva.nce  in  the  f.o.b.  price  here.    Por  several  days  there  was  an  ac- 
tive demand  for  all  cars  available  for  immediate  shipment,  with  many  orders 
being  taken  for  prompt  shipment.    The  inevitable  outcome  cf  this  active  buy- 
ing cn  a  rather  unsteady  market  was  that  growers,  while  demanding  higher 
prices  daily,  were  willing  to  load  large  quantities  at  the  prices  offered. 
The  fear  of  this  very  thing  caused  the  markets  to  cea*se  buying,   in  an  effort 
te  protect  themselves,  with  the  result  that  demand  has  been  very  light,  with 
the  market  dropping  from  $1.U0  to  $1.25  Per  cwt..  during  the  week. 

"After  their  inability  to  hold  last  week's  advance  in  prices,  with 
the  markets  in  a  relatively  strong  position  especially  as  to  track-holdings, 
many  have  given  up  hope  of  expecting  very  much  higher  prices  for  their  pota- 
toes.   Several  of  the  larger  operators  are  filling  orders  direct  frcm  their 
own  storages,  with  the  belief  that  they  will  be  able  to  replenish  their  sup- 
ply from  the  daily  offerings  of  growers  at  less  money  than  they  a.re  now 
paying."  ..  . 


12b.    NEWS  cif  COI^APO  POTATOES  AI£D  OHIOITS 

A  letter  of  December  6,  from  Bryce  Morris  at  Denver,  contains  the 
following  inf orma.tion:- 

"The  past  week  has  been  dull  and  dra.ggy  in  our 'potato  markets,  with 
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prices  declining  gradually,    layers  and  shippers  are  considerably  discouraged 
ever  the  continued  decline  and  slow  demand.     Inquiry  and  demand  have,  cf 
course,  "been  affected  by  the  seasonal  holiday—  slump,   cut  many  cf  the  shippers 
hoped  that  the  price  had  reached  bottom' around  the  first  of  December. 

"At  present  price—levels, .  most  cf  the  shipments  from  the  San  Luis 
Valley  district  are  coming  frcm  growers  who  must  realize  some  money  immediate- 
ly and  frcm  ethers  whose  storage  is'  not  sufficient  for  the  winter  season. 
Some  report  only  H,G00  cars  remaining  to  be  shipped  frcm  the  Valley,  while 
ethers  estimate  that  5j 000" bars  will  move,   including  egg-size  and  cull  stock, 
'j-he- movement'  of  these  cheaper  pctatces  will  depend  largely  upon  the  price- 
trend  after  January  1. 

"Shipments  frcm  northern  Colorado \ have  "been  moderate  the  past  week. 
Demand  has  "been  slow  and  prices  slightly  weaker.    Since  most  of  the  potatoes 
range  from  80^  tc  JOfo  U.  Si  No.  1,   growers  have  received  70^-80^,  mostly 

for  the  hulk  of  their  shipments.    Farmers  are  reluctant  tc  sell  at 
prevailing  prices  and  demand  has  "been  very  slow  from  outside  points,  so  that 
altogether  the  movement  has  not  "been  as  active  as  expected.    Shipments  from 
the  Western  Slope  have  been  so  light  that  it  has  "been  practically  impossible 
to  secure  any  prices,    ^he  Carbchdale  growers  are  'sitting  tight,1  hoping  for 
higher  prices. 

"The  cnicn  situation  has  remained  practically  unchanged,   sc  far  as 
prices  and  shipments  are  concerned,  although  a  "better  inquiry  has  "been  noted 
this  week  on  the  larger  sizes.    On  account  cf  higher  freight  rates,  the  medium- 
sized  onions  still  have  sharp  competition  in  the  Middle  West.  Olathe-Montrose 
district  Yellow  -anvers  were  selling  f .c.b.  usual  terms  around  ^E^'oO^  per 
cwt . ,  while  growers  were  receiving  ~}3<fi  per  cwt.  for  "bulk  field-run  Da.nvers. 
In  the  Arkansas  Valley  a  few  sales  reported  on  three-inch  Valencia^  were  made 
around  $1.25  per  cwt.    Two-inch  minimum  Valencias  were  mostly  85^~S0^,  with 
a  few  reported  as  high  as  $1  in  100-pcund  even- weight  hags." 

13c.    ~  I  CP.  I  DA  CITRUS  SEIPMS1TTS  PIEAVY  AhT  PHI  CSS  LOW 

PI.  P.  Willson  submitted  the  following  report  on  December  9  from 
Winter  Havens- 

"Shipments  cf  Florida  citrus  for  the  past  few  days  have  oeen  very  heavy 
and  probably  will  continue  sc  for  the  next  ten  days.    The  southern  cities, 
"particularly  the  smaller  markets,  are  receiving  their  usual  quota  for  the 
holiday  season,    -he  northern  markets  also  are  receiving  liberal  supplies. 
On  Saturday,  December  6,  Florida  shipped  a  total  of  575  cars  of  citrus.  Dur- 
ing Saturday  and  Sunday,  over  900  cars  cleared  the  Florida  gateways  and,  in 
addition,  there  were  approximately  150  cars  held  for  f orwarding-crders  Monday 
morning*    The  holdings  at  Potomac  Yard,  for  the  same  date,  were  also  very 
heavy,  approximately  175  cars  "being  held  there. 

"Prices  have  heen  extremely  lew,  even  lower  than  these  of  the  192S-29 
season.    This  past  week  hfO  cars  of  Florida  oranges  sold  for  an  average  cf 
$ 2. SO  on  the  northern  auctions,  compared  with  357  cars  at  $5»05  in  1928* 
Also  297  cars  of  grapefruit  sold  at  $2.75  average,  compared  with  357  cars  at 
$ 3 • 23  two  years  ago." 


During  1930  about  $1,300,000  was  spent  in  advertising  a  well-known  brand  cf 
California  oranges.    Next  year  this  amount  may  be  increased  tc  $1,600,000. 
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lUb.    THE  WESTERN  HjSW  YORK  PRODUCE  SITUATION 

A  letter  of  December  9,  from  R.  L.  Sutton  at  Rochester,  gr.ve  the 
following  information  on  western  New  York  crops :- 

"Heavy  loadings  of  cabbage  during' the  past  week  caused  the  market  to 
weaken  slightly.    The  weather  has  moderated  noticeably,  and  for  a  well— regu- 
lated cabbage  market  reasonably-cold  weather  should  prevail. 

"Holdings  of  celery  in  western  New  York  in  23  cold-storages  on  December 
5  were  26l,669  crates,  or  72,000  less  than  the  previous  week.    However,  the 
holdings  are  $4,000  crates  more  than  at  the  corresponding  time  last  year,  and 
^0,000  less  than  the  quantity  on  hand  two  years  ago.    The  demand  for  celery 
during  the  next  two  weeks  should  be  good,  if  the  eastern  trade  is  going  to 
look  to  western  New  York  for  their  holiday  requirements. 

"The  improvement  noted  in  the  onion  situation  in  our  last  report  seems 
to  hp.ve  been  lost  to  a  certain  extent.    Very  few  sales  were  completed  yes- 
terday, the  f  .o.b.  business  being  mostly  at  $1  for  100-pound  sacks  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  yellows,  75$  2  inches  and  larger.    The  50-Poun(3-  sacks  brought  60^. 
The  outturn  so  far  this  season  is  comparable  to  that  of  last  season. 

"The  shipping-point  price  on  potatoes  during  the  past  sever:  days  has 
ranged  $2.25~$2.40  for  U.  S.  No.  1  Round  Whites  in  150-pound  sacks.  Ship- 
ments continue  light,  although  the  haulings  showed  some  increase  toward  the 
close  of  the  week.  Dealers  were  buying  from  the  growers  at  65^—70^  per 
bushel,  with  a  few  points  going  as  high  as  75^«  With  the  New  York  State  crop 
increased  by  more  than  two  million  bushels,  according  to  the  November  esti- 
mate, it  is  felt  that  the  next  release  will  probably  show  some  reduction. 

"Carrots  -continue  to  be  neglected  by  the  trade.    Bulk  shipments  are 
moving  to  canneries  and  soup  companies.    Every  day  shipments  are  made  to 
Camden,  N.J.,  to  important  soup  operators.    Most  of  the  bulk  shipments  are 
sold  under  contract,  with  prices  ranging  $5~$I0  Per  ton.    Carlot  sales  in 
100-pound  sacks  ranged  recently  50^-6 5'^ •     In  some  quarters  a  slightly  better 
feeling  has  materialized,  with  sales. for  January  delivery  going  to  the  dollar 
mark  and'  a  little  above. 

"Marketing  activity  on  apples  has  hardly  shown  enough  to  warrant  ex- 
pression of  moderate  trading.    The  export  demand,  too,  has  been  rather  re- 
stricted." 


15^.    MICHIGAN  ONIONS  ACTIVE;  POTATOES  DULL 

The  following  brief  report  came  in  a  letter  of  December  6  from 
R.  E.  Keller  at  Grand  Rapids :- 

"Trading  in  Michigan  onions  has  been  quite  active  during  the  past 
week.    Prices  have  been  sustained  at  the  increased  levels  r^r.de  the  latter 
part  of  the  .previous  week.    The  moderation  in  weather  during  the  past  week 
facilitated  loading  and  filling-out  previous  orders;  so  shipments  have  been 
quite  heavy.    The  market  has  reacted  to  the  increased  movement  and  sales 
Saturday  were. much  lighter  than  on  any  previous  day  in  the  week.     In  fact, 
shippers  are  freely  predicting  that  prices  will  decline  from  their  present 
level  and  stay  down  until  after  New  Year's. 

"The  potato  deal  has  witnessed  another  week  of  light  loadings,  with 
a  few  sales  reported  at  $1.U0-$1.U2|  per  cwt.,  Cadillac  rate,  and  frosted 
cars  selling  for  less.     Only  502  cars  of  potatoes  have  moved  from  Michigan 
so  far. this  season."

"Stringless"  is  a  distinct  varietal  name,  and  therefore  the  term 
"stringless"  should  not  be  used  in  bean  quotations  as  indicating  various 
varieties  or  types  which  are  free  from  "strings." 

V.  E.  ITicholson,  at  Miami,  has  sent  the  following  comments  regarding 
types  and  market  preferences; 

"The  Bountiful  variety  comprises  over  two-thirds  of  the  plantings 
of  the  winter  and  spring  crops  in  both  the  Everglades  and  East  Coast  sec- 
tions.   Probably  the  outstanding  characteristic  of  this  variety  is  its  flat 
shape.     It  does  not  have  'strings.' 

"According  to  the  shippers,  there  are  two  stringless  varieties  plant- 
ed in  the  Everglades  this  fall.    The  Giant  Stringless  is  the  most  important 
from  the  standpoint  of  acreage,  but  there  is  some  of  the  Burpee's  String- 
less, which  is  shorter  and  somewhat  thicker  than  the  Giant  Stringless, 
Both  of  these  varieties  are  round  in  shape,  and  neither  has  'strings.' 

"The  Refugee,  grown  commercially,  has  more-pronounced  'strings'  than 
any  other  variety*    The  Black  and  Red  Valentine  also  have  1  strings  J  1  but  not 
so  well  developed  as  in  the  Refugee.     These  three  varieties  are  all  round- 
type. 

"The  flat  type,  consisting  principally  of  Bountiful s,   is  shipped 
chiefly  to  ITew  York,  Philadelphia,  and  other  seaboard  markets.    In  the  south- 
ern and  middle- we stern  markets,  it  ordinarily  sells  at  a  discount, 

"The  round  type  is  preferred  on  the  markets  from  Baltimore  and  Pitts- 
burgh south  and  west.    The  stringless  varieties  are  preferred  in  the  Middle 
West,  and  both  Stringless  and  Red  Valentines  usually  bring  a  premium  in  the 
southern  markets*    Black  Valentines  go  mostly  to  Chicago,  Cleveland,  and 
Detroit,    Refugees  go  mostly  to  ITew  York  and  Philadelphia.

The  following  interesting  report  was  received  in  a  letter  of  early 
December  from  J,  B.  Wright,  inspector  for  the  Navy  at  San  Pedro :- 

"■^erhaps  you  will  he  interested  in  a  summary  of  the  situation  at  this 
station  since  the  return  of  the  battle— fleet . 

"Last  month  was  a  record— "breaker  in  point  of  tonnage,  nearly  1,500,000 
pounds  of  fruits  and  vegetables  inspected,  which  I  "believe  is  the  most  we 
have  had  in  one  month.    The  reason  for  the  unusually  heavy  tonnage  was  that 
the  supply-ship  did  not    .issue  provisions  to  the  fleet  during  October. 

■  "For  the  past  few  months,  prices  have  been  somewhat  higher  here  than 
at  San  Diego,  but  the  contractors  appear  to  be  getting  down  to  bed-rock  now. 
November  prices  are  lower  here  than  at  San  Diego  on  considerably  more  than 
half  the  items  on  contract  and,  for  December,  the  same  situation  has  pre- 
vailed.   Any  time  that  prices  are  a„s  low  here  as  at  San  Diego,  it  means  that 
competition  here  is  closer,  because  there  are  several  reasons  why  the  con- 
tractors cpii  not  make .  deliveries  as  cheaply  as  at  San  Diego  and  make  the  same 
profit.    At  the  present  time,  there  are  eight  produce  firms  bidding  on  fruits 
and  vegetables : at  this  port.    One  firm  was  not  allowed. to  bid  during  Novem- 
ber,  but  is  reinstated  and  has  a.  contract  for  December.    Another  firm  is  on 
probation,  with  a.., warning  from  the  Navy  Department  that  any  further  offense 
will  result  in  permanent  debarment  from  bidding.  .  This    action  by  the  Navy 
Department  has  resulted  from  rejections  and  cuts  made  on  these  two  firms 
the  last  year  or  so.    For  several  months,  the  rejections  have  been  very  light 
in  proportion  to  the  quantity  of  supplies  inspected. 

"I  ma„de  a  trip  to  San  Diego  the  latter  part  of  October  for  the  purpose 
of  calling  on  the  Officer  in  Charge,  Naval  Supply  Depot,  and  to  look  over 
the  supplies  the  ITavy  was  receiving  at  that  port. 

"The  main  battle-fleet  will  leave  here  (San  Pedro)  early  in  February, 
but  will  be  gone  only  about  six  weeks."

Bailey,  of  the  Yakina    office,  stated  that  this  solid  load  of  small  boxes  of 
'apples  is'  the  first  ever  to  have  been  shipped  from  the  Yakima  Valley  and 
possibly  the  first  from  the  State  of  Washington,  although  this  small  contain- 
er has  been  packed  for  a  number  of  yeo.rs  in  lots  of  several  hundred  boxes  for 
local  sale  or  for  loading  with  standard- dimension  boxes:- 

"On  llovember  30  the  Cowiche  growers,  Inc.,  of  Yakina,  loaded  a  full  car 
of  small  boxes  (6-3/5- 11  x  7-5A>"  x  12"  inside  measurements)  of  Extra  Fancy  De- 
licious apples.    These  boxes  are  sometimes  called.  fgi£t'  boxes  or  10^X06^ 
boxes.    They  are  almost  exactly  one-fourth  the  cubical  contents  of  the  stand- 
ard box.    This  carload  was  sold  to  a  firm  iii  Boston. 

"The  car  was  loaded  as  follows!    'Through  load,  30  stacks,  11  rows,  row 
not  spaced,  space  at  sides, 'IS  layers,  every  second  layer  stripped.    An  ad- 
ditional stack  was  between  the  doors,  boxes  on  end  5  layers,  9  rows,  second, 
fourth  and  top  layers  stripped,  making  a  total  of  2695  boxes  in  a  regular 
refrigerator  car.  The  majority  of  the  boxes  carried  IS  or  22  apples. 

"The  boxes  cost  about  7^  nade  up,  while  the  grading  and^ packing,  in- 
cluding the  cost  of  the  box  is  estimated  at  12#  to  13^  a  box.    The  carload 
sold  for  65^  per  box  f.o.b;  Yakina,  or  for  approximately  $2.60  p>er  standard 
box." 


5c  .    PENNSYLVANIA  DjSPSCTS  APPLES, IN  |j I GHT  C OUNT  15 S  . 

During  October,  35  inspectors  of  the  Pennsylvojiia  Bureau  of  Markets 
certified  almost  500,000  bushels  of  apples, 'which  were  shipped  by  carload  fron 
points  in  eight  counties.     Teh  inspectors  in  Erie  County  certified  700  carloads 
of  grapes.    At  apple-canneries  and  barrel ing-plants  in  the  commercial  dis- 
trict, 12  inspectors  classified' nearly  500, 000 "bushels ' of  bulk  apples,  and  the 
total  is  expected  to  reach  a' million  bushels  this  year. ' 

It  is  expected "that  by  the  end  of  the  season  fully  10$  of  the  carlot 
apple  shipments  and  95$  of  the  grape  shipments  will 'have  been  inspected  by 
State  representatives. ' 

The  following  articles  have  been  reprinted  from  " Inspection-Notes, " 
issued  by  the  Federal-State  Inspection  Service  at  Richmond,  Va.,  on  December 
9:- 

6c.    PROSPECTS  FOR  APPLE  INSPECT IONS  IN  VIRGINIA 

During  the  first  week  in  December,  apple  shipments  and  inspections  were 
lighter  in  Virginia  than  during  the  previous  two  weeks.    During  the  week  of 
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December  8>  to  13,  it  is  expected  that  shipments  will  be  very  light,  becrcu.se 
apples  exported  this  week  will  arrive  to  "be  sold  in  Great  Britain  on  Decem- 
ber 2^4 ,  the  day  before  Christmas,    During  the  week  of  December  15  to  20, 
shipments  for  export  and  inspections  will  be  a  little  heavier,  and  during 
Christmas  week  export  shipments  and  inspections  will  likely  be  resumed  in 
good  volume.  .  ,. 

Up  to  ITovember  15,  between  oOfo  and  B^o  of  the  reported  shipments  of 
apples  from  Virginia  had  received  Federal-State  inspection.    Of  the  apples 
now  in  cold  storage,  15$  to  20$  have  been  inspected  and  given  Virginia  lot- 
numbers,  but  many  of  these  lots  are  being  inspected  again  as  they. are  ship- 
ped.   The  number  of  future  inspections  depends  upon  the  number  of  baskets 
which  will  be  exported.     So  far  this  season,  the  export  movement  of  baskets 
from  Virginia  has  been  unusually  heavy.    As  a  general  practice,  the  larger 
sizes  are  packed  in  baskets,  which  sizes  are  preferred  in  continental  Europe, 
where  so  far  this  season  the  market  for  American  apples  has  been  unusually 
active  on  account  of  short  local  crops.

REGISTERED  SPECIAL  BRANDS  FOR  OHE GO N  APPLES 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  "other  grades  mid  brands"  regulation, 
permitting  shippers  to  register  special  brands  covering  a  shipment  of 
fruit,  the  following  grades  have  been  registered  with  the  Oregon  State 
Board  of  Horticulture: 

OF  GRADE  -  "SPECIAL"  Newtown  or  other  variety. 

BRAND  AND  LABEL  .  .  .  Special  label.    Name  of  grade  stamped  on  label. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  GRADE :    Apples  must  meet  the  requirements  of  Extra  Fancy, 

Fancy,  or  C  Grade  except  that  dry  punctures,  minor 
spots  (l)  of  dry  core  rot  or  drouth  spot,  and  inconspicuous  evidence  (2) 
of  dry  core  rot  may  be  permitted  in  the  grade. 

TQLEB&LTCE:    A  total  tolerance  of  10$  shall  be  allowed  for  punctures  not 
dry,  dry  rot  or  drouth  spot,  and  evidence  of  dry  core  rot  in  excess  of 
specified  amount. 

TERMS  DEFINED: 

(1)  "Minor  spots"  shall  include  small  spots  of  dry  rot  or  drouth  spot 
only  in  such  quantity  that  the  appearance  of  the  grade  is  not  seriously 
affected. 

(2)  "Inconspicuous  evidence"  is  meant  to  describe  the  external  appearance 
of  an  apple,  which  may  or  may  not  show  dry  core  rot  on  cutting  the  apple,- 
that  is,  a  questionable  apple. 

The  above  grade  has  been  registered  by  the  American  Fruit  Growers, 
Inc.,  Hood  River,  Oregon,  and  the  Bear  Wallow  Orchards  Co.,  Hood  River, 
Oregon. 


The  following  special  grade  has  been  registered  by  the  Apple 
Growers  Association  of  Hood  River,  and  will  be  known  as  the  "0-So-Good" 
grade  or  brand: 

Apples  must  meet  the  requirement  of  Oregon  Extra  Fancy,  Fancy 
and/or  C  Grade  except  that  they  may  contain  the  following 
blemishes:    Dry  stem  punctures,  inconspicuous  minor  cases  of 
core  rot  and  dry  rot.    Pack  must  contain  not  to  exceed  25$ 
C  Grade  apples,  containing  only  the  defects  noted  above. 

A  tolerance  of  not  to  exceed  10$  to  be  permitted  to  allow  for 
variation  of  grade. 

DEFINITIONS  OF  TERMS : 

(1)  "Minor"  spots  shall  include  small  spots  of  dry  rot  or  drouth  spot 
only  in  such  quantity  that  the  appearance  of  the  grade  is  not  seriously 
affected, 

(2)  "Inconspicuous"  evidence  is  meant  to  describe  the  external  appearance 
of  an  apple,  which  may  or  may  not  show  dry  core  rot  on  cutting  the  apple;

We  hardly  have  time  to  recut  the  en- 
tire stencil.    So  it  is  necessary  to  modify  the  sentence  in  such  a  way  as 
to  occupy  the  same  space  on  the  stencil  and  yet  not  convey  a  wrong  meaning. 
This  explains  why,  occasionally,  the  wording  of  a  sentence  may  be  altered 
from  the  original  letter  or  article,    &n  example  of  this  occurred  in  Par. 
kc  of  last  week's  D.L.     In  describing  the  2695-box  load  of  apples,  Mr. 
Bailey's  original  article  said:     "The  boxes  were  packed  with  lU  to  27 
apples  of  sizes  64 's  to  100' s.    The  majority  of  the  boxes  carried  IS  or 
22  apples."    The  first  part  of  this  statement  was  accideital^ omitted  from 
the  article  as  it  appeared  in  the  D.L. 

In  Par.  3D>  regarding 'sweet-potatoes,  the  word  "probable"  was  in- 
tended to  read  "proper,"  in  the  reference  to  "proper  storage  conditions." 


3a.    CHRISTMAS  TREE  MARKETING- 

An  editorial  in  Hew  England  Homestead  for  December  13  says: 
"There  is  another  crop  moving  marketward  from  the  farms  of  New 
England  at  this  season,  one  that  is  not  produced  with  the  usual  routine 
of  plowing,  planting,  and  cultivating-    Hew  England1 s  yearly  Christmas-tree 
harvest  is  on  in  full  swing.    Largely  a  by-product  of  her  thousands  of 
acres  of  woodland  and  pastures,  the  crop,   in  realty,   is  a  gift  of  nature, 
as  man's  influence  over  it  is  quite  limited  when  compared  to  the  products 
of  the  tillable  fields.     It  is  a  crop  whose  value  is  measured  in  its  ability 
to  promote  human  happiness,  rather  than  in  its  content  of  food  nutrients, 
for  what  would  Christmas  be  without  a  Christmas  tree?    ITew  England' s  ship- 
ments this  year  are  estimated  to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  6,500,000  trees, 
some  500,000  less  than  the  number  marketed  last  year. 

"This  business  of  providing  Christmas  trees  has  become  a  sizable  one 
in  New  England,  and  gives  evidence  of  assuming  more  business-like  propor- 
tions as  time  goes  on.    This  year,  for  the  first  time,  trees  are  being 
marketed  cooperatively  by  a  group  of  farmers  in  New  Hampshire.    The  trees 
bear  a  tag  on  which  is  printed  an  appropriate  message,  which  gives  them  an 
individuality  not  heretofore  possessed.     It  is  possible  that  next  year  this 
same  group  of  farmers  will  try  marketing  the  desirable  tops  of  fir  trees,

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that  now  are  wasted  in  liimbering  operations.    Perhaps  this  cooperative 
marketing  will  be  the  means  of  avoiding  the  annual .  disappointment  that  some 
farmers  experience,  when  they  fail  to  receive  payment  for  the  trees  they 
have  sold  through  individual  channels." 

Ua.    Mf  HAIL-PEP05TS  HANDLED.  ¥R0U  RAILROAD  AGENTS 

In  connection  with  Par.  Ha  in  last  week1  s  D.L.,  attention  has  "been 
called  to  the  large  number  of  monthly  mail-reports,  received  from  railroad 
and  express  company  agents.    Approximately  12,000  individual  station  agents 
are  authorized  to  submit  to  this  Bureau  a  monthly  report  "by  mail,  showing 
the  number  of  cars  of  each  of  UG  products  billed  by  his  station  during  the 
month.    These  reports  for  the  four  Pacific  Northwestern  States  have  been 
going  to  our  Spokane  office  and  the  reports  for  California,  Arizona  and 
Nevada  have  been  going  first  to  Los  Angeles.    Those  offices  later  forward 
the  monthly  post-cards  to  the  Washington  office. 

About  1^5,000  mail  reports  oh  card  forms  are  received  during  the 
course  of  the  year.    Two  of  the  girls  in  the  section  supervised  by  Mrs.  Edna 
Walker  Stenhouse  assort  and  check-in  the  reports  as  they  arrive  and  follow- 
up  the  delinquents.    All  the  cards  showing  shipments'  are  then  turned  over 
to  a  group  of  five  clerks  who  file'  them  and  prepare  tabulations  on  the  basis 
of  commodities,  months,  counties  and  stations.     Caxds  which  show  no  ship- 
ments during  the  month  are  not  filed.     Totals  of  the  shipments  also  are  main- 
tained currently  on  the  basis  of  counties  and  States.     In  addition  to  the 
post-card  forms,   special  forms  of  monthly  shipment  reports  are  received  from 
express  agents,  boat  lines  and  conductors1  waybills.     In  the  last  annual 
report,   it  was  indicated  that 'about  1,100,000  carloads  of  fruits  and  vege- 
tables are  reported  each  year. 

Beginning  January  1,  1931*  four  additional  products  will  be  reported 
both  by  daily  wires  and  by  monthly  mail  forms:- 

Beets. 

Blackberries  (including  loganberries  and  dewberries) . 
Corn,  green  or  sweet. 

Green's,  including  broccoli  greens,   turnip  tops,  kale 
and  all  other  greens  except  spinach,  which  is 
reported  separately. 

This  makes  a  total  of  U6  commodities  to  be  reported  by  mail  and,  cf 
these,  there  are  H2  reported  by  drily  wires.    The  two  reports  are  compared 
each  month  and  discrepancies  are  reconciled  by  correspondence  with  trans- 
portation officials. 

5a.    UNEMPLOYED  SELLING-  ORANGES  IN  SOT  ORLEANS 

Last  Monday,  New  Orleans  opened  its  campaign  to  help  the  unemployed 
by  furnishing  heads  of  families  with  Louisiana  oranges  to  sell.    As  far  as 
possible,  the  oranges  were  furnished  only  to  people  who  want  work  but  have 
not  been  able  to  obtain  it.    A  truck  from  the  City  Eall  delivered  the  oranges 
to  men  and  women  stationed  on  busy  street-corners  throughout  the  business 
section.    The  oranges  were  sold  at  two  for  5^>  which  gave  a  profit  of  $2.70 
per  box.    Most  people  sold  from  one  to  two  boxes  each  day.  (from  J.  W.- 
Coleman, Dec.  13) 
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6  a .    FURTHER  REPORT  ON  RUSH  OF  WORK  I  IT  REGULATORY  BRANCH 

Last  week  was  naturally  the  "busiest  week  in  the  Regulatory  Branch, 
due  to  the  expiration  of  the  six  months'  period  allowed  persons  in  active 
"business "for  obtaining  licenses  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Comnodi- 
ties  Act.    Mr.  Robb  was  unusually,. busy  handling  wire  complaints,  special 
correspondence  and  giving  general  direction  to  the  v;ork.    While  Mr*  She  man 
was  handling  scores  of  letters  of  inquiry  regarding  the  necessity  of  se- 
curing licenses,  as  stated  last  week,  hundreds  of  such  letters  were  being 
handled  by  Mr 7  Evans  and  Mr,  .Newton,  and  thousands  of  inquiries  were  being 
handled  by  Mr.  Walleigh  and  his  force.    Many  inquiries  and  applications  had 
to  be  held  over  for  action  this  week. 

During  the  week  of  December  8  to  13,  there  were  3»^73  applications 
received,  or  an  average  of  579  Per  day*    The  total    -applications  placed  in 
the  ni?.il  by  commission  merchants,  dealers  and  brokers  not  later  than  December 
10  amounted  to  approximately  12, 500,    Upon  receipt,  many  required  correspon- 
dence to  determine  whether  the  applicants  are  subject  to  license  under  the 
Act.    Several  hundred  applications  have  been  received  since  December  10,  and 
it  is  probable  that  there  are  thousands  of  persons  yet  to  be  licensed,  many 
of  whom  may  be  shippers  or  canners  who  may  not  need  licenses  until  spring 
or  summer. 

The  volume  of  work  may  also  be  noted  from  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Baxter, 
with  her  two  assistants,  filed  2,55^  sets  of  papers  during  the  week,  or  an 
average  of  U25  per  day.    These  related  to  current  correspondence  and  did  not 
include  applications  for  licenses.  "Indexing  and  marking  of  folders  were 
also  necessary  in  much  of  this  work.    This  filing-section  also  looked  up  and 
attached  previous  correspondence  in  170  cases,  or  an  average  of  nearly  30 
cases  per  day.    Approximately  5^         complaints  under  the  Act  were  received 
by  wire  and  hy  mail  during  the  week.    Due  to  the  fact  that  the  appropria- 
tion made  by  Congress  for  this  work  is  barely  sufficient  to  handle  the 
licensing  work,  the  action  which  has  been  taken  on  complaints,  in  pressing 
instances,  has  been  possible  only  by  suspending  much  of  the  regular  work  on 
Produce  Agency  Act  cases,  which  thus  far  have  continued  to  be  as  active  as 
in  previous  months.    Holiday  vacations  are  out  of  the  question!

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lb.    EXPECTED  YIELDS  CP  ARIZ  OCX  ZZZZZCZ  SHAZPLY  REDUCED 

B.  E.  Surry,   in  a  letter  of  December  11  from  Phoenix,  tells  of  the 
serious  damage  to  Arizona  lettuce,  which  will  reduce  the  output :- 

"The  lettuce  deal  has  taken  on  a  different  aspect  in  the  last  few 
days.     Injury  to  the  lettuce  in  the  fields  last  week,  due  to  the  warm  days 
and  nights  following  the  recent  rain,  -  in  addition  to  the  damage  of  No- 
vember, -  has  cut  the  prospective  heavy  yield  in  the  Salt  River  Valley  almost 
one  half.    Although  liberal  shipments  were  expected  by  this  time,  the  daily 
average  for  this  week  will  be  less  than  50  cars.    To  d'-.te  623  cars  have 
moved  from  the  State,  compared  with  lU2  on  the  sane  date  last  year  and  be- 
tween 700  and  800  cars  in  1Q2S.    A  good  movement,  with  shipments  reaching 
mere  than  100  cars  a  day,   is  expected  next  week.    Prospects  now  are  for 
probably  not  more  than  3,000  cars  out  of  the  Valley  and  possibly  1,000  cars 
from  the  Casa  C-rande  and  Yuma  sections.    Casa  Grande  has  moved         cars  to 
date,  with  almost  that  number  of  cars  still  left  in  the  fields.    Yuma.,  which 
was  very  slow  to  get  started,  has  shipped  but  19  cars  this  season.    A  normal 
crop  of  around  ^00  cars  may  be  expected. 

"Sizes  are  running  large  this  season,  about  75$  °f  the  crates  ship- 
ped cut  of  the  State  being  four  dozen1 s  and  25$  of  the  yield  has  been  been 
five  dozen's.  There  are  practically  no  six-dozen  size.  Last  year  the  ma- 
jority of  shipments  were  five  and  six  dozen1 s.  Since  there  is  always  a  cer- 
tain portion  of  the  trade  who  demand  the  small  sizes,  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  the  five-dozen  size  will  bring  a  premium  in  price  in  some  of  the  east- 
ern markets. 

"Some  of  the  growers  and  shippers  seem  to  feel  that  they  will  be  lucky 
to  make  expenses  this  season.    The  quality  has  been  very  unsatisfactory. 
Many  fields  will  hardly  be  touched,  on  account  of  the  high  percentage  of 
split  or  burs ted  heads,  resulting  from  the  unfavorable  weather.    No  accurate 
estimate  of  the  total  amount  of  damage  has  yet  been  ma.de. 

"On  account  of  quality  and  the  uncertainty  of  eastern  markets,  very 
few  cash  sales  have  been  made  the  last  week.    Wire  inquiry  and  demand  have 
been  generally  good,  but  buyers  were  unable  to  find  the  quality  they  desired, 
during  the  past  two  or  three  days  there  has  been  some  improvement  in  the 
solidity  of  heads.    Offerings  of  good  quality  are  expected  to  be  plentiful 
by  next  week.    The  cash-track  market  has  been  mostly  around  $2,  with  a  very 
few  cars  at  $2.15*    Host  of  the  buyers  and  shippers  agree  that  a  good  car 
of  lettuce  could  being  from  $2.25  to  $2.50,  but  no  one  has  been  able  to  load 
a  car  that  would  meet  those  expectations.    A  large  majority  of  the  cars  moved 
the  past  week  has  been  either  rolled  and  sold  by  wire,  or  consigned."

W.  H.  Hall,  of  the  Chicago  office,  has  made  a  valuable  suggestion 
in  the  following  letter  of  December  12.:- 

11  We  frequently  have  occasion  to  refer  to  our  Saturday  market  wires, 
to  answer  requests  for  information,  and  it  occurs  to  me  that,  in  offices 
where  old  copies  of  the  code  have  all  been  destroyed,   it  will  not  be  pos- 
sible to  decode  these  wires.    Fortunately  we  kept  one  of  our  old  code  books, 
which  has  stood  us  in  good  stead  several  times.     Don't  you  think  it  would 
be  a  good  idea  to  put  an  article  in  the  Division  Letter,  requesting  all 
offices  to  retain  one  of  these  old  books?" 

In  line  with  Mr.  Hall's  suggestion,  all  offices  which  still  have 
copies  of  the  old  code  are  advised  to  keep  the  same,  but  care  should  be 
taken  to  mark  the  pages  in  such  a  way  as.  to  indicate  that  they  are  now 
obsolete,  or  the  dates  when  the  pages  were  effecti  e  should  be  marked. 

Ub.    C0L0BAD0  POTATO  PRICES  DECLIKE 

Parts  of  a  letter  of  December  13,  from  Bryce  Morris  at  Denver,  are 
published  below:- 

"Potato  prices  have  continued  to  decline  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  dis- 
trict the  past  week.     Shipments  have  been  moderate. 

"In  northern  Colorado,   shipments  have  been  running  from  H  to  11  cars 
daily,  with  growers  reluctant  to  sell  at  prevailing  prices.    But  if  present 
low  levels  continue,  they  no  doubt  will  ship  freely  after  the  first  of 
Ja,nuary.    The  total  movement  may  reach  6,000  cars  from  northern  Colorado. 
A  slightly  better  inquiry  was  reported  for  Triumphs  in  this  district. 

"On  the  Western  Slope,   shipments  have  been  even  lighter  than  before. 
The  total  Colorado  potato  movement  now  is  well  over  9»000  cars,  while  last 
year  at  this  time  it  was  S,4l7. 

"Onion  shipments  have  ranged  from  9  to  l6  cars  per  day  recently. 
Demand  has  been  very  slow,  except  for  the  large-sized  Valencias." 

5b .     WESTERN  MBU  YORK  MARKET  QUIET 

On  December  Id,  R.  L.  Sutton  wrote  as  follows  from  Rochester :- 
"During  the  past  seven  days  trading  has  been  sluggish  on  practically 
all  commodities  shipped  from  western  New  York.    The  weather  was  warmer  than 
normal  and  was  not  suitable  for  market  improvement. 

"Cabbage  became  inactive,  the  demand  was  slow  and  the  market  ruled 
dull  to  slightly  weaker.    Loadings  went  forward  in  moderate  to  fairly  heavy 
degrees  and,  because  of  restricted  dena.nd,  the  shippers  within  a  few  days 
had  an  accumulation  of  loaded  cars  on  track.     In  some  cases  cars  were  held 
on  track  for  several  days  and  were  discounted  sharply  when  finally  sold. 
Due  to  the  nearness  of  the  shipping  points  to  most  of  the  large  eastern 
narkets,  the  factors  in  this  territory  roll  comparatively  few  cars  as  1  un- 
sold.*    If  the  car  is  not  sold  f.o.b.,   it  is  usually  found  that  the  shipper 
has  a  connection  to  whom  the  car  is  consigned.    When  grea-ter  distances  pre- 
vail between  point  of  origin  and  terminal  markets,  cars  can,  in  case  of. 
necessity,  be  rolled  unsold  and  sales  ma.de  while  the  shipments  are  in  tran- 
sit .

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"The  anticipated  extra,  holiday-trade  for  celery  does  not  appear  to 
have  materialized.     The  demand  has  continued  rather  slow,  with  the  market 
showing  no  price  advances.     It  is  generally  thought  that  most  of  the  celery 
remaining  in  storage  is  now  in  "buyers1  hands.    The  latest  cold-storage  report 
shows  that,  on  December  12,  there  were  213,106  crates  of  celery  on  hand  in 
western  New  York.    This  is  a  reduction  of  approximately  US,000  from  the  pre- 
vious week,  but  is  80,000  crates  more  than,  the  holdings  at  the  same  time 
last  season.     There  are  some  reports  of  the  stock  showing  deterioration  in 
storage,  and  present  indications  point  "toward  the  cleaning— up  of  these  hold- 
ings, as  far  as  possible,  by  January  1.     California  has  been  shipping  daily 
many  nor 6  cars  than  this  State.    During  the  latter  part  of  last  week,  shipments, 
from  California  ranged  from  90  to  1^7  daily.    These  cars  roll  heavily  for 
delivered-sales,  and  it  is  to  be  expected  that  they  will  offer  keen  competi- 
tion with  western  Hew  York  stock.    This  is  particularly  true  in  that  many 
western  cars  will  arrive  in  the  eastern  markets  unsold,  thereby  forcing  the 
Hew  York  shipper  to  make  some  concessions  in  order  to  move  his  product. 

"The  little  spurt  of  activity ' that  developed  recently  in  onions  was 
short-lived.    'P.o.b.  business  "became  so  scarce  that,  during  a  few  days  of  the 
past  week,  net  enough    business  was  transacted  to  warrant  quotations. 

"With  the  decline  in  export  demand  for  apples,  the  t reading  has  been 
light.    Sales  for  domestic  consumption  have  consisted  largely  of  fruit  in 
bushel  tubs. 

"Haul in gs  of  potatoes  have  continued  rather  light.    The  market  has 
shown  very  little  variation  one  way  or  the  other.    Growers  have  shown  little 
interest  in  letting  their  stock  go  at  the  prevailing  prices.    The  temperature 
dropped  to  such  a  low  point  yesterday  that  it  was  impossible  to  haul  without 
risk  of  f re e zing-damage. "

-OUR  DIVISION  LETTER  IS  THE  TIE  THAT  BIUDS  US  TOG-ETHER  AS  CM  LARGE  FAMILY- 
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gb.    CROPS  DAMAGED  BY  FROST  III  SOUTHERN  FLORIDA 

V«  H.  Nicholson  sent  the  following  report  in  a  letter  of  December  15 
from  Miami:- 

"The  frost  last  week,  while  not  as  serious  as  was  at  first  thought, 
did  considerable  damage  to  crops  in  so&thcrn  Florida.     In. the  region  around 
Belie  Glade,  probably  JOfo  of  the  beans  were  killed.    The  damage  around  Pahokec 
and  Canal  Point  probably  amounted  to  75$  to.  30fot     It  is  safe  to  estimate  that 
at  least  75$  of  the  bean  crop  around  Lake  Okeechobee  was  killed, 

"Frost  was  rather  heavy  on  the  East  Coast  but  the  damage  was  less 
severe.    S0me  of  the  growers  around  Pompano  say  that  they  will  lose  about 
50$    of  their  crop,  but,  when  it  is  averaged  up  with  the  others,  it  appears 
as  if  20$  to  25$  will  be  a  fair  estimate  of  the  damage  in  that  section. 
The  acreage  there  was  heavier  than  last  season,  when  approximately  3j000 
acres  were  planted  to  beans.    There  was  no  damage  to  the  pepper  crop  around 
Pompanc •    Damage  to  the  crops  around  Ft.  Lauderdale  was  very  light. 

"The  frost  damage  to  the  tomato-  crop  around  Homestead  was  rather 
light  and  was  confined  to  the  fall  plantings  on  the  high  lands.     It  is  the 
general  opinion  now  that  the  damage  to  the  fall  crop  will  not  exceed  15$  to 
20fo.    Most  of  the  fields  damaged  were  about  through  bearing. 

"As  a  result  of  the  frost,  shipments  of  beans  have  been  very  light, 
amounting  to  about  15  cars  daily  during  the  past  week.    However,  prices  have 
soared.    On  Monday  best  Bountifuls  sold  $1.25-$1«50  at  the  Lafce,  but  on 
Saturday  best  stock  was  selling  mostly  at  $4- $U.50,  with  an  occasional  lot 
higher.    Shipments  from  Pompano  are  still  very  light  and  it  is  probable  that 
they  will  continue  so  for  a  few  days  longer.     The  crop  in  that  section  was 
intended  ""to  be  shipped  o.fter  the  peak  of  the  movement  from  the  ^ake  section 
was  past. 

"Shipments  of  tomatoes  have  been  rather  light  and  there  is  not  much 
likelihood  that  they  will  become  heavy  before  the  spring  crop  is  ready  for 
harvest.    One  of  the  largest  shippers  made  the  statement  the  other  day  that 
the  daily  movement  01  tomatoes  from  southern  Florida  would  not  exceed  50 
cars  until  the  spring  crop.    Another  states  that  in  his "opinion  the  shipments 
will  not  reach  20  cars  daily  until  some  time  in  January. 

"There  is  an  inclination  to  increase  the  acreage  of  spring-crop  to- 
matoes, but  growers  have  been  unable  to  obtain  the  necessary  financial  back- 
ing.   The  spring  and  winter  crops  last  year  were  unprofitable,  and  most  grow- 
ers lost  money  and  are  not  in  a  position  to  increase  acreage  this  year. 
Shippers  have  "been  loath  to  extend  any  help  to  the  growers  and,  even  where 
they  have,   it  has  been  only  a  small  percentage  of  the  growing  costs.  While 
it  is  possible  that  the  acreage  of  the  spring  crop  will  be  expanded  consider- 
ably over  the  acreage  of  last  spring,   it  is  highly  probable  that  plantings 
will  be  near  last  year's  figure. 

"The  acreage  in  Collier  County,  around  Everglades,  has  been  increased 
over  that  of  last  season,  but  the  increase  is  not  great.    However,  it  is 
probable  that  yields  in  southern  Florida  will  be  above  the  light  yields  of 
last  season  and  that  shipments  will  be  somewhat  heavier;  even  though  the 
acreage  is  not  increased." 

THE  DIVISION  OF  CROP  AND  LIVESTOCK  ESTIMATES,   in  its  report  issued 
on  December  17, stated  that  the  total  farm  value  of  all  products  included 
in  its  reports  for  I93O  is  $6, 2~[k ,  g2^ ,  000,  compared  with  a  total  value  of 
$8,675,^20,000  in  the  year  1929.    About  -366 , 507,000  acres  were  harvested. 
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9b.     CHANGE  "STRING-  BEANS"  TO  "SNAP  BEANS"  IN  ALL  SEP  OUT  S 

The  varieties  of  green  and  wax  beans  produced  for  market  have  been 
greatly  improved  in  recent  years,  with  the  elimination  of  "strings"  from 
some  of  the  most  important  commercial  varieties.    Consequently,  the  term 
"string  beans"  is  rather  a  misnomer,  and  objection  has  been  made  to  its 
use  in  shipment  reports  and  in  other  information. 

The  term  "snap  beans"  is  quite  generally  used,  as  applying  to  both 
green  and  wax  varieties,    string  and  s tr ingles s.     It  has  therefore  been  de- 
cided to  adopt  this  term  in  our  shipment  and  market  reports,  effective 
January  1.    An  offices  will  please  note  this  change  and  make  it  effective 
on  all  reports  -  shipments,  arrivals,  unloads,  market  quotations,  etc. 

1  Ob .    MAINE  POTATO  MAHKST  EXPECTED  TO  33  FIRM 

J.  B.  Orens  wrote  the  following  report  at  ^resque  Isle,  Maine,  on 
December  l6 

l,iviaine  has  just  passed  the  20,000-car  mark  on  potato  shipments.  On 
the  basis  of  a  probable  50>000  cars  for  this  season,  this  is  exactly  the 
same  percentage  as  had  moved  out  of  the  State  by  this  date  last  year.  Ship- 
ments from  Maine  during  the  past  seven  days  have  averaged  approximately 
35/o  of  the  total  movement  for  the  country,  against  395°  during  the  same  period 
last  year;  all  of  which  goes  to  show  that  the  rate  of  movement  from  the 
State  is  about  the  same  as  in  the  1929-30  season. 

"Private  reports  received  by  some  members  of  the  trade  here  from 
other  producing  sections  confirm    the  existing  opinion  that  ^vlaine  holds  the 
key  to  the  future  potato-market  situation.    With  this  fact  in  mind,  shippers 
have  been  slow  to  sell  at  the  prevailing  prices,  and  there  seems  to  be  a 
united  effort  to  boost  the  market  from  the  present  level.-  -The  actual  price- 
advance  during  the  past  week  has  been  only  ^^10<p  per  cwt.,  but  there  is  a 
firmer  tendency  prevailing  and  the  outlook  'seems  to  be  good  for  a  firm  to 
slightly-stronger  market  for  the  remainder  of  the  month. 

"The  weather  has  been  very  cold  during  the  past  week,  the  result 
being  that  there  was  very  little  hauling  from  farm-storages,  with  prac- 
tically all  the  shipments  coming  from  the  track-side  warehouses.    The  price 
to  growers  has  ranged  mostly  around  $-1.7 5-$ 1.80  bulk  per  barrel,  but  there 
is  a  general  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  the  farmers  to  sell  at  this  price." 

lib.    ALL  MARKET  REPORTERS  PIEASE  NOTE : 

In  a  recent  market  report,   tomatoes  were  referred  to  as  being 
"chilled."     It  is  the  contention  of  Dr.  Ramsey,  of  P.P. I.,  that,  while  there 
is  such  a  thing  as  chilled  tomatoes,  it  really  can  not  be  detected.  Patholo- 
gists knew  that  tomatoes  which  have  been  chilled  will  not  ripen  as  rapidly 
as  those  that  have  not  been  chilled,  but  this  seems  tc  be  about  the  only 
definite  proof  that  the  product  has  actually  been  chilled.    The  trade  uses 
the  term  "chilled,"  but  it  is  very  doubtful  if  they  can  offer  definite  proof. 
If  a  pathologist  can  net  tell  when  tomatoes  have  been  chilled,  except  when 
they  have  been  held  for  a  long  time,  market  news  men  certainly  should  not 
use  the  term.    Usually  the  trade  will  be  quite  as  well  satisfied  with  seme 
such  simple  statement  as  "decayed,"  "bruised,"  " immature, "  or  "showing 
freezing  injury"  if  the  damage  is  such  as  to  indicate  that  actual  freezing 
occurred.     In  no  case,  either  with  tomatoes  or  with  other  commodities,  should 
diseases  cr  defects  be  named,  unless  the  market  reporters  are  certain  of 
their  ground.

"Our  c&aliflowsr  season  is  drawing  to  a  close.    It  has  been  a  very 
busy  time  since  the  middle  of  October.    The  season  was  just  about  reaching 
its  peak,  when  a.  sudden  influx  of  apples  for  export  gave  me  a  great  deal  of 
additional  work  and  I  finally,  with  the  consent  of  the  State  Board,  of  Hor- 
ticulture, hired  a.  young  man  to  open,  close  and  handle  boxes  for  me^xo  do 
other  incidental  things  that  left  me  free  for  the  inspections. 

"The  custom  here  is  for  three-fourths  cf  the  stock  to  be  hauled  to 
the  warehouse  at  the  railroad,  between  5  and  9  p«n«    It  is  loaded  the  next 
day.    I  have  followed  the  practice  of  inspecting  the  stock  in  the  warehouse 
and  then,  as  far  as_possible,  make  the  rounds  cf  the  warehouses  the  next 
forenoon  or  afternoon,   to  catch  lots  coming  in  and -to  record  the  errs  ajid 
the  loadings.    Most  of  the  real  inspection  is  done  during  the  receiving. 
Lots  not  coming  up  to  the  highest  standard  have  been  marketed  in  Portland 
or  shipped  by  truck  to  Seattle."
